‘Schley Represented as 


Disoheying Orders. 
OPENED ON THE FORTS. 


Washington In the Dark as 
to the Contest. 


Washington, June 1.—Washington was 
thrown into a fever of excitement by the 
reports of an engagement off Santiago 
between Commodore Schley’s squadron 
and the Spanish fortifications and Cer- 
vera’s fleet, beginning at 2 o’clock and 
ending at 4, with nothing to indicate the 
extent of the damage. 

The news came from various unofficial 
sources and with enough apparent de- 
tail to give a semblance of truth. In 
more or less exaggerated form it spread 
throughout the city, and the military 
and naval officials were soon besieged 
for information. 

Dispatches from Port-au-Prince said 
that 14 American warships yesterday 
bombarded the fortifications at Santia- 
£0, and that it was believed that Morro, 
Putna Gorda and La Zocafa suffered 
badly. 

As the hours wore on and no con- 
firmation was received, the belief be- 
came general that no battle had been 
fought. The state department received 
no dispatches, although the American 
eonsul at Kingston, Louis A. Dent, is 
one of the promptest news transmit- 
ters in the whole consular service. He 
has seen considerable service as a news- 
paper man, and does not allow any time 
| 
|

to be lost in forwarding facts, although 
as an Official he does not aid in circulat- 
ing mererumors. In addition to this, the 
officials at the navy department not only 
were without news, but they discredited 
the'reports, saying that they had no ex- 
pectations that an engagement would 
take place. 

Commodore Schley's orders are to 
hold Admiral Cervera “bottled 

up” until the proposed military expedi- 

tion is landed at Santiago. The condi- 
; tions are such that he would risk every- 
| thing and gain little by an attempt to 
| force the harbor. In fact, the situation 
at Santiago is almost exactly similar to 
| that which confronted the Japanese in 
the recent war with China.

It is of course probable that Commo- 
dore Schley might have fired upon the 
fortifications to test their character and 
strength and to form an accurate judg- 
nent of the force necessary to reduce 
them. He may also have been fired upon 
by the shore batteries and thus been 
drawn into a conflict, or the Spanish fleet 
may have sallied forth from its retreat 
and endeavored to escape. If an en- 
gagement has occurred, however, it must 
have been forced upon Commodore 
Schley. It is positively knowy that he 
was not to act aggressively until the 
nilitary reinforcements from Tampa had 
reached him. 

Definite information today confirmed 
reports of the day previous.

Spanish Naval Reserve, 

London, June 1.—A Madrid correspon- 
fentsays: “The reserve squadron now 
undergoing speed trials and gun drill 
butside Cadiz harbor is composed of the 
battleship Pelayor, 821 men: the armored 
eruiser Emperor Carlos V, 451 men: the 
cruiser Alfonso XII, 361 men: the auxil- 
lary cruisers Patriota and Rapido, each 
with 175 men, and four torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, each with 120 men. When 
these vessels are ready to start Admiral 
Camara hopes to take with them seven 
trans-Atlantic steamers now preparing 
at Cadiz.

TWO OF CUBA'S HEROES |PZNEST WEDDING CAKE MADE 


General Sanguilly Returns to Help 
His Country, 


Feels Justified In Disregard- 
ing His Parole. 


Ruses Practiced by Lucret In Evading the 
Enemy. 


Key West, June 1.—General Sanguilly'’s 
return to Cuba with the expedition 
which landed 400 men, 7000 rifles and 
2,000,000 rounds of ammunition, is a re- 
markable incident in his extraordinary 
career. His gallant service in the 10- 
year war, his arrest in Havana at the 
beginning of the present insurrection, 
his sentence to death and his release at 
the intercession of Secretary Sherman, 
on @ promise to remain outside of Cuba, 
have made him a conspicuous man. 
About six months ago General Gomez 
ordered him to report for duty, and he 
did not obey. Now he is going to humble 
himself before “the old man,” and Cu- 
bans say that General Gomez is likely to 
receive him gruffly, take away his sword 
and order him to fight in the ranks, 
General Gomez is a great stickler for 
obedience. 

General Collazo, through the failure of 
the junta to land him in Cuba after the 
death of General Maceo, was unable to 
take the command to which he had been 
assigned. When he did reach Cuba 
later with an important expedition Gen- 
eral Gomez reduced him to the rank of 
colonel as a punishment for his failure 
to obey the previous order. This action 
was taken notwithstanding the fact that 
Collazo and Gomez are very dear friends. 
The expedition was convoyed by the 
Marblehead, a torpedo boat and other 
warships. Two younger brothers of the 
tate General Nestor Aranguren are with 
the expedition. 

When the present revolution in Cuba 
began General Lucret Morlot, by which 
title he is popularly known, took passage 
for Jamaica. The Cubans wished to go 
in large numbers, but the steamship 
company refused to take them, as the 
trip was especially designed for tourists. 
Lucret and two companions, however, 
obtained passage as Frenchmen under 
assumed names. The English govern- 
ment had information regarding Lucret’s 
movements and prevented him sailing 
for Cuba from Jamaica. He then went 
to Mexico and later te New York. At 
the latter place he consulted with the 
junta and returned to Tampa, where he 
remained for some time, vainly waiting 
for a promised expedition. The stag- 
nation in this line decided him upon a 
bold move, his life being the forfeit 
should he fail. He disappeared from his 
old haunts and was next heard from 
near Sagua la Grande. Letters were 
received from him relating the story of 
his sudden departure. 

Realizing the impossibility of reaching 
Cuba without submitting to grevious 
delays, he embarked for Havana in the 
guise of a priest. His army pistols and 
machete were replaced by rosaries and 
manuals of thechurch. Joseph Lucret, 
the patriot for whose arrest the Spanish 
authorities would have givena fortune, 
ran the gauntletof Havana. Stillin the 
garb of a French priest, he boarded a 
train for Sagua la Grande. Accompany- 
ing him were a large number of Spanish 
soldiers. The worthy father was the 
object of considerable attention and re- 
spect from them. While the journey 
was still young, the officers in charge 
of the “soldados” divulged their plans, 
their strong points as well as their weak 
ones. The most critical moment of the 
journey was at the time of an attack on 
the train by insurgents. Lucret said 
that if it had not been for the excitement 
of the Spaniards they must surely have 
penetrated his disguise. He went so far 
as to attempt to join the attacking party, 
but the train pulled away in time to Save 
his betrayal. Tothe dying and wounded 
soldiers he had to administer spiritual 
comfort, and, this ended, was called upon 
to bless those who had escaped unhurt, 
His muttered words may have been 
blessings, but were more likely impreca- 
tions. 

Being highly educated, a man of good 
presence and a “padre” was sufficient to 
give him an entre into the best Spanish 
society of Sagua la Grande. Lucret 
stopped at the finest hotel, and when in 
the cafe sat at the alcalde’s right hand. 
While enjoying their early morning 
coffee, noonday breakfast and sunset 
dinner, the comparative strength and 
Positions of the combatting forces were 
discussed. The alcalde was thoroughly 
Spanish, and the priest would hold up 
his hands in holy horror when the 
alcalde would mention what he would 
do to Lucret when he caught him. He 
had heard that Lucret was coming to 
command the “bandittos” of that vi- 
cinity. After communicating with the 
insurgents, the “padre” suddenly dis- 
appeared from the hotel. The alcalde 
had become very much attached to the 
fascinating man and wondered what had 
become of him. The third day brought 
unexpected tidings in the shape of the 
following note: “I congratulate myself 
upon having made your acquaintance 
when in your city under sacred guise. 
During my stay you frequently referred 
to the pleasure it would give you to meet 
Joseph Lucret, at the same time predict- 
ing great punishment for him. I now 
have 400 men with me in this district, 
and assure you a meeting would be 
mutually agreeable.” 

Since that time Lucret has done yalor- 
ous service for the cause of Cuban fyee- 
dom. He was transferred to the proy- 
ince of Matanzas soon after his arrival 
from Florida, and his career there will 
form an interesting chapter in the his- 
tory of Cuba.

The hopes of Co. K are again raised 
by the following Washington dispatch 
from Coolidge to the Journal: 

Col. W. D. Sohfer of the Governor's 
staff was at the War Department today 
consulting with Adjutant General 
Corbin and others with reference to the 
quota which Massachusetts is to 
furnish under the second call for 
volunteers. As a result of his visit the 
department has decided that it will not 
be necessary to recruit the heavy 
artillery beyond its present strength of 
751 men. Instead, the State will be 
asked to furnish a complete regiment of 
infantry of 1327 men fully armed and 
equipped, and this, it is believed, can 
be done from existing militia regi- 
ments which have not yet been called 
into service. The regiments now in 
the field will be recruited to their full 
strength. This will involve an in- 
crease of 32 men in each company, and 
it is understood that the additional 
recruits for each company will be 
chosen, so far as possible, from the 
towns and cities from which the com- 
panies were originally recruited. 
This will preserve the identity and the 
esprit du corps of each company and 
regiment.

GLAD HE KILLED HER.’ 


Deliberate Murder Last Night on a 
Lowell Thoroughfare. 


Young Hostler’s Bloody Re- 
venge on His Wife. 


Marriage Was Unhappy, and the Couple Were 
Living Apart. 


Lowell, June 1.—Samuel Maxwell shot 
his wife, Christina, twice in the breast 
last night while she was walking on 
Lakeview avenue. The woman was re- 
moved by Deputy Chief Moffatt, In- 
spector Allen and Patrolmen Burnctt 
and Perkins, She died before the ar- 
rival of City Physician Smith and in 
about half an hour after the shooting. 

The accused made no attempt to es- 
He said to the bystanders that 
he resided in Lawrence, that his wife 
had not acted as she should, and that 
he endeavored to make a better woman 
of her. 

In his pockets at the police station were 
found a revolver, 22 caliber; photo- 
graphs of himself and wife, and the fol- 
lowing prediction from a fortune teller 
or astrologer, itis thought: ‘You have 
longed for something for a long time 
that you will obtain later. The matter 
that occupies your mind at present will 
succeed. Your wishes will all be satis- 
fied and everything you begin will sue- 
ceed. You will hear good news s0Qn 
through a letter. Your luck is sure, aid 
in future you will be satisfied much 
better. S. Banwell, Montreal.” 

Maxwell had been employed recently 
at Orcut’s stable, Centralville, as a host- 


; ler, but he left last Monday because he 


did not like the work. At the stable the 
men said he was of a quiet disposition. 


| Mrs. Maxwell, they said, frequently came 


to the stable, but there were never any 
demands on her part for money, nor was 
there any trouble. Maxwell slept over 
the stable for a few weeks past. 

Maxwell must have been close to his 
wife when he fired. In his excitement 
two discharged cartridges failed to hit 
her. The clothing over the left breast 
was burned by the powder. The edges 
of the upper portion of the corsets were 
covered with blood. Inthe excitemént 
no one saw Maxwell approach his wife. 
Three men who were seated inside a 
railing leaped to the sidewalk when they 
first heard the shots and they were first 
to reach the accused. He made no at- 
tempt to injure them or himself. When 
arrested the murderer said he was glad 
his wife was dead because they had 


| quarrelled, and she refused to live with

Hawaiian and Revenue Bills Considered 
at Tuesday's Session. 


Washington, June 1.—Senator Lodge 
had intended in the open session yester- 
day to defend. his action in offering the 
Hawaiian annexation resolution as an 
amendment to the pending revenue bill, 
but refrained because, he said, a secret 
session would be demanded if that dis- 
cussion weré started. After comment- 
ing somewhat severely upon the arro- 
gance of the minority, which prevented 
action upon a question which the ma- 
jority in both houses of congress desired 
to dispose of, he began a discuasion of 
some of the questions arising out of the 
present war. Evidently believing this 
not a proper subject for public discus- 
sion, Mr. Turpie asked for and the senate 
agreed to a secret session, at which 
| the subject was discussed for three hours. 

Senators Pettigrew and White were 
antagonistic to annexation, and Senator 
Hale announced himself favorable to 
final adjournment after the passage of 
the war revenue bill and necessary ap- 
propriation bills. Mr. Pettigrew devoted 
himself especially to Senator Chandler's 
declaration that the acquisition of the 
islands was a necessity of war. Hecon- 
tended that such was not the case, and 
argued that Unalaska, a town within 
our own borders, was a far more desir- 
able stopping point for ships bound to 
the orient from San Francisco than 
Honolulu could be. He said Honolulu 
and Unalaska were eac—i about 2100 miles 
from San Francisco, but that while 
Honolulu was more than 4900 miles dis- 
tant from Manila, Unalaska was only a 
little over 4100 miles. “Why,” ‘he asked, 
“did not our government, in view of this 
difference in distance and in view of the 
saving of two days’ time, store coal at 
Unalaska instead of Honolulu, unless 
to force acquiescence in the acquisition 
of the islands as a war measure, when it 
was known that annexation could not be 
accomplished in time of peace?” 

Senator White thought he saw in the 
effort to secure Hawaiian annexation 
at this time a desire to establish a pre- 
cedent for similar proceedings in other 
cases, and said that the matter should 
be postponed until after the war and all 
efforts at annexation considered to- 
gether. He thought that if our principal 
pbject had been that of securing a coalin 
@ation we should have fortified Peat 
harbor, but as this had not been done, it 
was evident that we must have other 
deigns. 


Morder In the First Degree. 
Ossipee, N. H., June 1—John Ralph 
| Hatch, M. D., of Centerville, a village 
in the town of Ossipee, has been found 
guilty of murder in the first degree on 
the charge of causing the death of his

Departure of the Ninth, 

South Fremingham, Mass., June 1.—

was the arrival of Governor Wolcott, 
who came to give the commonwealth’s 

odspeed as he has done to the preceding 
regiments. The governor had a long 
talk with Colonel Bogan, but did not ad- 
dress the regiment. 

The regiment came out for its fina) 
dress parade early in the afternoon, and 
the visiting bands assisted In the march 
past. At the close of the parade Mayor 
Quincy, with others from Boston, stepped 
toward Colonel Bogan, and a number of 
interesting and eloquent speeches fol- 
lowed. Colonel Bogan made a brief re- 
ply and then gave the or&er to march. 
With music by three bands, the regiment 
broke into columns of fours and headed 
for the gate. Governor Wolcott re- 
viewed the regiment as it went by. 


A Philippine Eapedition. 

San Francisco, June 1.—The next ex- 
pedition to the Philippines will prob- 
ably include a large number of regulars. 
It is stated that General Merritt will 
carry out his idea in this regard by se- 
lecting all the regular forces of this de- 
partment for the advance guard of the 
expedition. The Third artillery, con- 
sisting of eight batteries, one at San 
Diego and the other seven at Fort Point, 
this city, expects to receive orders to 
prepare for active duty in the Philip- 
pines. It is expected that the Sixth ar- 
tillery, now stationed at Fort McHenry, 
Md., will be brought here for coast de- 
fense purposes, while the Fifteenth 
United States infantry, now stationed 
in Arizona, will be brought here for the 
Philippine expedition and their places 
in Arizona filled by a company of Cali- 
fornia volunteers. 

General Merritt is having the work of 
preparing the next fleet of transports 
rushed. Itis believed the Zalandria will 
be ready to receive the troops by the end 
of the present week. She is receiving 
her coal and the bunks for 1000 men are 
nearly finished. Bunks for 1200 men are 
being fitted on the China, and she will 
be ready by the middle of next week. 
The work of preparing the Colon fs pro- 
gressing rapidly, and she will be fit for 
sea within a week. Both the China and 
the Colon will be placed under the Ameri- 
can flag. 


His First Duty to His State. 

J fferson City, Mo., June 1.—Governor 
Stephens has sent the following tele- 
gram to W. J. Bryan at Lincoln, Neb.: 
“Seeing that your state, under the sec- 
ond call for 75,000 volunteers, may not be 
requested to furnish a full regiment and 
knowing of your patriotism and anxiety 
to go to the front in the service of your 
country during the present war, I hereby 
tender you, if under the second call lam 
empowered by the secretary of war to 
make such appointment, the colonelcy 
of the Missouri regiment. Presuming to 
speak for my state, I say that our people 
would be as loyal to you personally as 
you to your country, and they will feel 
honored to fight under your leadership.”

Pertaining to Boston. 

Boston, June 1.—The cathedral of the 
Holy Cross had a narrow escape from 
damage by fire last night. Some sparks 
from the incense burners ignited the 
draperies of the altar in the basement, 
and when the fire was discovered it was 
burning briskly. The blaze was speedily 
extinguished with a loss of about $200.

The Leyland line steamship Cestrian 
came into port from Liverpool with her 
bows badly crushed, as a result of a col- 
sion with an iceBerg. The accident oc- 
curred at 10:45 o’cloclg on the night of 
May 27, when the ehip was steaming at 
reduced speed while crossing the ice 
track and every precaution had been 
taken to escape contact with the floating 
masses. 

There were numerous flag raisings in 
this city and vicinity last night, Includ- 
ing one by the Marketmen’s club, which 
threw to the breeze the second largest 
flag in the country. At one gatheringin 
South Boston a band stand crowded with 
women and children collapsed, and es- 
capes from serious injury were numer- 
ous. 


Strength of the Socialists. 

New Bedford, Mass., June 1.—William 
S. Greene of Fall River, the Republican 
nominee, was elected to congress yes- 
terday to fill the unexpired term of John 
Simpkins. There was little interest in 
the contest, except in Fall River, and 
the vote was exceedingly light. In Chil- 
mark, on Martha's Vineyard, no vote 
was polled. Opposed to Mr. Greene were 
ex-Congressman Randall of this city, 
independent Republican; Charles T. 
Luce of New Bedford, Democrat, and 
Walter P. J. Skahan, also of New Bed- 
ford, socialist labor. 

In New Bedford the vote was: Ran- 
dall, 736; Skahan, 731; Greene, 661; Luce, 
138. The strength of the socialists was 
a@ great surprise, as the party cast only 
187 votes last November, but the result 
was undoubtedly due to the recent strike 
and to an active campaign. 

In Fall River the vote was: Greene, 
2081; Randall, 328; Luce, 319; Skahan, 97. 
Nearly all the towns went for Greene by 
fair sized majorities, and his plurality 
throughout the district will probably be 
about 3500. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, June 1.—One of the surprising 
occurrences of the session yesterday was 
the reference to the next general court 
of the mill school tax bill. A long debate 
was expected on thissubject. Last year 
the bill passed both branches of the 
legislature, but was vetoed by the gov- 
ernor. 

The bill to provide for the appoint- 
ment of conservators of the property 
of aged persons who are unable to care 
therefor was engrossed in the house 
after Mr. Hayes of Lowell had tried to 
knock it out by ridiculing both the bill 
and the committee on the judiciary. The 
wide tire bill was defeated. 

Senator George offered as a substitute 
for the bill providing for the appoint- 
ment of probation officers in the su- 
perior court, a bill providing that the 
justices of the superior court may put in 
charge of the probation officers of cities 
or towns, or of the chief of police, per- 
sons whom it is deemed wise to place on 
probation. 

The house concurred in the senate 
amendments fixing the salaries of the 
gas and electric light commissioners at 
$4000 for the chairman and $3500 each for 
the other two members, an Increase of 
$1000 all around. 


Police Hero Hart. 

Springfield, June 1.—While 8000 people 
crowded the depot platforms and tracks 
in Pittsfield about 9:30 o’clock last night 
awaiting the arrival of the Ninth regi- 
ment’s special train, an east-bound ex- 
press train dashed into the crowd, its 
warning hells and whistles being 
drowned by the bands and drum corps. 
Chief Nicholson, Captain Leonard and 
other police officers rushed down the 
tracks driving back the crowds. Cap- 
tain Leonard tried to push Edward 
Lynch from the track, and both were 
struck by the train. Captain Leonard's 
skull was fractured, and his left arm 
broken, besides receiving many bad cuts 
and bruises. Lynch, aged 60, a shoe- 
maker, had the bone in one shoulder 
crushed and reveived bad injuries at the 
hips. Both men are ina critical condl- 
tion. 


Kellert on Trial. 

Montreal, June 1.—The investigation 
into the charge against Detective Kellert 
of having stolen a letter from the room 
of Lieutenant Carranza was commenced 
yesterday. Carranza was the only per- 
son examined. He repeated the story of 
how the letter was stolen. The exam- 
ining magistrate refused to allow the 
question as to the contents of the letter, 
or to whom it was addressed, but Car- 
ranza stated that it was addressed to a 
relative, and added that his letters were 
habitually opened in transmission 
through the mails. He testified that he 
was here simply as a tourist. He failed 
to identify Kellert as the man he saw in 
the house about the time the letter was 
stolen. Dubosc acted as Interpreter. 


Killed on a Train, 

Worcester, June 1.—Private Charles 
I. Dougherty of company I, Ninth regi- 
ment of South Boston, was fatally in- 
jured on the journey of the regiment 
from South Framingham to this city. 
Dougherty, while leaning out of a car 
window, was struck by a standpipe at 
Westboro, sustaining a fracture of the 
skull and a broken jaw. He was rem- 
dered unconscious and never regained 
his senses. 


Murdered His Family,

President Expects Them to 
Take Santiago. 


RECONNOISANCE CHANGED THE PLANS. 


Weakness of the Fortifications and Gunners’ 


Poor Marksmanship. 


Washington, June 2.—It is now the 
president's hope that the navy will finish 
the war which it has fought throughout 
immediately, and that the army will not 
be needed, except for the purposes of 
occupation.

ves Admiral Sampson and 
Commodore Schley their great oppor- 
tunity, was made possible by the re- 
connoissance which Commodore Schley 
made of the fortifications at Santiago 
and the ships of Admiral Cervera. This 
was the basis for the report of an en- 
gagement which came Tuesday night and 
yesterday from Santiag Commodore 


Schley was feeling the enemy, to see 
what his condition was, and with such 
results that, although he only expended 
50 shells, while the Spanish fired three 


times as many, and suffered all the loss, 


that they could be taken by ships, with- 
out the necessity of assistance by troops. 
Commodore Schley accomplished, in de- 
veloping these facts, all that he had ex- 
pected to do, and got the information he 
hoped to get. 

There was nothing more for his fleet to 
do but wait until Admiral Sampson ar- 
rived with a fleet more formidable than 
that with which Schley corked up Ad- 
miral Cervera. Then he reported to Ad- 
miral Sampson what he had discovered 
as to the weakness of the fortifications 
and ships, which seemed to be in equally 
bad condition, and to be equipped with 
equally bad gunners, and Admiral Samp- 
50n saw, as Commodore Schley had seen, 
that the navy could do the work without 
the army, and that it need not delay a 
day that decisive victory for which he 
knew the administration and the coun- 
try were impatiently awaiting. 

The fight Tuesday was the sequel to 
the Marblehead's discovery. The Mar- 
blehead, cruising in close to the harbor 
entrance, found four Spanish cruisers, 
two torpedo boat destroyers and the old 
Reina Mercedes lying behind the batter- 
jes at the mouth of the harbor. 

Schley at once made up his mind to 
draw the fire of the batteries. His ob- 
ject was two-fold—to make the enemy 
reveal the location of the new masked 
batteries and to compel, if possible, the 
Spanish fleet to come out and fight. 

When the American fleet advanced the 
Cristobal Colon lay across the entrance 
of the harbor, her port broadside facing 
the assailants. Schley wanted to get 
into the thick of whatever was going to 
happen, so transferred his flag from the 
Brooklyn to the more heavily armed 
Massachusetts. This was at noon. 

Two hours later the Massachusetts, 
New Orleans and Iowa in the order 
named, and not more than a cable length 
apart, steamed up to the harbor mouth 
to within 4000 yards of the Morro. 

The dispatch boat, the only non-com- 
batant present, followed the battle ships. 
Two miles out to sea the Brooklyn, Texas 
and other ships of the blockading fleet 
smoked sullenly, riding the waves with 
jvet headway enough for steering pur- 
ses. Six minutes’ steaming would 
have brought them into the fight, but 
they got no invitation, and so lay there 
until the end. 

“The Spaniards didn’t hit a d—d thing 
but the ocean, and would have missed 
that if it wasn’t so big,” shouted “Fight- 
ing Bob” Evans from the bridge of the 
Iowa, when asked as to the casualties. 


Federal Officials Arbitrary. 

Washington, June 2.—The complaints 
made against the United States officers 
at Key West of improper treatment of 
the captives on prizes brought in by 
American vessels are being daily rein- 
forced, and are creating so much dis- 
satisfaction here that it would not be 
surprising if the prizes hereafter taken 
by naval vessels were ordered further 
north to Charleston, for instance, thus 
depriving the Key West officials of the 
fat fees which they have been making 
from this source. 

First-came the report from Admiral 
Sampson of Cadet Jones’ charges against 
the officials which are to be investigated 


he discovered that both fortifications =

by a naval court. The latest case ts in 
connection with the British ship Res- 
tormal, which was captured off Santiago 
with a load of coal apparently destiged 
for the Spanish fleet inside. This vessel 
was brought into Key West with a prize 
erew and, although her British nation- 
ality was perfectly evident, the officiags 
at that port positively refused to permit 
the captain to communicate with the 
British vice consul. The British em- 
bassy here, being advised of the fact, 
made prompt representations to the 


state department, with the result that 
orders were forwarded without delay to 
the district attorney’s office atKey West 
to at once put the captain of the Res- 
tormal in communication with the vice 
consul. 


Fiorlda’s Rainy Season. 

Tampa, June 2.—General Miles re- 
‘nained in his hotel ali day discussing the 
Situation with Generals Shafter and 
Wheeler. 

The rainy season on the Florida coast 
may now be said to have fairly com- 
menced. A terrific thunderstorm was 
experienced here yesterday. The rain- 
fall for half an hour was simply enor- 
mous, but the ground, dried into powder 
by a drouth that has lasted for eight 
months, readily absorbed the moisture. 
The dust and heat of the past two weeks 
have been almost unbearable, and drill- 
ing hours have been shortened. 


Deaths at Chickamauga. 

Chickamauga Park, June 2.—Death has 
again invaded the ranks of the New Eng- 
landers at Camp Thomas. 

Corporal Clarence Stewart of company 
M, Eighth Massachusetts, of Somer- 
ville died at 9:30 last evening of pneu- 
monia. Bugler William Stopford of the 
First Vermont died just four hours 
earlier at the hospital of his regiment, of 
the same complaint. 

Another New England man was nearly 
lynched in the camp of the Second Ken- 
tucky volunteers and was without doubt 
saved from such a fate by Colonel E. H. 
Gaither of that regiment. William W. 
Ruby, a colored private in company A 
of the First Maine, is the man who came 
near being hanged. 


Grant as Brigadier General. 

Chickamauga National Park, June 2.— 
Colonel Fred D. Grant yesterday took 
the oath as brigadier general, and the 
ceremony was one of intense interest. 
The oath was administered by Judge 
Harris of Rome, Ga., an ex-Confederate, 
and the ceremony was witnessed by a 
large concourse of people, in which were 
Confederate and federal soldiers. Gen- 
eral Grant expressed great satisfaction 
that he should have the privilege of as- 
suming the obligations of his office from 
so distinguished a Confederate, and when 
the ceremony was over a great spout 
went up, the first man tc shake hands 
with and congratulate the distinguished 


who was with General Lee when he sur- 
rendered at Appamattox. The scene 
was one unique in the history of the 
country, and the incident created the 
greatest enthusiasm, which broke into 
cheers that almost shook Missionary 
ridge when General Grantsaid: “Shake 
hands now, not over a bloody chasm, but 
on the soil of acountry, one in its loyalty 
to the one flag.” 

There are probably 200 soldiers of the 
various regiments who are sick at di- 
vision hospitals, in view of which the 
Chattanooga branch of the national rp- 
lief committee announces that it is ready 
to receive any contributions that may 
be sent from the various states for the 
relief and sustenance of the sick. 


Efforts of Governor Powers. 
Augusta, Me., June 2.—The greater 
part of the equipments were issued to 
the First Maine battery yesterday, and 
it is thought the battery will be ready 
to leave before Sunday. 


LEWELLYN POWERS. 

Governor Powers is endeavoring to in- 
duce the war department to have the 
Second regiment mustered in, instead of 
recruiting the First regiment to 106 men 
per company, 


Only a Few Lacking, 

Washington, June 2,—With the excep- 
tion of one regiment of Ohio and some 
troops in Kentucky, the musterjng of 
volunteers under the first cell of the 
president is completed. Adjutant Gen- 
eral Corbin announced last night that a 
trifle over 123,000 men had been mus- 
tered. Nearly all of the troops have 
been ordered to report to one and an- 
other of the permanent camps, and the 
last few thousands are now en route to 
their destinations. 

Arrangements were completed yes- 
terday for the recruiting of 75,000 addi- 
tional troops under the second call for 
volunteers. It has been decided, how- 
ever, to withhold the apportionment of 
the different states and territories from 
publication for the present, as such pub- 
lication at this time would tend to em- 
barrass and delay the officials of the de- 
partment in the organization of the new 
regiments. 


ATTACK ON THE QUEEN, 


Article by Castelar Caused a Great 
Sensation, 


Senators Demand That He Be 
Prosecuted. 


Organ of the Critic’s Party Subjects Him to 
Reprovals. 


Madrid, June 2.—An article, signed by 
Emilio Castellar, the distinguished Ite- 
publican statesman, which recently ap- 
peared in The International Review, and 
which has been reproduced in several 
Spanish papers, that are being pros- 
ecuted for the reproduction, has caused 
a@ great sensation. Castellar attacks 
the queen regent, reproaching her with 
being a foreigner and unpopular, and 
with interferring unjustifiably in po- 
litical affairs. He compares her present 
position with that of Queen Marie An- 
toinette on the eve of the French revolu- 


tion. 


SENOR EMILIO CASTELAB 
The mfatter came before the senate 
yesterday, Duke De Roca demanding the 


prosecution of Castellar. Other -sen- 
ators expressed in violent terms their 
indignation at Mr. Castellar’s conduct. 

Senator Cadepon, the minister of the 
interior, announced that the matter had 
already been placed before the law offi- 
cers. Marshal Campos described Cas- 
tellar’s conduct as “idiotic,” and called 
upon the government to act energetical- 
ly, declaring that parliamentary im- 
munity must not be allowed to degene- 
rate into impunity. He said he feared 
the chamber of deputies might refuse to 
authorize a prosecution. 

The Duke of Tetuan, minister of for- 
eign affairs in the last cabinet of Cano- 
vas del Castillo, and the president of 
the senate, Montero Rios, endorsed the 
utterances of Marshal Campos, while 
senators generally extolled the queen 
regent and protested against the obnox- 
fous article. 

The Impartial, which represents the 
Republicans, handles Castellar roughly 
for his “unpatriotic conduct” and re- 
proaches him for accepting the post of 
counsellor to an English company at 
Algeciras and for “working entirely in 
favor of foreigners.” The Impartial 
hints that “senility threatens to de- 
prive Castellar of the reputation of a 
great career.” 

Castellar’s article has had all the great- 
er effect because it seems to indicate 
that he has modified his decision to retire 
from political life in deference to the 
wishes of those desiring to put him for- 
ward as a possible president of a re- 
public. 


Dewey’s Keen Americanism. 

Chicago, June 2.—Charles N. Post, who 
has just returned from an extended tour 
of the orient, met Admiral Dewey in 
Honk Kong March 25. Mr. Post tells of 
a social passage at arms between Dewey 
and Prince Henry, brother of Emperor 
William, commanding the German 
squadron at Hong Kong. Prince Henry, 
after his arrival at Hong Kong, gavea 
banquet to the higher officers of the 
other fleets, among whom was Rear Ad- 
miral Dewey. The prince proposed a 
toast to his own country, then to Great 
Britain, and then to all the other great 
powers, except the United States. 
Finally, just before the dinner was over, 
the royal host proposed a toast to this 
country. When Rear Admiral Dewey 
saw that apparently his country was to 
be slighted he left the banquet without 
ceremony. 

The next day a representative of Prince 
Henry sent a roundabout apology to the 
American commander. Dewey sent word 
back to the emperor's brother that he 
would accept nothing but a written or 
personal apology from the prince. The 
latter then called upon Dewey and apolo- 
gized, saying that in the confusion of 
the dinner he (the prince) thoughtlessly 
neglected to put the American toast in 
its proper place on the program.

low a Shrewd Prisoner In Libby Fooled 
the Confederate Guards. 

““The rebels used to rob the prisoners 
of war of all their valuables,’ said one 
of the veterans at the Buffalo reunion. 
“J think it is probable that I am the 
only prisoner who was confined in Lib- 
by prison who succeeded in saving any 
considerable amount of money from 
their clutches. 

‘““The morning of my arrival at Libby 
the officers of the prison came into the | 
yoom where I and half a hundred others 
were and began to search us. I had | = 
heard a good deal about the #opes at | 
Libby from some prisoners who had | 
been exchanged from there, and I felt | 
sure that as soon as they had searched 
us they would send us up into the room 
directly above us. I looked up and saw 
that there was a good sized hole in the 
floor of the upper room, and an idea for 
saving my money, of which I had a 
considerable sum, at once struck me. 

“Standing near me was a comrade 
with whom I was very intimate. He 
did not have acent, so I suggested to 
him that he go forward among the first 
to be searched, and if he was sent to 
the upper room he should lower a long 
string down through the hole, to which 
I could tie my valuables so that he 
could haul them up. 

‘The plan worked like a charm. The 
room we were in was dark, and a few 
moments after my comrade had been 
searched I saw a string come down 
through the hole. I tied my money, sev- 
eral hundred dollars, and my watch up 
in my handkerchief and tied them to 
the string, which ascended, taking its 
burden in safety. Then I was searched, 
rejoined my comrade and got my valua- 
bles back.’’—Buffalo Express.

Secretary Gage’s Views. 

Washington, June 2.—Secretary of the 
Treasury Gage, commenting upon the 
run on the bank of Spain, said: “The 
condition of Spain at sea and on land, in 
war and in finance, continues to grow 
worse daily. I am not surprised that 
the present condition confronts the bank 
of Spain. In endeavoring to support 
the government it has undertaken a tre- 
mendous contract. The bank must con- 
tinue specie payments, or it will be en- 
tirely discredited; and unless it does con- 
tinue thern the Spanish financial fabric 
will go to pieces. Spanish bonds will 
fall still lower, and Spain will be ina 
far more serious condition financially 
than she has ever been. 

“The developments indicate that the 
Spanish people themseives are alarmed 
at the financial condition of the country. 
They evidently fear that the bank will 
not be able to carry out its plans. Ifits 
own bank should prove to be an unsteady 
financial prop, Spain will indeed have 
immense difficulty in raising the sinews 
of war.” 

Bad Gang Escaped. 

Leavenworth, Kan., June 2.—Eighty 
convicts were being sent yesterday to 
the stockades of the prison where they 
had been working for several days. 
Eight guards heavily armed marched 
with them. When the stockades were 
reached, six of the guards mounted the 
towers. The convicts waited until they 
were at a safe distance, then they quick- 
ly overpowered the remaining two 
guards and made a great rush for the 
gates. James Musgrove, an outlaw, 
headed the column, holding on each side 
of him a captive guard to prevent being 
shot. When the gates were reached 
most of the convicts repented their hasty 
action and turned back. Fifteen made 
a dash for liberty, however, and reached 
the woodland near by. Pursuit was 
given, and after an hour's chase Mus- 
grove was surrounded. He carried a 
rifle taken ¢rom a guard and was just 
about to fire into the posse when a shot 
from the rear brought him to the ground. 
Musgrove’s companions scattered in 
every direction, and it is feared they 
will not be overtaken. They were all 
serving long terms for counterfeiting 
and highway robbery.

STORIES OF THE FLAG. 


Heraic Deeds Performed to Save the Col- 
ors From Capture. 

When Burnside butted the stone wall 
at Fredericksburg, the color bearer of 
the Sixty-ninth New York fell mortally 
wounded. He had just strength enough 
to tear the stars and stripes from the 
staff and wrap them about his body un- 
der his coat. Then he propped himself 
in a sitting posture under a tree and 
awaited death. It came quickly, for a 
bullet soon pierced his heart and the 
flag that was over it. 

Sergeant Lloyd of the Sixty-third 
New York, in the same brigade, cared 
for his charge in a similar manner and 
died a similar death. So did Sergeant 
Hackett of the Forty-third New York. 
His was the state flag. He kept it under 
his uniform during his long term in 
Andersonville, and at his death it was 
buried with him. 

Sergeant W. H. Greene bore the col- 
ors of the Thirty-seventh Wisconsin in 
one of the assaults on Petersburg. 
Wounded to death, separated from his 
comrades in thé fire swept field between 
the lines, with both legs smashed, he 
crawled into the Union lines on his 
bands and elbows, dragging the flag 
with him by his teeth He gave the 
flag back to his regiment and died. 

Charles T. Vansant carried the col- 
ors of his regiment in that unfortunate 
affair at Ball’s Bluff. When, in a des- 
perate charge, his colonel was shot, he 
bore him from the field and then re- 
turned to rescue the flag. Five times 
it was captured by the Confederates and 
each time regained by Vansant in hand 
to hand struggles. At last he broke 
away with the flag and reached the 
river. His enemies were at his very 
heels, but he plunged into the water, 
dived to the bottom, placed the flag 
there under a stone and swam to the 
other shore and escaped. Afterward he 
revisited the spot and brought the flag 
up to restore it to the regiment.—New 
York Press. 


HEROES IN BLUE. 


Memory Pictures of the Achievements of 
the Nation’s Defenders. 

Listen! I seem to hear the roar of 
cannon upon the sod of this common- 
wealth, our own dear state of Pennsyl- 
vania, und the cry is Meade. Our own 
gallant, knightly, heroic Meade, with 
Hancock and Howard and Sickles and 
Reynolds and Beford, holds the lines 
at Gettysburg with iron grasp. I see 
the men in gray crash like a broken 
wave oy Cemetery hill and fall back 
defeated.

Who is this who destroyed all the 
bridges behind him but one, with the 
remark, ‘‘If this army is defeated, one 
bridge will be enough for it?’’ Who put 
the guards of his wagon train in the 
line of battle at a threatened point, 
saying, ‘‘If this army is defeated, it 
won't need any rations?’ Who never 
calculated upon defeat unless his army 
and himself should be exterminated? 
Who took the gallant Army of Northern 
Virginia by the throat in that wilder- 
ness and uever released his grasp until 
it died at Appomattox? Who is this but 
Grant, the man who would not be de- 
nied! Ab, these men who wore the blue, 
yes, the sunlight shall kiss them and 
the ages sball bless them while their 
souls still go marching along.—Arch- 
bishop Brady.

THE BEEHIVE. 


The farmer needs bees to fertilize his 
fruit and clover. 

Painted covers are less liable to warp 
and crack than unpainted ones. 

If the queen is missing, the colony will 
dwindle out very rapidly in the spring. 

Where starters are used the comb may be 
melted into wax and new starters be used 
for every year. 

What is needed for the walls of a hive is 
some material that will gradually absorb 
heat, but not moisture. 

Drone comb should never be used to 
hive new swarms upon, especially if sur- 
plus is the main purpose. 

To secure queens of the greatest excel- 
lence they should be reared in large, vigor- 
ous colonies and be fed as queens at tho 
start. 

The function of pollen is to feed the bees 
and brood. It contains all the food ele- 
ments. The bees cannot rear brood with- 
out pollen. 

When the hive is destitute of comb, 
nearly all of the bees are engaged in se- 
creting wax, but when there is plenty of 
comb few secrete wax. 

Clipping the queen’s wings does not in 
any way injure her, while it prevents her 
taking flight, making hiving easier, and 
often prevents swarms leaving the hive. 

One of the principal advantages in ex- 
tracted honey is that it can be produced in 
almost the quality of comb honey, while 
swarming can be restricted to a better ad- 
vantage.—St. Louis Republic.

Disaster Overtakes a Vessel With 
a Klondike Party. 


Sprang Aleak While Lying 
to, and Sank. 


Thirty-Four of the Persons Aboard Go Down 
With Her. 


Seattle, Wash., June 2.—Thirty-four of 
the 61 persons on board the schooner 
Jane Grey when she left this city for the 
Klondike region were drowned by the 
foundering of the vessel May 22, 90 mies 
west of Cape Flattery. Of those saved, 
C. Weston belonged in Skowhegan, Me.; 
A. C. Kinsbury in Boston, and J. =. 
Coutre and C. J. Reilly in Hartford. 

The Grey’s passengers were PICEDES- 
tors, with the exception of Rev. Vv. c. 
Gambrel, a missionary, who with his 
wife and child was on his way to St. 
Lawrenceisland inthe Behringsea. He 
refused to place his wife and child on 
board the launch, saying: “The vessel 
is doomed, and we will die together. 
Among the prospectors was @ party of 
16 headed by Major Ingraham, who was 
outfitted by Prince Luigi of Italy fora 
two years’ prospecting trip in Alaska. 
Of this party the only survivors are 
Major Ingraham, L. M. Lessey, C. H. 
Packard and G. H. Pennington. The 
survivors suffered a great deal of pri- 
vation, and for 30 hours their only food 
was a sack of prunes and a sack of 
turnips from the ship’s stores. Suf- 
ficient water was caught by spreading a 
tarpaulin during a rainstorm. 

When the City of Kingston landed the 
survivors they were all carried to their 
rooms, or to the residences of friends. 
The few that could be seen had not re- 
covered from the shock and could not 
give a good account of the disaster. 
They were unable to account for the 
vessel’s springing aleak and sinking so 
suddenly. They were warm in their 
praise of the work done by Captain 
Crockett at the time of the foundering 
of the vessel. ; 

Captain Crockett gives the following 
account of the wreck: ‘We were lying 
to to mend our foresail. A moderate 

gale was blowing and the seas were 
running high. Ihad gone to bed and was 
sound asleep when the watchman awak- 
ened me with the announcement that 
something was wrong. I arose at once 
and found the vessel leaking. A hur- 
ried investigation showed that she 
would soon sink, and I at once notified 
the passengers of the situation. Most 
of them were asleep underneath the 
deck. A scene of confusion then took 
place, and it is impossible to give any 
detailed account of the events that fol- 
lowed. The darkness added to the con- 
fusion. The Jane Grey carried two life- 
boats and two launches. I at once or- 
dered the boats lowered. The first life- 
boat was swamped. The launch be- 
longing to the Ingraham party was suc- 
cessfully lowered. At this time the Jane 
Grey was almost under water. A heavy 
sea struck her, throwing her on her beam. 
There was no time to launch other boats. 
The water was over her hatches and 
everyone below was certainly drowned. 
Those on deck, however, got in the 
launch. A sack of prunes and one of 
turnips were hurriedly taken from the 
ship's stores, and this was the only food 
we had till we reached Vancouver island. 

“As the launch drifted away from the 
almost submerged schooner we saw eight 
or 10 men standing on the lee rail cling- 
ing to the rigging. Soon they disap- 
peared from sight. Two of them, John 
Johnson and C. Reilly, kept afloat by 
clinging to bundles of boatlumber. Two 
hours after they were picked up by our 
launch, making 27 in all we had with us. 
It Is just barely possible that there will 
be four more survivors. Before the 
Jane Grey disappeared under the waves 
we thought we saw the second launch 
that was on board with four forms near 
it. They were so indistinct that he were 
notsure, They seemed to be getting into 
the launch. 

“We improvised a sail and paddles, and 
after drifting 30 hours in the launch 
finally landed inside of Rugged point, 
Kynquot sound, on Vancouver island, 80 
miles from the scene of the wreck. A 
fire was built on the beach and we made 
a meal of roasted mussels. We had 
eaten nothing since the night before the 
disaster excepting the prunes and 
turnips. We got our drinking water by 
spreading out a tarpaulin in the driving 
rain. An Indian who chanced to come 
along told us that the village of Kyn- 
quot was but six miles away. We went 
there and found the sealing schooner 
Favorite, becalmed, and arrangements 
were made to carry our party to Victoria. 
We reached there just in time to catch 
the steamer for Seattle.”

MR. HOAR’S DEFENSE. 


Resented What He Considered an Asper 
sion of a Relative. 

Washington, June 2.—In the course of | 
@ speech in favor of bimetallism yes- | 
terday, Senator Chandler declared that | 
the Republican party had changed the 
personnel of the supreme court in order 
to obtain a favorable decision on the 
question of legal tender. He spoke of | 
the attitude of the secretary of the treas- 
ury, and reviewed the various decisions 
of the supreme court on this subject, 
saying that national honor was not in 
danger by coinage of Silver if it was not 
endangered by the issue of paper. 

Mr. Hoar made a reply to Mr. Chand- 
ler’s remarks. Referring to the charge 
made by Mr. Chandler that the supreme 
court had been packed by President 
Grant for the purpose of reversing the 
decision against the constitutionality 
of legal tender notes, Mr. Hoar declared 
it was “an infamous and vile slander 
upon an eminent citizen of Massachu- 
setts (Attorney General Hoar), a man 
long since dead, whose reputation is 
untarnished and whose fame is dearer 
to me than is the remaining portion of 
my life. Stating my belief that the 
honorable senator (Mr. Chandler) has 
been misled, I declare upon my respon- 
sibility as a senator and asa gentleman, 
the charge that the supreme court was 
packed to declare the issue of legal ten- 
der notes constitutional is as vile a 
slander as ever thrust its dirty head from 
the stump.” Mr. Hoar then gave a 
circumstantial account of the constitu- 
tion of the supreme court at the time 


and of the changes in it that were made 
about that time. 

At the conclusion 
marks Mr. Chandler 
claimed any intention to criticise or dis- 
perse President Grant or Attorney Gen- 
eral Hoar, “that distinguished son of 
Massachusetts,”

The interest of the session centered in 
the action taken upon the amendment 
of Mr. Gorman, levying a tax of one- 
quarter of 1 percent upon the gross re- 
ceipts of all corporations doing a busi- 

ness exceeding $250,000 a year. By a 
direct vote upon it the amendment was 
rejected, 27 to 34. 

Mr. Pettigrew offered the Gorman 
amendment with the clause containing 
the $250,000 exemption stricken out, but 
it was defeated by a vote of 25 to 37. 

Mr. White then proposed the Gorman 
amendment so modified that it leaves a 
tax of one-quarter of 1 pércent upon all 
corporations engaged in the refining of 
sugar or petroleum. The California 
senator explained that he desired to seea 
tax levied on the American sugar trust 
and the Standard Oil company. The 
amendment prevailed by a vote of 33 to 
26. It was supported by 22 Democrats, 
four Republicans, five Populists and two 
silver Republicans, and opposed by 24 
Republicans and two Democrats. 

Speeches were made by Mr. Chandler, 
Mr. Hoar and Mr. Bate. Mr. Chandler 
devoted almost his entire time to a dis- 
cussion of the financial question, 

The session of the house

HAVE THEY STARTED? 


Report That Transports Are Filled 
With Living Cargoes, 


President McKinley Against 
Needless Exposure. 


Believes Victory May Be Compussed With 
Little Bloodshed. 


Washireton, June 3.—Word comes 
from the Florida and gulf encampments 
that 35,000 troops are on transports ready 
to leave for Spanish territory in the 
West Indies, if indeed they have not 
started. Santiago and San Juan are 
supposed to be the points to which these 
troops are being sent.. It was admitted 
unofficially by high army officials that 
that number of regulars and velunteers 
is “afloat,” and destined for Spanish 
soil, with siege guns and other equip- 
ments. The transports are under con- 
voy of vessels from the fleet. 

It now seems certain that the engage- 
ment in which Schley’s vessels partici- 
pated last Tuesday was little more than 
an effort, as was pointed out at the time, 
to unmask the batteries at the entrance 
to the harbor and to determine their 
location and strength. If reports are 
true there will be little for the military 
forces to accomplish. There are still

from the sea, and they probably cannot 
be suce *ssfully assailed without the as- 
sistance of a land force. 

If Admiral Sampson, who now has com- 
plete charge of the naval operations at 
Santiago, should discover that the dan- 
ger is more apparent than real, he may 
take matters in his own hands and force 
the fighting. 

The real purpose of the movement 
against Santiago begins to be more and 
more apparent. It is inaugurated in 
pursuance of the president’s plans to 
have a bloodless war, if such a thing be 
possible. It is a part of a program 
which the president believes wili result 
in the surrender of Havana without the 
loss of a drop of blood around tht city. 
The president, after going fully over the 
field, concluded that Porto Rico and 
Santiago could be taken with much les: 
bloodshed and with fewer troops than 
Havana. This is the real reason why 
the campaign against the Cuban capital 
for a time has been postponed. The 
president calculates that both Porte 
Rico and Santiago can be captured 
quickly and without American soldiers 
being subjected to devastating disease. 
The capture of Santiago, of course, 
means either the capture or extermina- 
tion of Cervera, an important part osghe 
campaign. 


A Searcity of Water. 

Camp Alger, Va., June 3.—The “Fight- 
ing Ninth” seem doomed to one extreme 
or the other in the matter of water, for 
since their arrival here from Camp 
Dewey, where they had great difficulty 
in keeping dry even for a part of the 
time, they have had great difficulty in 
securing even a part of the water ab- 
solutely needed for drinking and bathing 
purposes. There is no water within a 
mile and a half from the camp. To the 
boys it seems like a transition from a 
river to a Sahara. The boys, however, 
take pleasure in the belief, apparently 
well founded, that their present camp 
is but a temporary one, report having it 
that the regiment is to be given new 
quarters some distance from the present 
camp, so situated, with reference to 
other regiments, as to give Colonel 
Bogan command of a brigade. 

In the Sixth yesterday rations were 
issued for 10 days to each company, and 
it is safe to say if there is to be any 
shortage of food it will not come at the 
end of that period, for all will strive to 
keep ahead. The companies of the Sixth 
are being remembered by their friends 
at home in the shape of boxes and bund- 
les by express. It is a long walk from 
one end of camp to the other. Massa- 
chusetts’ two regiments are well inside 
the limit, yet it is a walk of from 18 to 
20 minutes between, and the Ninth is 
three miles from the headquarters of the 
corps. 

Worse Gunnery Never Seen. 

Key West, June 3.—During the attack 
on Santiago the Spanish ships, with the 
exception of the Christobal Colon, were 
behind the hills and could not see the 
enemy, who threw shells around them 
with such rapidity that they knew he 
was somewhere on the other side of the 
hill, and they hopefully raised the 
muzzles of their guns and banged away. 
The result was what might have been 
expected. Their fire tore the bosom of 
the Caribbean sea, but it harmed noth- 
ing else. 

Worse gunnery was never seen, One 
lusty man with a basket of brickbats 
would be capable of as much destruc- 
tion as the Spaniards seemed capable of 
creating. Not an American vessel wag 
struck and not a sailor injured, although 
fully 300 shots were fired by the Span- 
iards, the Americans firing not over one- 
fourth of that number in return. 

The Vesuvius is coming down, and an 
attempt will be made by her to explode 
the triple row of mines extending across 
the harbor mouth. With these out of 
the way, Commodore Schley will sail into 
the harbor for a death grapple with the 
fleets and batteries, 


Reserves of Naval Militia. 
New Kork, June 3.—The work of enlist- 
j ing the naval militia into the navy will 


begin at once, and the naval authorities 
in this city have addressed letters to 
the adjutant generals of the different 
states asking them the available strength 
of their naval reserves and when and 
where they can be mustered into the 
navy. The officers will be selected as 
far as possible from the reserves, but it 
is probable that some will be selected 
trom the merchant service. 


Only Chance of Salvation, 

Madrid, June 3.—The religious orders 
in the Philippines have placed the gov- 
ernment ina dilemma by demanding that 
the government decide whether they are 
to withdraw from the archipelago, or 
whether it will give them ample means 
to maintain their religious and political 
domination, which, they say, is indis- 
pensable if they are to continue to act 
as auxiliaries of Spanish rule. * Most of 
the Liberals and Republicans urge the 
government to proceed with the reforms 
regardless of the religious orders, which 
they add, must accept the situation, as 
they will never renounce their property 
interests there. The Conservatives sup- 
port the religious orders, and the gov- 
ernment is greatly embarrassed, as it 
does not wish to offend the religious 
party, while at the same time it feels that 
concessions to the insurgents at the ex- 
pense of the priesthood afford the only 
chance of salvation for the Philippine 
islands. 


Sentiment For Peace. 

London, June 3.—Count De Rascon, the 
Spanish minister in London, who has 
been interviewed on the subject, ad- 
mitted that the war meant the ruin of 
Spain and said: “The sentiment is 
growing in favor of seeking an honorable 
peace, which America, considering her 
unpreparedness for a war of invasion, 
would probably also welcome in prefer- 
ence to a protracted struggle, involving 


maintaining the regiments in tne Unitea 
States service from this commonwealth 
at their maximum strength. The me- 
morial further urges that bay atate 
soldiers in the service of the United 
States receive from the state $7 a month 
while in that service. The memorial is 
intended to provide for the futuye by 
enlisting a reserve of men and training 
them as soldiers against future calls. 
Inspector General Carter received 
three new applications for provisional 
militia companies yesterday. Two were 
from Lawrence and one from Lowell. 


Spaniards In Montreal. 

Montreal, June 3.—The continuance of 
the case of Detective Kellert for the sup- 
posed purloining of a letter belonging to 
Lieutenant Carransa was mainly in- 
teresting because it threw some ad- 
ditional light on the doings of the Span- 
iards.

Red Cross Quarters 

New York, June 3.—Clara Barton, hav- 
ing completed her conferences with the 
central Cuban relief committee and the 
New York Red Cross relief,committee 
in this city, and desiring to return to 
Tampa as soon as possible and take 
charge of the relief ship State of Texas, 
left last night for Washington.

The ladies of the Red Cross auxiliaries, 
being desirous of distributing needed 
clothing and food, and to furnish medi- 
cal aid, if required, at all of the per- 
manent military camps in the United 
States, the American National Red Cross 
has given consent to have such work 
performed under its auspices, and Miss 
Barton will lay the matter before the 
secretary of war, asking permission of 
the military authorities to establish Red 
Cross headquarters at each of the camps. 

The American National Red Cross has 
been presented with a steam launch 40 
feet long, with a capacity for carrying 
25 people. This launch will be dispatched 
to Key West to join the relief ship State 
of Texas. 

The Admiral Was There. 

Madrid, June 3.—Despite the state- 
ments of the newspapers that Admiral 
Cervera Was not present at the bom- 
bardment of Santiago Tuesday, Captain 
Aunon, the minister of marine, declared 
yesterday that Cervera hoisted his flag 
on the Cristobal Colon In order to direct 
the Spanish operations, ‘the sticcess of 
which is principally due to Cervera, who 
has given proofs of high strategic 
ability.” 

The papers are much elated over “‘an- 
other repulse suffered by the American 
fleets.” According to official advices the 
forts and batteries at Santiago were 
undamaged; not a single Spaniard was 
killed or wounded, and not a single shell 
struck the Cristobal Colon. 

Austria Prepared to Accede. 

London, June 3.—The Vienna corre- 
sporfdent of The Daily Mail says: “Spain 
has addressed another appeal to the 
powers to intervene in the war, and 
Austria is prepared to accede, but only in 
conjunction with other powers.” 


Women, as Well as Men, Help. 

Boston, June 3.—An auxiliary to the 
Volunteer Aid association was organ- 
ized yesterday at a large meeting of 
women. Money has been sent to the 
Highth regiment, and a large quantity 
of necessaries is to be sent to the Second. 

A few days ago Chairman Draper of 
the association sent letters to the com- 
manding officers of the Massachusetts 
regiments, inquiring what aid, if any, 
the Massachusetts Volunteer Aid asso- 
ciation could render them. In response 
to a telegram from Surgeon Coggswell of 
the Eighth regiment, a check for $3000 
was immediately sent to buy needed 
sanitary supplies for the men of that 
regiment which the government did not 
provide. Colonel Clark of the Second 
regiment asked the association to send 
him a large quantity of miscellaneous 
articles for use in the regiment's hos- 
pital. Among the many things asked 
for are condensed milk, canned soups, 
mosquito netting, flannel cloth, cheese 
cloth, sponges, palm leaf fans, scrub 
brushes, chafing dishes, absorbent cot- 
ton, hot water bags, feeding cups and 
tubes, thermometers, alcoho] and rubber 
ice caps. These will be shipped at once. 
The association has also forwarded books 
and magazines to several of the regi- 
ments. 

Governor Wolcott received a strong 
memorial, addressed to himself and the 
general court, urging the adoption of a 
system of recruiting, with a camp of in- 
struction for training recruits, and of

Want to Be With the Boys, : 

Washington, June 3.—Ex-Governor

workers to establish headquarters with 
the army camps when they are moved to 
Cuba, Porto Rico and the Philippines. 
The tents of the organization have been 
established at state and national camps 
up to this time, and much has been done 
to furnish entertainment for the soldier 
boys. The president has taken the 
matter under advisement. 


Boston Opinion, 

Boston, June 3.—In the opinion of The 
Journal, “this war is destined to banish 
for all time the blight of Spanish cruelty 
and Spanish greed from the falr face of 
the western hemisphere.” 

“Unquestionably it is a waste of sym- 
pathy, but nevertheless it is impossible 
to avoid a feeling of pity for the Spanish 
people,” The Post observes. - 

The Advertiser declares that “the idea 
that this present war Is liable to lead to 
a world war has been sedulously fos- 
tered by Spain with a view to working 
upon the fears of the great powers and 
thus inducing them to interfere on 
Spain's behalf.” 

To Take a Vote Today. 

Washington, June 3.—When the sen- 
ate adjourned last evening the war 
revenue measure, so far as the finance 
committee is concerned, was completed 
with the exception of the bond provision 
and the amendments proposed by the 
Democrats in lieu of the bond paragraph. 
While no agreement was reached fixing 
a time for the taking of a final vote upon 
the bill, it was the expressed opinion on 
both sides of the chamber that a vote 
would be taken today before adjourn- 
ment. All of the committee amend- 
ments except those noted were agreed 
to. Several efforts were made to amend 
or eliminate the amendments, but the 
efforts in each case were unsuccessful.

North Adams, Mass., June 3.—Grace 
Baron, alias Sadie Tucker, aged 21 years, 
and prepossessing, was arrested last 
night by United States Deputy Marshal 
Waters of Boston on the charge of using 
the mails for fraudulent purposes. It 
is charged that she had seven dozen 
photos made and inserted an advertise- 
ment in western matrimonial papers, re- 
ceiving answers and using five dozen of 
the pictures in reply, obtaining from $3 
to $47 from each correspondent. One of 
the victims was a postmaster in Illinois, 
her operations being mostly in that state 
and Texas. She was taken to Pittsfield 
today and given a hearing before the 
United States commissioner, being held 
to await the action of the federal grand 
jury. 

Grace has made her home in Pitts- 
field, this city, Adams and Williams- 
town, and claims her home Is in Roches- 
ter, N. Y., but she will not give her 
family name. It is asserted that she 
was twice married, and is engaged to 
be married again in October, and that 
the names she has taken to carry on her 
business are those of her former hus- 
bands. The alleged swindling has been 
going on for two years, and the officers 
have been after her fora year. She 
evidently knew It and evaded them by 
getting her mail through a third party.

What the House Did Thursday, 

Washington, June 3.—The house prac- 
tically without debate passed the urg- 
ency deficiency bill providing for emerg- 
ency expenses of the army and navy de- 
partments incident to the war. It was 
based upon:estimates received recently 
from the departments, and carries items 
contemplated in the Philippine expe- 
dition and the early movement upon 
Cuba.

Paul off Santiago May 25, and whose 
eargo of coal, intended for the fleet of 
Cervera, was condemned, has been re- 
leased. 

Henry A. B. Martindale of Fitchburg, 
Mass., pleaded nolo in Manchester toa 
charge of felonious assault on a girl of 
15, and was sentenced to serve 15 years 
in state prison. 

A slight earthquake was felt in Mon- 
treal Wednesday night and lasted for 45 
seconds. The earthquake was felt 
throughout Quebec and Ontario. No 
damage is reported. 

Ella Heal, a Camden, Me., lady, com- 
mitted suicide by drowning Wednesday 
afternoon. Her body was found in a 
pond near her home. No reason can be 
assigned for the deed. 

The report that the Spanish transport, 
Alfonzo XIII, had been captured is with- 
out foundation. It is announced offi- 
clally that the Alfonzo is landing her 
cargo of provisions at Porto Rico. 

A letter from Paris says that con- 
siderable quantities of large and small 
ammunition are traversing the Pyrenees 
from France into Spain, and that there 
is no attempt to stop this traffic: 

A conflagration in Peshewera, India, 
which was not mastered for 24 hours, 
destroyed 4000 houses, doing damage to 
the amount of about $20,000,000. This is 
supposed to be the record fire of India. 

The financial condition in Nicaragua 
continues very bad, only paper money 
being in circulation. Coffee is very low 
in price and the imports of merchan- 
dise are very small. Military law con- 
tinues in force. 

The Arequipa of Boston, Bangor for 
Providence with a cargo of pigiron, 
sprang aleak off Nauset, Cape Cod, Wed- 
nesday morning, and a few hours later 
sank near the Shovelful lightship. Her 
trew was taken off by a passingschooner. 

James A. Brown, serving five years 
in the Rhode Island state prison for 
burglary of the residence of Huward O.

Children: who heard with glowing 
hearts the stories of the war told by 
these mothers have transmitted the} 
cherished inheritance to children of | 
their own. These children and chil- 
dren’s children are the people of the 
United States who will observe the 
commemorative anniversary fn its his- 
torical aspect, while the scarred vet- | 
erans are paying their personal tributes 
to dead comrades. Though the ranks | 
of the survivors of the great struggle | 
are thinning there is no diminution in 
the ranks of the people who gather 
yearly at these sacred mounds, that are | 
the real monuments of the Union. 

The lifetime of a generation has pass- 
ed away since the young men of 1861 
gave their lives to preserve the Union. 
With the lapse of years veneration and 
love for them increase, and it is but 
fitting that we bear tribute of grateful 
mewory to those who gave their lives 
on land ard sea to preserve all we love. 
The survivors do not ask especial rever- 
ence except for the example they set to 
the growing generation by answering 
the call to uphold the Union. They re- 
member with tears not only those who 
sleep in our graveyards here, but those 
who lie in the unknown graves in the 
mountains and morasses of the south. 

Heroism in America knows no sec- 
tionalism. North and south, east and 
west, are scattered the graves of those | 
whose lives were given joyously to the 
service of the nation and whose memo- 
ries will prove an inspiration to the fu- 
ture generations in which the republic 
Each state honors its | 
own heroes, for each state, like each 
heart, ‘‘best knoweth its own loss,’’ and 
the honor of each section is the coun- 
try’s honor. Under northern pines, un- 
der southern magnolias, in the shadow 
of western mountains, on the banks of 
the Hudson, lie the bodies of men who 
cheerfully sacrificed home, family, 
friends and wealth for the integrity of 
the United States, loving wife and chil- 
dren much, but honor more.

Has She a Nemesis? 

Newton, Mass., June 3.—A mysterious 
case of vandalism has just come to light 
in Newton Highlands. The victim, Mrs. 
Henry T. Schwaar, was married on 
Thursday of last week to Henry T. 
Schwaar, a Boston man, and immedi- 
ately left her beautiful home for an ex- 
tended wedding tour. Circumstances 
conspired to alter her plans, however, 
and she was called home, to find her 
splendidly furntshed residence unin- 
habitable and a property loss of nearly 
$3000 staring her in the face. 

Beginning with the hall every article 
of furniture in the house had been 
hacked and cut, while carpets, draperies 
and valuable rugs were. slashed to 
pieces. In the parlor a piano, valued at 
$600, had been hacked and splintered 
with an ax until its handsome case had 
been rendered valueless. 


Free With Public Money. 

Washington, June 3.—Representative 
Cummings has introduced a bill for the 
relief of the widow of Dr. Ruiz. It di- 
rects the payment of $75,000 to her out 
of any money paid into the treasury as 
the share of the United States in the 
proceeds from the sale of any prizes of 
war taken from Spain of its citizens, r 
proceeds arising from any conquest of 
Spanish possessions or property. The 
money is to be paid Mrs. Ruiz as indem- 
nity for the illegal imprisonment and 
killing of Dr. Ruiz, an American citizen, 
by the authorities of the Spanish govern- 
ment in Cuba, in February, 1897. The 
Ruiz case has figured conspicuously in 
the correspondence of the state depart- 
inent. 


Old Viol Player's Death, 

New York, June 3.—William Kozeck, 
78 years of age, a Polish violinist, was 
found dead in his room yesterday, hav- 
ing hanged himself by the string of his 
bass viol. On a table in the room were 
a pawnbroker’s ticket for a viol, a few 
crumbs of bread and an empty can that 
had contained milk. They told the story 
of poverty and gave the reason for the 
suicide, Kozeck was at one time con- 
sidered one of the best bass viol per- 
formers in the country, and had been 
a member of Theodore Thomas’ and 
Seidl’s orchestras. 


In His Wife's Absence. 

Lexington, Mass., June 3.—George F. 
Jones, for many years a well-known 
resident here, shot and killed himself at 
his home yesterday afternoon, his body 
being found in the basement by his wife 
on her return from a visit. Mr. Jones 
was born in Cambridge 65 years ago, and 
for years was in the woodenware busi- 
ness in Haymarket square, Boston. He 
leaves a widow.

COWARD IN CUSTODY. 


Military Ardor of a Cuban Volunteer 
Cooled. 


Hid on Board a Transport and 
Taken Prisoner. 


Said He Had Killed a Man and Did Not Dare 
Stay Ashore. 


Tampa, June 3.—When the transport 
Florida, which left here over two weeks 
ago with one of the largest expeditions 
for the arming and reinforcement of the 

‘uban army ever sent out from Tampa, 
returned yesterday. She had on board 
with the charge of desertion against him, 
an American, who enlisted in the Cuban 
volunteers that were sent on the Florida. 
According to Captain Silver, who piloted 
the expedition, at the last moment, when 
all the supplies had been landed and the 
volunteers were ready for their march 
into the interior, the deserter showed 
the white feather and hid himself on 
board the transport. 

The man’s name is said to be Tate, 
He lives in Tampa. He was not dir- 
covered until sometime after the Florid- 
had left Point Banes, w here the land- 
ing was made. Tate, in defense of his 
action, told Captain Silver that he had 
killed a man on shore and did not dare 
stay with the volunteers for that reason. 
The officers place no confidence in this 
story, however, but believe that the ap- 
pearance of the insurgents who met the 
expedition, and the stories of privation 
and hardships they told took all the 
fighting enthusiasm out of Tate. What 
action will be taken in his case has not 
yet been decided. 

The main feature of the Florida's expe- 
dition has been published, but additional 
details were learned from Pilot Silver 
and Captain Dorst, who had charge of 
the expedition. Although Spanish sol- 
diers were within three miles of the land- 
ing place and two Spanish gunboats 
were only five miles away, absolutely no 
trouble was experienced in landing the 
stores. The Spaniards undoubtedly 
knew that stores were being put on 
shore, but there was no interruption 
during the entire three days the Florica 
spentin the harbor. The transport wi 
met by 300 pacificos, old men and women, 
emaciated and almost naked, who as- 
sisted, with an eagerness that was al- 
most pathetic, in unloading the cargo of 
the Florida. 

On the second day of the Florida's stay 
in the harbor a good sized body of Cu- 
ban insurgents, {in command of Genera 
Rayo, appeared, and the work of unload- 
ing was then pushed with the utmost 
vigor. 

The day previous the force under Gen- 
eral Rayo had an engagement lasting 
several hours with a large body of Span- 
ish troops which resulted in the defeat 
of the latter. The insurgents lost a 
dozen killed during the pursuit of the 
Spaniards. Word came that the Florida 
was on the coast and, without stopping 
for rest or rations, the insurgents 
marched to the sea, 18 miles distant. 
Although the insurgents had had noth- 
ing to eat for 24 hours but a few bananas 
apiece, they went to work at once unload- 
ing the Florida’s cargo. The cases con- 
taining the rifles were broken open, the 
contents distributed among the men and 
put upon pack mules for conveyance. 
So hungry were the insurgents that 
several cases of bacon were broken open 
and the contents eaten raw. 


Quay’s Slate Unbroken. 

Harrisburg, Pa., June 3.—The Republi- 
can state convention named the party 
ticket that is to be submitted to the 
voters this fall as follows: Governor, 
Colonel William A. Stone of Allegheny; 
lieutenant governor, General J. P. §S. 
Robin of Lebanon; secretary of internal 
affairs, General Joseph W. Latt of Phila- 
delphia; congressmen-at-large, Galusha 
Grow of Susquehanna and Samuel A. 
Davenport of Erie. 

There 
Was scarcely any opposition to the pro- 
gram for the work of the convention as 
outlined by Senator Quay and his lieu- 
tenants, those opposed to the nomination 
of Colonel Stone for the head of the tick- 
et contenting themselves with the con- 
centration of their vote on C. W. Stone. 
The vote was uncomfortably close for 
the Quay adherents, Colonel Stone re- 
ceiving only 15 more votes than the num- 
ker necessary toa choice. 
Cast for C. W. Stone represenfed the 
combined strength of that candidate and 
John Wanamaker. The latter provided 
the only sensation of an otherwise cut 
and dried convention by presenting a 
letter of withdrawal, in which he de- 
nounced the methods of the dominant 
Republican faction and urged his friends 
to support C. W. Stone. Mr. Wana- 
maker's retirement from the fight came 
as a startling surprise to his delegates,

Alfred, Me., June 3.—James L. Sullivan, 
alias James Brown, of Lawrence and 
John McCarty, alias John Carey, of 
Lynn, with Reggy and Pat Moriarty, 
also from Massachusetts, were found 
guilty in the superior court yesterday of 
shoplifting in the store of George Bon- 
ser of Kennebunk, on Dec. 15, 1897. Mas- 
sachusetts officers testified that all the 
men had criminal records. Sullivan 
was sentenced to five years and Carey 
to three years in the Thomaston prison.

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, June 3.—Nearly the whole of 
Thursday was taken up in the house by 
the discussion of the street railway bill, 
which, manifoldly amended, was finally 
passed to engrossment. Never has the 
lobby been more active, and the great 
interest taken in this bill is evinced by 
the fact that on a rolleall, reference to 
the next general court, 209 members went 
on record, $0 in favor and 119 against 
such action. It was the largest attend- 
ance for a long time. 

The senate also had a large subject to 
deal with, the bucket shop bill, which 
was reconsidered and again passed to 
engrossment, this time amended so as to 
include al! places where stocks and 
bonds are dealt in on margins, a direct | 
blow at the Stock Exchange. 

On the first call of the calendar the | 
house passed to be engrossed the bill to 
the salaries of the state highway 
commission and to prevent tw6 of the 
three from holding any other office. 

The bill authorizing the city of Brock- 
ton to light its police station from the 
electric light plant in the city hall across 
the street, was engrossed. It is the 
prineiple involved in the bill which made 
it of great interest and led to a heated 
debate, 

Forty-two of the 50 members of the 
legislature from Boston have signed pe- 
titions for a reorganization of the city 
government, and have agreed on a bill 
which provides for a division of the city 
into 12 aldermanic districts. Each party 
will nominate 12 candidates, but only 
seven candidates of one party are to be 
on the board, the minority representa- 
tion to be five candidates of the conteyd- 

g party. Thecommon council will con- 
sist of 25 members. 

Governor Wolcott signed the resolve 
for a state representation to the Omaha | 
exposition by a delegation of 50. He 
signed it, he said, because it is import- 
ant to cultivate relations of friendly 
comity with all sister states and sections 
of the country. In this way he believes 
the business interests of the state may 
be properly promoted.

TORPEDOED! 


Sacrifice of One of the San- 
ticgo Fleet. 


COLLIER, SUNK IN CHANNEL. 


Design or Daring In the Fatal 


Venture.

Washington, June 4.—The steam col- 
fier Merrimac lies a wreck in Santiago 
harbor, either blown up by a Spanish 
mine or deliberately wrecked by Ad- 
moiral Sampson'sorders. Hercrew, con- 
sisting of an officer, an engineer and 
gix sailors, are prisonersof Spain. They 
took their lives in their hands, and while 
they escaped death, they are now in 
prison. The story of their adventure 
is one of the most thrilling of the war. 

As is well known, the harbor of San- 
tiago is very narrow. One or two sunken 
ships across its mouth would as effect- 
wally prevent the escape of the Spanish 
fleet as though a line of battleships 
were anchored there. There is no doubt 
that this fact appealed to Admiral Samp- 
son, and he decided to block the channel 
in some way. After the decision came 
action. He could not send to Key West 
for old hulks, and he could not, of course, 
sacrifice one of his warships. In his 
fleet, however, was the collier Merrimac, 
a large steamer, purchased in New York. 
The steel hull of the Merrimac offered 
the barricade for which the admiral was 
looking and the ship was marked for 
slaughter. 

The next step was to find a crew to 
accompany her on her dangerous mis- 
gion. It is hardly likely that the men 
on the ship were ordered to make the 
perilous trip into the harbor. A volun- 
teer crew was asked for in all prob- 
ability.. Eight men were chosen and 
placed on board of what seemed cer- 
tain to be their coffin. 

In the stillest hour of the morning— 
between 3 and 4 o’clock—the prow of the 
Merrimac, with just enough men on her 
to run the engines and handle the wheel, 
was turned toward the narrow entrance 
of Santiago harbor. It is easy to imagine 
how the officers and crews of the squad- 
ron watched the steamer’s onward prog- 
ress with beating hearts. She passed 
the first line of dreaded torpedoes safely, 
but when she was a little further in the 
harbor there was the explosion of a 
mine, and the vessel sank. At least the 
dispatches say that there was an ex- 
plosionofamine. It may have been that 
the ship was scuttled by her own crew, 
who had hoped to escape in srhall boats, 
but were captured. They may have 
dynamited the ship, trusting to good 
fortune to escape with their lives. 

Admiral Sampson may have sent the 
ship into the harbor not only to block 
the channel, but also to discover whether 
submarine mines were fatal obstacles 
to getting at the Spanish fleet. If this 
was his purpose, the sunken wreck in the 
channel proves that the mine is as dan- 
gerously effective in Santiago harbor as 
it was in Havana when the Maine went 
down. There is absolutely no doubt in 
the minds of the naval officials in Wash- 
ington that the sending of the collier into 
the harbor was all a prearranged move 
on the part @f Admiral Sampson. The 
use of a collier, the hour of the morning, 
the necessity of blocking the channel so 
as to relieve some of the ships of the 
squadron from remaining stationed off 
Santiago, the importance of discovering 
whether the mines were effective—all 
these reasons make it certain that the 
Merrimac was deliberately guided to her 
destruction. 

A dispatch from Port au Prince gives 
the following account of the affgir: 
“Yesterday morning the American 
equadron again began a bombardment 
of the fortifications of Santiago de Cuba, 
and a lively cannonade ensued for two 
hours, which silenced the Spanish bat- 
teries. An American vessel, the Merri- 
mac, described in the advices from San- 
tiago as an auxiliary cruiser, making a 
dash to force the entrance, succeede@ in 
passing the first line of defenses, but 
was torpedoed about 500 feet up 
rhannel. She went down ‘perpendicular- 
ly.’ An officer, an engineer and six sea- 
men were taken prisoners. The number 
of victims is unknown. Only the funnel 
and mastheads of the sunken vessel can 
be seen.”

London, June 4.—Six hundred Britons 
and Americans assembled fraternally 
last night, the purpose being the pro- 
motion of good fellowship between 
kindred races. Englishmen, many of 
whom had experienced American hospi- 
tality, were the hosts, while resident 
Americans were the guests. Political, 
business and literary circles were well 
represented, but the purpose of making 
the affair spontaneous and a wholly 
unofficial celebration excluded the em- 
bassy. 

American and British flags were draped 
over the tables, at which were both men 
and women, with “the flag of the future” 
--the union jack and the stars and 
stripes—blended on coats of arms. All 
wore buttons emblazoned with the two 
flags surmounting the Canadian beaver. 

Lord Bernard Coleridge presided. 
Toasts to the queen and the president 
of the United States were honored, ac- 
companied by the strains of “God Save 
the Queen” and “The Star Spangled 

3anner,”’ 

Lord Coleridge, in proposing the health 
of President McKinley, saia: ‘Where 
can the old world show such a line of * 
rulers of men as have been the free 
choice of the Americans?” 

“Fraternity and the future alliance” 
pervaded all the speeches. 

Among the speakers were the bishop 
of Ripon (Rev. W. Boyd Carpenter), 
Lord Brassey, Colonel Taylor, president 
of the American society in London; 
George W. Cable and Sir Frederick Pol- 
lock, corpus professor of jurisprudence 
at Oxford. 

The English speakers lauded the 
achievements of the revolution as en- 
thusiastically as if these had been their 
own victories. Where all the sermons 
were practically the same text extended 
quotations would be monotonous. 
“Mother country” and “Sons beyond the 
sea’ were phrases reiterated by all the 
speakers. The bishop of Ripon excited 
the greatest enthusiasm by a pointed 
reference to the war, saying that, al- 
though both nations had been accused of 
worshipping the dollar, “we both know 
when to spend our money, and we know | 
that some causes are worth spending any !

THROWING THE DISCUS. 


Best Results Obtained by Throwing It 


From a Whirling Mévement. 

A number of queries have been re- 
ceived to tbe rules governing the | 
throwing of the discus, which has been 
lately added to the list of championship 
events in the Western Intercollegiate 
association. The discus is thrown from | 
a circle of the same dimensions as used | 
in throwing the hammer and putting ' 
the shot. The same rules governing | 
fouls also apply. The best results are | 
obtained by throwing the disk from a 
whirling movement, similar to the 
metbod used in throwing the hammer, | 
as more force can be put into the throw. |

During the last few months of the civil 
war the expense of the government exceed- 
ed $3,000,000 a day. 
It is estimated that since the Christian 
era began over 4,000,000,000 human beings 


| have perished in war.

The cost of our navy during the civil 
var was: For 15862, $42,600,000; 1563, 
000, 000; 1564, 1865, 
2,900,000, 

The expense of the war department in 
1862 was $394,000,000; in 1863, $599, 009, - 
000; in 1864, $690,000,000, and in 1865, 
$1,051,000, 000. 

During the civil war the Confederate 
cruisers captured or destroyed 80 ships, 46 
brigs, 67 schooners and 8 other vessels fly- 
ing the American flag.

Use a strong soapsuds wash to which a | 
smal! quantity of carbolic acid has been 
added for trees infested with bark lice. | 

The greater portion of the roots of the | 
grape vine grow near the surface, and for | 
this reason cultivation should be shallow. 

Shortening back the heads of newly | 
planted trees after the opening of the} 
leaves checks the growth and often in- | 
jures them.

Ata meeting of the state military 
advisory beard yesterday, says the 
Boston Advertiser, it was voted that 
in case the general government wiil 
accept a full regiment under the second 
call for troops, to recommend to the 
governor that the 5th regiment be 
designated. 

In case of a third call for troops it 
was voted that the 1st and 2d corps of 
cadets be given an opportunity to 
recruit a regiment, providing two regi- 
ments are called for. 

And also that, in the event of a call 
for cavalry or artillery, or both, such 
troops to be selected fromthe cavalry 
and light artillery of the militia. 

It was also stated by the board that 
the two corps of cadets are very 
anxious to perform duty during the 
war; also the artillery and cavalry ; 
and by a previous recommendation of 
the board giving preference to the 
state forces any individual militiaman 
can enlist if this new regiment 
formed.

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OUT OF DOOR ROSES. 


The Yard Culture of the Rose—Twelve 
First Class Varieties. 

There are three important things to 
be considered in the yard culture of 
roses. First, a suitable location; second, 
suitable soil, and last but not least, 
suitable varieties. An Indiana corre- 
spondent of Gardening, who points out 
these essentials, says: I know of many 
persons who go to the woods to get 
light soil from old tree stumps which 
they use for preparing a bed for roses, 
and after planting their roses in this 
soil and watering them carefully feel 
discouraged that they do not make a 
strong growth. 

In order to grow roses in the yard 
the first important thing is a good open 
exposure, if 30 or 40 feet away from 
large trees so much the better. A yel- 
low, rather heavy fibrous loam with 
good drainage is considered the ideal 
soil for roses. Spread two or three 
inches of well rotted cow manure over 
the bed, thoroughly mix same to the 
depth of a foot or a trifle over. A bed 
prepared in this manner should grow 
first class roses. If your soil is a hard, 
sticky clay, it should be removed to the 
depth of 15 inches and replaced with 
soil such as the above. 

I have often been asked the best va- 
rieties for outdoor culture, and if I was 
to be confined to but three varieties I 
should plant Clothilde Soupert, Mme. 
Caroline Testout and Kaiserin Augusta 
Victoria. These are three gems of the 
first water, perfectly hardy here, good 
growers and of good color. 

For a list of 12 varieties: Clothilde 
Soupert, pink, shading to white; Mme. 
Testout, clear pink; Kaiserin Augusta 
Victoria, white shading to light yellow 
in center; Meteor, velvety crimson; 
Belle Siebrecht, rosy pink; American 
Beauty, deep rose; La France, pink; 
Champion of the World, rosy pink; 
Mignonette, very dwarf, carmine pink; 
Wootton, light red; Mme. de Watte- 
ville, white with pink shadings, very 
beautiful; Souv. de la Malmaison, flesh 
color. 

These varieties are all hardy in this 
vicinity (except Mme. de Watteville) if 
planted in a well drained soil. <A light 
covering of manure, mostly straw, 
thrown carelessly over the plants late 
in fall will be beneficial. 


Japanese Plums. 

No type of fruit bas awakened so 
much interest of late years as the Jap- 
anese plums. Their advantage, ac- 
cording to L. H. Bailey in American 
Gardening (irom which the cut is re- 
produced), is not that they are better 
than the old type of domestic plums, 
but that they add variety to our plum 
flora.

A WEEK FRAUGHT WITH IMPORTANCE. 


Decisive Blows Against the 
Spanish Expected. 


President McKinley Sanguine of the 


Result, 


Troops to March Overland 
Upon Santiago. 


A Section of Admiral Sampson’s Squadron to 


Bombard San Juan. 


Washington, June 6.—It is expected 
that this week will see the climax of the 
war. Santiago and Porto Rico are to 
pass into the possession of the United 
States. Against both places a military 
and naval! expedition of great force isto 
be directed, and before many days ought 
come the news of two notable engage- 
ments. Both will be successful, On this} 
point the president, who is especially in- 
terested in the immediate taking of 
Porto Rico, has no doubt whatever. He | 
knows that at Santiago the Spanish fleet 
is helpless, and that the insurgents 
around the city are ready and waiting to 
co-operate with our army. The latter 
will land near Santiago and will march 
overland to the rear of the Santiago forti- 
fications, taking them by storm. It will 
be a great battle, unless the Spaniards 
run away, and while there are certain 
to be some casualties on our side, they 
will be comparatively light. 

At or about the same time, a large sec- 
tion of Sampson's squadron will appear 
before San Juan, and with the aid of the 
troops which will be landed from trans- 
ports, the taking of that city will be com- 
menced. The president is anxious that 
Porto Rico shall be in the possession of 
the United States before Spain actually 
sues for peace. 

Information which is entitled to every 
credence #ndicates that the troops have 
not yet started, and for the good and 
sufficient reason that they are not ready. 
Reports which reach the officiats show 
that the army at Tampa is in a frightful 
state of inefficiency. Thesupplies which 
ought to have been delivered to the 
men days and weeks ago are still locked 
up in the freight cars, and the worst of 
it is that the officers whose business it 
is to distribute the supplies do not know 
in what cars the equipments are located. 

In some cases it has been necessary to 
force an entrance into the cars to learn 
the nature of their contents. Every- 
thing has been at sixesand sevens. Gen- 
eral Miles, who has been in Tampa long 
enough to discover the true situation of 
affairs, has found ample ground for 
the complaints which he has forwarded 
at great length to Washington. Gen- 
eral Shafter tells a similar tale, and al- 
together it looks as if confusion held 
full sway at Tampa. 

The president, however, does not pro- 

pose to endure any further delay. He 
sent orders to Tampa yesterday direct- 
ing that the troops be hastened to San- 
tiago and Porto Rico. He has become 
as impatient as the rest of the country, 
and there is no doubt that under his 
urgent command the movement will soon 
be under way. He is willing to wait 
until everything is ready, but he wants 
this point of readiness reached at once. 
Consequently, if troops have not started 
they will begin to go out at once. 
_ There is little prospect that the armor- 
clads under Rear Admiral Sampson's 
command will be able to try their metal 
against the Spanish armored cruisers. 
By sinking the collier Merrimac, he 
closed the channel so effectually as not 
only to prevent the escape of Admiral 
Cervera, but the ingress of his own 
ships. There is no wrecking ship with 
the American squadron, and none will 
be sent to that point, so It Is evident 
that the army will be given the work 
of capturing or destroying the ships. 

This is proposed to be accomplished by 
the erection of siege guns on the high 
hills surrounding the harbor. These 
guns are now onthe way. The accom- 
plishment of this work will follow the 
destruction of the Spanish military force 
now defending that city. When it is 
scompleted 24 5-inch Armstrong siege 
guns, manned by experienced artiller- 
ists, will point down toward Admiral 
Cervera’s ships, and, if that officer does 
not surrender, a storm of shells will be

SINKING OF THE MERRIMAC, 


Confirmation of the Surmise as to the! 


Purpose of Sampson. 
Key West, June 6.—Saturday’s sur- 


| mises as to the meaning of the loss of the 


Merrimac were correct. There was 
method in the apparent madness. Ad- 


miral Sampson caused it to be known 


aboard the ships that eight volunteers | 


were wanted for the perilous task of run- 
ning the vessel past the batteries and 
Sinking her. It was a desperate under- 
taking, as every man In the fleet knew, 
for the chances were very great that if 
the Merrimac passed the batteries un- 
ecathed she would be blown up by a mine. 
This, however, did not deter either of- 
In fact, 
they jumped at the chance, and 4000 
signified their willingness to carry out 
the admiral’s plan. Finally, however, 
Naval Constructor Hobson and seven 
other men were picked out, the former 
commanding the gallant crew. They at 
once went on board the collier, where 
preparations were made for the work 
ahead of them. After everything had 
been arranged the officers and crew of 
the Merrimac left her, going on board 
other vessels of the fleet. 

While the Merrimac lay “stripped to 
the buff” for her last, desperate run she 
was inspected by the Associated Press 
correspondent. With hatches oaff, gap- 
ing cargo ports swung back, and every- 
thing valuable removed save her en- 
gines and 2500 tons of coal, which scarcely 
seemed to count in her cavernous hold, 
she was not an inviting spectacle. The 
seveg men who were to risk their lives 
in her were as cheerful as schoolboys on 
a frolic, despite 24 hours’ sleeplessness 
and hard work. Coxswain Dtignan, with 
professional pride, explained the seveyal 
stations of the forlorn hope crew. J. E. 
Murphy was to cut loose the forward 
anchor and Daniel Montague the after 
one, and they were then to jump over- 
board and swim to the lifeboat which 
was towing astern. Philipps, Kelly and 
Crank were to stop the engines and 
knock away the kingston valves to flood 
the hold, and Lieutenant Hobson and 
Charette were to fire the torpedoes from 
the bridge. Words cannot paint the cool, 
matter of fact heroism of these enlisted 
men, so calmly confident of success in 
their audacious undertaking, so im- 
plicitly trustful in their young lieutenant 
who was to lead them, so oblivious of 
everything except that they were going 
in. They did not speak of coming out, 
with the exception of Deignan, who said 
nonchalantly: “Oh, I guess we stand 
a fair show of getting out, but they can’t 
stop us going in'’’—this last in a most 
matter of fact style, as though going In 
was the only point worth considering. 

Knowing that a tentative plan was for 
the fleet to chase the Merrimac inasa 
pseudo blockade runner, firing blank 
cartridges on her and searchlights to 
point out to Hobson the harbor entrance, 
everyone waited for this pyrotechnical 
display, but it didnot come. Hobson had 
apparently chosen the less spectacular 
but equally desperate plan of quietly 
stalking the forts alone and in darkness. 
Black cloudbanks to the westward had 
hidden the moon for two hours before 
its setting, depriving Hobson of his own 
wish for just a bit of light to guide him in 
under the Spanish guns. Fate could 
scarce have been harder. At3the moon 
showed for a few moments blood red in 
a hand's breadth opening of the clouds 
just on the horizon, and then it was ex- 
tinguished in the sea, 

“Too late,” said everyone; “he will 
never have time to run in by that.” 

Almost at the same moment dawn 
broke in the east as quietly as night had 
fallen the previous evening. ‘“‘He has 
missed his chance,” was the remark. 
Suddenly a dazzling flash like a helio- 
graph ray leaped from the battlements, 
followed by a slow, spreading cloud of 
white smoke. There was no report, but 
far up the coast a white jet of spray 
leaped from the sea. The battleships 
were waking up. Glasses were traired 
where the Merrimac had been. She was 
gone. The Vixen had been mistaken for 
her in the uncertain morning light. 
Glasses swept the horizon searching for 
the Merrimac. She was nowhere visible. 
Bright flashes and billowing smoke rose 
from point to point where the harbor 
batteries were located. The Spaniards 
were awake, sure enough, and buzzing | 
like bees in an upset hive. 

“Hobson has run in on them and fooled | 
us all,” was said; “but,” it was added, 
“what are the idiots shooting at?” 

The spray from the shells rose every- 
where, beyond the Brooklyn and inside 
the Texas, but the fire was seemingly 
concentrated westward, close to the 
shore. There a,tiny thread of smoke 
disclosed their target—the New York’s 
jaunch, which Ensign Powell had gal- 
lantiy held close under Morro’s walls 
until after daylight, when, driven out by 
the fire of the big guns, he had run far 
up the shore, under the partial cover of 
the bluffs. and had turned and eventual-

than the warships, Powell had seen the 
firing before daylight, when the Merri- 
mae and her dare-devil crew, then well 
inside Morro castle, were probably first 
discovered by the Spaniards.

| heard an explosion which may have been 


caused by Hobson's torpedoes. The en- 
sign was not sure. He waited vainly, 
hoping to rescue the heroes of the Merri- 
mac, until he was shelled by the forts. 

For an unknown reason the Spaniards 
made no attempt to blow up the vessel 
with their mines. She was hit a number 
of times from the batteries, but the shots 
did not check her progress, and she went 
along until she reached the narrowest 
when she dropped 
With a time fuse the men 
prepared an explosion in the fore hold. 
They lit the fuse, entered a rowboat and 
pushed off. There must have been a 
large hole torn in her hull by the ex- 
plosion which followed, for she sank in 
a short time. 

Meanwhile Constructor Hobson and 
the brave men with him pulled away 
from the ship. They had gone only a 
little way when the explosion occurred 
and the Merrimac gave a lunge and 
plunged to the bottom, going down in 
35 to 40 feet. 

It was, of course, impossible for Hob- 
son and histitrew to pass out of the har- 
bor in face of the fire from the batteries. 
They therefore calmly proceeded to row 
to the Christobal Colon, the flagship of 


| the Spanish squadron, where they yielded 


themselves prisoners of war. Though 
they had shut off all chances of escape 
for the Spanish fleet, Admiral Cervera 
recognized and admired their bravery. 
They were treated kindly, and later in 
the day the Spanish commander sent 
out a boat with a flag of truce to Admiral 
Sampson with an offer to exchange his 
prisoners for some of the Spaniards who 
are now confined at Atlanta. 


Hospital Ship Arrives. 

Brooklyn, June 6.—There was a sb all 
crowd ai the navy yard when the hosp!- 
tal ship, the Solace, was warped into the 
dock Sunday afternoon. Several ambu- 
lances were on hand and 54 patients, one 
by one, were carried out on the stretch- 
ers, or led down the gangway by tender 
hands and transferred to the marine 
hospital. 

Dr. Thomas F. Street said yesterday 
that all had improved greatly during the 
four days’ trip. When they left Key 
West he was almost certain that there 
would be some deaths aboard, as some 
of the men were in an extremely serious 
condition. Four who are afflicted with 
lung diseases made the entire voyage in 
swinging hammocks on deck, and the 
others took occasion to draw in the fresh 
breezes at all times by day and by night. 


The Beleagured City. 

Havana, June 6.—The council of secre- 
taries of the autonomist gevernment has 
decided not to allow the shipment of 
sugar to American ports, put will allow 
it shipped to neutral port’ in blockade 
runners which bring provisions und coal 
that can be landed in any part of the 
island without paying custom house 
Cuties. The council also ordered the 
mining of coal that has been discovered 
near Guanagay, in the province of Ha- 
vana, which will be placed at the dis- 
posal of Admiral Manterola. A credit 
of $85,000 has been voted to promote the 
cultivation of the zones near the mine. 

A commission of the Cuban chambers 
has formally tendered congratulations 
to the commanders of the Spanish cruis- 
ers, Vendadito and Nueva Es- 
pana, for the courage they displayed in 
going out to meet the ships of the squad- 
ron blockading Havana some time ago. 
The chambers have sent a joint telegram 
of congratulation to Admiral Cervera 
because of the courage shown by him 
during the bambardment of the fortifi- 
cations at Santiago. 

General Blanco has issued an order 
prohibiting the presence of foreign cor- 
respondents in the island and threaten- 
ing to put all such on trial as spies ac- 
cording to the military code. 

Pablo Luna, a native of New Orleans, 
has been arrested for making insulting 
remarks about the Spanish fieet. 

The military commander at Santiago 
has proposed rewards for two ensigns 
and a gunner, who made three shots that 
were seen to land on the American war- 
ships during the bombardment.

Report of a Combat, 

Cape Haytien, June 6—Advices from 
St. Nicholas say that Saturday some 
distance off Jean Rabel, on the north- 
west coast of Hayti, half way between 
Port de Paix and St. Nicholas, a combat 
teok place between three Spanish and 
four American ships. The American 
ships are said to have withdrawn from 
the combat. One of the Spanish war- 
ships entered the harbor of Jean Rabel 
for water. The officers of ships lying at 
St. Nicholas were extremely reticent. 

Jean Rabel is an insignificant seaport, 
and there is no telegraphic station there. 
It is thought possible that the Spanish 
ships encountered were the vanguard of 
the Cadiz fleet. The names of the 
American ships are not ascertainable, 
but it {s believed here that they were 
probably scouts, 

A dispatch from a government source 
at Port-au-Prince says: “A Haytien 
informant, now in Santiago de Cuba, 
cables that the destitution there has 
greatly increased since the bombard- 
ment began, and the military commander 
has been forced to Peduce the rations of 
the soldiers, among whom there is much 
discontent.” 


Sinking of a Torpedo Boat, 

Kingston, Jam., June 6.—A dispatch 
from Port Antoniosays: “A vessel that 
has arrived here from Santiage de Cuba 
reports that the Americans sank on Fri- 
day night the Spanish torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Terror.” 

{The assumption, based upon dis- 
patches from Madrid, has been that the 
destroyer Terror, after leaving Port de 
France, went to Porto Rican waters, and 
it is probable that the Port Antonlo dis- 
patch confuses her with her sister de- 
stroyer, the Furor, as has several times 
been the case in dispatches from other 
points.] 


Boston Opinion. 

Boston, June 6.—The Globe treats it as 
“a splendid fortune to belong to a coun- 
try that can inspire such heroic devotion 
as was displayed by the seven American 
sailors in the harbor of Santiago.” 

“Of course,” remarks The Journal, “if 
the sunken Merrimac closes the channel 
at Santiago so that the Spanish cruisers 
cannot depart, she also closes it so that 
the American battleships cannot enter; 
but all this was duly considered before 
the collier was sent in on her hazardous 
errand.”

New York, June 6.—Mrs. Angelo Pepro 
Was murdered at Elizabethport, N. J., 
last night by a man who broke through 
the door of the Pepro apartment, and, 
seizing the woman, slashed her throat 
with a razor in the presence of her hus- 
band and four children. The murderer, 
whose identity has not been ascertained, 
dropped his victim and escaped while her 
husband, paralyzed with fear, knelt 
praying for mercy. The woman died 
soon afterwards. 


Bay State Capital. 

Boston, June 6.—Ex-Senator William 
H. McMorrow died Sunday afternoon at 
his home in Dorchester after a day's 
sickness. He was born in South Bos- 
ton in 1871, and served in the lower house 
of the legislature in 1894-95 and in the 
senate in 1896. 

Jonathan A. Lane died Sunday of heart 
failure.

THE SOLDIERS’ RATIONS. 
In Wartime Coffee Becomes a Real Elixir 
of Life. 

No man can feel like a real soldier so 
long as he is fed like a civilian. When 
he takes the field, the recruit will be 
obliged to give up roast lamb and green 
peas, broiled live lobster, pate de foie 
gras, pastry, butter and numerous other 
comestibles which had seemed to him 
necessities. In place he must settle 
down to a diet of ‘salt horse,’’ pork, 
bacon and occasional fresh beef, beans, 
rice, hominy, infrequent potatoes and 
bread, with tea or coffee to wash it 
down. When it comes to active service 
at the front, his menu will probably 
dwindle down to salt pork, hard tack 
and coffee. The pork will be cooked or 
raw, according to circumstances, and 
the coffee ditto. 

3ut the half of a tin canteen makes 
not a bad frying pan in which the pork 
can be cooked, and it gives the con- 
venience for frying hard tack—and fried 
hard tack isa delicacy that every sol- 
dier learns to love, no matter how high 
a civilian may turn up his nose even at 
the thought of it. Orif you have no 
frying pan or no fire a slice of salt pork 
between two crackers makes a not. un- 
palatable sandwich. But no soldier need 
to suffer on hard tack and coffee alone. 
He will often grow fat on this diet. But 
the great thing is coffee.

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SPANISH SPY SYSTEM. 


Early Check to Its Work Likely to Be | 
Sustained, 


Complaint Made to the British 
Ambassador. 


Canadian Law Sure to Be Applied to the 
Plotters. 


Washington, June 6.—Steps have been 
taken by which it is expected that Lieu- 
tenant Carranza, who has been con- 
ducting the Spanish spy system from } 
Montreal, with his assistant, Mr. Du} 
Bose, formerly first secretary of the le- 
gation here, will be expelled from Can- 
ada within the next few days unless 
they adopt their own means to leave be- 
fore an international question is raised 
as to their presence in Canada. The 
Carranza letter, detailing his system, | 
was communicated to the British ambas- 
sador, Sir Julian Pauncefote, together | 
with other information bearing on the 
operations of the Spanish officials in 
Canada. The ambassador was quick 
to act in the matter, and, without wait-| 


ing the slow process of the mail, he 
cabled the entire matter to the foreign 
office. | 

No doubt is entertained the 
speedy action of the authorities at Lon- 
don, now that a specific case has been 
made out against the Spanish officials 
in Canada. They would have taken the 
initiative ere this had there been any- 
thing more than suspicion as to the 
operations of Carranza and Du Bosc; 
but the Carranza letter, for the theft of | 
which a Montreal detective was tried 
and acquitted, was proof positive, and 
the British officials moved quickly and 
on their own volition toward securing 
udequate redress.

San Domingo Outbreak, 

Cape Haytien, June 6.—According to 
the latest advices from Monte Cristo, 
General Jiminez, the leading spirit in 
the revolutionary attempt; divided his 
men into two columns, one of which at- 
tacked and took the fort, the other 
marching to the governor's house. Gov- 
ernor Galito was seized, and the demand 
was made upon him by Jiminez that he 
sign a paper accepting the leadership 
of the revolutionists for the northern 
district. Governor Galito refused, say- 
ing that he was too old to take partin 
arevolution. General Jiminez then told 
him he was a prisoner, and he was 
marched out between files of insurgents, 
In the street, however, a column of gov- 
ernment troops met the column, and in 


the combat which ensued, Galito es- 
caped. The government force, being 
stronger, pressed back the insurgents, 


who for half an hour retreated slowly. 
Revolutionists in Monte Cristo say a 
mistake was made in showing any clem- 
ency whatever to Governor Galito, in- 
stead of kitting him offhand, for Galito 
immediately began blood-thirsty meas- 
ures of vengeance upon all the employes 


of the mercantile house of which Jim- 
inez was the head. To the number of 
16 they were adjudged guilty of con- 


spiracy and taken outand shot. Among 
them were several boys not more than 
17 years old. 
were killed, and about 24 have been ex- 
ecuted since. 


Death of Mr. Morse. 
Canton, Mass., June 6.—Ex-Congress- 
man Elijah A. Morse died at his home in 


this town Sunday afternoon, aged 57 
years. He leaves a widow and three 
sons. He was born at South Bend, Ind., 


his father being Rev. Abner Morse. 
During the civil war Mr. Morse went to 
the front as a private in company A of 
the Fourth Massachusettsinfantry. He 
entered politics in 1875, being elected to 
the lower branch of the state legislature, 
and later tothe senate. In1888 he wasa 
member of the governor's council, and 
in the same year was elected to the Fifty- 
first congress. He served four terms in 
congress, retiring in 1896.

Mountain Robbers. 


lagers In Sheer Wantonness. 


Tacoma, Wash., June 6.—The steam- 
ship Victoria brings Hong Kong advices 
to May 12. The spirit of rebellion and 
riot seems to pervade many parts of the 
orient. Five thousand robbers are as- 
sembled in one band in the mountains of 
Loynge, near Canton. They commit 
crimes of every description, plundering, 
ro’ bing and killing as their fancy dic- 
tates. The local authorities are ter- 
rorized and dare not cope with them. 
Recently the house of an influential 
mandarin was robbed. The mandaria 
offered rewards of $20 for the capture of 
each robber. Seven robbers were cap- 
tured, but the mandarin then refused to 
give therewards. The dishonesty of the 
mandarin has made the robbers bolder 
than ever, for all poor people have made 
up their minds not to interfere with their 
plundering because they claim the rich 
cannot betrusted. The Canton authori- 
ties have offered rewards for the cap- 
ture of men known to be supplying arms 
and ammunition to the robbers. On 


| April 26 a small band of brigands at- 


tacked the office of the magistrate ef 
Kuming. They carried away valuables 
worth $10,000 and released the prisoners 
confined in the jail. 

Four Chinese mariners were fatally 
burned by an explosion aboard a small 
Chinese gunboat, which was practically 
blownup. The gunboat was bound from 
Manking to Canton with pay for ‘the 
Cantonese troops. Coming to a locality 
infested by pirates, the captain ordered 
his men to load all the guns in readiness 
for an attack, at the same time caution- 
ing them not to smoke opium near the 
powder magazines. This warning was 
disregarded and the result was an ex- 
plosion of the magazines by which all 
the guns were discharged simultaneous- 
ly. The captain succeeded in rescuing 
three wounded men who jumped into the 
The hull of the gunboat was 
badly damaged. 

The rebellion in Formosa has been con- 
fined largely to the central and northern 
parts of the island. Now an uprising is 
expected in the southern end, accordjag 
to a correspondent of the Hong Kong 
Press, who writes that the feelings of 
the populace there have been wrought 
up to the boiling point by the butchery of 
innocent countrymen and helpless 
women and children by Japanese soldiers 
in the Hozan district. A company of 
Japanese soldiers followed a band of 
Formosan robbers to their lair in the 
hills, but the robbers escaped by means 
of a secret exit from a big cave in which 
they took refuge after firing into the 
soldiers and killing several. Maddened 
by defeat the Japanese are said to have 
vented their fury and thirst for blood 
upon the peaceful village of Loonah 
Ting, several miles distant. Itis alleged 
they set the village on fire at night, and 
when the vallagers rushed out they were 
shot down by a cordon of troops sur- 
rounding the town. Twenty-four men, 
two women and four children are known 
to have been killed. Only half a dozen 
remain of over 200 which formed the 
village. 

Three thousand black flag soldiers ar- 
rived at Wu-Chou on May 5. These 
soldiers hate customs officers. Turning 
themselves into a mob, they attacked 
the custom house, but were driven back 
by the prefect’s soldiers. The soldiers 
belong to an anti-foreign secret society. 
Much alarm prevails at Wu-Chou over 
the reports that all foreigners there are 
to be massacred. 


Suffered Severely. 

Chatham, Mass., June 6.—A_ three- 
masted schooner which was_ sighted 
Saturday drifting over the shoals in a 
helpless condition with every prospect 
of being wrecked was discovered Sun- 
day morning safely anchored under the 
lee of the Handkerchief, and proved to be 
the Helen G. Moseley, loaded with ice 
from Bath for Philadelphia. Two boats 
from Monomoy found that she had suf- 
fered severely in the gale, losing a boat, 
rudder and anchor chains. She had two 
small anchors out bent onto hawsers. 
Her captain reported that there was five 
feet of water in her hold, but otherwise 
he was not in immediate danger. Atug 
arrived later in the day from Vineyard 
Haven and made arrangements to tow 
the Moseley to that port for repairs,

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Too Much Red Tape at Washington Prevents 
Embarkation from Tampa, Florida. 


Washington, June 7.—It is time that 
the truth should be spoken. Not aman 
of the regular army has left Tampa for 
Cuba, although orders were given to 
move five days ago. The excuse which 


is given is that the army is not ready, and |

He was encouraged 
in everything he did by Secretary Lang, 
who was equally alive, as he is now, to 
the urgency of the situation. 

Monday was a day of almost angry 
impatience in the White House and the 
war department. The president has 
followed up his emphatic orders of Sun- 
day with urgent telegrams. Secretary 
Alger has beeyg equally energetic. 
‘Break open the cars,”’ he wired General 
Miles yesterday. “Take 20,000 of your 
troops if necessary, but get at the sup- 
plies that are in the freight cars and 
distribute them among the men.” 

“I am informed,” rem:rked Secretary 
Alger, “that owing to «he lack of in- 
voices and bills of lading it is impossible 
to determine in which of the freight cas 
now sidetracked in long lines at Tampa 
the supplies needed by the outgoing 
army are located. It seems to me,” said 
the secretary, impatiently bringing his 
fist down on his desk, “that with 20,000 
men under General Miles’ command at 
Tampa it ought to be a very easy thing 
to break open the cars and thus de- 
termine the nature of the articles which 
they contain. Having learned this much 
it cannot take more than a few hours to 
distribute the contents of the cars among 
the men.”

They will not lie idle, but so faras 
is known here now they will not be able 
to do anything more than to keep the 
Spaniards from adding to their sea de- 
fenses, unless Armiral Sampson sees 
some way of accomplishing what the 
army is expected to do. 

After a lot of conflicting rumors of 
naval engagemerts, the landing of troops 
and such matters, at the navy depart- 
ment, there came at the close of the day 
one important bit of news embodied in 
a report from Admiral Dewey of im- 
portant successes achieved by the in- 
surgents at Manila. This was that the 
insurgents have been actively engaged 
within the province of Cavite during the 
past week. They have won several vic- 


tories, taken prisoner about 1800 mez 
and 50 officers of the Spanish troops, not 


native. The ‘arsenal of Cavite has been 
prepared for occupation by the United 
States troops upon their arrival on 
transports. 


Price on Aguinaldo, 

Manila, May 29, via Hong Kong, June 
7.—Many natives will try to secure the 
large reward the government has of- 
fered for the capture of the insurgent 
chief, Aguinaldo, dead or alive. Already 
several of the insurgent officers have 
been assassinated. 

It is officially declared that four arm- 
ored cruisers, with colliers, torpedo boats 
and transports, carrying 10,000 troops, 
have left Spain for eastern waters. The 
Spaniards are utterly unimpressed by 
the naval defeat here. They explain 
that their squadron was vastly out- 
classed and are confident of a victory on 
shore. They are determined to fight, go 
the endastheshipsdid. Evidently they 
will never learn common sense untip 
Manila is annihilated by street and 
house fighting in the outer city and bya 
bombardment of the walled citadel. 

The insurgents raided a railway sta- 
tion 10 miles to the north of Manila and 
killed three priests and an officer.

At Manila the work of constructing 
defenses goes on, and there are sandbag 
breastworks in all directions. The 
Americans are always using their 
searchlights, but they never interferp 
with the work on the defenses. The 
Spaniards believe that they are short of 
amnwunition. 

The governor has issued a proclama- 
tion offering the natives great conces- 
gions and declaring that the Americans 
will be powerless on the land. 

Meanwhile the Insergents are steadily 
| advancing along the coast, supported by 
| the United States gunboat Petrel, and 
are driving the Spaniards into Manila. 
They have captured five important pos!- 
tions nine miles from the city and over 
400 Spaniards. 


In the Right Place. 

Off Santiago, June 7.—The Merrimac 
lies in just the place where it Sas de- 
sired to locate her, and Admiral Samp- 
son says that even in daylight and with 
no interference could she have b®en 
better located for the purpose of block- 
ing the channel. 

After Captain Oviedo had delivered his 
message from Cervera as to the welfare 
of Hobson and associates, Admiral 
Sampson improved the opportunity to 
show off the ships of the American fleet. 
In succession the Texas, Oregon, Marble- 
head and Iowa steamed close by the 
flagship in response to a signal from the 
| admiral, and Captain Oviedo was given 
an opportunity to judge what chance he 
and his fellows of the Cape Verde fleet 
will have for their lives if they ever 
come sailing out of the harbor of San- 
tiago de Cuba. 

In discussing the Merrimac, Captain 
Oviedo, as well as the Americans, was 
surprised that any of the men aboard the 
boat had escaped. He said that all ties 
Spanish batteries had been turned upon 
the Merrimac and that she was literslly 
riddled again andagain. The Spaniards 
thought that she must go to the bottom, 
but she kept straight on her course, 
guided by the cool heads and the steady 
hands of the American tars upon her 
deck. “Lieutenant Hobson blew uphis 
ship himself,” said Captain Oviedo, “and 
I suppose he destroyed it when he 
reached the place in the channel he con- 
sidered desirable. She could not have 
lasted much longer anyway, for we were 
tearing her to pieces with shell. After 
the ship went down Lieutenant Hobson 
} and his men swam ashore in a heagy 
fire and were taken prisoners. Admiral 
Cervera, indeed all of us, considers the 
| act of Lieutenant Hobson and his crew 
one of the bravest in the history of nava} 
warfare.” 


Massachusetts Second. 

Tampa, June 7.—In spite of the rumor 
that the Second regiment will wot go 
out with the first expedition, Cownel 
Clark is making every effort to have his 
regiment prepared when called fat ay 
General Shafter. The ammunition for 
the regiment, 500 rounds to a man, and 
Shelter tents have arrived. Colorgel 
Clark gave orders to his staff field’ a¢- 
ficers that they should call together the 
line officers and non-commissioned and 
irstruct them to make all necessary 
preparations for a movement on the 
transports. 


What Blanco Reports. 

Madrid, June 7.—General Blanco re- 
ports that the blockade of Havana has 
been so relaxed ever since the American 
fleets were concentrated near Santiago 
that he has been able to send reinforce- 
ments, war stores and provisions to 
many parts of the coast, while merchant 
vessels are entering and leaving Havana 
and other ports quite easily. He also 
cables that the home rule government, 
the insular parliament and the autono- 
mist authorities are now in regular work- 
ing order with the support of all loyalist 
parties; while “the rebels are singularly 
inactive and lack provisions and sup- 
plies owing to the rigorous watcb on the 
coasts by the Spanish garrisons.* 


The Gullible Dons. 

Madrid, June 7.—In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday the minister of the 
colonies, replying to enquiries on the 
subject, said the government had no in- 
formation tending to confirm the Span- 
ish reports that the United States cruiser 
Baltimore had been blown up by in- 
ternal explosion at Manila except the 
fact that Lloyd's Gazette “had erased the 
Baltimore from its list of American 
ships.” 

Deputy Comas asked if a note had 
been sent to the powers “pointing out the 
American violations of international 
laws,” and he urged the government to 
include in such a communication the 
fact that “the Americans had furnished 
arms to an almost savage race in the 
Philippine islands.” Mr. Giron declined 
to say whether a note had or had mgt 
been sent. 


To Cremate Gridley. 

Washington, June 7.—A private dis- 
patch from Mrs, Gridley, widow of the 
late commander of the Olympia, was 
brought to the department by a friend 
ofthefamily. She asks that the remains 
be cremated at Yokohama if there are 
facilities there for this disposition, 
Otherwise she wishes to have the re- 
mains embalmed and sent to this coun- 
try. The department will do everything 
possible to comply with the desire of Mrs. 
Gridley. 


“Bravest I Ever Saw.” 

Key West, June 7.—Captain Miller of 
the Merrimac, in speaking about the 
sinking of the collier, said: “Lieutenant 
Hobson's act was the bravest I ever saw 
or heard of. The idea was to block the 
narrow channel from the harbor. 
Whether Hobson proposed sinking the 
Merrimac I do not know, but he arranged 
the details between himself and the com- 
mander. Every officer and man in the 
fleet would have volunteered to go, but

“The plan was carried out perfectly. 
The only thing we had not counted on 
was the Spaniards keeping such a sharp 
watch Undoubtedly they knew some- 
thing was afloat. They permitted the 
Merrimac to pass between the Morro and 
Estrella forts without noticing her; but 
when she was in range of the other forts 
every gun in the harbor was opened on 
her. We could not count the shots, the 
firing was so furious. The forts must 
have fired a thousand times.” 


Aid Association's Idea. 

Boston, June 7.—The Massachusetts 
Volunteer Aid association wants $50,000 
for the purchase of a hospital ship to 
assist soldiers and sailors at the front. 
The governor received a letter from 
Chairman Draper of the association, and 
transmitted the same to the legislature 
with his approval. 

The proposition of the association ts 
to purchase and properly equip a steamer 
which could carry supplies of all kinds 
to the men in the field, and also serve in 
some sense as a hospital ship, andasa 
transport for invalid men either from 
the battlefields in Cuba or from southern 
or West Indian ports, to hospitals or 
refuge further north. 


The Boston Ancients. 

Boston, June 7.—The Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery company of Boston at- 
tained its 260th anniversary Monday, 
and the event was celebrated with all 
the pomp and glory of past observances. 
With full ranks the company marched to 
the Old South church to attend divine 
service. 

After the church service the company 
returned to Faneuil hall and sat down 
to its annual dinner. At the speaker's 
table sat Colonel Bradley, captain of the 
company; Adjutant F. M. Trifet, toast- 
master; Collector Lyman, Mayor Quincy, 
General Appleton, General Blood and 
Colonel Billings, of the governor's staff; 
ex-Governor Boutwell, Secretary of

Senators Pledged to Adjourn. 

Washington, June 7.—The time gr man- 
ner in which the Hawalian resolutions 
shall be brought up in the house has not 
yet been detegmined. Representative 
Hitt of the foreign relations committee 
and other leading advocates of annexa- 
tion have expressed absolute confidence 
that consideration would come this week. 
The matter may come up under a special 
rule to be reported from the committee 
on rules, but a member of the committee 
declares that no rule will be reported, 
but Mr. Hitt will be recognized to call 
up the resolutions. The question of con- 
sideration then being raised, the house 
could vote to proceed with the matter. 

The senators who are most strenuous- 
ly opposing the annexation of Hawaii 
claim that they have a sufficient number 
of senators pledged to adjourn in prefer- 
ence to taking up the resolution, eyen 
though the house acts favorably upon 
the enestion. They say that seven Re- 
publican senators are included ayiong 
tuuvse Who have thus pledged them- 


selves, 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, June 7.—The bill for the ap- 
pointment of conservators of the prop- 
erty of aged persons who are unable to 
care therefor was ordered to a third 
reading by the senate Monday, while the 
bill for the protection of public parks 
and boulevards from disfigurement by 
advertisements was rejected, 

The joint judiciary committee reported 
against the bill to reduce the liability of 
innholders for losses by guests. 

The coinsurance bill, amended so as to 
limit risks to 10 percent on capital and 
assets, was passed to be engrossed. 

In the house Mr. Noonan of Boston op- 
Posed the bill to forbid the use of trading 
stamps, saying it interfered with legiti- 
mate business. An amendment wgs 
adopted to allow sellers themselves to 
offer inducements to trade. All other 
amendments were rejected and the bill 
Was passed to be engrossed. 


Both Laws Needed. 

Washington, June 7.—Senator Hawley 
has introduced a bill for the punishment 
of persons who may wilfully injure or 
destroy any submarine mine or torpedo 
or harbor defense system owned by the 
United States. The offense Is made a 
misdemeanor punishable by fine or im- 
prisonment. Mr. Hawley also introduged 
a bill for the punishment of persons for 
photographing fortifications. This of- 
fense is made a felony punishable by im- 
prisonment for 10 years, or by fine of 

25,000, or both.

PERHAPS TODAY. 


Col. Whitney Will Receive His 
Orders From Governor 


To Recruit Fifth Regiment 
Under the Second Call. 


Co. K Must Then Have 106 
Officers and Men. 


The following information comes 
at the right time to keep Co. K intact, 
as it is said some members contem- 
plated recruiting with other regiments 
now at the front when the recruiting 
officers arrived. The Herald says, 
Interest at the State House centres in 
the troops that are to meet the second 
call of the President. It is anticipated 
that the war department will permit 
the state to place an additional militia 
regiment in the field and that by noon 
today such orders will come to the 
Governor’s hand. The Sth infantry, 
of course, will be invited to meet this 
call in part, and it is not impossible 
that before another 24 hours Col. 
Whitney’s command will be called 
upon to recruit its companies to the 
reguired 106 officers and men_ each, 
and be ready to take“the field. _ 

It has been suggested that the 5th be 
called on for but eight companies, the 
other four to consolidate, and that the 
Ist, and 2d corps be invited to make 
up the remaining four companies. 
Gen. Dalton is‘authority for the state 
ment that such a move would not be 
considered, but that the 5th would be 
taken entire, and each company be re- 
quired to recruit to the maximum at 
home stations. 

The recruiting officers for regi- 
ments in the field are expected here be- 
fore the week is out, so that the en- 
thusiastic military man will have any 
number of organizations to choose 
from, should he desire to go to war. 

The matter of paying the troops in 
the field is beuing carefully considered, 
and before many hours the method will 
be in operation. That both officers 
and men are to have some money is 
settled, how it shall be done is the 
question. 

The surgeon-general's office has been 
moved into the quarters formerly oc- 
cupied by Col. Capelle, assistant ad- 
jutant-general. Dr. Bradford, Gen. 
Blood’s active assistant, is busy getting 
things in shape and incidentally refit- 
ting the supply of drugs and hospital 
stores reduced by the draft on them by 
regiments that have gone to the field. 

A self-constituted committee on re- 
cruiting for the United States army, 
consisting of veterans of the late war, 
held a meeting at the American House, 
yesterday after noon, and, after two 
hours’ debate, resolved that the com- 
mittee was heartily in favor of keeping 
all organizations in the field recruited 
to their maximums before raising new 
regiments, and also advocated that the 
state pay to enlisted men in the United 
States service be $7a month, ‘‘and 


TRADING STAMPS, 


Prohibitive Bill Passed by the 


House. 

The Massachusetts House on Mon- 
day placed a heavy foot on the trading 
stamp business. A prohibitive bill 
was passed to be engrossed in that 
body. The Journal reports the pro- 
ceedings as follows: 

The bill to prevent the giving of 
trading stamps or other devices, as an 
inducement for trade, came up for its 
eagrossment late in the afternoon. The 
bill was opposed by Mr. Noonan, who 
characterized the measure as pernicious 
and paternal. Mr. Stevenson of Pitts- 
field and Mr. Dubuque of Fall River 
favored the bill on the ground that the 
trading stamp business, which was 
aimed at, was a fraud and a delusion, 
bordering very near the line of lottery. 

Mr. Hayes of Lowell offered an 
amendment that the bill should be ap- 
plied to trading stamps only. He 
thought the practice of giving ‘‘other 
devices’’ to induce trade a fair and le- 
gitimate way of advertising. 

Mr. Dubuque of Fall River again, in 
support of the bill, spoke of the con- 
fusion resulting from different decisions 
from the lower courts and the applica- 
tion of the law of 1884. Some of the 
courts had decided that this law ap- 
plied to stamps and fines were im- 
posed, and other decisions had been 
the other way, but through the pay- 
of the fines by the trading stamp 
concerns, there had been no de- 
cision by the Supreme Court. Hence, 
in some localities the business of trad- 
ing stamps was carried on, while in 
other places it was prohibited. 

Mr. Whitaker of Wrentham favored 
the bill. He contended that merchants 
and traders were not in the habit of 
giving something for nothing and the 
public eventually paid full price for the 
trading stamps. 

Mr. Stevenson of Pittsfield offered 
an amendment to allow the retailer to 
give something with the article pur- 
chased. Mr. Innes of Boston offered 
an amendment that the act should not 
take effect until 1899. Mr. Dubuque 
opposed the Hayes and Innes amend- 
ments, the latter because the com- 
panies could make 10 year contracts 
before the operation of the law and 
then be exempt under the exemption 
of existing contract clause. The 
Hayes and Innes amendments were 
rejected, the amendment by Mr. 
Stevenson adopted and the bill then 
passed to be engrossed.

Teaching Children Application, 

Set easy tasks for the littleones. Do not 
make them too long, but have it clearly 
understood that they are never to be left 
until they are completed. Even though 
the thing in hand occupies but five min- 
utes, let nothing interrupt it. Completion 
should be the watchword, the inspiration, 
the beginning and the end of a child’s du- 
ties. When this is once thoroughly in- 
wrought into the mind, subsequent teach- 
ing becomes easy and later lessons will 
lose their most formidable features. It is 
not altogether what we have to learn that 
is to be dreaded, but the undisciplined 
faculties which we bring to bear upon the 
undertaking. 

A well trained child should never know 
tvhen its first lessons in application were 
taught it. The possibility of acquiring 
knowledge is nowhere better demonstrated 
than in the proficiency of the children of 
some of the crowned heads of Europe. At 
the ages of 10 or 12 years they are able to 
speak several languages with the utmost 
fluency, are well grounded in all funda- 
mental branches, read, write and speak 
correctly and have a comprehensive idea of 
very many of the important facts of life. 
—New York Ledger. 


Washing Delicate Goods, 

Flannels.--Soak in cold borax water. If 
very soiled, make a slight lather, souse up 
and down and rinse well. Must never be 
rubbed. 

Red Table Damask.—Never use hot wa- 
ter; hang evenly; snap well; never iron. 

Corsets.—Remoye steels in front and 
sides; put corsets on board and scrub with 
tepid lather of castile soap. Rinse under 
faucet, pull until straight and dry in cool 
place, pulling when partly dry. 

Silk Stockings.—Wash in lather of cas- 
tile soap, rinse very thoroughly in clear 
water, turn wrong side out, wring dry in 
acloth. When nearly dry, stretch and rub 
in hands to shape them. Do not iron. 

Silk Underwear.—Make lather of white 
soap; water hot, not scalding. Squeeze in 
hands, rinse through two waters, shake, 
snap and pull into shape. Pull into shape 
when nearly dry. Do not iron. 

Bluing.—A good test for discovering the 
presence of the dangerous prussian blue is 
to dissolve a little washing soda in water, 
add bluing and heat over fire. Pour into 
a glass. When cold, a brown deposit of 
iron shows presence of prussian blue.

There are still housekeepers who boast 
of the amount of housework they can ac- 
complish and the early hour at which it is 
performed. It is unusual to find sucha 
woman nowadays outside of the covers of 
some ancient social history, so the occa- 
sional appearance of the woman with old 
fashioned ambitions is interesting. The 
modern, ordinary, everyday woman was 
boasting mildly the other day of some of 
her small duties performed when the hero- 
ine of ancient days broke in in tones of 
unyielding superiority, ‘‘Why, the other 
morning I was up and made my beds and 
had my dishes washed before breakfast.”

For the School Luncheon. 

A variation of the school luncheon sand- 
wich is made by using salmon inixed with 
some sort of sauce or condiment. A bit of 
| mayonnaise dressing left over may be used 
with it. The fish is to be flaked fine and 
rubbed into a smooth paste. Cold boiled 
salmon can be used or acan of salmon 
freed from the oil, and with hot water 
poured over it to rid it entirely of the oily 
flavor, the fish being allowed to get per- 
fectly cool before being used in a sand- 
wich. It may be added that this treatment 
of acan of salmon puts the fish in excel- 
lent condition tocream in the chafing dish 
fora night supper. Brown bread is best 
for fish sandwiches, as it seems to take 
away any unpleasant strength of the fish

GEN, JIMINES’ FIASCO,’ 


—_— 


Cervantes’ Tale of “Don Quixote”) 
Vividly Recalled. 


Revolution In San Domingo) 
Ended Abruptly. 


@pening Engagement Cooled the Ardor of the | 
Chief Plotter. 


Key West, June 7.—The steamer Fan- 
ita, formerly of the Clyde line, which 
sailed from Mobile, May 24, in @ sus- 
picious manner, concealing her destina- 
tion, arrived here yesterday afternoon. | 
She was well down in the water-and 
fully loaded apparently. Her captain 
and crew refused to make any state-| 
ment regarding the trip further than 
that the Fanita sailed from Mobile with 
a general cargo, discharged it and had | 
now called at Key West fororders, This 
statement in no way tallies with the ap- 
pearance of the vessel, which is certainly 
notin ballast. It was learned later from 
a reliable source that the Fanita had 
taken a cargo of arms and ammunition, 
with several tons of dynamite, from Mo- 
bile, and that, so far from being en- 
gaged in peaceful and legal traffic, she 
had been for two weeks on a filibustering 
expedition. 

From Tampa, the Fanita was ordered 
to Mobile, ostensibly to take an expedi- 
tion to Cuba under the charge of Gen- | 
erals Jimines and Morrillo, both Do- 
minicans, but strong sympathizers with 
the movement for Cuban independence. | 
The cargo was taken on board and dur- 
ing the night the Fanita, with the two 
generals, a captain and another officer, | 
slipped out to sea without exciting sus- 
picion. On the afternoon of May 25, | 
she was sighted and hailed by an Amer- 
ican warship in gulf waters. Anensign 
was sent aboard the Fanita to examine 
her papers and inquire as to her destina- 
tion. He was told that she was bound | 
with supplies for the insurgents, and she 
was allowed to proceed unmolested. Her 
voyage was uneventful after that until | 
she reached Great Inagua, where the | 
expedition was met and joined by Chris 
Roberts, an expert pilot, well acquainted 
with the Cuban shores. A hurried 
consultation took place between Roberts 
and General Jimines, and the Fanita's 
captain was ordered to steer for Port de 
Paix, Hayti, it being unsafe to land in 


Cuba. Shortly after a Spanish gun- 
boat was sighted cruising along the | 
coast, but she took no notice of the! 


Fanita, despite the fact that she was 
then almost within the three-mile limit. 
Port de Paix was reached in safety and 
General Jimines went ashore and sent | 
dispatches. On his return he ordered 
the Fanita to Cape Haytien. There 
General Jimines again went ashore, re- 
turning to the ship with 10 men, who, he | 
told the captain, were laborers engaged 
by him to unload the cargo as soon as 
the vessel reached Cuba. He added 
that his advices were still to the effect 
that it was unsafe to land an expedition 
in Cuba just yet and that he desired to 
touch at Monte Cristo, San Domingo, 
where important news awaited him. 

Monte Cristo was reached on June 2. 
On casting anchor, the captain was sur- 
prised to see General Jimines come on 
deck in uniform and fully armed, fol- 
lowed by General Morrillo and the other 
two officers, similarly equipped. They 
ordered 31 rifles and two cases of am- | 
munition to be put aboard the long boat | 
that was to row them ashore, and then 
commanded the 10 laborers to take their 
seats in the boat. Roberts remained on 
board the Fanita. The captain under- | 
stood that something was wrong: but he 
Was reassured by Roberts and General | 
Jimines; and shortly after 6 o'clock in the | 
morning, the boat was rowed ashore by | 
three sailors and the second mate of the 
Fanita. No sooner had they reached 
the wharf where General Jimines and 
his party landed, than a volley of mus- 
ketry was heard, and three of the party 
fell wounded. The first to fall was 
General Morrillo, pierced through the 
breast by a bullet. Troops were seen ad- | 
vancing in large numbers and the little | 
band of 14 was soon cut down to five. | 
The sailors in the Fanita boat were seized 
with terror and shoved off from the 
wharf amid a rain of bullets. General 
Jimines jumped into the boat just in| 
time, and, seizing an oar, joined the| 
crew in pulling for dear life. The last | 
that was seen of the landing party was 
the figures of two men covered with 
blood, their clothing torn from their | 
backs, struggling desperately against 
superior odds in the face of blazing and | 
smoking musketry. 

Jimines reached the Fanita in safety, 
and none of the crew was injured, but it 
Was a miraculous escape. The captain 
hoisted the boat, and, without losing a | 
moment's time, put tosea. The Fanita 
headed for shore, where she landed Jim- 
ines and Roberts on Friday, and then 
returned here without delay with her | 
entire cargo. The captain refuses ab- | 
sclutely to make a statement, but evi- 
dently he was imposed upon and knew 
nothing of the character of the expedi- | 
tion.

NOT TOLD. 


Santiago Defenders In 
a Deadly Rain. 


FORTS ARE SILENCED. 


Landing Effected by a Squad 
of Marines. 


Kingston, Jam., June 8.—Within three 
hours the American fleet silenced nearly 
all the fortifications at the entrance to 
Santiago. The formidable Estrella and 
Cavo batteries failed to reply during 
the last hour of the bombardment, and 
they were so shattered that it is doubt- 
ful if they can be of the smallest service 
in the future. 

A heavy fog and a steady rain prevailed 
during the engagement. The American 
gunners, however, rose superior to the 
mist, and their eyes, supplemented by 
high skill, directed the shot and shell 
with terrific effect. 

gain the Spaniards proved to be 
miserable marksmen. They managed to 
hit the Massachusetts once. Her fight- 
ing top was struck, but that was all the 
damage. The other ships did not suf- 
fer, so far as can be learned. Not one 
of the American sailors is reported 
killed. One man on the Suwanee was 
injured. It is believed that he was the 
only sailor wounded during the bom- 
bardment. 

The cruiser Reina Mercedes, some of 
whose guns had been removed and set 
up in the Socapa fortress, is reported to 
have precipitated the engagement. She 
had run out into the harbor near where 
the collier Merrimac lay sunk, and her 
actions looked suspicious to Admiral 
Sampson. He concluded that Admiral 
Cervera had sent out the Mercedes te 
attempt to blow up the Merrimac, and 
thus reopen the channel. The order to 
open fire was then given and the heavy 
guns of the fleet poured ina rain of shell, 
which made it impossible for any of the 
Spaniards to approach the Merrimac. 
At the same time the fleet was moving 
nearer to the harbor. Several shells 
struck the Mercedes, one of them burst- 
ing in the rear of the pilot house. The 
damage was tremendous. So desperate 
did her situation become that Admiral 
Cervera, who watched the fire from his 
flagship, the Almirante Oquendo, hoisted 
signals orc@ ‘ing that the crew abandon 
the ship. This they @id, though it was 
accomplished only with great peril.

When the American Ships naule. off 
at 11 o'clock, the crews had their dinners, 
and then Admiral Sampson ordered a 
continuation of the bombardment. I® 
Was during this second bombardment 
that the marines were landed at Bai- 
quiri, a little port some distance east of 


Aguadores. A sharp cannonade was be- 
gun against the landing party by the 
new fort conatructed under the direction 
of Lieutenant Ordonez recently. The 
American ships at once shelled the fort, 
quickly silencing the guns and making 
of the work a mass ofruin. Lieutenant 
Ordonez, who is the chief ordnance ex- 
pert of the Spanish army, was himself 
Severely injured in the bombardment. 
So were Captain Sanehez and Lieuten- 
ant Yrizar of the artillery, and Captains 
Perez and Garcia of the infantry. 

Woré of the landing of the Americans 
was quickly sent to Santiago, and a 
Spanish force of infantry and cavalry 
Was dispatched to drive them back. The 
two forces met near the landing place, 
but the American marines, who were as- 
sisted by the insurgents, routed the 
Spanish column. The loss to the Span- 
ish forces is said here tr, have been heavy. 
There is no report as to the loss of the 
Americans. The Americans and the in- 
surgents are now stg#ongly entrenched 
a quarter of a mile from the shore, where 
they can be seen by the ships. Several 
of the ships have taken up permanent 
positions to cover the marines in case 
of s second attack from the Spanish 
forces. 


TROOPS MOVING. 


Beginning of the Long Planned Invaston 
of Cuba. 


Washington, June 8.—Troops are leav- 
ing Tampa. Their destination is San- 
tiago, and 27,000 men, of whom 16,000 will 
be regulars and 11,000 volunteers, will 
comprise the expedition. This will leave 
another 15,000 regulars and volunteers 
at Tampa gf ailable for the movement 
upon Porto Rico, which will be started 
as soon as the volunteers who are at 
Jacksonville can be equipped and made 
teady to join the Tampa forces. 

There has been a shaking among the 
drybones at Tampa, and more has been 
accomplished in 48 hours than in two 
weeks previously. When the trains 
bearing the guns arrived at Tampa it 
was discovered that the army was with- 
out adequate machinery to lift them 
from the cars tothe ships. Some trucks 
which were provided were found to be 
totally gznsuited for the purpose for 
which they had been procured, and con- 
siderable time was lost in procuring ade- 
quate machinery. Now, however, these 
siege guns are finally reported to be on 
board the transports and ready to be 
forwarded. It is said at the war de- 
partment that not only was new ma- 
chinery absolutely necessary, but that 
new wharves had é0 be constructed be- 
the old wharves began to sink 
under the weight of the actillery. 

When the troops arrive at Santiago 
they will be landed upon pontoon bridges, 
which will run from ti ¢ ships into the 
mouth of a river near Santiago. It will 
probably take a day for the operation of 
landing to be completed, and also forthe 
insurgents to communicate and connect 
with the American forces. There will 
be altogether an army large enough to 
juickly subdue the entire Spanish force 
now congregated at Santiago, and the 
sattle oughtneither to be long nor severe. 

Judging from the newspaper reports 
of the breach Sampson has made in the 
coast defenses, there is every reason to 
believe that little difficulty will be found 
in the actual debarkation of the troops, 
particularly if marines are already 
ashore to guard the landing. A sus- 
picion is entertained in some quarters 
that Sampson was hastened in his move- 
ments at Santiago by the news of the 
intended departure of the troops from 
Tampa, and made this attack in order 
that the navy alone might have the 
honor of effecting the first occupation of 
Cuban soil. It is likely that the first 
troops of the regular army to take upa 
position ashore will be the members of 
the engineer battalion, although they 
are so badly hampered by the aiege 
trains they carry that they must Be 
greatly deliyed in making a landing. 
These guns have given infinite trouble, 
for the transports that were hastily 
chartered were so lightly constructed as 
to require a great deal of strengthening 
before the great masses of steel could be 
safely pl@ged in them. 

The extent of Sampson's attack upon 
the defenses has brought out one fact 
clearly, namely, that he has practically 
unlimited power as to the time and 
character of an attack, and that he is 
unhampered by restrictions from Wash- 
ington. The exact nature of his orders 
has never been made public, but a naval 
official in a position to know what ther 
are says that the admiral has had 
greater power conferred upon him than 
has ever been given to any commander- 
in-chief. It is for him to decide on the 
time for an attack, and the place and 
manner of its execution. He may at- 
tack before troops arrive, or, in his dis- 
cretion, act without the co-operation of 
troops; if circumstances warrant, he 
may refrain from any operations. In 
short it {s said that Admiral Sampson 
{is complete master of the tactical and 
strategic operations by the naval forces

The torpedo boat Rowan will soon be 
tested in Portland, and the torpedo boat 
Davis has already been launched. They 
will shortly be put in commission, and 
the department is of the opinion that 
these boats, with the Philadelphia and 
Yorktown, will give ample protection to 
the coast. 


Landing Party Repulsed. 

Madrid, June 8.—In the chamber of 
deputies Captain Aunon, minister of 
marine, read Admiral Cervera’s dis- 
patch and a dispatch from Gengral 
Blanco to the effect that General Linares 
had repulsed an American attempt to 
effect a landing of troops at Aguadores, 
The senate unanimously resolved to con- 
gratulate the army and navy. 


State Arsenal Ablaze. 
Hartford, June 8.—An attempt to burn 
the state arsenal was made about mid- 
night. The fire department prevented 
a serious result and the fire wasted its 
force on a barn. 


Rushing to Hawaii. 

San Francisco, June 8.—The Belgic ar- 
rived from the orient via Honolulu yes- 
terday, but was sent into quarantine, 
three cases of smallpox having developed 
on board since her departure from Hong 
Kong. One case was landed at Nagasa- 
ki, another at Kobe and the third at Hon- 
olulu. No new case has developed since 
the steamer left Honolulu, and it is 
thought that the disease has been 
stamped out. Th vessel and cargo will 
be thoroughly fumigated. 

The Belgic reports sighting the first 
transport, which left this city May 25, 
about 150 miles east of Honolulu. The 
Belgic sailed from Honolulu Junel. The 
Charleston had arrived at Honolulu two 
days before, and was recoaled at the 
time of the departure of the Belgio. 
Preparations were being made at Hono- 
lulu for the reception of the troops which 
were expected to arrive there on the day 
the Belgic left. The town was beauti- 
fully decorated, and a public reception 
was to be given the men on the troop- 
ship. 


Boston Opinion. 

Boston, June 8.—‘We want Porto Rico 
to hold for indemnity,” argues The Post, 
“and we want Havana for the control of 
Cuba. Sampson's fleet can take both of 
them for us. Why should there be any 
longer waiting?” 

“Monday's battle at Santiago,” says 
The Journal, “is, after Manila, the most 
thorough and imovortant Victory which 


the American navy has yet won in the 
present war; and, like Manila, it was won 
without the loss of an American life or 
injury to a single American vessel.” 

In The Advertiser's opinion “the bom- 
bardment of the forts and harbor of San- 
tlago shows that the American fleet is 
not through with that port yet. Itlooks 
as if the administration were determined 
not to let up in its work at that point un- 
tii the Spanish squadron is either sunk 
or captured.” " 

This piece of biting sarcasm was taken 
from today’s Globe: “Itisnottruethat 
the troops at Tampa are waiting for the 
gulf of Mexico to freeze over, so that 
they can cross to Cuba on the ice.” 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, June 8.—The first matter taken 
up in the house was the question of 
suspending the rules to admit for con- 
sideration by the legislature the bill pre- 
pared by Mayor Quincy and his advisers 
for a new method of electing aldermen 
in the city of Boston. The bill provides 
for the election of 12 aldermen-at-large 
to be nominated by districts, and 25 
common councilmen, one from each 
ward. Suspension was refused. 

The committees on military affairs and 
Ways and means reported a bill provid- 
ing that privates in the United States 
army or navy from the state of Massa- 
chusetts shall in addition to their pay 
from the national government receive 
7 a month from the state. The bill au- 
thorizes appropriating $1,500,000 from 
the state treasury for this purpose. It 
authorizes city aid for the relatives of 
soldiers and sailors. 

The senate transacted but little busi- 
ness of importance. After continued 
discussion the resolve appropriating 
$15,000 for the Woman's Charity club was 
gubstituted for an adverse committee 
report.

Sudden Death Last Night of 
Pneumonia. 
Sigourney Butler, Esq., of Boston, 


reported seriously ill Tuesday with 
pneumonia, died before many people 
read the announcement, his sickness 
being brief. 

Mr. Butler lived in Quincy the 
greater part of his life in the old Butler 
residence near the present High school, 
and was prominent in politics, church 
affairs and yachting circles. He was 
at one time chairman of the Demo- 
cratic Town Comniittee, and also chair- 
man of the School Committee. He 
was an ex-Commmodore of the Quincy 
Yacht club, and an active member of 
Christ church and choir during 
his residence with us. 

He was born in Boston, Oct. 24,1857, 
and was graduated from Harvard college 
in 1877. He took the full course at the 
Harvard Law School, graduating in 1880, 
and was soon after admitted to the 
bar. For many years he practised both 
in Quincy and in Boston. In this town 
he shared an office with the late John 
Quincy Adams. 

While in college he became a mem- 
ber of the Independent Corps of 
Cadets, and served for ten years, and 
then became a veteran member. 

In President Cleveland’s first ad- 
ministration he was appointed second 
comptroller of the United States 
Treasury. He was so much appreciated 
by the President that in 1893 Mr. 
Cleveland requested him to become his 
private secretary. Mr. Butler was com- 
pelled to decline. 

Upon his return from Washington in 
1885 he became one of the attorneys 
of the Boston & Maine railroad, a posi- 
tion which he held at the time of his 
death. In addition, he had a large 
private practice, and he was the secre- 
tary of the Boston Bar Association. 

In 1896 he was appointed a member 
of the board of visitors to the West 
Point Military Academy. In the same 
year he attended the Indianapolis con-

A BACK WOODS MURDER 


Main? Man’s Inhuman Treatment cf 
His Father, 


Killed Him and Mutilated the 
Body Frightfully. 


Escaped to the Provinces Before the Crime 
Was Discovered. 


Augusta, Me., June 8.—A special to The 
Kennebec Journal from Mars Hill says 
that Frank Murphy murdered his father 
while the latter was asleep Sunday even- 
ing, using an axe for the purpose. Af- 
terwards he cut off both feet ad hor- 
ribly mutilated the body. Murphy es- 
caped to the provinces, but the sheriff 
is after him. 


Is Out of Politics. 

Philadelphia, June 8.—W. F. Harrity 
has received official notice from Chair- 
man Jones that a majority of the Demo- 
cratic national committee having voted 
in favor of recognizing James M. Guffey 
as the Pennsylvania member of the 
committee, Mr. Guffey’s name will be 
placed upon the roll of the committee. 
Mr. Harrity said: “The action of the 
committee is of little moment to me per- 
sonally. Nearly two years ago I gave 
public notice of my withdrawal frgm 
active participation in politics. Since 
“then I have not attended any meetings 
of any political convention or commit- 
tee. I regret, however, that the Demo- 
cratic national committee has taken such 
action as would seem to Indicate that 
only those who believe in the free ‘and 
independent coinage of silver can remain 
in the party organization. I was Re- 
sonally opposed to that doctrine, anc so 
notified Chairman Jones while the cam- 
paign of 1896 was pending. I have not 
changed my views with respect to the 
currency question; and I am still op- 
posed to the free coinage of silver. 
Furthermore, I believe that the time Is 
not far distant when it will become up- 
parent to the masses of the Democratic 
party that they are being misled by th »8e 
who now lead them, and that the present 
blind leadership of the party will be re- 
pudiated by the Democratic people of 
both state and nation.”

Loud of the McCulloch, Dr. Kindle- 
berger, surgeon of the Olympia; Ralph 
Phelps, secretary to the captain of the 
McCulloch, end J. C. Evans, gunner of 
the Boston. They all say that the Span- 


iards fought bravely, even after the last |

| ships had been destroyed the Concord, |

| Ing vessels of the fleet. They made quick | 
work of them. 

In taking possession of the land fort 
several hundred wounded Spaniards fell 
into the hands of the Americans, and | 
nearly 200 dead were accounted for on | 
the spot.

Manila has not been 
taken, and it was not the Intention of 
the commodore to do so at that time. 
The city and its suburbs were complete- 
ly at the mercy of our guns, and we cou'll 
have laid it in ruins ina very short time 
but the force on the warships is too small 
When the 
troops arrive from San Francisco, Com- 
modore Dewey will demand the immedi- 
ate surrender of the city and the troops 
stationed there. If a refusal is given, 
fire at once will be opened from the war- 
ships and forcible possession will be 
taken. There will be no difficulty in 
holding Manila and the Philippines. 
Complete subjugation of the Spanish 
forces in the group will be accomplished 
without trouble and with very little dan- 
ger to American life. Theinsurgents are 
very friendly, and at the time we left 
were besieging the town in large force. 
They are acting under orders of Com- 
modore Dewey.” 

Both Dr. Kindleberger and Gunner 
Evans had been ordered home before the 
battle of Manila, but when they learned 
that a battle wus imminent they obtained 
permission to remain with the fleet.

TOFACEHAYGHTY DONS 


Troops on the Way to Seat 
of Hostilities, 


Massachusetts Volunteers With the 


Regulars, 


Landing Not Likely to Be Ef- 
fected Before Sunday. 


Uses to Which Siege Guns Will Be Put When 


Landed In Cuba. 


General Lee Is to Head the Movement 


Upon Porto Rico. 


Washington, June 9.—The military ex- 
pedition to Santiago is under way. It 
seems now to be a question whether the 
army will have an opportunity to enjoy 
a share in the glory of capturing Santi- 
ago, The navy under Admiral Sampson 
has already planted the stars and stripes 
upon the shore batteries. Of course, he 
has only cracked the outer shell, but he 
will get at the kernel if he has half a 
chance. Today 27,000 men are on the 
gulf of Mexico sailing in the direction of 
Cuba. 

Sampson has been ready since Mon- 
day. If troops had been at hand when 
he completed his bombardment of the 
defenses of Santiago, the first land bat- 
tle of the war would already have been 
fought and the stars and stripes would 
be floating proudly from Santiago’s 
citadel; but the troops were not there. 
The dispatch from Sampson announcing 
his bombardment of the forts contained 
an urgent appeal for men to effect a 
landing. He will have to wait now until 
Saturday, when the transports from 
Tampa arrive, before he can complete the 
work which he has begun so brillianfly. 
The force which General Shafter takes, 
with him is much larger than was in- 
tended originally. It will contain not 
only regulars but several regiments of 
volunteers; and among them is _ the 
Second Massachusetts. 

It is expected that the expedition will 
reach Santiago by Friday night or early 
Saturday morning, but it will take as 
long to land the troops on Cuban soil 
as it did to embark them at Tampa, and 
consequently no engagement need be ex- 
pected until next Sunday. The point 
selected is near Santiago, in a sheltered 
bay, where the troublt of reaching the 
shore is reduced to a minimum. The 
present plan is to have the insurgents 
meet the American army, and General 
Shafter will command the combined 
forces. They will attack the batteries 
along the inner harbor at Safitiago which 
do not yet seem to have been bombarded, 
and when these have surrendered, as 
they certainly will after a short struggle, 
the army will proceed to invest the city, 
and its surrender will, it is expected, 
follow almost if not quite as speedily. 

When the fortifications have been cap- 
tured the siege guns which are being 
carried on the transports will be trained 
upon the ships of Admiral Cervera. Al- 
ready his squadron has been demoralized 
by the sinking of the Reina Mercedes 
and the disablement of the Vizcaya, and 
when he finds that escape is impossible 
and destruction certain he will undoubt- 
edly lower his flag. 

A large force of regulars, as well as 
many of the volunteers, which have been 
at Tampa, will be left at that point under 
the command of General Coppinger, and 
the force which remains behind will 
probably proceed to Fernandina at once. 
That port will probably be made the 
place of departure for the military force 
intended for the occupation of Porto 
Rico. This expedition will probably be 
under the command of General Lee, 
who is at present in command of 10,000 
troops at Jacksonville. This force will 
be undoubtedly transferred to Fernan- 
dina at an early day and placed on board 
of some of the transports, of which there 
are about 10 waiting for the troops. It 
is proposed to bring back some of the 
transports from the Santiago expedition 
for use in the Porto Rico expedition. 

The invasion of Cuba proper will be 
begun with the ending of the opera- 
tions against Porto Rico and Santiago. 
That may be a month off, but by that 
time everything will be ready for the 
landing of 100,000 men. Some of the 
troops which have become seasoned in 
the Santiago and Porto Rico campaigns 
will be withdrawn, and with the reserve 
force will be sent against Blanco and his 
soldiers. 


MORE 10:?TS 


PEPPERED. 


Warships Send Projectiles Into the Port 
of Guantanamo. 

Cape Haytien, Hayti, June 9.—Five 
American warships at 5:30 o’clock Tues- 
day morning began to shell the fortifi- 
cations of Caimanera, on the bay of 
Guantanamo, which cuts into the soyth- 


ern Coast Of Santiago province, east or 
the city of Santiago. Many Spaniards 
are reported to have been killed. 

The Americans’ fire was most effective, 
driving the Spanish gunners in conster- 
nation from the defense of their works, 
and then from the town of Caimanera, 
in which they took refuge. The inhabi- 
tants of that place also joined in the 
rout, 

As the walls of the fortifications be- 
gan to tumble upon them, the Spanish 
gunners deserted their posts of duty and 
ran to the town, which waa in a state 
cf high excitement. With the silencing 
of the forts a still greater panic fell upon 
the residents of Caimanera, who feared 
the Americans would complete their 
work by destroying the,town, and there 
was a genera? movement to places of 
safety. 

The military commander of the dis- 
trict has issued an order to burn the 
town, if necessary, to prevent thr.\meri- 
cans from profiting by its occupation. 
Similar measures, it is understood, are 
being taken at Santiago. 

Guantanamo is a Cuban port of con- 
siderable importance situated at thehead 
of a deep bay about 50 miles to the east- 
ward of Santiago. It his already been 
the scene of lively brushes, when our 
cruisers have sailed im to take a little 
target practice on the Spanish batteries 
there. It was here that the Spanish al- 
lege that two American warships did 
irreparable damage to precedent and iq 
ternational law by entering with the 
Spanish colors displayed, 

Formed a Juaction. 

New York, June 9.—A special from 
Cape Haytien says the Americans and 
insurgents have formed a junction near 
Santiago and that a lan@ attack on the 
city is momentarily expected. The 
Spaniards claim to have 24,000 seasoned 
troops in Santiago. 

The special further says that Colonel 
Thenuz, a renowned AuStrian artillerist 
in the Spanish service, was killed in Mon- 
day's bombardment of tke forts of San- 
tiago harbor. 


Quaker Guns Mounted, 

Kingston, Jam., June §.—During the 
Santiago bombardment the Dolphin 
shelled a small fort near the beach where 
Spanish troops were seen, but no reply 
was made from this point, and it was 
afterwards discovered that the Span- 
iards had mounted several Quaker guns 
there. Only two pieces Were seen cast 
of Morro cast'e and these Were silenced. 

During the bombardment a shell ex- 
ploded on the port quarter deck of the 
Vizeaya. It dismounted one of her 
guns, damaged the rudder and injured 
several seamen. The Furor, which was 
cruising in the harbor, made several 
rushes out from her post, In one of 
these a shell exploded over her bow, 
tore open the forward deck, damaged her 
turtle back and compelled her to take 
refuge further up in the harbor. 

Very little Gamage was done to the 
American ships. Some of the vessels 
suffered somewhat from the recoil of 
the heavy guns. The casualties on the 
Reina Mercedes numbered 39. y 


General Butler on Duty. 

Washington, June 9.—So far as known 
at Camp Alger, nothing: has been de- 
cided upon as to moving the troops. It 
was determined, however, to make no 
further rearrangement of the regiments 
in the present camp until water, etc., is 
supplied at the new quarters. Machinery 
for sinking wells was in operation yes- 
terday. 

Major General Butler succeeds Gen- 
eral Guenther as commanding officer of 
the Second division. Noserious cases of 
illness have developed recently. 


Not to Establish an Eastern Camp. 

Washington, June 9.—The intention of 
the war department officials for the 
present at least is not to establish a 
general camp in the east for the assem- 
bling of a large body of troops as was 
suggested would be done in a recent 
statement. General Frank, command- 
ing the department of the east, has as- 
signed the troops under his command to 
seacoast fortifications, which disposed of 
most of the men under his command, 
leaving but a few to rendezvous at any 
central point. It may be that under 
the second call for 75,000 men such a 
camp may be established, but Adjutant 
General Corbin intimates that noth- 
ing will be done in the matter at this 
time. 


Mux Manila Fallen? 

New York, June 9.—A dispatch to The 
World from Hong Kong says: “A re 
port has reached here that Manila has 
fallen. It is said to be now occupied by 
the Philippine insurgents commanded 
by General Auguinaldo. The rebel junta 
and wealthy Philippine islanders resi- 
dent here are jubilant over the news. 

“The United States consulate has Yeon 
crowded allday. Mr. Wildman has been 
the recipient of hundreds of congratula- 
tions, for the members of the junta give 
him almost as much credit for the re- 
ported capture of Manila as they give 
to General Auguinaldo himself, siuce 
Mr. Wildman has been their unswerving 
champion and has advised in all their 
plans. Wildman does not credit the re- 
port that Manila has been actually oc- 
cupied yet, but he believes that it will

Moment For Peace. 

London, June 9.—A Madrid corre- 
spondent cables to his paper as follows: 
“On analyzing the opinion that the 
psychological moment for starting peace 
negotiations has arrived, I found it was 
based not on the consciousness that 
Spain is rapidly exhausting her re- 
sources, but on the belief that the great 
majority of Americans have already 
tired of the war; that President McKin- 
ley is consequently becoming unpopular, 
and that the peace suggestions of the 
Paris edition of the New York Herald 
were inspired by President McKinley 
himself. As for Spain, my friends main- 
tain that she is in no hurry, as recent 
events have shown her powers of passive 
resistance to be far greater than has 
been supposed. The conquest of Cuba, 
they say, will require two years at the 
least, and probably much more; and if 
the island fs ever conquered it will be, 
they argue, a white elephant for ite 
United States. The conclusion is that 
America has much more reason than 
Spain to desire a termination of hostili- 
ties.” 


Massachusetts Military Notes, 

Boston, June 9.—Massachusetts will 
deal more liberally with itsmen who 
have gone to the front than perhaps any 
cther state. Eight days’ pay will be 
given to all officers and men, just as 
though they had been on their eight days’ 
tour of duty, and they will receive the 
$16, as nothing will be deducted for 
caterers’ fees, the United States having 
undertaken to pay the latter from the 
time the men arrived incamp. All the 
members of the militia who volunteered 
and who were rejected for physical dis- 
ability will be paid for the time they 
wereincamp. All accepted recruits who 
were mustered into the companies and 
who went with the refyments will be 
paid from the time they joined the regi- 
ments until the date of muster in of the 
colonels. 

The following petitioners for com- 
panies to be attached to the provisianal 
militia have been approved and the com- 
panies will be mustered Into service and 
designated as follow: Henry W. Pit- 
man and others of Somerville, as the 
Third company of infantry; Benjamin 
H. Pellison and others of Hav erhill, as 
the Fourth company of infantry; Robert 
Treat Paine, Jr., and others of Boston, 
as the Fifth company of infantry; 
Samuel H. Borofsky and others of Bos- 
ton, as the Sixth company of infantry; 
Isaac H. Marshall and others of South 
Framingham, as the Seventh company 
of infantry; Edwin H. Gray and others of 
Orange, as the Eighth company of in- 
fantry; Gecgge L. Fowler and others of 
Lowell, as the Ninth company of in- 
fantry. 

Brigadier General William A. Ban- 
croft, Second brigade, having accepted a 
position in the same grade in the United 
States volunteers, Colonel Jophanus H. 
Whitney, Fifth regiment, will assume 
command of the brigade. 


Forced From Havana, 
Havana, June 9.—Tuesday afternoon 
the British cruiser Talbot sailed frgao 
Havana. On board were Messrs. Phil 
Robinson and H. J. Whigham, the Eng- 
lish newspaper correspondents who were 
arrested some time ago at Matanzas. 


SISTER MARY WILBERFORCE. 
The Talbot also carried Messrs. Ed- 


ward and Pinkney, who were expelled 
from the island on suspicion of being 
spies, and a number of other passengers, 
These included “Sister” Mary Wilber- 
force of the British Red Cross society, 
who arrived in Cuba a year ago and 
against whom an order of expulsion was 
issued last January because, as assert- 
ed, she had failed to comply with cer- 
tain government orders. This order, 
however, was not enforced then, Miss 
Wilberforce being allowed to remain on 
the island. Charges having recently 
been brought against her, the edict of 
expulsion was carried out. Miss Wil- 
berforce was taken on board the steam- 
er by force, though she was treated with 
all possible gentleness, 


Nice Present For “the Admiral. 

Washington, June 9.—A_ delegation 
from the Young Men's Business club of 
Cincinnati brought to the white house 
yesterday a beautifully illuminated copy 
of the “Address to the American Flag,” 
written by Drake. This was intended 
for presentation to Admiral Dewey “as 
a token of admiration for the magnificent 
ability and great bravery displayed by 
him in the planning and execution of 
the battle of Manila, the culmination of 
the glorious victory which startled the 
world, proving American officers of the 
army and navy are unexcelled.” The 
magnificent piece of pen work was 
carried to the navy department, where it 
will be held subject to Admiral Dewey’s 
disposition. ,

JOSEPH ELLIS’ CRIME, 


Killed His Wife For Rebuking Him 
For Intemperance, 


The Victim’s Fearful Struggle 
For Life. 


Closet of a Boarding House in Lowell the 
Scene. 


Lowell, June 9.—This city was the 
scene of another murder last night, the 
second within 30 days, but, unlike the 
first case, the murderer took the trouble 
to release the world of his presence 
without the aid of the machinery of the 
law. J2seph Ellis, a weaver, 31 years 
old, cut the throat of his wife at their 
home and afterward disposed of himself 
in a like manner. 
their home and afterward disposed of 
himself in a like manner. Mrs, Ellis is 
dead and Ellis passed away four hours 
later in a hospital. 

The couple boarded with Mrs. James 
Whitworth, the husband being employed 
at the Faulkner mills, and the woman 
working for the United States Bunting 
company. They ate supper together, 
and at that time there was no evidence of 
any trouble between them. 

Mrs. Ellis, as was her custom after 
Supper, assisted Mrs. Whitworth in 
washing the dishes, and the first intima- 
tion of the trouble between the husband 
and wife was conveyed by the screams 
of the woman. Mrs. Whitworth, who 
was at the back of the house at the time, 
found Ellis and his wife struggling in the 
pantry, the former flourishing a razor. 
Mrs. Whitworth and her daughter, 15 
years old, grabbed the man and did their 
best to prevent him from using the weap- 
on, while James Chadwick, who was in 
the vicinity, started in search of the 
police. 

Just what followed cannot be ascer- 
tained, as Mrs. Whitworth and her fam- 
ily refuse to say anything about the 
matter, although they asserted that they 
were not present at the time the deed 
was done. James Hyland and W. F. 
Daly, who had been summoned by Chad- 
wick, entered the room and found Ellis 
and his wife still struggling in the pan- 
try. When Ellis saw them he closed the 
door. The men smashed it in and dealt 
several vigorous blows upon Ellis’ head 
with a block of wood and a milk pitcher. 
These had no apparent effect. Hyland 
then landed a blow with his fist near the 
temple of the murderer, which had the 
effect of taking the fight out of him. As 
the blow struck him Ellis relaxed his 
grip upon his wife, who fell upon the 
floor with a long gap in her throat. Hy- 
land and Daly then grabbed Ellis and 
pulled him through the deor to the lawn, 
where they discovered that he had in- 
flicted a mortal injury upon his own 
throat. The woman expired in a few 
moments, her last words being: “Oh, 
my dear.” 

Ellis and his wife were natives of Eng- 
land and had lived in this country for 


about 12 years. Prior to coming to 
Lowell they lived at Bridgeton, Me., 
where Mrs. Ellis left her husband on; 


account of his drinking habits. He fol- 
lowed her here, and they had lived to- 
gether a little over four months, Ellis 
promising to do better. 

The only explanation that can be ad- 
vanced as to the cause of the murder 
and suicide is that Ellis had been drink- 
ing and his wife hadweproached him for 
it, whereat he became angered and com- 
mitted the awful deed. He was not 
drunk at the time, however. They left 
a child of three years, who lives with 
friends at Bridgeton.

The contract for the building of the 
First United Presbyterian church on 
School street has been awarded this 
week to W. R. Lofgren “of -this city.

Belfast, June 8.—Last night there was 
a renewal of the rioting that began Mon- 
day during the demonstrations in honor 
of the revolution of 1798 and the anni- 
versary of June 6, 1886, when seven ci- 
vilians were sgot on Shank hill road by 
the constabu&ry. The nationalists at- 
tacked a body of Orangemen who were 
leaving their work, and there was a veri- 
table hurricane of scrapiron and other 
missiles. 

The police at first were overpowered; 
but, having been reinforced, they cleared 
the streets with a free use of their clubs. 
The military has been ordered out, and 
it is feared that there will be a renewal 
of the disturbance. 


Disastrous Fires. 

Chicago, June 8—The National Fire 
Protection association held its second 
annual convention here yesterday. 
There were representatives from the 
boards of New York, Philadelpfria, Prov- 
idence, Hartford, Boston, Pittsburg, St. 
Louis and New England. President U. 
C. Dresby of Boston, in an address, urged 
the necessity of improved construction, 
not in material as much as in arrange- 
ment. The most disastrous fires, he 
said, originated in buildings with open 
connection from room to room and floor 
to floor. The remedy is in architecture 
safeguarding the air and elevator shafts

HOW “FIGHTING BOB” EVANS GOT 
HIS TITLE AT ANNAPOLIS. 


When Ordered to Lower » Bible Text 
That His Mother Wanted Hung In His 
Room, He Refused—Her Wish Was More 
Binding Than a Military Order. 


Captain Robley D. Evans of the bat- 
tleship Iowa did not win his title of 
“Fighting Bob’’ in the civil war. He 
won it as a cadet at Annapolis and mere- 
ly clinched his right to jt in the war. 

When Evans entered Annapolis as a 
youth, there was arule that no cadet 
should hang pictures or ornaments on 
the walls of his room. 

The purpose wal to prevent sons of 
wealthy parents from making a display 
which the poorer cadets could not emu- 
late. 

When Evans’ trunk was carried to 
his room, the first thing he did was to 
take from it a brass keaded nail anda 
framed Bible text. 

Standiny on his bed, the new cadet 
hammered the nail into the wall with 
a convenient shoe. He hung the text on 
the nail and was standing back review- 
ing it with his head on one side when 
an officer burst into the room. 

‘“‘Take that thing down,’’ he shouted. 

‘‘What thing?’ demanded Evans, 
with his hands in his pockets and his 
chin advanced. 

“That—that picture thing, 
tered the officer.

‘*Take it down!’’ roared the officer. 

**Go te blazes!’’ retorted Evans. 

The officer thought his dignity might 
be compromised if he attempted to en- 
force the order.

of the day. That official summoned Evy- 
ans before him, explained the rule and 
ordered him to take down the text. 

Evans said his mother had asked him 
to hang the text on the wall of his 
room, and his mother’s wish was more 
binding on him than a military order. 

“The text will hang there as long as 
Iam a pupil of the academy,’’ he said 
firmly. 

The officer of the day referred the 
matter to the commandant. Evans stood 
firm and the commandant made a report 
to the navy department. A letter came 
commanding Cadet Evans to at once 
lower the text. 

Evans stood pat. Other officials wrote 
letters and finally the secretary of the 
navy himself ordered that the text be 
removed. 

Evans wrote to his father. The senior 
Evans wrote back for Bob to stand by 
his text and if it should be taken down 
to pack it in his trunk and come home. 

Mr. Evans, senior, told the church 
people about it. They held an indigna- 
tion meeting, the leaders wrote letters 
to their congressmen, the newspapers 
got hold of it, the congressmen asked 
questions in the house, and letters by 
the bushel poured in on the secretary of 
the navy. 

The rule was not abrogated, but a 
quiet wink was passed down the line 
and Bob Evans’ Bible text staid on the 
wall. 

The cadets of the academy gave the 
lad the sobriquet of ‘‘Fighting Bob,”’ 
and it hasclung to him ever since.—St. 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 


MANILLA NOT HEALTHY. 


Expedition to Philippines Will Not Bea 
Sammer Picnic, 

Official reports bearing on the sani- 
tary condition of the Philippine islands 
are much in demand at the present time 
by those who contemplate going there 
or who are interested in friends who 
may be dispatched on the military ex- 
pedition under command of General 
Merritt. These reports are not satisfac- 
tory to those who had regarded the 
Philippines as something of a summer 
resort—a far eastern paradise, as it 
were. The islands are generally repre 
sented to be extremely unhealthy and 
the climatic conditions worse upon 
strangers than Cuba at its most inhos- 


| pitable seasons. The bubonic plague in 


epidemic form prevails at Hongkong, 
only 600 miles from Manilla, and at 
several points in the Philippines. This 
disease, according to accepted reports, 
is more fatal than yellow fever and 
preys with particular violence upon un- 
acclimated strangers. 

The Philippines at the present time 
are in the enjoyment of their winter 
season, which produces a brand of tem- 
perature worse than St. Louis in Au- 
gust, when the mortality from sunstroke 
is 100 a day or thereabouts. Soldiers 
contemplating a trip to the Philippines 
will have no need to make any provision 
for encountering Klondike weather.— 
Nicholas in Chicago Post. 


All Mankind Benefited. 

To fight for freedom is to fight in the 
interest of all mankind. No matter just 
how the Philippine problem is settled, 
the inhabitants of those islands cannot 
but benefit by the result of the conflict 
which was begun in the interest of a 
young nation on the other side of the 
globe.—Chicago News.

MORLEY ON ALLIANCE, | 


‘Opposed to Gloomy Talk About the 
Isolation of England. 


‘Intimate Relations With This 
Nation Favored. 


| Irish Votc In America a Factor In Treaty 
Making. 


London, June 9.—John Morley, Liberal 
member of parliament for Montrose, 
speaking at Leeds and referring to the 
Birmingham speech of the secretary of 
state for the colonies, Joseph Chamber- 
lain, on the subject of an Anglo-Saxon 
alliance, said that he did not believea 
word of all the “gloomy talk about Eng- 
land’s isolation and threatening proa- 
pects” unless she secured an alliance 
with Germany or America. 


JOHN MORLEY. 


“England's naval power is gigantic, 
her financial resources and credit are 
firmer than ever,” said Mr. Morley, ‘‘and 
the spirit of her people to repel invasion 
or protect their rights is as great as at 
the beginning of the century. The whole 
country desires more intimate relations 
with the United States, an end always 
diligently worked for by Lord Salisbury 
and Mr. Gladstone. It is inconceivable, 
however, that a treaty between Great 
Britain and the United States could be 
entered upon without taking into con- 
sideration the Irish vote in America, 
If that vote is against the treaty, it is 
not the fault of th iberal party.” 

Proceeding to discuss the kind of al- 
liance intended, Mr. Morley said: “If 
it is an alliance for peace and harmohi- 
ous co-operation for the mutual good, it 
will indeed be the dawn of brighter days; 
but is that what is intended, or is it to be 
an alliance between the jingoes of Amer- 
ica and the jingoes of England—an al- 
liance not for peace, but for menace and 
war? 

“I know that tens of thousands of the 
best and wisest men in America believe 
that hardly any more inexpressible ca- 
lamity can befall mankind than thata 
community, as Lincoln nobly said, ‘con- 
ceived in freedom and dedicated to the 
happiness of free and equal men,’ should 
entangle themselves in the unrest and 
intrigue of militarism which are the 
torment and scourge of the old world.” 

Referring to a possible alliance be- 
tween Ex nd and Germany, Mr. Mor- 
ley asked “What are we going to give 

1any to induce her to run risks for 

sake of our trade? It must be re- 
membered,” he continued, “that Ger- 
many is the great trade rival of Eng- 
land, and tt is Germany who kindled 
the confi: ion in China.” Summing 
up the wholesituation, the speaker said: 
“Regarded in the light of cool and sober 
common sense, this policy of alliances 
in the east or the west amounts to ngth- 


ing.”

It is the 
belief of the officers that small gunboats 
have run out of the bays and harbors 
along the Cuban coast where they have 
heen hiding, and have made their way 
into Havana harbor in order to be under 
the protection of the fortifications at 
that place. Accurate information, how- 
ever, as to exactly what has happened 
is lacking at the navy department. 

Word comes from the New York World 
that the report originated in a mistake 
in signaling. The story 
government tug from Cardenas joined 
the fleet off Havana and reported that 
on Tuesday night an auxiliary gunboat 
sighted four vessels, which she took to be 
a battleship, two cruisers and a torpedo 
boat, between Salt Cay and Padre Del 
Cruz light. When within speaking dis- 
tance the gunboat hoisted the private 
fleet signal. The strangers answered 
with three masthead lights, which was 
not the required signal, and then put out 
all their lights. The gunboat cruised 
after the strangers for a while and then 
abandoned the chase. It is thought one 
of the vessels was the British cruiser 
Talbot, which left Havana Tuesday.

Cure For Consumption. 

Denver, Colo., June 10.—The feature of 
the 5lst convention of the American 
Medical association was a remarkable 
address by Dr. J. B. Murphy of Chicago 
upon the subject of the lungs, with 
special reference to the discovery by him 
of a cure for consumption, or tubercu- 
losis of the lungs. Dr. Murphy’s treat- 
ment is based upon the fact that the 
sore spots in the lungs have a tendency 
to heal, the healing process being re- 
tarded by constant expansion of the 
tissuein breathing. The treatment con- 
sists in the introduction of pure nitrogen 
into the lung cavity through a hypoder- 
mic needle. The action of the nitrogen 
compresses the lungs and gives them an 
entire rest, After a few weeks the 
nitrogen is withdrawn and air admitted 


the lung expanding to its usual dimen- 
sions.

New York, June 10.—Though wealthy, 
Jamés McKerron, 62 years of age, died 
in this city alone and in needless squalor. 
He was parsimonious and eccentric. For 
four years he had lived in two unlighted 
and illy ventilated rooms He was a re- 
cluse in his habits.

The War Revenue Bill Not Far From 
Enactment. 


Exciting Episode During the 
Discussion. 


Grosvenor of Ohio Accused of Being Under 
Influence of Liquor.

Washington, June 10.—At last night’s 
session of the house, Mr. Dingley urged 
the necessity for passing the war revenue 
bill. He said the house conferees made 
no effort to eliminate the tax on tea ov 
ing to the decisive vote by whieh the sen- 
ate had incorporated it. Because the 
new crop was just about to arrive stocks 
on hand were very low. The consump- 
tion in the country amounted to 100,000,- 
000 pounds annually. Relative to the 
coinage of silver bullion, Mr. Dingley 
explained that the provision would re- 
sult ultimately in an increase ofwircu- 
lation outstanding by the amount of the 
present seigniorage or about $42,009,000, 
the provision declaring explicitly that 
the coinage should proceed at the rate of 
not less than $1,500,000 per month, and 
the dollars should be used for the re- 
demption of silver certificates which, 
when redeemed, should be cancelled. 
The provision was materially different 
from the w of 1890.

An addi- | 

iso was added as follows’by | 

onterence: “That the additional 

tax imposed in this section on all fer- 

mented liquor stored in warehouses, to 

which a stamp had been affixed, shall be 

assessed and collected in the manner now 

provided by law for the collection of 
taxes not paid by stamps.” 

Sp cial taxes from July 1: Bankers 
employing @ capital not exceeding $25,- 
000, $50; employing a capital exceeding 
$25,000 for every additional $1000, $2; 
*urplus inciudedin capital. The amount) 
of such annual tax to be computed ea 
the basis of the capital and surplus for 
the preceding fiscal year. Savings banks 


having no capital stock, and whose busl- 
ness is confined to receiving deposits and 
loaning or investing the same for the 
benefit of their depositors, and which do 
no other business “of banking, are not 
subject to this tax. Brokers, $50, but 
any person having paid the special tax 
as a banker shall not be required to pay 
the special tax as @ broker. Pawn- 
brokers, $20. Commercial brokers, $10. 
Custom house brokers, $10. Proprietors 
of theaters, museums and concert halls 
in cities of more than 25,000 population, 
$100. This does not include halls rented, 
or used occasionally for concerts or 
theatrical representations. Circuses, 
$100. Ne special tax paid in one state is 
to exempt exhibitions from tax in an- 
other state, but one special is to be im- 
posed for exhibitions within any one 
state. Proprietors or agents of all other 
public exhibitions or shows for money, 
not enumerated here, $10. Bow Irg al- 
leys and billiard rooms, $5 for each ailey 
or table. 

In lieu of the tax now imposed by law, 
a tax of 12 cents per pound upon all to- 
bacco and snuff, however prepared, 
manufactured and sold or removed for 
consumption or sale; upon cigars and 
cigarets manufactured and sold, and 
removed for consumption, or sale, the 
following taxes to be paid by the manu- 
facturers: $3.60 per 10000 on cigars weigh- 
ing more than three pounds per 1000; 
$1 per pound on cigars weighing not 
more than three pounds per 1000; $3.60 
per 1000 on cigarets weighing more than 
three pounds per 1000, and $1.50 per 1900 
on cigarets weighing not more than three 
pounds per 1000; provided, that in lieu 
of the two, three and four ounce pack- 
ages of tobacco and snuff now authorized 
by law there may be packages thereof 
containing one and two-thirds ounces, 
two and one-half ounces and three and | 
one-third ounces, respectively, and in 
addition to packages now authorized by 
law, there may be packages containing | 
one ounce of smoking tobacco. 

Dealers In leaf tobacco, whose annual 
sales do not exceed 50,000 pounds each, | 
$6. Those whose annual sales exceed 
50,000 and not 100,000. $12, and if their 
annual sales exceed 100,000 pounds, $24. 
Dealers in other tobacco whose annual | 
sales exceed 50,000 pounds, $12. Those 
selling their own products at the place! 
of manufacture are exempted from this 
tax. Manufacturers of tobacco whose 
annual sales do not exceed 50,000 pounds, 
$6. Manufacturers whose sales exceed 
50,000 and nog 100,000 pounds, $12; manu- 
facturers whose sales exceed 100,00 
pounds, $24. Manufacturers of cigars 

whose annual sales do not exceed 100,000 
cigars, $6; manufacturers whose sales 
exceed 100,000 and not 200,000 cigars, $12. 
Manufacturers whose sales exceed 200,- 
000 cigars, $24. Any person who carries 
on the business for which special taves 
are imposed by thia act, without having 
paid the special tax, is made guilty ofa 
misdemeanor, the penalty being a fag 
of from $100 to $500, or imprisonment for 
not more than six months, or both. Itis 
provided that until appropriate stamps 
are furnished, the stamps heretofore 
used to denote the payment of the in- 
ternal revenue tax on fermented-liquors, 
tobacco, snuff, cigars and cigarets, May 
be imprinted with a suitable device to 
denote the new rate of tax, and shall be 
affixed to all packages containing articles 
on which the tax imposed by this act is 
paid. 

Section 16 provides for a tax stamp on 
telegraph messages, but exempts mes- 
sages of government officers and em- 
ployes on official business, and also of 
telegraph companies over their own lines. 

Bank checks, drafts or certificates of 
deposit not drawing interest or order for 
payment of money drawn upon or is- 
sued by any bank, trust company, etc., 
two cents. Bills of exchange (inland), 
drafts, certificates of deposit drawing 
interest or order for payment of money 
otherwise than at sight or on demand, 
or any promissory notes, except bank 
notes issued for circulation and for each 
renewal of the same, for not exceeding 
$100, two cents, and for each additional 
$100 or fractional part thereof, two cents. 
Bills of exchange (foreign) or letters of 
credit, if drawn singly for not exceeding 
$160, four cents, and for each additional 
$100 or fractional part thereof, four cents. 
If drawn in sets of two or more for every 
bill of each set, where the sum does not 
exceed $100 in any foreign currency, two 
cents, and for each additional $100 or 
fractional part thereof, two cents. 

A tax of one cent is imposed for every 
telephone message for which over 15 
cents is charged. Any telegraphic mes- 
sage, one cent. Indemnifying bonds, 5¢ 
cents. 

Certificate of profit of any association 
and on all transfers thereof, on each $100 
or face value, two cents, 

Insurance—On each life policy for each 
$100, 10 cents on the amount insured. 
Policies on the industrial or weekly plan, 
40 percent of the amount of the first 
weekly premium. Fraternal beneficiary 
societies and orders, farmers’ local co- 
operative companies, employes’ relief as- 
sociations, conducted for the exclusive 
benefit of members, are exempted. 

Insurance (casualty, fidelity and guar- 
antee)—Each policy and bond for per- 
formance of duties, or any position or 
other odligation of the nature of indem- 
nity, and each contract or obligation 
guaranteeing validity of bonds or other 
obligations issued by any public body, 
or guaranteeing titles to real estate or 
mercantile credits, executed by surety 
companies upon the amount of premium 
apereee, one-half of one cent on each dol- 
ar.

Bay State’s Capital. 

Boston, June 10.—The formal transfer 
of the steamship Marmion to the Mas- 
sachusetts Volunteer Aid association 
was effected yesterday. A large num- 
ber of cots will be placed In the saloon, 
which is to be extended to give additional 
room. 

The first bathing fatality of the season 
here was reported to the East Boston 
police yesterday afternoon. Nicholas 
Hyde, aged 13, was the victim. 

John H. Lee was re-elected president 
of the Democratic city committee by ac- 
clamation lst evening. The other of- 
ficers are: Vice presidents, Joseph J. 
Norton and Stiles Gannett Wells; secre- 
taries, John F. McDonald and Timothy 
E. McCarthy; treasurer, John H. Sulli- 
van. 

The contract for the illumination of the 
dome of the state house was awarded 
yesterday, and Boston's great beacon 
will probably be first seen on the nig..t 
of July 4. The installation consists of 
about 500 16-candle-power lamps. 

Andy Watson and Billy Hill, the latter 
better known as ‘“Muldoon's picka- 
ninny,” fought 13 rounds to a draw be- 
fore a South Boston club last night.

Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, June 10.—The house bill rela- 
tive to trading stamps was sent to the 
committee on the judiciary by the sen- 
ate. 

Without a word of debate the house 
bill on the relations of cities and towns 
to street railway companies was ordered 
to a third reading. 

A bill limiting to $500 the liability of 
innholders for losses sustained by guests 
was substituted for an adverse report. 

The house bill to prevent over-insur- 
ance was amended by Mr. Chamberlain, 
providing for a return with interest at 
6 percent of any over-insurance prem- 
lums, and the amended bill was then or- 
dered to a third reading. 

The house honored the memory of 
Elijah A. Morse and adopted resolu- 
tions expressive of sympathy and re- 
gret. It is the general belief that the 
legislature will not adjourn until the 
latter part of next week. 


Mr. Lodge's Al egation.

ARMY OF THE FLOTILLA’ 


Unfortunate, 


Postponed Operations In San- 
tiago For Vessels. 


Expectation That Ail Anchors Will Be Weighed 
Monday Sometime. 


Washington, June 11.—Time alone will 
determine whether there was sufficient 
cause for delaying the Santiago expedi- 
tion at Key West. Inthe meantime the 
delay is regarded as highly unfortunate, 
It postpones operations at Santiago for 
a week at least, for Sampson has been 
obliged to send so many of his best ships 
to act as convoys that further attempts 
at land operations with marines will be 
impracticable. 

The storming of the Spanish strong- 
hold with the comparatively small force 
left at the disposal of Admiral Sampson 
might result unfortunately to our men. 
It would require the massing of our 
troops and the pressing of the battle to 
a focus, but with a command as greatas 
will be at the disposal of the American 
commanders upon the arrival of re- 
inforcements, the Spanish fortifications 
and strongholds can be stormed in de- 
tail, foreing them to divide their gar- 
risons. Late advices place the Spanish 
forces m the Santiago fortifications at 
6000 men. 

The development of Friday was an 
order to Admiral Sampson to furnish 
additional safeguards which the navy 
deemed so absolutely necessary, but this 
cannot be done before Sunday, so that 
the army of the flotilla will be kept 
idle at Port Tampa until Monday. 

It is now proposed to make a great 
maval procession of the advancing army 
in erder that the quartet of “Spanish 
warships,” which seems to have escaped 
from nowhere, shall be duly impressed 
with the futility of attempting an at- 
tack. There is no doubt that the ap- 
pearance of 16 men of war will be quite 
imposing, and undoubtedly the “Spanish 
warships” will run away. In fact they 
are really not likely to be heard of again. 

The war board, with its system of se- 
curing accurate knowledge of the where- 
abouts of the enemy’s vessels, was non- 
plussed at the appearance of new and un- 
known cruisers. It isnow making every 
effort to learn the names and character 
of these additions to the Spanish squad- 
ron. Mysterious and visionary as the 
Spanigh warships seem to be, they are 
nevertheless real and concrete enough to 
block the movement of the army. 


A False Alarm, Perhaps.

Kingston. Jam., June 11—Conservative | 
authorities believe the United States 
tro ps will have to carry out their pian | 
of cempaign without placing much re-| 
liance upon the insurgents. Several of- | 
ficers have made trips ashore and taken | 
observations of the interior harbor and | 
the fortifications, locating the exact} 
postions of Admiral Cervefra’s four] 
ships. It is hardly likely, however, that} 
the Spanish admiral keeps them moored | 
at the same place both day and night. | 

The naval officers have been doing 
esplendii and daring work in carrying 
communications to the insurgents, land- 
ing arms and making trips ashore for the 
purpose of gaining information. Upon 
the Suwanee and Vixen this work has 
been chiefly devolved. 

During the last few days the activity 
of the Spaniards has ben particularly 
noticeable. Oxen trains have been mak- 
ing their way to the batteries; detach-} 
ments have been working on emp'ace- | 
ments, and there have been other signs 
showing that the Spaniards are p.epir- | 
ing a desperate resistance. Some guns 
from Admiral Cervera’s ships may be} 
removed to the forts.

To Force the Passage. 

Kingston, Jam., June 11.—It is believed 
the navy will follow the landing of troops | 
by forcing the passage of the narrow} 
channel leading to the harbor of San-} 
tiago, fishing up the sunken mines and 
compelling Admiral Cervera to make a | 
stand.

Colo- 
nel Loud gives a good story of the fight, 
which he was in a position to watch 
carefully by the aid of a good glass. He 
said: 

‘‘After leaving Hongkong we eteered 


' straight for the Philippines, and as we 


approached the coast the Baltimore, 
Boston and Concord were told off to go 


| on in front to see if they could discover 
lanything of the enemy. 


No enemy, 
however, was seen, but in Subic bay 
the Kite came across a couple of small 
schooners, whose occupants were ques- 
as to the whereabouts of the 
Spanish fleet, but without satisfaction, 
they even pretending not to know where 
It was about 6 o’clock on 


Saturday evening when we left Subic 
bay. We expected to sight the Span- 


iards every minute, and accordingly 
steamed slowly along. A sharp lookout 


| was kept and everything was ready for 


action. Still nothing hove in sight, and 
late in the evening we arrived outside 
Manilla bay, entering the broad channel 
in regular battle order. 

‘*The vessels steamed slowly by Cor- 
regidor island, which divides the en-

trance to Manilla harbor into two chan- 
nels. There was perfect stillness on 


each ship of the fleet. The men were at 


| quarters, and everything was in perfect 


readiness as they steamed slowly 
through the wide channel to the south 
Six of the ships 
had passed through unnoticed, when a 


|rattling fire from the shore batteries 


told that the fleet had been sighted. 
The shots dropped near the Boston and 
McCulloch. The McCulloch answered 
with three shots, and the Boston also 
fired several shots. None of the projec- 
tiles damaged any of the vessels, and 
after the shots from the Boston and Mc- 
Culloch no further attention was paid 
to the fire from the forts. The fleet 
slowly advanced up the bay to Manilla 
and arrived opposite the city about 4:30 
a. m., when day was breaking. 

‘*We soon made out the Spanish fleet 
in the harbor of Cavite. Including four 
small gunboats, there were about 14 
altogether drawn up in line, 
backed and flanked by the batteries of 
Cavite, which were very heavily mount- 
ed, the ordnance including several 10 
inch guns. The Spaniards gave us a 
warm reception, and we soon found that 
the Don Antonio d’Ulloa and the Reina

Cristina (the flagship) carried much 
heavier guns than we thought. They, 


however, did no execution, while the 
broadsides poured by our vessels, as, 
headed by the Olympia, they steamed 


‘across the mouth of the harbor, soon 
| made an impression. 


‘‘We fired the port battery and then 


| came around and fired the starboard bat- 


tery, repeating this operation four or 
five times. The second time we came 
around Admiral Montijo came out in 
the Reina Cristina and gallantry assail- 
ed us. We received him warmly, and I 
do not know how in the world he escap- 
ed with his life. While the old admiral 
was standing on the bridge a shot from 
one of our vessels blew the bridge clean 
over, but the admiral somehow escaped, 
for we saw him afterward calmly pac- 


| ing the deck. Finally, finding he could 


do no good, he turned to get back into 
the harbor, but before he could take 
shelter an 8 ‘inch shell from the 
Boston struck his vessel in the stern 
and set her on fire. Later she sank with 
some 200 men. The admiral was among 


| those who escaped. 


‘“‘The Castilla was next to take fire,

| Spanish fleet was approached by laps, 


would, if it had struck her, have blown 
the Baltimore into atoms. The vessel, 
however, to the admiration of the whole 
fleet, went in full speed until she got 
close under the batteries. Then she 
swung round and let them have it with 
a vengeance. It was wonderful to see 
her gallantly sail into the teeth of the 
guns and silence them. 

‘*Not only the fleet, but all defenses 
of any importance had by this time been 
destroyed. I shall not soon forget the 
sight which the harbor presented. The 
smoking hulks of the Spanish vessels 
which had not yet sunk were seen to be 
strewn with corpses and wounded men, 
and bodies were floating about in the 
water. I should think the Spanish lost 
about 500 men killed and wounded, 
while on our side not a man was lost 
and only one badly hurt. 

“The first part of the battle lasted 
over two hours. The steady thunder of 
the cannon was keptmp. The roar was 
something terrible. The terrific fire was 
kept up from the forts and Spanish ships 
upon our fleet. It looked to us from the 
McCulloch as though our vessels could 
not possibly survive the fusillade. 
Heavy shells and solid shot fell around 
them like hail from the clouds, and 
many exploded immediately over the 
ships. At one time I really thought we 
would be beaten. This was after the 
fire had been kept up foran hour. It 
looked as though every gun on the Span- 
ish ships had turned loose on us alto- 
gether, and the shore line was a verita- 
ble blaze of fire from the batteries. The 
din was simply indescribable. Tons up- 
on tons of shot fell over our ships. Yes, 
there was steel enough to sink four 
fleets. 

“Our salvation was the bad mark- 
manship of the Spaniards. They han- 
dled their pieces like boys. Nearly all 
of their shots went wide of the mark. 
Most of them were high, flying over the 
fleet and falling into the bay beyond. 
Some of the batteries, however, were 
better trained. Several guns maintained 
a raking fire on the fleet. Some of our 
ships were struck by both large and 
small shots, but no damage of conse- 
quence was done.”’ 

Surgeon Kindleberger adds a few 
facts to Colonel Lonud’s story. He was | 
on the Olympia throughout the fight. | 


‘In the first assault the flagship took 
the lead, the other vessels following in 
her wake at four ship lengths. The 


each turn bringing the contestants near- 
er together. By this plan the American 
vessels frequently poured broadsides 
into the enemy, but were themselves 
more exposed to fire. At one time the 
smoke became so dense that it was nec- 
essary to draw aside to allow the cloud 
to lift. The vessels were examined, and 
it was discovered they had sustained no 
damage. The men were badly fagged 
by the two hours’ work at the guns in 
the great heat, and breakfast was serv- 
ed. Then they re-entered the fight with 
the greatest enthusiasm. 

“‘The second fight was even more 
fierce than the first. It was in that that 
the Baltimore was struck. . During the 
first fight the Spanish admiral’s ship 
steamed bravely out to the line to meet 
the Olympia. The entire American fleet 
concentrated its fire on her, and she was 
30 badly injured that she turned around 
to put back. At this juncture the 
Olympia let fly an 8 inch shell, which 
struck her in the stern and pierced 
through almost her entire length, ex- 
ploding finally in the engine room and 
wrecking her machinery. This shell 
killed the captain and 60 men and set 
the vessel on fire. 

“The Spanish admiral immediately 
transferred his flag to the cruiser Isla 
| de Cuba. Seve ral smaller vessels of the 
| American fleet and the Boston centered 
their fire on this ship, and literally tore 
her to pieces. The admiral was slightly 
wounded and escaped in a small boat 
into Bacoocr bay and finally to Manilla.”’ 

Gunner Evans of the Boston, who di- 
rected the fire of one of the big guns on 
the cruiser, says that throughout the 
battle the fighting forces of all the ships 
| were as coolasif engaged at target prac- 
tice.—New York Sun.

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OUR MODERN GUNNERS. 


They Rely on Science In the 
Firing of Every Shct. 


THEIR ACOURACY IN AIMING. 


The Man Behind the Gun Nowadays Must 
Be a Mathematician of No Mean Order. 

' The Old Time Gunner Out of Place on 
a Modern Battleship — Determining the 
Range—How Shots Are Fired. 


Ask a modern man-o’-war’s man what 
a powder monkey is and he will smile 
at your seeming ignorance and tell you 
that the powder monkey was a boy 
who, in the days when a wooden frigate 
was the ideal line of battle ship, used 
to hand the powder up from the maga- 
zine in the vessel’s lowest hold to the 
gun deck, adding that he is now obso- 
lete. The passing of the powder monkey 
is one of many things which mark the 
difference between the old navy and 
the new. The difference began when 
the hydraulic lift supplanted the pow- 
der monkey, when the ordinary seaman 
became something more than a mere 
man of brawn and courage and ended 
with the transformation of the gunner 
from the grade of ordinary seaman. who 
knew but to obey orders, into a trained 
man capable of working with accuracy 
and precision. 

‘*All the difference in the world,” 
said an old seaman who began his naval 
life as a powder monkey 80 years ago, 
but who now cannot qualify as a gunner 
of any class, in commenting on the 
changed conditions. ‘‘Now it’s all a 
matter of education, and, while I used 
to be called a good man at the butt end 
of an old smoothbore, my place is taken 
by lads, and I’m laid by.’’ 

The ordinary seaman of+ the present 
navy, who operates the small guns which 
compose the secondary battery of a bat- 
tleship and are used only at close range, 
has taken the place of the old time gun- 
ner, and he in turn has risen and is 
now a warrant officer, occupying a place 
between the seaman and the noncom- 
missioned officer, having a mess apart 
from the ordinary seaman. He 
however, eligible to advancement fur- 
ther than that of a gunner of the first 
class. Below him are the gunners of the 
second class, formerly the gunners’ 
mates, and the gunners of the third 
class, who in the days of the old navy 
were known as the gunners’ apprentices. 
In the old order of naval affairs gunners 
rose from the rank of ordinary seaman 
and had as their only claim to their 
titles the skill in the point blank shoot- 
ing of the time, acquired by long prac- 
tice.

to this exact reduction of the science is 
due the almost marvelous marksmanship 
of the Yankee gunners in the recent en- 
gagements in Cuban waters. 

While our modern gunner must know 

horoughly all this, he does not have 

the opportunity in an engagement to 
apply it. To the officers in the conning 
tower and in the turret falls the task of 
determining the ranges. This is usually 
done by the officers on board the flag- 
ship and communicated to the officers 
on board the other ships by means of 
signals) From them the gunner in the 
turret gets his angle, and by means of 
a lever and a scale elevates or depresses 
his gun as his orders may require. 

Then comes the task which he alone 
may perform. Attached to his gun, near 
the breech, is a powerful telescope, fit- 
ted at the outer lens with a horizontal 
and a vertical hair, crossing at right an- 
gles in the center. Through this he lo- 
sates his mark, and having done so 
knows that his aim is true. In spite of 
the exactness of the science, it is neces- 
sary, under unfavorable atmospheric 
conditions, such as fog or rain, to re- 
sort to the old method of trial shots. A 
smaller gun is used, and by means of a 
range finder attached to its breech the

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| gunner applies the knowledge which 
has given him his rank, and science 
does what the greatest skill of the old 
days could not. : 

On the old wooden ship with the 

bristling sides the process was entirely 

| different. The gunner, though far in- 
ferior to ours of today, had under his 
charge guns numbering from four to 

'gight, varrying with the size and 

| strength of his vessel, and by force of 

' circumstances left the task of aiming 

[them to the ordinary sailor, who, 

| though without rank, was often in point 

| of skill the equal of his chief. 

The long range shot of the new guns, 
the one which enables the gunner now- 
adays to watch the course of the pro- 

| jectile and note the havoc it creates 
even at the distance of several miles, 

| was impracticable because of the small 
| power of the old smoothbore. The close 
| blank shot and the broadside were the 
ones upon which the old gunner count- 
led for victory. Without the aid of sci- 

‘ence he sighted his cumbersome piece, 

| while his crew stood ready with ram- 

| rod, swab, powder and shot. Minutes 
were consumed in the execution of the 
orders, ‘‘Load! To battery! Fire!’ 
while now each order is expected to be 
| executed in a few seconds.

4 Friend's Sketels of Licutenant Richmond 
P. Hobson as a Schoolboy. 

The following sketch of Richmond P. 
Hobson, the young lieutenant and as- 
sistant constructor who planned and ex- 
ecuted the closing of Santiago harbor by 
the sinking of the Merrimac, was writ- 
ten for the New York Journal by his 
most intimate friend and the constant 
gyompanion of his early youth: 

Richmond P. Hobson from infancy 
showed remarkable sturdiness of char- 
acter and a seriousness of manner in- 
dicative of a high sense of duty, though 
he was foremost to enjoy the frolics 
with his childish companions. He was 
always tender in his treatment of ani- 
mals and had absolutely no trace of 
cruelty in his nature. He was possessed 
of indomitable will power and was nat- 
urally a leader of his companions in 
their games. He was the fleetesy runner 
and the fastest and most untiring swim-

It was not uncommon for him to 
tire out the whole pack of pursuers. His 
pluck was proverbial and won him 
great popularity among his-companions. 
In the game of ‘‘knucks,’’ in which 
two boys knock their bare knuckles to- 
gether, the one who endures the pain 
the longer being declared winner, Rich- 
mond would never give in, though the 
skin was peeled from his hands. On 
visits to the plantation of his cousin he 
would mingle with the negro: youths on 
the plantation and never refused an of- 
fer of a wrestle with the sturdiest of 
them. 

The following incident ilfustrates his 
dogged determination and sense of duty: 
A cousin, slightly younger than him- 
self, had disobeyed the orders of their 
grandmother, refusing to dress himself 
in his best clothes and go to Sunday 
school.

Report That Augusti 
Lowered Colors. 


BALKED INSURGENTS. 


Could Make Better Terms 
With the Admiral. 


Washington, June 13.—General Au- 
gusti, the governor general of the Philip- 
pines, has surrendered the city of Manila. 
This information was conveyed to the 
State department Sunday night ina 
eablegram from Ambassador Hay in 
ondon. The ambassador gave no par- 
ticulars. Hisdispatchreads: “Advices 
from Hong Kong state that Manila has 
surrendered.” In the absence of positive 
information, the authorities cannot say 
whether the surrender has been made to 
Admiral Dewey or to General Aguinalde, 


GENERAL AUGUSTI. 

It is known that the insurgents, since 
Admiral Dewey's victory, have been 
close to the city of Manila, and that it 
was only a question of time when Gen- 
eral August! would be forced to sur- 


render. It is regarded as probable that 
the surrender has been brought about 
by the activity of the insurgents, rather 
than by the American fleet, as it has 
been Admiral Dewey’s policy to remain 
inactive while awaiting the troops which 
have been started out to reinforce him. 
If the Spanish general surrendered to 
Admiral Dewey rather than to the in- 
surgent chieftain, he would be more as- 
sured that order would be preserved and 
Spanish life and property protected. 

Owing to the lateness of the hour when 
the cablegram from Ambassador Hay 
was received, and its indefinite charac- 
ter, it was not communicated to the mem- 
bers of the cabinet. As soon as the dis- 
patch had been translated from the state 
department cipher, in which it was re- 
ceived, a copy of it was sent to the White 
House, where the information was re- 
ceived with delight by President Mc- 
Kinley. 

While Ambassador Hay did not say 
what was the source of his information, 
it is believed by the officials at the state 
department that the advices to which he 
referred were dispatches from the Brit- 
ish officials at Hong Kong, and that they 
are entirely reliable. 

Major General! Shafter, with his army, 
20,000 strong, is at last en route to San- 
tiago. This is now officially admitted by 
the authorities. They are no longer 
concerned about the quartet of Spanish 
gunboats reported to be astray and wait- 
ing a favorable opportunity to pounce 
down upon the army transports. 

With the strong fleet of naval vessels 
convoying the transports, no fear is 
entertained for the safety of the expedi- 
tion. It arrival at Santiago is expected 
by Thursday. Thus it seems reasonable 
to predict that the present week will see 
an American flag flying over Santiago de 
Cuba. 

The army on its way to Santiago com- 
prises the best troops mobilized in the 
south. It is equipped and armed better 
than any body of troops the United 
States ever sent into the fleld. Our in- 
fantry is furnished nearly exclusively 
with the Krag-Jorgensen rifle, which is 
considered by ordnance experts as the 
most destructive rifle now in use. In- 
surgents, who are expected to form a 
junction with the United States troops 
at the place of landing, have been armed 
by the United States with modern 
Springfield rifles. The army has an 
gbundance of ammunition to carry it 
on a long and difficult campaign. 

Sixteen of the 46 ships which have 
been lying in the gulf with troops aboard 
mre to remain. The force of American 
soldiers to throw into Cuba is a third 
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smalier than was first planned. ‘Iwo 
reasons are assigned for this change in 
program. One is that Sampson will not 
need as many men to complete the sub- 
jJugation of the Spanish forces as was 
originally expected. The fleet before 
Santiago has achieved striking results 
in the few days which have elapsed since 
Hobson’s exploit; and the encroach- 
ments upon the Spanish lines of defense 
have been so great that the successes al- 
ready won by the navy can be followed 

p without calling in so large an invad- 

g force of regulars. The other reason 
is understood to be the desire of the ad- 
ministration to have ready the nucleus 
of an army for the immediate occupation 
of Porto Rico. 

The president is extremely anxious to 
begin operations in Porto Rico without 
delay, and he has seized this opportunity 
to utilize a portion of Shafter’s army of 
invasion, which is all ready to move at 
once. The force under Shafter will prob- 
ably consist entirely of regulars. It is 
understood that the volunteer regiments 
are among those reserved for Porto Rico. 
The Seventy-first New York and the 
Second Massachusetts are believed here 
tq be among those detained. 

The week commences well. The navy 
department received a dispatch from 
Captain Goodrich of the St. Louis yes- 
terday afternoon announcing that the 
former osgan liner had captured a British 
collier, the Twickenham, off Porto Rico. 
The vessel was endeavoring to get into 
San Juan, and is the same ship which 
was recently seen in the neighborhood 
of Martinique. Its cargo of coal was in- 
tended for Admiral Cervera’s fleet, now 
bottled up in Santiago harbor, and the 
British captain is said to have been very 
much annoyed at finding himself caught. 
The prize was put in the possession of a 
crew and sent to Key West. 


BLOOD FLOWS IN CUBA. 


Party of Marines Attacked After an Un- 
disputed Landing. 

Kingston, Jam., June 13.—The Panther 
left Santiago at noon Friday. She re- 
ported to Admiral Sampson, and recewed 
orders to proceed to Caimanera. With 
her were the storeship Supply, which 
has so long been needed; the auxiliary 
cruiser Yosemite, manned by 300 of the 
Michigan naval reserves; the Scorpion 
and a collier. Before the arrival of 
these vessels the battleship Oregon and 
the Dolphin were ordered to proceed to 
Guantanamo harbor to join the Marble- 
head. 

At 12 o’clock the Yankee, Yosemite and 
Porter took the troopship Panther in 
charge and left to effect alanding. As 
the squadron was proceeding down the 
coast the Yankee, manned by New York 
naval reserves, bombarded a small block- 
house and a fort at Daiquiri, 17 miles 
from Santiago, setting them on fire ina 
few minutes. This occasioned but a 
brief delay, and the transport and her 
escort arrived in Guantanamo harbor 
shortly before 2 o'clock. 

As soon as it was seen that no re- 
sistance would be made to a landing 
the small boats from several! of the ves- 
sels were put overboard and the landing 
party was soon ashore. Every precau- 
tion was taken to guard against a sur- 
prise by the enemy, but as it turned out 
shis was needless. The. first thing that 
was done whén the men Were safely 
ashore was to set fire to half a dozen 
houses which marked the entrance to the 
bay. This was done by order of the 
commanding officer, who took this and 
all the other safeguards possible to pre- 
vent an outbreak of the dreaded yellow 


| fever among the men. 


Saturday afternoon the marines were 
subjected to a bush attack by guerillas 
and regulars. The fighting was almost 
continuous for 13 hours, when reinforce- 
ments were landed from the Marblehead. 
Four of our men were killed and one 
was wounded. The advance pickets un- 
der Lieutenants Neville and Shaw are 
unaccounted for. 

Among the killed fs Assistant Surgeon 
John Gibbs, son of Major Gibbs of the 
regular army, who fell in the Custer 
massacre. His home was at Richmond, 
Va., but he had been practising in New 
York, and he entered the service when 
the war began. The others killed are 
Sergeant Charles H. Smith of Smallwood, 
Private William Dunphy of Gloucester, 
Mass., and Private James McColgan of 
Stoneham, Mass. Corporal Glass was 
accidentally wounded in the head. The 
Spanish loss is unknown, but it was prob- 
ably considerable. The splashes of blood 
found at daylight at the positions the 
Spaniards occupied indicate fatalities, 
but their comrades carried off the killed 
and wounded. 

The engagement began with desultory 
firing at the pickets, 1000 yards inland 
from the camp. Captain Spicer’s com- 
‘pany was doing guard duty and was 
driven in, finally rallying on the camp 
and repulsing the enemy at 6 o’clock. 

The bodies of Privates McColgan and 
Dunphy were found, both shot in the 
head. The large cavities caused by the 
bullets, which inside a range of 600 yards 
have a rotary motion, indicate that the 
victims were killed at close range. 

The bodies were stripped of shoes, hats 
and cartridge belts, and horribly muti- 
lated with machetes. When they were 
brought in the whole battalion formed 
three sides of a hollow square about the 
camp on the hilltop. Below in the bay 
were the warships at anchor. Inland

from the hill camp Is a deep ravine, ana 
beyond this are high hills. The adjacent 
country is heavy with a thicket growth. 
The sky was blanketed with clouds, and 
when the sun set a gale was blowing 
seaward. Night fell, thick and impene- 
trable. The Spanish squads concealed 
in the chapparel cover had the advan- 
tage, the Americans on the ridge fur- 
nishing fine targets against the sky and 
the white tents. The Spaniards fought 
from cover till midnight, discoverable 
only by flashes, at which the marines 
fired volleys. The repeaters sounded like 
crackers in a barrel. 

The Marblehead launch, a Colt machine 
gun in her bow, pushed up the bav. en- 
filading the Spaniards, and it is thought 
that some were killed. The marines 
trailed much blood to the water’s edge, 
and there lost it. Sharks are numerous 
in the vicinity. The ships threw their 
searchlights ashore, the powerful elec- 
tric eyes sweeping the deep tropic foliage 
and disclosing occasionally skulking 
parties of Spaniards. It all resembled 
a transformation scene at a_ theater. 
Each discovery of the enemy was greeted 
by the crackle of carbine fire along the 
edge of the camp ridge, or by the long 
roll of the launch’s gun, searching the 
thickets with a leaden stream. 

Shortly after midnight came the main 
attack. The Spaniards made a gallant 
charge up the southwest slope, but were 
met by repeated volleys from the main 
body and broke before they were one- 
third of the way up the hill; but they 
came so close that at points there was 
almost a hand-to-hand struggle. The 
officers used their revolvers. Three 
Spaniards got through the open forma- 
tion to the edge of the camp. Col el 
Campina, the Cuban guide, discharged 
his revolver and they, turning and find- 
ing themselves without support, ran 
helter-skelter down the reverse side of 
the hill. It was during this assault that 
Assistant Surgeon Gibbs was killed. He 
was shot in the head in front of his own 
tent. He fell into the arms of Private 
Sullivan, and both dropped. A second 
bullet threw dust in their faces. Surgeon 
Gibbs lived 10 minutes, but did not regain 
consciousness. The surgeons of the hos- 
pital corps then removed their quarters 
to the trenches north of the camp. 

The attacks were continued at inter- 
vals throughout the rest of the night, 
with firing from small squads *_ ¢arious 
directions. Toward morning the fire 


slackened. Dawn is the favorite ume 
for attack, and as the east paled the 
marines lying on their guns were aroused. 
Some were actually asleep, as they had 
had no rest for 48 hours, and tired nature 
could no longer stand the strain; but no 
attack came. Three new 12-pound field 
guns, which could not be used during the 
night for fear of hitting our own men, 
shelled several squads of Spaniards after 
daylight. They dove into the bushes like 
prairie dogs into burrows, as the shells 
broke over them in the gray dawn. 

As the correspondent of the Associated 
Press talked with Major Cockrell, who 
was in charge of the outposts, word came 
of the finding of the body of Sergeant 
Smith. He was reported as having been 
killed at 5 o’clock on the previous day, 
but it appears that he had been seen 
alive at 10 o’clock inthe evening. When 
and how he was killed no one knows. 
Neither had the men been mustered nor 
had the outposts of Lieutenants Neville 
and Shaw been relieved. Lieutenant 
Colonel Huntington and Major Cockrell 
give high praise to the nerveepd steadi- 
ness of officers and men, especially the 
young ones, as the engagement was a 
baptism of fire for a large majority. The 
men were in darkness and in a strange 
land, but they stood to their posts with 
courage and fortitude. The marines, 
though exhausted, were eager for more 
fighting, promising to inflict heavy pun- 
ishment. They compliment the daring 
ef the Spaniards with characteristic 
camp profgnity. 

Estimates vary as to the attacking 
force, some saying 200, and the figures 
run as high as 1000. Colonel Campina, 
the Cuban guide, says the Spaniards 
were mostly irregulars, but the reports 
of the discharge of Mauser rifles would 
indicate that they were regulars, as most 
of the guerillas carry Remingtons. The 
Cuban guerillas, ag a rule, have more 
dash and courage than the regulars. 

The new campaign uniforms proved 
satisfactory, and are almost invisible at 
a distance of 200 yards. The Lee guns 
caused several accidents in drawing 
cartridges. Corporal Glass shattered his 
hand. Despite the loss of the men, who 
are keenly regretted, the marines rejoice 
that they have been engaged in their first 
fight on Cuban soil. They sailed from 
New York the day war was declared and 
expected to land within a week at Ha- 
vana. Since then, until they landed on 
the shore of Guantanamo, they had been 
coopad up on the Panther, and they had 
begun to fear that the troops would 
beat them after all. 


General Blanco Telegraphs. 

Madrid, June 13.—The only definite in- 
formation from the Spanish side about 
Cuba is a short passage from an official 
dispatch of General Blanco to General 
Correa, minister of war, as follows: 
“Respecting Santiago, General Linares 
rep ‘ts that 15 merchant ships, with 
some tugs, forming apparently a total 
of 24 vessels, appeared before the port 
about noon. Only 15 remained, the 
others having left for Guantanamo with 
the Massachusetts and the Dolphin, 
which cannonaded the heights of Bait- 
iquiri. Nocasualtiesarereported. We 
do not know whether these merchant- 
men carry a portion of the contingent 
of the expedition.” 

An extremely bad Impression is ecur- 
rent as to the outcome ofevents. Busi- 
ness men are inclined to believe that the 
war will be short, probably lasting only 
another month. Military men hold the 
opposite view, considering that Spain 
can put much reliance on the elements. 
While the Americarf landing in Cuba is 
officially denied, the authorities assert 
that even if it were true it would be un- 
important, as the Spanish army would 
give a good account of itself. It is be- 
Neved that the question of food supplies, 
so far as the peninsula is concerned, is 
settled at least until October.

GEN, BOYNTON CAUSTIC 


Speaks of “an Infamous and Trans- 
parent Game.” 


Says That Soldiers Are Not 
Suffering. 


The Charge of an Insufficiency of Food le 
Controverted. 


Chickamauga, June 13.—General Boyn- 
ton, chairman of the park commission, 
being asked by The Associated Press 
representative in regard to the stories 
of short food supplies at Camp Thomes 
sent out to certain sensational news- 
papers, said: “A few sensational news- 
papers in the east have recently as- 
serted that the soldier heroes are suf- 
fering for food. These stateménts have 
been paraded in startling form, and the 
friends of the volunteers have been made 
miserable. The whole business has been 
deliberately manufactured. I took oc- 
casion to obtain the issue of rations for 
10 days past for each of the regiments 
specified in these newspaper articles as 
suffering. In each case it turned out, 
not only had full rations been issued for 
this whole time and that no separate 
article making up the ration had been 
short, but that two vegetable rations In 
addition to the ration had been issued 
to all. Not only this, but the whole Is- 


sue had been in first-class condition,

“This wholesale attack upon the very 
faithful, competent and energetic offi- 
cers responsible for the issue of stores 
seems to have been devised to bunco the 
public and fix its attention upon stores 
and supplies which these sensational 
newspapers now propose to forward ta 
the so-called ‘relief of the soldiers 
at Camp Thomas.’ It is both an infa- 
mous and very transparent game, and 
as stated, based on qualified falsehood. 

“Among the other charges against the 
camp, it is denounced as sickly. The 
fact is, the sick rate has been steadily 
decreasing ever since the camp was es- 
tablished. General Brooke's orders to 
prohibit the sale of pop and other slop 
in the park caused the sick rate to go 
down 20 percent in four days. 

“First, for its cruelty to the friends of 
the soldiers at home; next, for its in- 
justice to the able commander and his 
staff here, and lastly, for the implied at- 
tack upon the war department, the 
whole business is diabolical, and those 
engaged in it ought to be treated as pub- 
lic enemies and driven out of camp.” 

Every train out Sunday was crowded 
with soldiers who had been given per- 
mission to visit the city and the moun- 
tain. One of the trains was crowded 
to suffocation, and a number of soldiers 
mounted the top of the coaches. Ata 
point about three miles from Chatta- 
nooga a rgimber of telegraph wires cross 
the track of the railroad over which the 
soldier excursion train was passing. 
When the train reached this point 
“Judd” Sharp, Sixteenth Pennsylvania; 
C. H. Ames, Third Illinols, and Thomas 
Barrett, Fourteenth New York, were 
standing on top of a car and, not having 
knowledge of the wires, Sharp was 
caught under the chin and around the 
neck by one of the wires and dragged off 
the car, pulling with him Ames and 
Barrett, who had attempted to catch him 
and prevent his fall. The train was 
running at the rate of 20 miles per four 
atthetime. The three men were picked 
up and taken back to Lyttle. None of 
them was fatally injured, the force of 
the fall being broken by Sharp catching 
his comrades. They were badly brulsed 
and scratched. 


Only Regulars Taken. 

Tampa, Fla., June 13.—The expedition 
that sailed from here to Key West prior 
to going tu Santiago was made up of 
nearly 20 regiments of regular infantry, 
of from 600 to 550 men each, including, 
besides the regiments of the Fifth army 
corps, four regiments of infantry that 
have been in camp at Mobile and which 
formed part of Major General Coppin- 
ger’s command at that rendezvous. The 
total force of regular infantry was about 
11,000 men. There were also two regi- 
ments of volunteer Infantry, about 2000 
men altogether; the Becond regiment of 
cavalry from Mobile, 500 men; two 
squadrons each from the First, Third, 
Sixth, Ninth and Tenth cavairy, about 
2000 men; eight treops of volunteer 
cavalry taken from Roosevelt's rough 
riders, 560 men; four batteries of light 
artillery, 300 men and 16 guns; two bat- 
terles of heavy artillery, 200 men and 1¢ 
guns; the battalion of engineers, 200 men; 
signal and hospital corps, ete., about 800 
men, a grand total of about 17,000 men. 
The regulars were practically picked 
men, as not a single recruit was taken, 
the regiments carrying only the seasoned 
troops.

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GRAND OPENING. 


Of the Quincey Avenue Route of 
Street Railway. 


In spite of the threatening weather 
Saturday morning no better weather 
could have been desired than that 
which greeted the Quincy & Boston 
street railway at the opening of its 
new line to Weymouth via Quincy ave- 
nue, which took place that afternoon. 

Anyone who knows Presideat 
never does 
things by halves, and this fact was 
again demonstrated Saturday after- 
noon. That all who participated had a 
good time goes without saying, and 
they are looking forward to ‘the time 
when the company shall reach out its 
ever lengthening lines and reclaim 
some section that has never had the 
transportation facilities that we have 
now so long enjoyed and which we 
should not know how to do without. 

The new section opened Saturday is 
some three miles or more in length and 
brings into touch with the world a 
territory which though long neglected 
can not be excelled for natural 
beaties. According to the best in- 
formation at hand, it has been forty or 
more years since a house was erected 
at Quincy Neck and today there are 
several houses there unoccupied. A 
few years ago considerable business 
was done. Near S. F. Newcomb’s store 
was a stone shed which gave employ- 
ment toa number of mev. From the 
tide water at this point there was also 
a railroad, part of which now remains, 
running to Sargent’s quarry which was 
at that time being worked, the granite 
being shipped from near Newcomb’s 
store in vessels. The increased trans- 
portation facilities however enjoyed 
by the quarries at West Quiacy made 
it impossible for Quincy Neck manu- 
facturers to compete in prices and the 
granite business gradually ceased to 
exist. There came 4 fire and the end. 
There has been some little work since 
for semi-occasionally a vessel would 
come up the river for grout, but even 
this has practically fallen away. 

Just across the river into Braintree 
there is one of the prettiest groves to 
be found between Boston and Ply- 
mouth. It is a naturally beautiful spot 
and it is not among the impossibilities 
that in the near future this will be- 
come a popular summer _ resort 
for picnic parties. Certainly few more 
desirable spot could be found for a 
day’s outing. In this grove there is 
also located the famous trilobite quarry 
from which some of the finest speci- 
mens in the world have been taken and 
hundreds of geologist students with 
their professors have made pilgrimages 
here and spent the day with their 
hammers and chisels in gathering 
specimens. Yet they have not ex- 
hausted the supply, for the quarry has 
many more fine specimens within its 
keeping until some student succeeds in 
taking it away. 

Aside from this the ride is a very 
pretty one as the hundreds who were 
the guests of the railroad Saturday can 
testify. These guests together with 
the Weymouth and Holbrook bands 
filled seven large cars, which left City 
Square shortly after 3 o’clock, the car 
containing the band leading the way. 
Two bands alternated in furnishing the 
music on the trip. 

Just before the first car reached the 
bridge over the Monatiquot a lady was 
observed standing near the track. It 


was Mrs. John Streiferd and in her 
hand was a large and handsome 
bouquet. Mistaking one of the news- 


paper men on the front seat of the car 
for President Graham she handed him 
the bouquet with the remark that it 
was for the President. When Wey- 
mouth was reached the reporter handed 
it to Mr, Graham with Mrs. Streiferd’s 
compliments, 

Arriving at Weymouth a half hour 
was spent in looking about, and then 
the return trip was taken, a stop being 
made at Hayward’s grove for a clam- 
bake gotten up by Mr. Pawsey. It 
was a rouser and although there was 
a large crowd present there was plenty 
for all In the clambake were steamed 
clams, chicken, frankforts, lobsters, 
dressing and sweet potatoes. There 
was also a clam chowder. 

Outside of the grove Caterer Nash 
served a free lunch of sandwiches and 
coffee to everybody that was hungry, 
and he was kept busy. While this 
was in progress the Weymouth band 
gave a concert in Newcomb square and 
the Holbrook band was supposed to 
gave a concert in the grove but they 
could not find time to play they were 
so busy getting outside of the good 
things. It was a great picnic for the 
band. Later the Weymouth band came 
in and also had their fill of the good 
things. 

There was to have been some Speech- 
making at the grove but no one seemed 
to care to hear any speeches and this 
was omitted, 

In the evening the Holbrook band 
gave a concert at Newcomb square and 
everybody kept open house.

The interest which Admiral Cervera 
is said to be taking to effect the ex- 
change of Junior Lieutenant Hobson, 
United States navy, who was taken 
prisoner after sinking the Merrimac, re- 
calls the time when, as a lieutenant 
commander, Cervera was naval attache 
at the Spanish legation in Washington, 
nearly 25 years ago.

He was rich, a 
bachelor, and his dinners were among 
the finest given by diplomats during 
General Grant’s last presidential term. 
Cervera was recalled to enter the cabi- 
net of Alfonso XII in November, 1885. 

While in Washington Cervera had a 
love affair that was much talked of 
at the time.

the only child of one of the proud- 
est and haughtiest men who ever sat in 
the senate of the United States.

Whether she smiled or 
frowned upon her picturesque, hand- 
some Spanish lover cannot now be told. 

In those days Cervera played the 
guitar with the grace of his race and 
possessed an admirable light tenor 
voice.

Domestic Situation of Graver Concern Than 
the War. 


Vienna, June 13.—There is not a par, 
ticle of truth in the rumors that Spain 
has appealed to Emperor Francis Jo- 
seph to mediate, or thata ae, hate con- 
gress is contemplated to discuss the 
ultimate status of the Philippines. All 
the rumors of mediation and of peace 
proposals have no basis in any action 
by Spain herself or any power. The 
Spanish government has not yet reached 
a definite decision to face the inevitable, 
although there is evidence that the re- 
sponsible authorities individually are 
convinced of the hopelessness of further 
resistance to the Americanarms. Itis 
definitely known that no European pcewer 
will volunteer intermediary offices in 
any capacity in the present situation. 
The fact is, therefore, that no step what- 
ever has been taken as yet toward bring- 
ing the war to a close except such as the 
officers of the American forces are tak- 
ing to bring the campaign to a crisis. 

The question really is, How long will 
it take the Spanish government officially 
to reach the conclusion which the gev- 
ernment individually has arrived at al- 
most at the inception of hostilities? The 
information from Madrid warrants the 
assertion that according to the personal 
views of these gentlemen they would be 
glad if the powers would bring diplo- 
matic pressure to bear upon the United 
States to obtain the assurance that 
America will not retain the Philippines. 
If that assurance is given, Spain is pre-

The pretender, Don Carlos, 
fat, sleek and wealthy, is in Brussels, 
calmly plotting the completion of Spain's 
ruin. There are with him naval and mil- 
itary officers and civilian traitors re- 
ceiving commissions, instructions and 
bribes. Depots for arms have already 
been established in many places in north- 
ern Spain. Five batteries of artillery, 
purchased from Krupp through a trusted 
intermediary, have been delivered, and 
are believed at this moment to be aboard 
a steamer at Antwerp. Spanish poll- 
ticians are beginning to turn their eyes 
toward the supposed rising sun. Until 
a week ago it had been Supposed that the 
Carlist power and courage had been ex- 
aggerated, but these ideas are vanishing 
before the proofs which the pretender 
has been able to furnish of financial 
backing, numerical strength, material 
means and preparedness,

Washington, June 14.—Peace is still 
remote. The end of the war is not in 
sight. To this conclusion the president 
and his advisers have reluctantly come, 
even though their judgment is in op- 
position to their hopes. They look for- 
ward now to a long drawn-out war, un- 
less they can execute some stroke which 
would be absolutely fatal to Spain. 

When the war began many keen ob- 
servers predicted a prolonged contest. 
They based their beiief on the knowl- 
edge that wars with Spain, from the 
tinte of Napoleon, have been long drawn 
out, with Spain persistently fighting 
against great odds, and refusing to sur- 
render, even after the tide of war had 
irresistibly turned against her. 

With the possibility that the war is yet 
to last several months, the president and 
his advisers are facing the new situation 
with the utmost frankness. It is esti- 
mated at the war department that within 
the next two months 60,000 American 
soldiers Will be in the field at the Phil- 
ippines, Perte Rico, Santiago and other 
Cuban ports not yet named, but against 
aggressive operations are pro- 
posed. By that time the volunteer army 
now in camp, and yet to be mustered in, 
will be fully clothed and armed, and will 
be ready for the irjvasion of Cuba. 
Whether it wil be sent to Havana as 
soon as it is ready is a question which 
cannot yet be answered, because it will 
depend entirely upon circumstances. It 
may be that the best judgment of the 
military authorities will agree that the 
investment of Havana shall then take 
place, in which event the army will be 
transported to Cuban soil without re- 
gard to climatic conditions. If, on the 
»ther hand, it is deemed best to wait until 
fall, a program of postponement will be 
followed out regardless of any popular 
demand for immediate action. In short, 
every step will be taken with great de- 
liberation, even though the army be 
ready to move. 

It has been realized for sometime that 
as yet no assault has been directed 
against a fatal spot in the Spanish na- 
tion. The Philippines, Porto Rico and 
Cuba may all be lopped off without in- 
juring the parent trunk. This being the 
it may be necessary to strike the 
vital blow on the peninsulaof Spain. Ags 
a close friend of the president remarked, 
it may be easier to send a fleet across the 
water than to send an army to Cuba, 

The army is afloat to join Sampson's 
squadron. The first great struggle be- 
tween the Spanish and American sol- 
diery is near at hand. With this ex- 
pedition under way the military author- 
ities are turning their attention to the 
capture of Porto Rico, and the second 
expedition should soon start. With their 
departure the war department threw 
aside the veil of secrecy which has 
hitherto surrounded its operations, and 
not only frankly admitted that the troops 
had left, but made public the personnel 
of the expedition.

Lucky For the Marines, 

Kingston, Jam., June 14.—The wonder 
is that the Spaniards did not drive the 
marines from this first American post 
on Cuban soil into the sea. There are 
only 620 marines there. They fought 
in the open, with but few rifle pits, 
trenches or hiding places. The tramped 
brush shows that the attack Saturday 
afternoon was made by a heavy body of 
the enemy. Their number is estimated 
by the Cuban insurgents at more than 
2000, it being known that there are about 
2500 Spanish troops in and about Guan- 
tanamo. 

It is lucky for this little band of ma- 
rines that the Spaniards are not bolder 
fighters, or Saturday night's battle would 
have been a bloody tale of fieroic resist- 
ance to overwhelming numbers and the 
wiping out of a forlorn hope. 

The Spaniards had mounted two guns 
on the west side of the harbor and 
blazed away with them lateSunday. A 
few shells from the Texas stopped their 
nonsense. The guns were not of suf- 
ficient range to reach the Americans, 
and, in fact, the gunners did not attempt 
to fire after the Texas opened on them. 


Hardly an Authentic Interview. 
Brussels, June 14.—The special Madrid 
torrespondent of a paper of this city 
telegraphs an interview which he claims 
to have had with Mr. Merino, the private 
secretary of the Spanish premier, in 
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which the secretary 1s quoted as naving 
formally declared that the Spanish gov- 
ernment will accept any peace proposal 
which is submitted, ‘“‘on the express con- 
dition that it does not emanate from the 
enemy;” but the premier’s secretary is 
said tohave added: “Theinternational 
mediation which would be especially wel- 
comed upon the part of Spain would bein 
the case of the initiative being taken by 
France or Austria.” 


What Madrid Thinks. 

Madrid, June 14.—The opinion here is 
that a land attack upon Santiago will 
prove a much harder operation than is 
commonly supposed, The country tobe 
traversed presents great natural dif- 
ficulties, To arrive at Santiago an ex- 
pedition must cross a range of of moun- 
tains called Sierra Cobre, in which there 
are many positions easily defended by 
comparatively small forces, especially 
against an enemy which is sure to be 
delimated and demoralized by yellow 
fever and dysentery; for this district, at 
all times, is the most unhealthful in 
the island. 

Doubtless the Americans will have the 
assistance of the insurgents, who are 
thoroughly acquainted with the topog- 
raphy of the district and are well-sea- 
soned against disease; but in the past 
history of the insurrection the rebels 
have never had much success in attack- 
Ing fortified positions. At the same 
time it must be remembered that a con- 
siderable number of Spanish troops are 
available for defense. 

The prospect of a conjoint bombard- 
ment by the American squadron does not 
excite serious apprehension in the minds 
of the Spanish military authorities, For 
the moment, however, the Cuban ques- 
tion is rather in the background owing 
to the hot discussion everywhere of Phil- 
ippine affairs. The papers are publish- 
ing curious documents relating to the 
transactions for the surrender of Aguin- 
aldo before the war. 


Its Days Numbered. 

London, June 14.—The Paris corre- 
spondent of The Morning Postsays: “I 
learn from a trustworthy source that the 
days of the Sagasta cabinet are num- 
bered. It is believed the cabinet is aware 
that the torpedo boat déstroyer Terror 
has been lost and, despite official de- 
nials, it is rumored that there is further 
bad news from Cuba. Silvela, leader of 
the dissident Conservatives, is regarded 
asthecoming man. The Carlists are en- 
rolling adherents, and startling develop- 
ments are expected.” 


Private Ldmprey Dead, 

Chickamauga Park, June 14. — The 
fourth death in the Eighth Massachu- 
setts occurred yesterday from appen- 
dicitis. Private Timothy O. Lamprey of 
company B of Amesbiry was brought to 
the hospital Friday suffering severely 
from cramps and exhaustion. Saturday 
afternoon he was removed to the di- 
vision hospital, where he died. Lamprey 
lived in Salisbury, Mass., where he left 
a widow and fourchildren. 


Germapy Monaces San Domingo, 
Cape Haytien, Hayti, June 14.—The 
Officials of the Dominican government 
having seized at Monte Cristi, Santo 
Domingo, a business house formerly be- 
longing to Jimenes, leader of the abor- 
tive revolutionary attempt, but now the 
property of a German company, the Ger- 
men consul general has asked Berlin to 
send a warship to that port to protect the 
company’s interests. 
Jimenes carefully made over his busi- 
{ ness to his successor before embarking 
( in the revolutionary enterprise. Presi- 
dent Heureaux’s government demanded 
that the owners of the business should 
Pay a fine of $200,000 because of the part 
Jimenes took in the insurrection. This 
was refused, and the private seals which 
had been placed on the doors of the ware- 
house were broken by Dominican of- 
ficials, who took possession. 


Blames the Reporter. 

London, June 14.—The Daily Chronicle 
publishes an interview with Chauncey 
Depew with reference to his reported 
utterances to French newspaper men 
on the subject of an Anglo-American 
alliance and the relations between the 
United States and France. Mr. Depew 
explained that the French paper had not 
correctly represented his views, declar- 
ing that he did not say there never would 
be an Anglo-American alliance. What 
he did say was that a specific alliance 
Was “not necessary or possible because 
it ought to have constant and cordial 
co-operation.” Mr. Depew sald also: 
“My statements regarding France and 
America were similarly overcolored.” 


Paucity of Truth. 

Madrid, June 14.—In the chamber of 
deputies yesterday the minister of the 
interior, replying to questions on the 
subject, said that according to the semi- 
official dispatches during the last fight 
at Santiago ‘“‘a Spanish shell burst on the 
-deck of the Massachusetts, dismounting 
a gun, killing and wounding a number 
of men and seriously injuring the ves- 
eel, while the New York and several other 
vessels were compelled to withdraw ina 
badly damaged condition. In addition 
three of the American ships were sent 
back to the repairing yard.” 


Victims of the Attack. 
Washington, June 14. — The three 
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marines reported as among those wno 
fell in the first battle on Cuban soil at 
Guantanamo were comrades. Sergeant 
Charles Hampton Smith was born at 
Westminster, Md., 81 years ago. His 
next of kin is his sister, Cora G. Smith of 
Smallwood, Md. Sergeant Smith enlist- 
ed Aug. 30, 1893, at the barracks here. 
He had a brave spirit and was quickly 
promoted from private to the rank of 
sergeant. His record was an excellent 
one. 

Private William Dunphy was a native 
of Gloucester, and 22 years old. He en- 
listed in the marine corps on the 9th of 
last December, and was one of the re- 
cruits at the barracks at Boston. His 
next of kin is an aunt, Mrs. McDonald, 
No. 55 Duncan street, Gloucester. 

Private James McColgan enlisted at 
the post at Boston Jan. 5, 1897. His next 
of kin is an aunt, Fanny O’Loughlin of 
Stoneham, Mass. 


Costly Bombardment. 

Kingston, Jam., June 14.—Approxi- 
mately $200,000 worth of ammunition 
was expended in the bombardment of 
Santiago, but apparently it has not 
checked Spanish activity on the earth- 
works. The warships lost a quantity of 
crockery and other easily breakable 
things from the concussion of the big 
guns. 

Lieutenant Commander Delehanty, 
with the gunboat Suwanee, armed 3000 
Cubans with rifles, ammunition and 
machetes, a quantity of medicine and 
several tons of bread and bacon. The 
Cubans are very active, expressing the 
greatest confidence and promising to 
maintain a close blockade of Santiago 
on the land side. Strict supervision is 
exercised in the landing of arms and 
supplies, and nothing is given to an in- 
surgent camp beyond what it can suc- 
cessfully defend against any probable 
force. The insurgents represent that 
#heir numbers are rapidly increasing. 
Certainly they have evidenced their 
ability in the neighborhood of Guan- 
tanamo, whre they have got possession 
of the railway and telegraph termini. 
They say that they watched Monday's 
bontbardment from the hills at the rear 
of Santiago; that as many as 300 Span- 
iards were killed and several guns dis- 
mounted. Terrible execution was 
wrought by the 12-inch shells. of the 
Texas. If their statements can be re- 
lied upon, the Spanish garrison at San- 
tiago is on half rations and the town it- 
self is even much worse off, the mill- 
tary authorities refusing to sell citizens 
provisions at any price. The insurgents 
predict that a famine will cause speedy 
capitulation, 


The San Francisco's Mishap. 

Highland Light, Mass., June 14.—The 
flagship San Francisco, with Commander 
Howell on board, while attempting to 
round Cape Cod in a heavy fog, went 
ashore near High Head life saving sta- 
tion Monday morning, but by the hard 
work of the crew, who threw over a 
large quantity of coal and ballast, and 
‘he assistance of four tugs from Boston, 
she came off apparently uninjured. 

The cruiser had been out all night and 
was making her way back to Province- 
town. The fog was very thick, and by 
some means her navigating officer missed 
the big fog whistle on Highland Light 
only a few miles away, and, thinking 
the ship well to the northward, swung 
her head round to the westward. The 
ship struck head on, going at a speed of 
about eight knots. The tide had ebbed 
about an hour and, after an abortive at- 
tempt to back off, Captain Leary gave up 
hope of floating the big cruiser at that 
time. 

A hurried examination did not disclose 
any injuries to the ship, and it is prob- 
able that she will not have to be dry- 
docked. The San Francisco at once 
started for Provincetown. 

The escape of the valuable warship 
from utter destruction was most for- 
tunate and was due to favorable weath- 
er and unti«ing exertions of her crew. 


Collector Gill's Scheme, 

Boston, June 14.—Collector of Internal 
Revenue Gill of the district of Massa- 
chusetts has made public the following 
statement on the proposed collection 
of war taxes: “Owing to certain fea- 
tures of the new war revenue law, the 
stamps for which are not quite ready, | 
suggest, In order that business be inter- 
fered with as little as possible, that such 
as is necessary to be done by check, note 
or other instrument, and which cannot be 
delayed shall be done as though said 
papers bore the stamp required by law 
until such stampsareready. Makers of 
proprietary articles and dealers therein 
will take an immediate and actual mn- 
ventory of all stock on hand, and make 
asworn statement to this office, to be ad- 
justed later with whatever additional 
business is done previous to the receipt 
of stamps. 

“Manufacturers of tobacco, snuff 
cigars and cigarets, stamps for which are 
now ready, must not remove stock from 
their factory except the same has tax 
paid at the new rate. Dealers havi: 
stock on hand with stamps affixed at old 
rates subsequent to April 14, 1896, in ex- 
cess of 1000 pounds of tobacco or 20,000 
cigars or cigjrets, will make a return to 
this office within 30 days, which excess 
of stock will be assessed for the differ- 
ence between the old and the new rate.” 


Troub'e Between Farmers. 

New Haven, Conn., June 14.—Stephen 
Hill, a farmer, residing in Cheshire, and 
bis wife were locked up last night in 
fefault of $2500 bonds each, charged with 
assault with Intent to kill Louis Terrell, 
a farmhand, aged about 23. Terrell is 
at the Meriden hospital with his right 
shoulder and neck full of shot, and his 
condition is critical.

LYNCHING IN KANSAS, 


Murderer of a Farmer’s Daughter 
Killed by a Mob, 


Taken From the Sheriff and 
Executed. 


Populace Excited by the Granting of Change 
of Venue. 


Great Bend, Kan., June 14.—John 
Becker, about 50 years of age, paid the 
penalty for murder in @ manner not 
sanctioned by the law, in a square in 
this city Monday evening. - He had 
killed the 16-year-old daughter of Will- 
jam Hufftmeister, a farmer, who lives on 
the road to Ellinwood, and as the legal 
machinery did not move rapidly enough 
for the community, the farmers impro- 
vised some that operated with tragic and 
grewsome swiftness. 

Monday morning Becker was brought 
here from Hutchinson to be put on his 
preliminary examination. Early in the 
day farmers from the neighborhood of 
the crime began coming into town, and 
last evening the streets were thronged. 
When it became known that the mur- 
derer had been granted a change of 
venue te Lyons and that Sheriff Aber 
would take his prisoner east on a train, 
@ big crowd gathered at the depot. 

Sheriff! Aber started with Becker in a 
buggy for a crossing east of the city, 
intending to flag the trainthere. When 
the train pulled in the sheriff's strategy 
had become apparent toall. The would- 
be lynchers boarded the train and rode 
on. When Sheriff Aber at the crossing 
saw that the train was crowded, he 
hurriedly drove back to Great Bend and 
placed his prisoner in jail. At Dart- 
mouth, the lynching party left the train 
and started back to this city, having 
hired all the conveyances available 
there. 

A few minutes before 8 o’clock the mob 
swarmed around the jail. Believing he 
could outwit the lynchers, the sheriff 
rushed Becker from the jail to his buggy, 
which was in the street, but he had no 
sooner done so than he, his men and the 
prisoner were surrounded. The sheriff 
and his deputies made a stubborn de- 
fense, and the prisoner also fought 
desperately, but finally the miob pre- 
vailed, 

The murderer was borne to the public 
square. There arope was drawn around 
Becker's neck and, after he had been 
beaten almost to insensibility, the rope 
was thrown over the limb of a tree and 
he was drawn up. The sheriff and his 
men kept close to the lynchers, but they 
were held back for 15 minutes. Whenit 
became apparent that Becker was dead 
the mob dispersed and the murderer's 
body was cut down by the sheriff and 
the coroner. 

Though guns were drawn and threats 
were made, no shots were fired by the 
sherifefand his men in their struggle 
against the lynchers. Many of the 
lynchers must be known to the police 
officers, but there is no very strong talk 
of arrests. 

Becker Is said to come of a prosperous 
family at Marion, and a lawyer came 
here from that place to defend him. It 


is stated that insanity was to have been 
his defense. 


Bay State Legislature. 

Boston, Jupe 14.—An interesting de- 
bate occurred in the senate yesterday on 
the bill providing for the completion of 
the Massachusetts hospital for consump- 
tives and tubercular patients at Rutland. 
The ways and means committee amend- 
ed the bill making the appropriation 
contingent on the retirement of the pres- 
ent board of trustees, because, though 
$142,000 had been allowed them for the 
construction of buildings, they have ex- 
pended much more and gone beyond their 
authority. Thedebate was not finished. 

The committee on ways and means re- 
ported a bill for a state tax of $1,500,000. 
This is $250,000 less than last year. The 
auditor estimated that the year’s ex- 
penses would be $9,457,838, and the legis- 
lature has appropriated $9,573,384. The 
estimated income is $8,075,669, and the 
deficit is $1,497,714, 

After a few minutes of debate the 
house refused to suspend the rules to 
admit the resolve for the manufacture 
of haversacks for officers of the Massa- 
chusetts volunteer militia. 

On motion of Mr. Morse of the cape 

the housa bill to regulate wagering con- 
tracts on securities, the “antl-bucket- 
shop” bill, was referred to the next gen- 
eral court, 13 to 8, 

The resolve giving $15,000 to the Wom- 
an’s Charity club was passed to be en- 
grossed, as was the bill providing for 
state aid for soldiers and sailors and for 
rendering aid to their families. 


Ryan Defeated West. 

New York, June 14.—A large delegation 
of sporting men came from Buffalo, Al- 
bany, Troy, Rochester and Syracuse yes- 
terday to back Tommy Ryan in his bout 
with Tommy West. Just before the 
main fight began Ryan's backers re- 
@uced their odds from 2 to 1 to 9 to 5. 
fn many cases 8 to 6 was taken by the 
fanciers of West. Ryan looked exceed- 
ingly fit and well, and said he weighed 
147 pounds. West was also in splendid 
shape and weighed 152 pounds. The 
referee let the bout go as far as humanity 
would permit, and when at last he sent 
the men to their corners and awarded the 
honors to Ryan there was general satis- 
faction among the spectators.

AN ORDINANCE 


Concerning Telegraph, Telephone and 
Other Electric Wires. 


QUINCY. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of Quincy 
as follows: 


Section 1. The City Council shall have the 
exclusive power to license the erection and 
maintenance of telegraph, telephone and other 
electric | of wires, and the construction and 
maintenance of aerial and underground con- 
duits, cables and lines by telegraph and telephone 
companies, or other companies or by individuals 
within the City of Quincy. Whenever applica- 
tion is made for a location for such lines, it shall, 
before granting the same, first determine the 
streets through which said lines shall run, and 
shall then require the company or person so ap- 
plying to furnish a plan of the streets so desig- 
nated therefor, upon a scale of not less than 150 
nor more than 200 feet to the inch, and the City 
Council shall then determine and specify on said 
plan where each post may be located, and shall 
thereupon issue to the party applying therefor a 
certificate specifically enumerating the streets 
where the lines may be run, and the location of 
each post thereon as exhibited on said plan, the 
kind of post, the height at which all wires must 
be placed, and the dimensions and location of 
the underground conduit, if said lines or any 
part thereof shall be laid underground, and the 
location of the manholes and distributing poles. 

Said plan and a copy of said certificate shall 
be filed in the office of the City Clerk, and the 
construction of the line shall conform thereto in 
every particular, and any part or man hole 
placed otherwise than as herein designated shall 
be forthwith removed. Any license granted 
hereunder shall be subject to the right of the 
City, free of charge, to place its fire alarm tele- 

r or other electric lines upon the posts or 

the conduit so licensed to be main- 

d; and to the right of the City to license 

the location of lines by any other person or com- 

pany upon said poles, upon payment to the 

owner thereof of a reasonable compensation, to 

be determined by the parties, and they failing to 

agree, it shall be determined by the Mayor.

them, execute a bond, with satisfactory security 
ina penal sum of not less than ten thousand 
dollars, and of form satisfactory to, and to be 
approved by, the Mayor, conditioned to indem- 
nify and save harmless the City against all dam- 
ages, costs, expenses and losses whatsoever to 
which it may’be subjected in consequence of 
the acts,or neglects of said company, corporation 
or person or either of their agents, officers or 
servants, and in any manner arising from, or 
growing out of the use and transmission of elec- 
tricity, the privileges permitted by the City, and 
the construction, maintenance, operation and 
use of said lines, wires, cables, conduits, posts, 
poles and all structures, constructions, fixtures 
and apparatus erected or used by them or either 
of them, and also to fulfill all their agreements 
with the City, all the orders conditions and ob- 
ligations imposed by the City Council, and all 
obligations and duties required by law, and this 
ordinance and every other ordinance of said 
City, and all additions and amendments thereto. 
A new bond of like import, and with new surety, 
may at any time be required by the City, which 
new bond shall be a strengthening bond, unless 
the surety or former bond is expressly released 
from further liability by vote of the City 
Council. 

Section 15. The Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department shall have the supervision of 
all telegraph, telephone and other electric lines 
of wires within the City, and shall see that all 
laws and ordinances in relation thereto are 
enforced. 

Section 16. Whoever violates any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall forfeit and pay 
a fine not exceeding twenty dollars fur each 
offence. 

SecTion 17. Ordinance No. 13, of the city 
ordinances, entitled, ‘‘ an ordinance concerning 
telegraph, telephone and other electric wires "’ 
and all the provisions and sections of said 
ordinance is hereby repealed, and all provisions 
of ordinances of the City inconsistent with this 
ordinance are hereby repealed.

NAVAL, LETTER 


The following letter was received last 
week from Allie Williams of Wollaston, 
who is on the U. S. 8S. ‘‘Oneida,’’ by 
his sister, Miss Arra Williams: 

Sunday May, 27, .1898. 

We left Portsmouth Navy Yard, Va., 
Wednesday night May 25 at 7.30 and 
steamed to Hampton Roads, dropping 
anchor at 9 P. M. Pulled up anchor at 
5.30 next morning and left Chesapeake 
bay far behind. We have had a splen- 
did trip so far except last night and 
today,—it is so rough that you cannot 
see straight. We are about 200 miles 
off Cape Hatteras. It is now 3 o'clock 
and dinner is all cleared away. 

We picked up twenty flying fish that 
flew on board during the night, cleaned 
them and had them for dinner with 
plum duff and scow soup... Provisions 
are short. From what I hear we are 
not going to stop until we,get to the 
Straights of Florida, then only anchor 
and send a message to Washington and 
proceed to Key West for business. 

I have been watching twenty porpoise 
playing around our bow. 

I will keep a little diary and mail 
this when we stop. We expect to reach 
Key West Wednesday afternoon. 

I am just back from the fire drill. 
My job with three others is to see to 
all the hatches and ventilators, then 


get a bucket and join the bucket 
squad. 

We have also a gun drill. The order 
is cast lose and provide. There are 


three men to a gun, I belong to the 
after gun on the port side. The captain 
of the gun gets the belts and revolvers 
for his two men, and the other man 
and I run to the magazine where the 
men pass the ammunition up. 

Monday, May 30—Sighted land at 10 
A. M. Thought we would go> to the 
bottom last night. At 2 A. M. the 
dynamo engine broke and we could feel 
the shock all over the ship. All hands 


were called, every light was out, and 
we had hard work to find lanterns. 


Then the circulating pump broke and 
delayed us so much, have been running 
under half speed. We are about five 
minutes sail from Jupiter light inlet 
and are going to signal to send a mes- 
sage to Washington. The Captain told 
meas I came past the pilot house to 
tell the engineer he could fix the 
engine up a little as he would stop for 
two or three hours. 

There is nothing but a long Cae 
with low shrubs visible. The crew are 
putting up awnings and swinging the 
boats on the davits that have been 
lashed to the deck. The Captain is 
going ashore in the launch. It is 
hotter here than you will see in Wol- 
aston all summer. 

Anchored at 1.30 P. M. Three boats 
with visitors came off. They gave the 
Captain a dozen pine apples, I helped 
the cook peal them and we took two of 


the largest and hid them, then gave 
the others out for supper. Tell father 
I wish he had one as they would melt 


in his mouth. 

Before supper we had rifle practice. 
A bucket was thrown overboard and 
the first gang had it right opposite. 
I was the last man to shoot. It was 
five and six hundred yards 
astern when I fired. Another fellow 
and I came the nearest. This practice

We passed a 
barque high and dry on the beach. We 
are running along about a mile from 
shore. If the other boiler gives out we 
will have to row. With sails set we 

passed Atlanta city at 10.50 A, M. 

Our supplies are short, no bread or 
flour , only hard tack, with ee and 
canned Anchored at 30.

Oil Plant on Fire. 

Philadelphia, June 14.—The extensive} 
plant of the Philadelphia Oil Refining 
company at Point Breeze, in the ex- 
treme southwestern part of the city, was 
visited by a fire last night, that, for a 
time, threatened to prove most disas- 
trous.. By the almost herculean efforts 
of the company’s workmen and nearly 
the entire fire department of the city, 
the flames were kept in check and the 
loss held within $300,000. 

The fire broke out in the shipping 
wharf, facing on the Schuylkill river, | 
wherein were stored cases, packages and | 
barrels of crude and paraffine oils and 
wax. In an instant, almost, the entire 
wharf was in flames. Five separate) 
alarms were sounded and 22 companies) 
responded, in addition to the four police 
and fire boats. Adjoining the wharf} 
——]| were the tanks filled with crude and} 
paraffine oils. On these the workmen 
and firemen worked with long lines of 
hose and kept tke intense heat from ig- 
niting the contents. Meanwhile car- 
loads of sand and earth were thrown 
upon the outskirts of the burning bulild-| 
ing and served to check somewhat the 
flames’ advances. 

Two barges, made fast in the dock,} 
were burned to the water’s edge, and} 
one ship, the County Dumfries, was 
slightly scorched. Within the buildings 
were 2000 packages of paraffine, valued 
at about $38,000, and 200,000 cases of crude 
oil, valued at $200,000, and 1300 barrels of 
lubricating oil, The company carried 
its own insurance.

MARINES’ PERIL. 


Slaughter May Transpire 
Any Night. 


Kingston, June 15.—Fifteen dead 
Spaniards are out in one little stone 
house in the brush. But two more 
American marines have been killed and 
seven more wounded. That makes six 
dead and seven wounded on our side, and 
the fight is still on. 

The Spaniards fight like Sioux. They 
steal up in the night. They skulk in the 
brush. They never charge or stand ex- 
cept when they think they can cut off 
or annihilate a small party of American 
scouts. They give the marines no rest. 
By day they fire at long range, just often 
enough and just well enough to keep the 
devoted band of herves stirred up, rest- 
jess, alert.

Possibility of the 


of a Postponement 
General Movement. 

Washington, June 15.—President Mc- 
Kinley has not given up his hope that 
Spain will come to terms and ask for 
after the fall of Santiago and San 
but if she still holds out, he is 
likely, as was stated Monday, to send Ad 
miral Sampson or Commodore Schley 
to attack the Canaries and the coast of 
Spain before attacKing Havana, for it 
seems probable that General Miles will 
have his way and that the general inva- 
gion of Cuba will be postponed until 
after the rainy season, in the hope that 
meanwhile Spain will yield. 

General Miles reports, as the result of 
his observation and the information 
coming to him, that a suitable army for 
the invasion of Cuba and an attack on 
Havana cannot be ready before the md- 
die of August, and it may then be con- 
sidered wiser to keep it waiting until 
late in the fall, although this has not 
been determined, and much depends on 
the operations against Santiago and San 
Juan and in the Philippines. 

Our government is counting them as 
certain to be successful, the Spanish 
government is counting them as yet to be 
carried out, and it will not admit in ad- 
vance that Spain will lose; but President 
McKinley's hope is that when Spain 
actually has lost Santiago and San Juan 
and Manila she will be brought to see 
the futility of further resistance and will 
sue for peace, for the suggestion of the 
Spanish government that it is waiting 
for peace proposals from the United 
States through a third power was 
laughed at in cabinet meeting yesterday.

No Doubt Now. 

Tampa, June 15.—After weeks of wait- 
ing and preparation the first army of in- 
vasion to start from the eastern shores 
of the United States, departed under 
the command of General Shafter yes- 
terday. The fleet consisted of 35 ves- 
sels, four tendersand l4convoys. These 
are all now upon the gulf of Mexico, 
headed to the southward until they pass 
Key West at least. If their destination 
be Cuba they will continue their present 
course until Cape Antonio, at the west 
of the island, is doubled, when an east- 
erly course will be sailed until they 
reach Santiago. 

Shortly after 9 o'clock the funnels of 
the transports began to pour forth vol- 
umes of smoke. The commanders gave 
their orders to cut loose, and the vessels 
backed into the bay and anchored to 
await the order to sail. All eyes were 
riveted on the Seguranea, the flagship, 
and when the final signa! came, a mighty 
cheer arose from the lower row of port- 
holes to her top, and hats were waved 
with wild delight. The anchor was 
quickly weighed and the g- at vessel 
pointed her prow down the bay. Ina 
few minutes the City of Washington, 
Rio Grande, Cherokee, Iroquois and 
Whitney followed. As these boats 
picked their way through the anchored 
fleet, men shouted and bands played.

Bravery Reoogaized. 

Washington, June 15.— Substantial 
recognition has been given by the navy 
department to the members of the gal- 
lant crew which took the Merrimac into 
the entrance of Santiago harbor and 
sunk her across the channel under the 
very muzzles of the Spanish guns. Sec- 
retary Long has signed orders to Ad- 
miral Sampson, directing the promotion 
of all the members of thecrew. Lieuten- 
ant Hobson’s reward will come later 
through congress. 

The orders direct the promotion of the 
men as follows: Daniel Montague, 
master-at-arms, to bea boatswain, from 
$50 a month to $1300 a year; George 
Charette, gunner’s mate, to be a gunner, 
from $50 a month to $1300 a year; Ru- 
dolph Clausen, Osborne Deignan and 
—— Murphy, coxswains, to be chief 
boatswain’s mates, an increase of $20 
@ month; George F. Phillips, machinist, 
to be chief machinist, from $40 a month 
to $70 a month; Francis Kelly, water 
tender, to be chief machinist, from $37 
a@ month to $70 a month. 

In addition to the promotions steps 
have already been taken towards the 
Presentation of medals to Constructor 
Hobson and the members of his crew. 
What new honors await Hobson, who 
planned and executed the brilliant coup, 
have not yet been disclosed. 


Admirals to Be Retired. 

Washington, June 15.—In addition to 
Admiral Kirkland, five other admirals 
will retire during the next few months 
on account of age. They are Admiral 
Joseph N. Miller, commanding the Pa- 
cific station; Admiral Montgomery 
Sicard, president of the naval war board; 
Admiral E. O. Matthews, president of 
the examining and retiring board; Ad- 
miral F. 8. Bunce, commanding the New 
York navy yard, and Admiral C. 8. Nor- 
ton, commandant of the Washington 
navy yard. With the exception of Ad- 
mira! Miller, all of these officers are likely 
to be retained in the present ple.ces after 
their retirement during the continuance 
of the war because of the non-availa- 
bility of officers on the active list. Ad- 
miral Miller is in command of & fleet, and 
retired officers are not eligible for such 
duty unless specially authorized by act 
of congress. 


ADMIRAL BUNCE. 

Admiral! Miller, the senior officer, has 
three vessels in his squadron and Rear 
Admiral Sampson, the junior of them 
all, has over 70 vessels under his com- 
mand. The last named officer does not 
attain the actual rank of a flag officer 
until he becomes a commodore next 
month by the retirement of Admiral 
Kirkland. His rank as captain, which 
he now bears in the naval register, would 
not ordinarily entitle him to a higher 
command than that of a single vessel. 
In putting him in command of the larg- 
est and most powerful fleet that was ever 
gathered under the United States flag 
the president found it necessary to give 
him the nominal rank of acting rear ad- 
miral. 


Asleep at Their Posts, 

Boston, June 15.—A Herald special 
from Chickamauga park says that five 
recruits of the Eighth regiment were 
found asleep at their posts on the same 
night. These sentinels were: Edwin 
H. Poor and William F. Greenway of 
company A, Newburyport; William W. 
French of company I, Lynn;Melvin P. 
Paine of company M. Somerville, and 
Alexander Lanstot of company BE, Bev- 
erly. The importance of wide-awake 
posts that night rests in the fact that the 
regimental paymaster had $15,000 in cash 
in camp and 35,000 rounds of ammuni- 
tion were in stock. The five men are to 
be tried by a general court-martial, or- 
dered by Major General Brooke. Ac- 
cording to the articles of war “any sen- 
tinel who is found sleeping at his poat, 
or who leaves it before he is regularly 
relieved, shall suffer death, or such other 
punishment as a court-martial shall di- 
rect.” 


Views of a Britisher. 

London, June 15.—The Standard pwb- 
lishes a dispatch from R. J. Whigham, 
who has arrived at Kingston from Ha- 
vana, where he was recently in custody 
on charge of being a spy until he had 
satisfied the authorities that he was in 
Cuba as a correspondent Mr. Whig- 
ham says: “The garriso:; at Havana, 
including the volunteers, numbers 60,- 
000 men, while recruits are enrolling 
daily. There is no prospect of starva- 
tion for sometime to come, as meat ts 
selling at 15 pence (about 30 cents) a 
pound, and, while flour is scarce, there is 
plenty of cornmealandrye. Thesupply 
of coal, however, may give out within a 
month and leave the city in darkness. 

“The defenses of the town have been 
greatly strengthened since the war be- 
gan. Two hundred guns have been 
mounted on the shore batteries, includ- 
ing six 12-inch cannon. In short, Ha- 
vana is now practically impregnable, 
providing the Spaniards make a good 
fight. Two lines of defenses have been 
completed inland in the last month or 
two, and it is believed that the capture of 
the city will require at least 75,000 Ameri- 
can troops.” 


Fall Seems Imminent. 

London, June 15.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Daily Telegraph, for- 
warding advices he has received from 
Manilg up to June 8, says: On June § 


the insurgents forcea the passage of tne 
Zapote river and captured Las Pinas 
and Paranaki. Since then, up to the 
time my advices left Manila, the fighting 
had been continuous, and the Spaniards 
were being gradually driven in. x 

The fall of the city seems imminent 
before the arrival of the American forces. 
Manila is absolutely incapable of re- 
sisting bombardment. Admiral Dewey 
is surprised at the rebel progress; but 
the Spaniards suspect that the insurg- 
ents are fighting under American guid- 
ance. The defenders of the city have 
suffered severely from the incessant at- 
tacks and from want of food and rest, 
and the hospitals and churches are 
crowded with the wounded. 


Blanco Not Ready to Exchauge. 

Havana, June 15.—Tuesday morning 
two American crulsers and one dispatch 
boat opened fire against the batteries 
at the entrance to the harbor at San- 
tiago de Cuba, discharging between 50 
and 60 shots of different caliber. The 
batteries of Morro and Socapa castles 
answered the fire, and the American 
warships retired. At the Socapa battery 
three men were slightly wounded. 

Tuesday afternoon an American gun- 
boat appeared off Havana harbor witha 
flag of truce. When she arrived within 
a short distance of the fort, Lieutenant 
Colonel Ramos on board the Spanish 
gunboat Flecha went to meet her. The 
correspondent understands that the 
Americans proposed an exchange of the 
wrisoners, or somejof them, captured 
with the Spanish steamer Argonauta for 
the American prisoners taken at San- 
tiago at the sinking of the Merrimac. 
General Blanco, it is understood, gave 
no definite answer to the American pro- 
posal, alleging that he had received no 
instructions from the Madrid govern- 
ment on the subject. 


Meritorious Run, 

Washington, June 15.—In the general 
admiration excited by the splendid per- 
formance of the Oregon, in running from 
San Francisco clear around South Amer- 
lea to join Sampson before Santiago, 
the equally meritorious run of the little 
Marietta over most of the same course 
has been lost sight of. Likethe Oregon, 
the Marietta is a product of a Pacific 
coast shipyard, and the high character 
of the work done in constructing this 
ship is shown by the captain's statement 
that the little boat made this 12,000-mile 
voyage without stopping for repairs. 
Considering the great disparity in the 
size of the Oregon and the Marietta, the 
performance of the latter is certainly 
quite as remarkable as that of the Ore- 
gon, even though the time made was not 
so good. 


News From Havana 

Havana, June 15.—A local paper says 
that the insurgent chief, Damio Cabal- 
lero, arrived at Santa Clara a few days 
ago from Manazanillo to join the brigade 
being organized by the former insurgent 
chieftain, Masso. It also appears that 
Caballero was interviewed by a corre- 
spondent about the situation of affairs in 
the eastern part of Cuba, and he is al- 
leged to have asserted that the leading 
insurgent chiefs met in assembly at 
Bayamo, province of Santiago, in the 
middle of May and discussed for 36 hours 
the question of the acceptance or non- 
acceptance of American intervention in 
Cuba. The correspondent asserts that 
Caballero declared the opinion of the 
majority of the insurgent leaders to be 
against American intervention. 

Advices from Matanzas say that on 
Saturday last over 200 insurgents made 
an attempt to enter Camanayauga, 
province of Matanzas, and succeeded in 
burning some houses, but were repulsed 
with loss. The same force was after- 
wards encountered on Saturday and 
Sunday last, and the Spaniards claim 
they dispersed them with a loss of 12 
killed. The insurgents are also reported 
to have carried away many of their 
wounded and to have abandoned a quan- 
tity of property which they looted at 
Cumanayaga. 


Spanish Retook a Position. 

Cape Haytien, June 15.—Lhe United 
States auxiliary cruiser St. Louis and 
several dispatch boats—so it is reported 
here—brought to St. Nicholas yesterday 
a story that a landing was effected by 
the Americans late on Monday very near 
Santiago. According to this account the 
Americans took possession of a fortified 
position commanding a portion of the 
port; but the Spanish rallied and at- 
tacked the invading force, finally dis- 
lodging it and retaking the position. 

This information does not tally witha 
cablegram recelved Sunday night by 
United States Minister Powell, which 
asserted that 8000 Americans had landed 
at Santiago bay without encountering 
serious opposition. 


Official dispatches received by the ma- 
fine hospital service regarding the yellow 
ever situation indicate effectual vigi- 
lance on the part of the authorities at 
McHenry, Miss.

GERMANY’S ROSTILITY 


Proof of It In Sending of Warshi 
to Manila, 


Belief That Emperor Has a| The Best Clan Bake 


Sinister Purpose. 


Movement Viewed With Favor by the Spanish 
Editors. 


Washington, June 15.—Despite the de- 
nials of the state department officials 
regarding the movements of German 
warships in the direction of Manila, it 
can be stated positively that the admin- 
istration fears s\®ious compli¢ations in 
the Philippines. The ships now there 
are the Kaiser, Kaiserin Augusta, Irene 
and Kormoran, with a total of 1605 men. 
It is evident that Germany is resglved 
effectively to protect her interest3 in the 
Philippines, as the German firms in 
Manila petitioned the government to do, 
some time ago. 

The action of the kaiser in sending 
practically ail his Asiatic fleet—a 
stronger aggregation than ours—into 
those waters, is looked upon with grave 
suspicion. Such a concentration of 
power, it is not believed, could be for the 
sole purpose of protecting German in- 
terests. The advice in several Berlin 
newspapers to their government to de- 
mand at least a coaling station in the 
Philippines, it is thought, comes near 
to voicing the least of the German de- 
mands. 

The Spanish press has increased its 
optimism, based on the belief that Ger- 
many intends to prevent a bombard- 
ment of Manila by making a naval dem- 
onstration. The newspapers urge shkeri- 
fices with the view of securihg Ger- 
many’s assistance, and political leaders 
express themselves in favor of offering 
Germany the following concessions in 
return for her “taking the initiative in 
checking America:” Naval stations and 
coaling depots in Spanish Oceania; 
Spanish concurrence in the develop- 
ment of Germany’s commercial and po- 
litical relations with Morrocco, 


Uproar In Paris. 

Paris, June 15.—The premier, Mr. 
Meline, opened the proceedings in the 
chamber of deputies yesterday by 
vehemently repudiating the statement 
that he was engaged in an anti-demo- 
cratic policy; but he declared that the 
accession of socialism to power would 
spell ruin for France. 

Ex-Minister Bourgeois followed, taunt- 
ing Meline with being unwilling to cut 
himself free from the rightists, and sev - 
eral extreme leftists continued their 
severe strictures of the premier’s “un- 
democratic policy.” 

Mr. Ribot then delivered a warm 
eulogy of the premier and proposed a 
vote of confidence in the government; 
but its terms elicited loud protests from 
the rightists and general excitement. 

Mr. Meline, however, accepted the 
terms of the motion, whereupon Mr. 
Cassagnac charged him with throwing 
over the rightists. The premier re- 
torted that he had never asked for the 
support of the rightists. 

The first part of Ribot’s motion, “the 
chamber, approving the declaration of 
the government,” was adopted by a yote 
of 295 to 272, and the second part, *‘Is de- 
termined to put in force the policy of 
democratic reform, based on the union 
of republicans,"” was adopted by 625 to 
5 votes. 

Then Mr. Ricard moved to add the 
words, “and supported by a majority 
exclusively republican.” Mr. Melinere- 
fused to accept this addition. Ricard 
insisted upon the vote, and the addition 
Was carried by 296 to 246 votes, where- 
upon there was a terrible uproar. The 
members of the extreme left arose en 
masse and shouted for the retirement 
of Meline. Borteaux yelled: “Get out; 
you are defeated.”

Gymnastics For Women. 


Physical culture in the home with refer- 
ence to the development of health and con- 
sequently beauty is thus discussed by a 
recent writer, who gives simple directions 
for private gymnastics: 

‘‘Systematic exercise can accomplish so 
much that it is a marvel to one who has 
enjoyed its benefits that it is not more 
generally practiced. It is entirely unnec- 
essary to be mistress of a system of physic- 
al culture. There are a few exercises 
which taken regularly and thoroughly will 
accomplish all that a system would. The 
tendency is, however, to be unsystematic 
in taking these exercises, and thus lose 
their good effect. Itis best to take them 
at night. In bedroom slippers and loose 
gown, with no bands to bind, no collar to 
rub, a girl is ready for the exercise that 
will make her rest as tranquil and sweet 
asa baby’s. Every muscle of the body is 
free to stretch, to stiffen with effort or to 
rest itself in complete relaxation. 

“Clubs, dumbbells and other gymnastic 
paraphernalia are unnecessary and really 
are more harmful than beneficial Grasp- 
ing the bell enlarges the knuckles. The 
friction of the clubs hardens the hands, 
and it is quite as easy to do without them. 
They are better unused. After all the 
preparations for bed are made, even to ar- 
ranging the rather flatand hard pillow, 
stand before your glass and begin your ex- 
ercise. 

“There is a real delight in watching the 
strong, easy movements of a healthful 
woman, and this ease and strength are 
within the reach of nearly all women. 

“The flat chests, shapeless waists and 
badly formed hips may at least be partial- 
ly remedied, and it requires only a little 
effort and persistence to accomplish it. 
Too many women lack persistence. In- 
stead of conscientiously taking their exer- 
cise every day they skip aday when they 
are feeling tired or lazy, then two or three 
days at a time, and eventually they learn 
to forget it or decide that the game is not 
worth the candle. 

““To develop breadth of chest place the 
hands on the waist line a little back of the 
hips, the fingers pointing outward. From 
this position move the elbows slowly back 
toward each other, making them come as 
nearly together as possible. Do this sey- 
eral times, counting four as the elbows ap- 
proach each other and two to recover posi- 
tion. By counting these movements a 
harmony is attained which will develop 
the muscles evenly,”

JUSTICE ENTHRONED. 


Universal Peace Is to Follcw That 
Achievement. 


W. J. Bryan So Declares at 
Omaha. 


Opposed to Land Covetousness In an Attrac- 
tive Garb. 


Omaha, June 15.—Thousands of citi- 
zens took part Tuesday in the dedica- 
tion of Nebraska's building at the ex- 
position. The principal speech on the 
occasion was delivered by W. J. Bryan, 
who, aside from brief remarks in in- 
terviews, had not spoken before on the 
war issue. 

Mr. Bryan in part said: ‘War is at- 
tended by hardship and suffering; it 
means @ vast expenditure of men and 
money. We may well pray for the com- 
ing of the time when the spears shall be 
beaten into pruning hooks and the 
swords into plowshares; but universal 
peace cannot .come until justice is en- 
throned throughout the world. Until 
the right has triumphed in every land 
and love reigns in every heart, govern- 
ments must, as a last resort, appeal to 
force. Our nation exhausted diplomacy 
in its efforts to secure a peaceful solu- 
tion of the Cuban question, and only took 
up arms when it was compelled to choose 
between war and servile acquiescence in 
cruelties which would have been a dis- 
grace to barbarism. 

“History will vindicate the position 
taken by the United States in the war 
with Spain. In saying this, I assume 
that the principles which were invoked 
in the inauguration of the war will be 
observed in its prosecution and eon- 
clusion. Ifa contest undertaken for the 
sake of humanity degenerates into a 
war of conquest, we shall find it difficult 
to meet the charge of having added 
hypocrisy to greed. To inflict upon the 
enemy all possible harm is legitimate 
warfare, but shall we contemplate a 
scheme for the colonization of the orient 
merely because our fleet won a remark- 
able victory in the harbor of Manila? 
Our guns destroyed a Spanish fleet, but 
cain they destroy that self-evident truth, 
that governments derive their just 
powers—not from superior force, but 
from the consent of the governed? Shall 
we abandon a just resistance to Euro- 
pean encroachment upon the western 
hemisphere in order to mingle in the 
controversies of Europe and Asia? 

“Nebraska will hold up the hands of 
the government while the battle rages, 
and when the warclouds roll away her 
voice will be heard pleading for the 
maintenance of those ideas which in- 
spired the founders of our government 
and gave the nation its proud eminence 
among the nations of the earth. If others 
turn to thoughts of aggrandizement and 
yield allegiance to those who clothe 
land covetousness in the attractive garb 
of ‘national destiny,’ the people of Ne- 
braska will, if I mistake not their senti- 
ment, plant themselves upon the dis- 
claimer entered by congress and expect 
that good faith shall characterize the 
making of peace, as it did the beginning 
of war. If some dream of the splendors 
of a heterogeneous empire encircling the 
globe, we shall be content to aid in bring- 
ing enduring happiness to a homogene- 
ous people, consecrated to the purpose of 
maintaining ‘a government of the people, 
by the people and for the people.’ ” 


For Attending a Circus. 

Fitchburg, Mass., June 15.—The entire 
school board met last night to receive 
the report of the high school committee 
on the recent suspension of 18 boys from 
the high school for attending a circus 
when they were supposed to be in school. 
The committee recommended that the 
boys should be allowed to receive their 
diplomas any time after June 30, which 
is graduation day, after successfully 
passing an examination and making a 
suitable expression of regret for their 
action. 

Rev. Abram Conklin, pastor of the Unt- 
versalist church, appeared before the 
board on behalf of the boys and their 
parents, offering their apology, and asked 
that they be reinstated. He wished the 
board to be merciful. A petition was 
elso received from the parents of the 
boys, offering an apology on behalf of 
their children, and respectfully asked 
to have them reinstated. James E. 
McConnell and Charles B. Smith, mem- 
bers of the committee, spoke in support 
of their report. The vote on accepting 
the report and adopting the recommen- 
dation resulted 11 to 8 in the affirmative. 


Dedicated Amid Plaudits, 

Omaha, Neb., June15.—The Nebraska 
building at the expos{tion was dedicated 
yesterday with appropriate ceremony 
amid the plaudits of thousands of citi- 
zens. Governor Holcomb took part in 
the exercises, together with many of the 
state’s most distinguished residents, 
The speakers were Constantine J. Smith, 
W. F. Gurley and Ww. J. Bryan. Mr. 
Bryan's oration was notable for his first 
public declaration on the war Issue. He 
urged that the war was for humanity 
and not for the annexation of United 
Btates territory. In conclusion he said 
that the manifest destiny of this na- 
tion was not to acquire new realms to 
govern, but to carry out the fundamental 
principles of democracy to the end that

Cuban Liberators Win 
4 Hot Battle. 


HUNTED THE ENEMY. 


Demolished a Camp and 
Filled a Well. 


TWO ATTACKERS KILLED. 


Kingston, June 16.—The United States 
marines made their first aggressive 
movement against the Spanish guerillas 
Tuesday, and completely routed them. 
The marines were under Captain Elliott, 
while the co-operating Cubans were un- 
der Colonel Laborda. The combined 
forces razed a Spanish camp about five 
miles from the American position, de- 
stroying the only wall in the vicinity and 
killing 40 Spaniards. One American ma- 
rine was slightly wounded. Two Cu- 
bans were killed and four wounded. 

It is impossible to estimate the num- 
her of Spaniards engaged, owing to their 
guerilla methods of fighting, but it is 
believed that there were at least 400. The 
marines behaved splendidly; their 
marksmanship being splendid even un- 
der the severe fire of the enemy. 

There was no renewal of the attack on 
the marines Monday night. They slept 
in the trenches with their rifles beside 
them, protected by a heavy picket line of 
insurgents and marines, under the com- 
mand of Lieutenants Lenore and Smith. 
They had strict orders not to fire unless 
commanded to do so. There were sev- 
eral alarms, but no firing during the 
night. In consequence, the men awoke 
much refreshed after four days and 
nights of continuous work and fighting. 
It was supposed the enemy had retired 
to the windmill in the night, on the south 
coast, the only remaining source of water 
supply. 

At 8 o'clock Tuesday morning the 
enemy made an unexpected, sharp at- 
tack upon the American rear and left 
flank. When the pickets reported for re- 
lief the guerillas crept along behind 
them and got within 100 yards, when the 
accidental discharge of a rifle in the 
trenches led them to believe they were 
discovered, and they opened fire witha 
volley which whistled harmlessly over- 
head. They shot too high as usual, and 
the marines scrambled from their steam- 
ing coffee and hardtack back to the 
trenches and met the guerillas with a 
ragged, but well directed rifle fire. In 
addition, five field pieces, mounted at 
angles In the trenches, and the machine 
uns poured a hail of bullets into the 
chapparel, scattering the main body of 
the Spaniards in all directions. Shells 
were dropped into their midst as they 
n. A few of the enemy stood their 
ground desperately on the left flank, and 
the crack of the Mauser rifies and the 
pinge of their bullets were heard rather 
than seen for an hour, as the smokeless 
powder used by the Spaniards made 
their location in the dense underbrush 
almost impossible. 

The Cubans were with difficulty forced 
out of the skirmish line, and some of 
them refused to be driven even when 
struck by their officers with the flat of 
their machetes. They tried to work out 
their knowledge of the methods of the 
Spanish guerillas in warfare. Our men 
are at a great disadvantage with the 
guerillas, who are past masters of this 
peculiar plan of campaign, of savage 
rather than civilized warfare. Themen 
slink through the tropical undergrowth 
as noiselessiy as shadows, some with 
their naked bodies concealed with palm 
leaves so that they are neither seen nor 
heard. Our men are not familiar with 
these tactics and awkwardly crash 
through the bush. Captain Elliott says 
the enemy could not stand a minute in 
the open, but he adds that they are dan- 
gerous antagonists at this sort of work. 
The marines, however, are seasoning 
rapidly.

Head of the Army Opposed to the Porto 
Rico Expedition. 

Washington, June 16.—The navy de- 
partment does not want Admiral Samp- 
son’s fighting ships taken away from 
Santiago until after it has fallen and 
Admiral Cervera's fleet has been cap- 
tured or destroyed, but the president, 
impatient to seize San Juan, wants the 
Porto Rico expedition to start as soon as 


the army Is ready. 
General Miles. who was opposed to 


sending General Sharfter’s expedition 
until it had received further preparation, 
is expecting to favor delay in sending 
the Porto Rico expedition, which prom- 
ises to be larger than the Santiago; but 
Secretary Alger is proceeding, under the 
president's personal directions, to pick 
out the best equipped volunteer regi- 
ments in all the camps, and to complete 
the equipment of those most easily 
equipped to go with the nucleus of reg- 
iments under Major General Coppinger, 
with a view to starting the expedition 
by the 1st of July, and is negotiating for 
additional transports, in order that those 
at Santiago need not be sent back, but 
may be kept for use there. 


Second Onslavght's Victims. 

Washington, June 16.—The marines 
who fell victims of the second onslaught 
of the Spanish forces at Caimanera were 
among the pick of the corps. The of- 
ficial records give the following facts 
concerning them: 

Henry Good, ktiled; enlisted in Bos- 
ton Dec. 2, 1889. He was honorably dis- 
charged from the Chicago Dec. 2, 1894, 
and re-enlisted the following day. Good 
was a native of Ireland, and 38 years old. 

George Tauman, killed; enlisted at the 
navy yard in Norfolk Nov. 17, 1897. He 
was born in Virginia, and was scarcely 
22 years old. 

Theinjured: James Roxbury, private, 
22 years of age, comes from Allentown, 
Pa., where he has a father. 

Thomas Wallace, private, enlisted in 
Portsmouth, N. H. He was born in Ire- 
fand, where his father lives. He is 34 
years of age. 

Joseph Martin, private, 
Boston, and is 29 years of age. 
native of Sydney, C. B.

Destroys Emplacements. 

Kingston, Jam., June 16.—The New 
Orleans, having been ordered by Rear 
Admiral Sampson to destroy the new 
emplacements half a mile east of Morro 
castle, on which a large number of Span- 
iards had been working, took up a po- 
sition Tuesday morning about 800 yards 
trom shore and 2000 yards from the Mor- 
ro battery. She opened upon the em- 
placements with her rapid fire guns. 
Med clouds of sand arose on the hilltop 
from where the emplacements were 
building. Following the 15th shot the 
Morro batteries replied with one shell 
that fell near the stern of the New York. 
After 20 minutes gunpractice Admiral 
Sampson signalled the New Orleans to 
ceased firing. Then she retired. The 
Morro battgries sent 10 shells after her, 
but without damage. Admiral Samp- 


son hoisted the signal, “Firing well 
done,” the first compliment of the kind 
from the adm E 

The Vesuvius was put to work im- 


mediately. Lieutenant Commander 
Pillsbury gave the word to fire and Lieu- 
tenant Quimby opened the airvent. 


There was a slight hissing, a sort of 
coughing noise, but no flame, no report, 


no warning to the Spaniards who were 
hiding in the darls: In 30 secondsa 
dull roar broke the silence of the tropi- 
calnight. Two-hundred pounds of gun- 
cotton had exploded on the hillside be- 
low the battery. Theships on the block- 
ade lines, two miles away, shook with the 
explosion. Before the echoes of the sec- 
ond shot died away the Vesuvius sent 
a third charge hissing out. It fell right 
on the brow of the hill, where the battery 
seemed to lie; into the air flew tons of 
earth and the smoke covered the land 
for half a mile. 


Anxiety In England, 

London, June 16.—Germany’s attitude 
at Manila is regarded as the most inter- 
esting phase of the war for the moment. 
The Germans are credited with a desire 
to find work for their navy; and another 
success like that at Kiao-Chou would 
reconcile the nation to the expenditure 
required to provide more warships. 
Therefore, despite official repudiations, 
the matter is regarded with some anx- 
iety. It is certain, however, that Ger- 
many would have to count upon the op- 
position of England and perhaps of 
Japan. 

The Daily Mailsays editorially: “We 
do not quite believe the rumors of pro- 
posed seizures by Germany in the Philip- 
pines and for one very good reason. 
England would have to be reckoned 
with. John Bull will back up Brother 
Jonathan if any attempt is made to de- 
fraud him of his rights.” 


Went With Shafter. 
Washington, June 16.—General Corbin 
received a telegram from Tampa, stat-

convinced that facts are fast proving 
the Americans powerless to conquer the 
garrisons in Cuba and Porto Rico, while 
they are also menaced with interna- 
tional complications at Manila. 


Gone to Manila. 

San Francisco, June 16.—The second 
fieet of transports weighed anchor about 
1 o'clock yesterday, and is now on the 
way to Manila with 3540 men. 

Capture of the Twickenham, 

Key West, June 16.—While the Twick- 
enham, the British steamer captured by 
the St. Louis while undertaking to de- 
liver 3200 tons of coal to the Spaniards, 
was on the way here, a Spaniard was 
discovered in the hold. He gave his 
nameas James Fernires and alleged that 
he was an officer on the Spanish hospital 
thip, the captain of which had dispatched 
bim on an errand to the Pacific. There 
was so little of definiteness in his state- 
ments that it is believed that he is an im- 
portant emissary of the Spanish. 

The Twickenham sailed April 21 from 
Newcastle-on-Tyne for St. Thomas, 
filled to her capacity of 3200 tons of coal. 
At St. Thomas the cargo appeared to 
have passed, according to papers, into 
the charge of a person named Clark, to 
whom the Twickenham had been char- 
tered by the British Steamship company. 
She left St. Thomas May 15 and sailed 
for Fort de France, Martinique, but 
Captain Goodrich of the St. Louis could 
find no papers to indicate to whom the 
ship and the cargo were consigned. June 
5 the United States consul at St. Pierre, 
Mart., wired to Washington that the 
Twickenham’s coal was consigned to the 
Spanish consul in that island, but that 
the local government refused permission 
to that official to land it on the same day. 


Want to Go Home. 

Washington, June 16.—The attorney 
general has referred to the navy depart- 
ment an appeal by Captain Lazen and the 
12 members of the crew of the Argonaut 
to be allowed to go to Cuba. The Ar- 
gonaut was captured by the Nashville 
April 29 off Cienfuegos and was con- 
demned as a fair prize. Her officersand 
crew were released upon giving their 
parole not to take up arms against the 
United States during the present war. 
They represent that their families live 
in Cuba and ask permission to join them, 
promising to observe their parole. The 
navy department has been obliged to 
refuse this request, contenting itself 
with giving the men their liberty. 


An Honest Crony. 

Boston, June 16.—A man named Kel- 
ley appeared at police headquarters yes- 
terday looking for advice as to the proper 
method of disposing of 17 bank books, 
representing between $20,000 and $25,000. 
The books belonged to Patrick Fay, who 
died at the Carney hospital last Satur- 
day. Fay was one of the old hotel 
waiters of Boston. In the course of his 
long life—he was about 80 years old when 
he died, and until about 72 years old had 
been actively employed—he had amassed 
the fortune which his friend was carry- 
ing. He wag a bachelor, had no rel- 
atives and was a lonely man save for the 
friend to whom he confided the care of 
his books. This crony proved to be 
entirely honest, and he desired to turn 
the books over to the person qualified 
to receive them. By the advice of Kel- 
ley, Fay made a will giving all the 
property to charity. Kelley wished to 
ascertain who would carry out the pro- 
visions of the will. Acting upon the 
advice received, the man delivered the 
books to Judge Fallon of South Boston, 
who will act as the executor. 


Insurance Company Must Pay. 

Boston, June 16.—A verdict of $26,279 
for the plaintiff was returned in the 
United States circuit court in the case 
of Susan E. Hadley vs the Provident 
Savings Life Assurance society of New 
York. The action was brought to re- 
cover $25,000 upon insurance policies is- 
sued by the defendant in January, 1897, 
upon the life of Frank H. Hadley, former 
freasurer of the Bennett and Columbia 
mills of New Bedford, who died in March 
of that year, and payable to the plaintiff, 
who is his widow. The defendant al- 
leged misrepresentation on the part of 
Hadley in his application, which had 
been signed in New York, with respect 
to his use of intoxicating liquors and 
his engagement in that line of business. 
The plaintiff, while denying the facts, 
claimed that the insurance was a Massa- 
chusetts contract, and that the law of 
this state should govern the case. The 
court ruled that the case was to be goy- 
erned by the laws of this state, and gave 
the jury instructions along the Iine of 
such law. The jury was out several 
hours before agreeing upon the verdict. 


Must Make Keturns, 

Washington, June 16.—Chairman 
Dingley of the ways and means com- 
nittee has introduced a bill supplemental 
to acts relating to the internal revenue 
law. It directs that every person or 
eoncern liable to any internal revenue 
tax, or having articles taxable, but un- 
paid, and every exeoutor or other fiduc- 
lary to file with the collector of the dis- 
trict such inventories or returns, The 
commissioner of internal revenue may 
also require statements under oath 
where exemption is claimed on the 
ground of any limitation. 
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NEARLY THREE TO ONE, 


Emphatic Declaration For Hawaiian 
Annexation. 


Unly Three Republicans With 
- the Opposition. 


) 
Eighteen Democrats Uisregarded the Caucus 
Conclusion. 


Washington, June 16.—By a vote of 209 
to 91 the house of representatives has 
adopted the Newlands resolutions pro- 
viding for the annexation of Hawaii. 
The debate, which had continued with- 
out interruption since Saturday, was one 
of the most notable of this congress, the 
proposed annexation being considered 
of great commercial and strategic im- 
portance by its advocates, and being 
looked upon by its opponents as involy- 
ing a radical departure from the long- 
established policy of this country, and 
likely to be followed by the inaugura- 
tion of a pronounced policy of coloniza- 
tion, the abandonment of the Monroe 
doctrine and participation in interna- 
tional wrangles. More than 50 members 
participated in the discussion. 

From a party standpoint the result was 
awaited with the keenest interest. The 
vote in support of the resolutions was 
made up of 179 Republicans, 18 Demo- 
crats, eight Populists and four fusion- 
ists. The vote against annexation com- 
prised 77 Democrats, three Republicans, 
seven Populists and four fusionists, 

The announcement of the vote was 
cheered upon the floor and applauded 
generally by the spectators. The reso- 
lutions adopted, in a preamble, relate 
the offer of the Hawaiian republic to 
cede all of its sovereignty and absolute 
title to the government and crown lands, 
and then accept the cession, and declare 
the islands annexed. The resolutions 
provide for a commission of five, at least 
two of whom shall be resident Ha- 
waiians, to recommend to congress such 
legislation as may be deemed advisable. 
The p@blic debt of Hawaii, not to exceed 
$4,000,000, is assumed; Chinese immigra- 
tion is prohibited; all treaties with other 
powers are declared null, and it is pro- 
vided that until congress shall provide 
for the government of the islands, all 
civil, judicial and military powers now 
exercised by the officers of the existing 
government shall be exercised in such 
manner as the president shall direct, and 
he is given power to appoint persons to 
put in effect the provisional government 
for the islands. 

The program of the friends of the 
resolutions in the senate isto have them 
referred to the committee on foreign 
relations as soon as received. A meet- 
ing of that committee will be held Fri- 
day morning, and it is expected thata 
report will be promptly authorized so 
that the resolutions can be reported back 
to the senate on the same day of the 
committee’s meeting. It is the com- 
mittee’s purpose to ask for immediate 
consideration, but it is understood that 
the opposition will seek to have the be- 
ginning of the debate deferred until 
Monday of next week. The supporters 
are not disposed to make this concession, 
and it is possible that the first clash may 
come on this point. 

At Wednesday's session of the senate, 
consideration of the international bank 
matter was resumed. An amendment 
was agreed to against conferring ex- 
clusive privileges upon the Iincorpora- 
tion of the proposed institution. 

Mr. Caffery of Louisiana discussed 
the measure from the standpoint of an 
international lawyer, and could find no 
objection toit. He maintained that con- 
gress had ample authority to incorpor- 
ate such an institution as that pro- 
posed. 


SENATOR DONELSON CAFFERY. 

Mr. Pettus withdrew the amendment 
he offered concerning the interest to be 
charged by the proposed bank, and of- 
fered in its stead the provision of the 
national banking law relating to interest. 
Mr. Foraker, on behalf of the committee, 
accepted the amendment modified so 
that the bank might charge the usual 
interest charged in the state or states, 
county or counties, where the bank may 
do business. Mr. Bacon antagonized 
the bill even as amended. 


Reached an Agreement, 

Washington, June 16.—The conferees 
of the two houses have reached an agree- 
ment on the bankruptcy bill. The meas- 
ure as agreed upon is a compromise 
between the respective positions of the 
senate and the house. All the house 
provisions in regard to the administra- 
tion of the law and judicial procedure 
under it were retained. The principal 
changes made were in the provisions 
relating to involuntary bankruptcy, the 
grounds on which a discharge in bank- 
ruptcy may be denied and to the matter 
of punishment for offenses under the 
proposed la\-.

Stained Floors. 

Floors that are stained and oiled are eas- 
lly kept clean. The material costs very lit- 
tle, and any one can apply it. For an oak 
stain take raw sienna, add a little umber 
to it and mix with half a pint of linseed 
oil and one quart of turpentine. A table- 
spoonful of Japan drier put into the tur- 
pentine will make it dry quickly. A cheap 
dark brown stain, which is better for old 
floors than a lighter color, is made by mix- 
ing one-fourth of a pound of permanga- 
nate of potash in one quart of water. Ap- 
ply with an old paintbrush and give the 
floor two coats if one does not make it 
dark enough. After the floor is stained 
give it a coat of boiled linseed oil. If the 
oiling is repeated every spring or fall, your 
floor will always look well.—Exchange, 


Care of China. 

A point to give the new waitress is that 
china plates, cups or saucers should not be 
piled one upon another while they are hot.

Key West, June 18.—William Thomp- 
son, the steward of the British colliler, 
Twickenham, which was captured off 
Kingston, Ja., June 10, by the St. Lauis, 
said to a representative of the Asspoci- 
ated Press yesterday: ‘The steamer 
and I believe the cargo are owned by 
Watts, Watts & Co., of London. 
sailed from Newcastile-on-Tyne with a 


full cargo of coal at half an hour past 


midnight on April 22, the day after war 
had been declared. None of the crew 
knew that war had been declared, and I 
don’t know whether the captain did.

The consul cleared ship for Domuinica, 
Hayti, the owners refusing to let her 
clear for Santidgo. Fornie came aboard 
after dark, just before we salled. I saw 
Fornie’s chart of our sailing courseaf- 
ter passing Cape Maysi, which had San- 
tiago as our destination. Fornie was 
formerly an officer in the Spanish navy. 
“When we were well on our way the 
captain notified the officers and engi- 
neers that they would ge to Santiago. 
They held a consultation and refused to 
take the steamer to any but a neutral 
port. The engineers decided they would 
disable the engines if the navigator 
steered for Santiago. The captain was 


very angry and said he would get a new |

How to Affix Stamps. 

Washington, June 18.—When war rev- 
enue stamps are purchased in quantities 
of $100 o more in value at one time, a 
Giscount of 1 percent will be allowed. 
Wherever practicable, but one stamp 
|} should be placed upon an instrument or 
article; where any one stamp will not 
denote the tax, as few stamps as possi- 
ble should be affixed. Proprietary 
| stamps must be affixed conspicuously 
on the outside of the article or package, 
and, where practicable, so that the open- 
ing of the article or package will destroy 
|} the stamp. All such stamps must be 
plainly cancelled when affixed by writ- 
| ing, or imprinting with a hand stamp, 
| the initials cf the party or firm who paid 
} the tax and the year when affixed. 


TALK WITH GEN, MILES 


Causes of the Confusion and Delay 
In Tampa. 


The Track and Mail Facilities 
Wholly Inadequate. 


Splendid Acts of Heroism om the Part; oy 
Officers. 


Washington, June 18.—General Miles’ 
attention was directed yesterday to the 
reports coming from Tampa of great 
confusion and delay in preparing the 
expedition and getting it off for Cuba. 
“Yes,” said he, “there were causes con- 
tributing to thisdelay. In the first place 
the postoffice service at these points of 
army concentration is very deficient. 
They have the same facilities and no 
more as the local towns have when 
norma! conditions exist; but when 20,000 
to 50,000 men are added to the population 
of the small towns, and all of the men 
are sending and receiving letters from 
their friends and relatives at home, be- 
sides the large amount of official busi- 
ness carried on, the local facilities are 
entirely inadequate. It has been one of 
the troubles at Tampa, Chickamauga 
and other places, and as a result the of- 
ficial communication to and from the 
war department on which depends the 
regularity of movement of many kind 
of stores has been seriously delayed. 
Then, in gathering the munitions of war 
for an army, it was necessary to have the 
service of a great number of trains load- 
ed with stores, crowding the meager 
railroad lines far beyond their usual ca- 
spacity. However, all this is getting 
straightened out now, and already most 
of it has been overcome. 

“The troops at Tampa are in very good 
health. he sick lst is less than 1 per- 
cent, which is an exceptionally good 
record. The spirit of the men also is of 
the best, and this was shown in a most 
marked manner when the transports 
started for Cuba last Tuesday. They 
were all anxious to go, and there were 
wild scenes of enthusiasm and cheering 
as the men marched aboard and the 
ships got under way. Whenevera band 
played the national air every head was 
uncovered. 

“There have been many very splendid 
acts of heroism, even in the brief time 
the troops have been employed,” con- 
tinued General Miles. ‘Lieutenant 
Rowan, now lieutenant colonel, and 
Lieutenant Wilcox, now captain, in mak- 
ing their journey in eastern Cuba and 

Porto Rico, gave splendid illustrations 

of the courage, fortitude and resources 

of the American soldiers. Three expe- 
ditions which carried arms to the Cu- 
bans have developed the finest kind of 
courage. Captain Connell and Lieu- 
tenant Crawford, who participated in 
these expeditions, were with the Cubans 
during a sharp engagement with the 
enemy. Captain Dorst’s several expe- 
ditions have been of great service to the 
government, his last one in particular 
bringing important results. He started 
from Key West, but instead of going 
direct to Cuba he went north and east 
of Nassau, then turned south and landed 
on the Cuban coast at Banos. It has been 
held by the Cubans and is a good harbor 
with about 21 feet of water. Protected 
by a small gunboat, Captain Dorst land- 
ed a steamer’s load of supplies for the 

Cuban army, including 7500 rifles, over 

1,000,000 cartridges and a great quantity 

of stores. A thousand Cubans came to 

him while there. 

“The special importance of this trip, 
however, was in opening up direct com- 
munication between General Garcia and 
myself. Two of Garcia’s staff officers 
had returned from Cuba with Rowan 
and came to Washington to see me. One 
of these I sent to Banos with the supply 
of arms with instructions to General 
Garcia, saying I wanted him to move all 
his forces to Santiago. He had by that 
time been fully equipped by Captain 
Dorst. The message to General Garcia 
Was sent June 2; it reached him June 6, 
and I got his reply by cable from St. 
Nicholas on June 9. He had about 800¢ 
armed Cubans before he received the 
munitions of war by Captain Dorst. The 
Supplies sent him will enable Garcia to 
equip over 15,000 Cubans.” 


Friday In Congress. 

Washington, June 18.—The bill to tn- 
corporate the International American 
bank in accordance with the recom- 
mendation of the pan-American congress 
passed the senate by a vote of 26 to 23. 
The design of the measure is to furnish 
such facilities as will promote trade be- 
tween the United States and the coun- 
tries of Central and South America. The 
bill provides that the bank shall have 
a capital stock of $5,000,000, and that the 
capital stock may be increased to $25,- 
000,000. The institution is to be under 
the supervision of the comptroller of the 
currancy. 

The Hawaiian resolution was reported 
favorably. Its opponents charge that 
there was a breach of faith in urging the 
measure at this session, and they intend 
that the supporters of the movement 
shall maintain a quorum at each sitting 
during the progress of the debate. 


MeDuffie’s Victory. 

Boston, June 18.—World bicycle rec- 
ords once again went by the board from 
the 9th to the 13th mile yesterday, when 
Edward McDuffee easily defeated Major 
Taylor of Brooklyn in a paced 30-mile 
race. From the start to about the 15th 
mile it was a hot event, but after that 
time Taylor did not show up as well 
against the great work of McDuffee. 
Nevertheless the gamey colored lad 
broke nearly all his own records for 
many of the short distances.

AN ORDINANCE 


Concerning Telegraph, Telephone and 
Other Electric Wires. 


Be it Ordained by the City Council of Quincy 
as follows: 


Section 1. The City Council shall have the 
exclusive power to license the erection and 
maintenance of telegraph, telephone and other 
electric lines of wires, and the construction and 
maintenance of aerial and underground con- 
duits, cables and lines by telegraph and telephone 
companies, or o her companies or by individuals 
within the City of Quincy. Whenever applica- 
tion is made tora location for such lines, it shall, 
before granting the same, first determine the 
streets through which said lines shall run, and 
shall then require the compauy or person so ap- 
plying to furnish a plan of the streets so desig- 
nated therefor, upon a scale of not less than 150 
nor more than 200 feet to the inch, and the City 
Council shall then determine and specify on said 
plan where each post may be located, and shall 
thereupon issue to the party applying therefor a 
certificate specifically enumerating the streets 
where the lines may be run, and the location of 
each post thereon as exhibited on said plan, the 
kind of post, the height at which all wires must 
be placed, and the dimensions and location of 
the underground conduit, if said lines or any 

art thereof sball be laid underground, and the 
location of the manholes and distributing poles. 

Said plan and a copy of said certificate shall 
be filed in the office of the City Clerk, and the 
construction of the line shall conform thereto in 
every particular, and any part or man hole 
placed otherwise than as herein designated shall 


be forthwith removed. Any license granted 
hereunder shall be subject to the right of the 
City, free of charge, to place its fire alarm tele- 
graph or other electric lines upon the posts or 
through the conduit so licensed to be main- 
tained; and to the right of the City to license 
the location of lines by any other person or com- 
pany upon said poles, upon payment to the 
owner thereof of a reasonable compensation, to 
be determined by the parties, and they failing to 
agree, it shall be determined by the Mayor. 
Whenever a location is granted upon posts 
already erected, a plan of the streets so traversed 
need not be required. The City Council when 
granting a license under this ordinance may at 
the time of granting the same, in addition 
to the requirements and conditions set forth 
herein, impose other and such additional condi- 
tions and requirements as it may deem proper. 

Section 2. Companies or persons so licensed 
shall lay underground their lines, wires, cables 
and conduits, and construct, maintain, relocate, 
remove, repair and alter the same and make nec- 
essary manholes and maintain suitable distribu- 
ting poles, in manner, shape, size and material 
according to th? directions of the City Council, 
and within such time as may be designated by 
that body, in agy street or streets wherein said 
company or person maintains, or desires to 
maintain electric cables or lines of wire to the 
number of 100 or more, whenever said Council 
shall deem it proper that said cables or lines of 
wires should be placed underground, and shall 
notify such individual or corporation so to place 
them. 

Section 3. Any company or pers@n licensed 
as aforesaid shall gather and place in aerial 
cables, lines and wires to the number of fifty or 
more in any street or streets, according to the 
direction of the City Council, and within such 
time, in such manoer, and at such height, as 
may be designated by said Council whenever 
that body shali deem it proper to order such to 
be done. 

Section 4. Every line of wire along 
across sirects, ways, or other public places, shall 
be placed underground or at a height not less 
than twenty feet from the ground, except under 
bridges, upon suitable poles, or from building 
to building, except that such electrical conduct- 
ors and fixtures as may be required in the con- 
struction, maintenance and operation of electric- 
al railways may be not less than eighteen teet 
from the ground. 

Every such line of wire shall be so constructed, 
placed and maintained as not to interfere with 
any other line, nor with the operation of the fire 
alarm telegraph, and all unused lines of wire 
shall be forthwith removed. Except for street 
purposes, no more than one line of posts or one 
conduit shall be maintained in any street; and 
no tree upou any street or other z public place 
shali be cut or trimmed to make room for such 
wires without the con-ent of the Commissioner 
of Public Works.

SECTION 5 Every employee, official or 
agent in the employ of any telegraph, telephone 
or electric company, who desires acc to anv 
premises within this City, upon business of the 
compauy, appertaining to the repairing or lay- 
ing of lines over, through or along said prem- 
ises, shall be furnished by the company with a 
certificate ot authority to uct there for, and shall 
not enter upou said’ premi without first ex- 
hibiting such certificate owner or occu- 
pant thereol, aud receivu permission to so 
enter.

SECTION 6. The posts be kept well 
painted, of a uniform color to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioner of Public Works; and th 
name of the company placing the same shall be 
distinctly printed or imprinted on the cross-bar 
used and occupied by said company on said 
posts; and the location of any post, when once 
erected shall not be changed without the per- 
mission of the Commissioner of Public Works. 

Section 7. The City shall have the exclu- 
sive use ot the upper cross-bar, and the top of 
each post free of cost, for the purpose of placing 
wires thereon; said cross-bar shall be a four-pin 
cross-bar of uot less than five feet in length, 
and shall be placed at not less than three feet 
from the cross bar next to it. 

Section 8. No street, way or bridge shall 
be torn up or disturbed for the purpose ot lay- 
ing, repairing, chaoging removing lines, 
wires or conduits, or erecting, altering or re- 
moving posts, poles or other fixtures used tor 
carrying electric lines or wires, without a permit 
first obtained from the City Council, indicating 
the time, manner and place of disturbance, with 
the conditions under which such is permitted. 
But no form of permit shall be necessary to 
sanction the necessary temporary removal of 
covers to manholes for the purpose of removing 
or repairing lines, wires and cables. Whenever 
any opening or disturbance is made in any 
street, way or bridge, for the purpose afores j 
or for any repairs, such street, way or bridge 
shall be promptly restored by the persons or 
corporations owning or operating the lines or 
wires, and making said opening or disturbance, 
to a good condition, satisfactory to the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, and shall be kept 
and maintained in such condition by said per- 
sons or corporations for two years thereafter; 
and, if not immediately restored, or kept and 
maintained, the same may be done by the City 
atthe expense of said persons or corporations 
without previous notice of the intention so to do. 

Section 9. No person or company in laying, 
repairing or removing its wires or conduits 
shall disturb or in any way interfere with any 
gas or water pipes, or sewers or pipes connected 
therewith. 

Section 10. Whenever the City shall con- 
struct, enlarge, relocate, repair or alter the 
streets, sewers, water-pipes or other public 
works, in streets, ways and bridges where con- 
duits and wires are laid, which, in the opinion 
of the City Council, require the removal or 
changing the location of said conduits and the 
fixtures appertaining thereto, or the repairing 
thereof, said removing, changing and repairing 
shall be done without delay at the expense of 
the persons or corporations owning or operating 
the same. : $ 

Section 11. Whenever underground con- 
duits have once been laid in the streets and 
—s ee City, iy! shall not be removed, 
relocated or changed without permissi : 
the City Council. ee 


Section 12. 


All corporations, companies 


| and individuals licensed to erect poles and 
! fixtures under the provisions of this ordinance 
shall first, before proceedure, give to the City 
an ment in writi satisfactory to the 
Mayor saving harmless said City against any 
and all claims for damages, costs, expenses or 
compensation for, or on account of or in any 
way growing out of, the erection, maintenance 
or use of said poles on said streets, or any act or 
omission of said corporation, companies or 
individuals, their agents or servants, or In any 
manner. arising from the rights or privileges 
granted them by the City. 

SECTION 13. No permits shall be granted or 
if granted shall be valid to disturb the surface of 
the streets for any of the purposes aforesaid, 
until the corporation, person or company peti- 
tioning therefor has executed an agreement, in 
a form satisfactory to and to be approved by the 
Mayor, providing :— 

First, that in every underground conduit 
constructed by any such corporation, person or 
company sufficient and necessary space shall be 
reserved tree of expense for the use of the fire, 
police and other signal wires belonging to the 
City and used exclusively for municipal pur- 
poses, and that the fire and police departments 
by their electrical superintendents and other 
proper servants shall be allowed access to said 
conduit at all times, and that said departments 
shall be allowed facilities and privileges in put- 
ting in or taking out wires equal in all respects 
to those of such corporation, person or company. 

Second, that said corporation, company or 
person will indemnify and save harmless the 
City against all claims, damages, costs and ex- 
penses whatsoever to which the City may be 
subjected in consequence of the acts or neglect 
of said corporation, company or persons, their 
agents or servants, or in any manner arising 
from the rights and privileges granted them by 
the City. 

Section 14. In addition to the aforesaid 
agreement, said company, corporation and per- 
son shall, before a street is disturbed for the lay- 
ing of wires or conduits by them or either of 
them, execute a bond, with satisfactory security 
ina penal sum of not less than ten thousand 
dollars, and of form satisfactory to, and to be 
approved by, the Mayor, conditioned to indem- 
nify and save harmless the City against all dam- 
ages, costs, expenses and losses whatsoever to 
which it may be subjected in consequence of 
| the acts or neglects of said company, corporation 
or person or either of their agents, officers or 
servants, and in any manner arising from, or 
growing out of the use and transmission of elec- 
tricity, the privileges permitted by the City, and 
the Construction, maintenance, operation and 
use of said lines, wires, cables, conduits, posts, 
poles and all structures, constructions, fixtures 
and apparatus erected or used by them or either 
of them, and also to fulfill all their agreements 
with the City, all the orders conditions and ob- 
ligations imposed by the City Council, and all 
obligations and duties required by law, and this 
ordinance and every other ordinance of said 
City, and all additions and amendments thereto. 
A new bond of like import, and with new surety, 
may at any time be required by the City, which 
new bond shall be a strengthening bond, unless 
the surety or former bond is expressly released 
from further liability by vote of the City 
Council. 

Secrion 15. The Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department shall have the supervision of 
all telegraph, telephone and other electric lines 
of wires within the City, and shall see that all 
laws and ordinances in relation thereto are 
enforced. 

Section 16. Whoever violates any of the 
provisions of this ordinance shall forfeit and pay 
a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for each 
offence.

London, June 18.—The Hong Kong cor- 
respondent of The Daily Mailsays: “The 
archbishop of Manila, Mgr. Nozaleda, 
announces that he has had @ communi- 
ration from God, who has promised him 
that the ‘Yankee pigs’ will be driven out 
pf the island and that ‘Spain will be 
triumphant in the end.’ 

“There is an idea in Manila that the 
Germans have something up their 
Bleeve. On this point my correspondent 
writes measfollows: “The Germans are 
flisposed to be meddiesome here. Ger- 
mans and Spaniards are very chummy, 
entertaining one another at dinner 
parties and walking arm in arm every- 
where. There is no question about how 
the British feel. They are watching the 
Germans closely.’ ” 

Special dispatches from Hong Kong, 
ronfirming the dispatches of the Asso- 
ciated Press from Manila, add the rumor 
that Captain Genera! Augusti’s wife and 
family are held as hostages at Cavite. 
From the same source comes the report 
that Tondo, capital of the province of 
Tondo, on the Pasig river, nearly op- 
posite Manila, has been the scene of a 
great fire presumably from the igniting 
pf petroleum works there. 

It appears that when the German 
truiser Kaiserin Augusta entered Manila 
| bay she took the unusual course of sa- 
luting the Spanish flag. This caused 
much comment. 

Another rumor is that Captain General 
Augusti has resigned because of a dis- 
agreement with the archbishop of 
| Manila, 


Word From Auguati. 

Madrid, June 18.-—The following dis- 
patch from Manila, signed by Captain 
General Augusti and dated June 13, is 
published officially; “The grave situa- 
tion set forth in my dispatch of June 8 
continues. The troops are fighting on 
the line of blockhouses which stops the 
enemy's advance. The enemy has been 
strengthened by desertions of the native 
troops, which diminish our means of re- 
pistance and may }compel me to take 
refuge within the walled city. Com- 
munication with the provinces is still 
tut, and I do not know whether the de- 
tachments there will be able to hold out 
against a lack of resources. I hope to 
receive assistance from the peninsula 
before our means of are ex- 
hausted.” 

One of the Spanish ministers says: 
“Aguinaldo, after breaking faith with 
jthe Spaniards, induced the uprising in 
jaid of the Americans by swearing the 
jlatter only came to liberate the Philip- 
pine islands and would support a native 
republic; but when the natives see 
through the trickery and Spanish war- 
ships with reinforcements appear, there 
| will be a reaction in favor of Spain, be- 
cause the natives, although fickle, are

RELIEV ING HA VANA, 


| Evidence of the Ineffectiveness of the 
Present Blockade. 

Washington, June 18.—Apprehension 
is felt by officials that, as a result of the 
weakening of the blockading squadron, 
Success may attend the operations of 
the blockade runners. It is known in 
official circles that Havana has been 
receiving food stuffs, and it is regarded 
as quite probable that these supplies 
were brought by blockade runners, who 
have used neighboring West Indian isl- 
ands as a base of operations, just as 
Nassau was used during the civil war. 

It is not meant that the blockade is 
ineffective. On the contrary, the of- 
ficials assert that the United States, in 
accordance with the principles of inter- 
mational law, has been patrolling the 
district declared in the president's 
proclamation as dn a state of blockade 
with a force “rendering access to the 
prohibited places manifestly difficult and 
dangerous.” Tobe effective, officials de- 
Clare that a blockade need not be per- 
fect. 

It is not enough to make it effective, 
they say, that on some particularly 
stormy night a blockade runner slid 
through the blockading squadron. Nor 
is it enough that, through some excep- 
tional and rare negligence of the of- 
ficers of one of the blockading vessels 
a blockade runner was allowed to pass 
when perfect vigilance could have ar- 
rested him.

It developed yesterday that 18 men-of- 
war had been withdrawn from the 
blockading Squadron, to form the con-

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irawal of these ships the blockading 
squadron had been reduced by the de- 
parture of Rear Admiral Sampson, with 
the New Yor, Oregon, Mayflower, Porter 
and several other vessels. The conse- 
quence is that a small force has been 
distributed over a considerable stretch 
of territory, and while the vigilance of 
the officere of the ships has been re- 
doubled, it is appreciated in official 
circles that their task is much more dif- 
ficult than it was when the districts to 
which they were assigned for patrol duty 
were of less area. 
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THE NEW CRUISER, NEWARK. 

It is the purpose of the department 
to strengtiren the blockade as promptly 
as possible. The cruiser Newark has 
received orders to proceed to Key West 
as the flagship of the blockading squad- 
ron, and as soon as the troopships have 
reached Santiago de Cuba the convoys 
will be returned to the former stations. 

At last something is to be done to re- 
Neve the starving people of Cuba. It 
will not be long before the ships of peace 
will turn their prows towards Cuba with 
long delayed supplies. 

Owing to the difficulty in procuring 
transports naval vessels will probably 
carry the supplies, as there are a large 
number of ships which can be utilized in 
this way. A base of supplies will, be 
seized on the northern coast of Cuba, 
probably in the eastern part of Pinar 
del Rio, along the coast of the Habana 
province or on the Matanzas coast. In 
the early discussions of this subject the 
naval force was expected to prepare a 
landing place, and it was understood 
that the most acceptable locality was in 
the vicinity of the town of Matanzas, 
where troops could be easily landed and 
where the Spanish fortifications were 
not so formidable as to subject the 
American ships or troops to much dan- 
ger. 

The navy department officials were 
not greatly disturbed by the authentic 
advices received of the departure of the 
Spanish fleet from Cadiz. The statement 
that the enemy was proceeding east- 
ward with the evident intention of going 
to Manila was regarded with suspicion, 
mainly because such a trip involved a 
journey of 10,000 miles and would bring 
the vessels of the enemy before Admiral 
Dewey with all the deficiencies and 
weaknesses of a long journey. 

The other report that the vessels had 
civided, a part going eastward and the 
other part proceeding westward, was 
rejected as equally improbable. It was 
considered more likely that these 
vessels had as their immediate destina- 
tion the Canary islands, whence they 
could proceed to Porto Rico. The naval 
war board gave the subject a good deal 
of consideration yesterday.

Powell is from Os- 
wego, N. Y. 


May Go to Fernandina, 

Washington, June 18.—The belief is 
very strong at Camp Alger that several 
regiments are to be moved very soon, 
probably to Fernandina. It is said that 
the following regiments will be trans- 
ferred: Sixth Illinois, Sixth Massachu- 
setts, Eighth Ohio, Third and Sixty- 
ffth New York, First Rhode Island, 
Ninth Massachusetts and Thirty-third 
and Thirty-fourth Michigan. All these 
regiments are well equipped and have 
been ordered to secure a full supply of 
rations. 

The Massachusetts regiments cele- 
brated the battle of Bunker Hill with 
athletic games, followed by a dinner and 
fireworks. Representative Fitzgerald 
of Massachusetts interested himself in 
the celebration and provided 2000 pounds

Wants to Abdicate. 

Madrid, June 18.—News concerning the 
abdication of the queen regent of Spain 
which was given in Paris without 
details, was very half-heartedly denied 
in the Madrid press yesterday. The 
queen regent, much depressed by the 
bad situation of the country and the 
Spanish people's lack of sympathy for 
her, made up her mind a fortnight ago 
to renounce her rights and title as regent 


in favor of Isabella, sister of King Al- 
fonso XII. This princess, who ts Span- 
ish in heart and mind, is much beloved 
throughout the kingdom. The queen 
regent thought that by yielding the 
regency to her she would disarm the 
adversaries of the existing regime and 
rally all the sympathies around the 
little king. 

A ministerial council was held, after 
which all the members visited the queen 
regent to beg her to give up the scheme 
for the present. They told her that un- 
der the present circumstances abdica- 
tion would seem like flight, and would 
be very badly construed by the country. 
Premier Sagasta was so persuasive that 
he obtained the following reply from 
the queen regent: “I admit you are 
right, sir, but I do not altogether give 
up my plan; I only postpone it.” 


Over Half For Recruiting. 

Washington, June 18.—Of the 75,000 
men required under the president's sec- 
ond call 43,000 will be needed to recruit 
the volunteer regiments up to the maxi- 
mum strength. To obtain these recruits 
details from each regiment are now in 
the states from which they come. The 
remaining 32,000 men will be organized 
into companies, battalions and regi- 
ments as the exigencies of the call re- 
quire, each state meeting the require- 
ments of the second as it met those of the 
first call. Ugder the second call the 
various states and territories will fur- 
nish as organizations 22 regiments of in- 
fantry, six regiments and three com- 
panies of infantry in unattached or- 
ganizations, 14 light batteries and three 
heavy batteries. 

New organizations will be apportioned 
among the New England states as fol- 
lows: Connecticut, one regiment in- 
fantry: Maine, three heavy batteries; 
Massachusetts, one regiment infantry; 
‘Rhode Island, two batteries light ar- 
tillery; New Hampshire and Vermont, 
having under the first call furnished in 
excess of their quota, will not be called 
upon to furnish any new organizations 
under the second call. 


Ready to Fall. 

London, June 18.—A Madrid corre- 
spondent says: “An official dispatch 
from Manila asserts that the insurgents 
have closed around the town and are 
now attacking the walled part, where 
the defenders are still holding out. The 
insurgents have cut the water supply, 
but the city has remaining wells avail- 
able. Fighting is going on all along the 
sea front; but the Americans are taking 
no part in the attack.” 


BUSINESS SITUATION, 


Activity In Nearly All Lines of Manu- 
facturing Except Textiles. 

New York, June 18.—Unprecedented 
foreign trade totals, involving heavily 
increased shipments of breadstuffs, pro- 
visions, raw cotton and manufactured 
products; flattering crop prospects, 
pointing to very large yields of wheat 
and most other cereals, as well as cotton; 
profitable railway operations, as reflect- 
ed in relatively heavier gains in net 
than in gross receipts; activity in nearly 
all lines of manufacturing except some 
textile branches; prices for most staples 
showing heavy advances over the pre- 
ceding year; bank clearings exceeding 
all previous records at this date; a 
volume of new demand limited in the 
east and south to mid-summer dullness, 
but in the west and northwest compar- 
ing favorably with records of previous 
years, and a low rate of business mortal- 
ity, are all features of the general busi- 
ness situation at the present time, as de- 
scribed by Bradstreet. The collapse of 
Leiter’s deal in wheat has been followed 
by a quieter feeling in cereal markets, 
but export demand has improved and 
more is doing by flour millers. 

Cotton goods, if anything, are slightly 
improved, but raw wool is still under re- 
stricted demand, because manufactur- 
find new business slow. The price 
situation for the week reflects steadi- 
ness, the only important decreases being 
in southern pigiron, wheat and flour, 
while hides are higher at the west, a 
number of metals heive been advanced, 
and oats, corn, lard and cotton note 
fractional advances. Print cloths, Bes- 
semer pigiron and most productions of 
steel are firm, as are also wool, pork, 
coffee and sugar. 

Gross railway earnings of 85 systems 
aggregate $58,940,410 for April, with net 
of $16,630,000, a gain of more than 19 per- 
cent in net on an increase in gross of 
slightly in excess of 13 per cent. 

The failures for the week number only 
207; 14 smaller than one week ago, 19 
fewer than in the corresponding week 
of 1897; 58 smaller than in this week in 
1896; 24 smaller than in 1895, and only 
12 larger than in this week of 1894, when 
restriction of credits and dull business 
was most marked. 

With only 11 months of the fiscal year 
elapsed, the export trade of this country 
is $85,000,000 in excess of all previous 
records for complete years, and the out- 
look is that the excess for the whole 
year will reach in the neighborhood of 
$185,000,000; while our exports seem 
likely to exceed our imports by $600,000, - 
000. Our gold imports have already 
equalled the “record” imports of 1881, 
and will undoubtedly surpass even that 
great total, probably exceeding $100,000,- 
000. While our wheat exports this year 
have been mainly responsible for the 
large excess in trade over recently pre- 
ceding years, it is unlikely that wheat 
and flour exports as a whole -vill equal 
either in value or in quantity the Ship- 
ments of 1892, and will not exceed in 
value those of 1880. Because of heavier 
demands for corn, oats and the other 
low priced cereals, breadstuffs exports, 
as a whole, will considerably exceed 
$300,000,000 in value, thus surpassing 
1892’s great total, and exports of all ag- 
ricultural products will prove to be the 
heaviest ever known. 

Bank clearings in the United States 
show a slight decrease from last week, 
but are still from $100,000,000 to $200,000, - 
000 larger than the totals in correspond- 
ing weeks in any previous year, aggre- 
gating for the week just ended $1,270,000, 
4 percent smaller than last week, but 20 
per cent larger than last year.

Diseases of the Pear.

For the 
pear blight the injured portions should 
be cut off several inches below where 
the disease appears. The pruning knife 
and saw should be dipped in some dis- 
infecting solution, such as corrosive 
sublimate, before it is used on other 
trees. This is alsoa good plan when 
pruning near trees at any time.

FRENCi] GOWN OF DOTTED LINEN FR 

A dainty gown of poka-dotted ecru linen with spotsjin white silk has a very 
deep straight flounce which is set on the sheath top of the skirt with a double 
row of undulated white silk cord. The cord passes up one side of the front, 
where the skirt is open, having for ornament, pearl buttons encrusted with cut 
steel. This manner of arranging the skirt is a new point, many of the later 
imported models being made to open atthe side or directly in front. Some 
tailor skirts are closed with a doub!e line of bone buttons and button holes in 
front, imitating a redingote,as there are buttons on the jacket apparently a 
continuation of those on the skirt. Gowns of silk and thin fabrics are often 
studdied with buttons of the most elaborate description. 

The back of the skirt is closely shirred at the waist line, and there is no 
lining. The entire width at the hem is four yards. 

The low-cut corsage, arranged in three pleats each side of the front, is 
trimmed about the shoulders with a deep collar, which continues in fichue 
fashion across the bodice, edged with a broad linen lace, and is caught together 
with a cravat bow of white hem-stitched silk lawn. The tucked lawn chemi- 
sette is adjustable, enabling one to give variety to the toilette by the use of 
other colors. 

The back of the waist is without seam, and the sleeves, small at the top, 
are slightly full at the cuff, which is straight and finished with a tiny ruffle. 
Such a waist may be unlined, and the entire model is pretty for gingham, 
batiste, or cambric. The proper cut of the gown can be obtained only from 
the cut paper pattens published by Harpers Bazar, where it appears.

MORRO 10 GO 


Santiago's Fort Not fo 
Be Spared. 


HOBSON NOT THERE. 


Spaniards Forced to Eat 
Their Horses. 


Port Antonio, June 20.—Admiral Samp- 
son feels himself free to attack Morro 
castle. The admiral is credibly informed 
that the gallant Hobson and his crew are 
no longer confined there, two being ina 
hospita! and the others in the city; so he 
is going to wipe Morro off the face of the 
earth with the dynamite guns of the 
Vesuvius and the batteries of his war- 
ships. 

From this nest in the mountains Col- 
onel Cebreco is watching Santiago, its 
bay and Admiral Cervera’s ships. Every 
day a little boat goes to Admiral Samp- 
son with detailed information. Every 
two days faithful pacificos risk their 
lives to enter the trebly guarded city for 
details of its starvation. 

Friday the Spaniards ate horses 
within the fortifications. Sunday the ex- 
treme Spanish cavalry outposts on a 
cleared patch on the mountain side, in 
plain view from here, cooked their 
pack animads. The condition of non- 
combatants is beyond description. Al- 
ready 4000 women and children are ex- 
isting on roots and the fruits of the 
mountains, but those in the town are 
starving. The dead carts are inadequate 
to carry the victims away. 

Cuban scouts reported Friday that a 
number of Spanish soldiers were massed 
ata point of land lying between the fleet 
and the town. The Marblehead and the 
Suwanee steamed in and took a position 
within easy range of them, and the St. 
Paul and the Dolphin opened from their 
anchorages. Firing began at 9 o'clock, 
and continued for an hour, during which 
the strip of raised land was mowed al- 
most level with the sea. This was the 
beginning of the day’s work. It was 
carried on by the Oregon, which came 
in from the blockading fleet. When she 
had finished coaling she went close in- 
shore and sent four 13-inch and six 8- 
inch shells in search of the Spanish gun- 
boat which is hiding up the bay. One 
13-inch shell struck a building in the 
town, and threw debris 100 feet in the air. 
It was a cascade of stone and mortar. 
Soon afterward Cuban scouts reported 
that hundreds of Spanish troops in Guan- 
tanamo, aroused to vengeance by reason 
of this shot, were massing for an attack 
on Fort McCalla. A company of 50 blue- 
jackets and one field piece was immedi- 
ately sent from the colliers and the 
Panther to reinforce the marines. The 
expected attack did not take place. 

An incident of the Santiago attack 
ment was the act of a Spanish officer, 
who bravely ran along the parapet under 
a heavy fire, encouraging his men to 
stand by their guns. Shot and shell 
rained about him, and after one terrific 
explosion he was seen no more and the 
parapet had disappeared. He could not 
have escaped death. 

From the foretop of the Brooklyn, 2900 
yards distant, the men in the grounds 
could be noticed, but a minute later dust 
and flying debris would take their places, 
and when the smoke cleared away only 
a spot of red earth could be seen—guns 
and gunners had been swept away. It 
was the most deadly and destructive 
bombardment of the war thus far. 
Scarcely a shot from the big guns of the 
squadron went astray. The aim of the 
gunners was superb, and not only were 
the coast forts annihilated, but the bat- 
teries on Cayo Smith, up the harbor, 
were destroyed. Had all the ships used 
smokeless powder, as did the New Or- 
leans, there would remain no signs of 
guns or fortifications to indicate that 
there had ever been any defenses there. 


There were no casualties in the fleet, 
although the ships held a fixed position, 
as if inviting the Spaniards to fire upon 
them. The half-stripped ships’ gunners 
never worked with more enthusiasm. The 
words of Rear Admiral Sampson were: 
“First silence the batteries on the shore, 
and then continue firing until the forti- 
fications are reduced.” This order was 
strictly obeyed. It was the first time 
that such instructions had been given, 
and the men responded with a will. In 
88 minutes the order was given to cease 
firing, and the message went to each 
ship from the admiral: “Well done.” 
The officers and men then turned in for 
breakfast. 

Every detail of the engagement had 
been executed to the letter, the opening 
of fire by the New York to the last shot 
from the Iowa. The Spaniards were 
evidently surprised while strengthening 
their fortifications. The first shot of the 


New York landed full and fair on the | 
sop of the hills to the east, where the 
gunners were at work erecting new 
pieces. The earth seemed to rise in a 
cloud, and when the 12-inch shells of the 
Iowa and 13-inch beauties of the Oregon 
landed squarely and fairly, a great cheer 
went up from the ships. The western 
squadron got into line and began firing 
before the eastern one did, and the effect 
of the shots could be plainly seen. The 
Spanish gunners at the batteries could 
be noted, and a quick fire was returned, 
but only for a brief time did they with- 
Stand the terrible assault of the fleet. 
Thursday Major General Perez of the 
Cuban army, commanding the insurgent 
forces in the province of Santiago, paid 
an official visit to the fleet, and for the 
first time during the war a Cuban flag 


was seen at the masthead of an Amerl- 
can warship and saluted. As General 
Perez boarded the Marblehead a salute 
of honor was fired, and he was received 
bya guardofhonor. After landing from 
the Marblehead General Perez made a 
short address to the troops, extolling the 
action of the United States in taking up 
the Cuban cause. According to the re- 
port of Genera! )’erez the condition of 
the Spaniards at Guantanamo and in 
the neighborhood is very bad. They are 
eating horses and mules, and other food 
ls very scarce. He does not believe they 
will be able to withstand a vigorous at-

tack by one-half their number. There 
are 3500 Cubans in the province, most of 
them holding the roads to prevent the 
Spaniards getting supplies into Guan- 
tanamo. In his opinion the American 
forces can easily take Guantanamo and 
from that point operate against San- 
tiago with every prospect of success, 

Several attempts to find landing places 
for the United States troops, within a 
distance of two miles west of Santiago, 
have demonstrated, along with previous 
inquiries to the eastward, that the shore 
for 15 miles is lined with Spaniards. 
While this will not prevent a landing 
close to Santiago, it may mean delay, as 
the surrounding country must be thor- 
oughly shelled and cleared before the 
troops can land in safety. When Rear 
Admiral Sampson received advices that 
upwards of 30 transports would be here 
Saturday he sent word that they should 
stand to tlte south 10 miles and lie there 
until a landing place had been secured. 

The launches of the New York and the 
Massachusetts reconnoitered the shore 
between Cabanas, two miles off the en- 
trance to Santiago harbor, and Guaya- 
ganaco, two miles further west, both of 
which points lie east of the range of 
mountains surrounding Santiago bay. 
They pushed their noses into a hornet’s 
nest. The brush was fairly alive with 
Spanish troops, infantry and cavalry; 
and the fire opened upon the launches 
was so fierce that their retreat had to be 
covered by the Vixen and the Texas. 
When the Texas asked permission of 
Commodore Schley to take a hand, the 
commodore seized the megaphone and 
shouted to Captain Philip: “Yes, goin 
and give ’em ——, Jack.” The Texas 
landed several four-inch shells on the 
battery at Cabanas, completely de- 
molishing it. Lieutenant Sharpe of the 
Vixen and Lieutenant Harlow in com- 
mand of the launches were both compli- 
mented by Admiral Sampson for gal- 
lantry. 

When the Troops Land. 

Washington, June 20.—With the troops 
disembarked on Cuban soil, there will be 
no delay in the prosecution of the busi- 
ness which has called them to Santiago. 
Secretary Long said last night that the 
present would be the most important 
work of the war up to this time, and it is

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evident from this remark that he an- 
ticipates the attack on Santiago is to 
follow the landing of the troops. 

In army circles it is said that at least 
two and possibly three days will be 
necessary to get the troops and all mu- 
nitions ashore. The wharf at Buiquiri 
will be useful in permitting the trans- 
ports to get alongside of it and dis- 
charge their men and the guns and ar- 
tillery caissons which they have in their 
holds. The point of landing determined 
upon is connected by road with Santia- 
go,which will make easier the task of 
the engineers in preparing the way over 
which the troops are to march in their 
offensive operations against the Span- 
iards. 


Porto Rico Expedition. 

Washington, June 20.—The occupation 
of Porto Rico is likely to be deferred un- 
til after the capture of Santiago and its 
defenses, and the capture or destruction 
of Cervera’s squadron. This is chiefly 
due to the lack of transports. It is esti- 
mated that at least 30, and possibly as 
many as 46, steamships will be required 
to convey troops and supplies for an ex- 
pedition of 20,000 men. 

Another embarrassment is the lack of 
tonvoys. Naval officials insist that it 
would be injudicious to withdraw any 
of the naval force now off Santiago, and 
they assert with equal positiveness that 
{t would be unwise to withdraw any of 
the force on blockading duty, as it has 
been already materially diminished to 
furnish convoys for the Santiago ex- 
pedition. The movements of the Cadiz 
fleet, while not very menacing at present 
or likely to be in the future, require a 
reserve naval force which shall be at the 
disposal of the navy department. 

Another argument for the postpore- 
ment of the Porto Rico invasion ts the in- 
sufficiency of regular troops in this coun- 
try. There are about 3000 regulars at 
Tampa, a force which cannot be ma- 
terlally increased by transfers from ar- 
tillery posts. It is deemed essential to 
success in Porto Rico that the troops 
forming the expedition shall consist of a 
strong force of regulars. This will be 
possible only by transferring to the Porto 
Rico expedition some of the regulars now 
under General Shafter. The reports 
show that at least 10,000 of the Santiago 
expedition are regulars, and when the 
present expedition shall have been re- 
inforced and the operations ended It will 
be possible to transfer to Porto Rico 
probably one-half of the regulars under 
General Shafter,

Desp'ses All Threats. 

Madrid, June 20.—The statement that 
President McKinley has sent to Admiral 
Cervera and General Pando messages 
saying he would hold them personally 
responsible for the lives of Lieutenant 
Hobson and his men has produced a dis- 
agreeable impression in military cir- 
cles, as showing that the president dis- 
trusts the military honor of the Span- 
jards, who, on thelr part, despise all 
threats. Such messages, it is declared, 
render the future exchange of the pris- 
oners most unlikely. 

Private telegrams from Cuba say that 
during the last attack by the American 
ships upon Santiago a Spanish shell 
struck upon the deck of one of the at- 
tacking ships, sweeping off all the men 
there. Another shell, according to the 
same report, struck the funnel of a 
cruiser, doing much damage. 

The Havana government is displaying 
great energy. Fourteen university 
professors, who fled through fear of the 
results of the war, have been dismissed, 
The blockading vessels, the telegrams 
say, continue inactive, 


DESPERADO DROPPED. 


Quick Work! and Good Shooting by 
Policemen, 


Saved Their Lives by Firing 
In Selfdefense. 


Revolver Drawn by Member of a Party of Sti- 
letto Wielders. 


Hyde Park, Mass., June 20.—Not since 
the finding of the body of Basigalupo, 
the crazy Italian murderer of Bernard 
Ambrosoli, a Boston hotelkeeper, here 
two years ago, has this town been 
thrown into such a state of excitement 
as was occasioned Sunday night when it 
became known that a citizen had been 
attacked and badly stabbed by Itallana 
in the very heart of the residential dis- 
trict, and that one of his assailants had 
been killed by an officer in self-defense. 

Two of the Italians were taken into 
custody by officers sometime after the 
stabbing, while five others escaped, only 
to be overtaken at the Mattapan line, 
where one of their number, reeognigzing 
the uniforms of the officers, attempted 
to draw a revolver, but was shot dead in 
his tracks, no less than four bullets be- 
ing afterwards found in his body. The 
other four got away. 

The victim of the stabbing affair, 
Stephen Farrell, a blacksmith, 37 years 
old, lies at the Emergency hospital in 
Boston with four deep wounds in his 
neck and chest, inflicted, the police be- 
lieve, with stilettos, Farrell has every 
chance for recovery, should blood poison 
be avoided. The dead Italian went 
by the name of Giovanni Piccolo, 

From the wounded man’s statement 
it would seem that the affair was eaused 
by a party of seven Italians jostling him 
off the curbing. He picked out the one 
who had seemed the most aggressive 
and struck him with his fist. Instantly 
the men gathered about him, all produc- 
ing weapons, and the next thing he 
knew he was bleeding freely and the 
Italians were making off after separat- 
ing into parties as they ran. Farrell 
had seen all of his assailants before, and 
knew them to be residents of the town, 
consequently when Chief of Police Mc- 
Kay was notified of the case, he was able 
to get a good description of the fellows. 

Officers Brown, Cullen and Grant were 
sent at once over the road to Mattapan. 
They had not gone far when they saw 
five Italians, and before they could hide 
one of the Italians, who proved to be 
Piccolo, recognized the uniforms of the 
officers and attempted to pull a ne- 
volver. The weapon was half out of 
his pocket when the revolvers of the po- 
lice spoke, and the man fell dead. 


Boston and Vicinity. 

Boston, June 20.—Governor Wolcott 
received orders yesterday from Secre- 
tary Alger to prepare for service in the 
United States army at once one regi- 
ment of infantry, in addition to recruits 
needed to fill to the maximum the regi- 
ments already in the field. Captain E. 
M. Weaver, U.S. A., has received orders 
to act as mustering officer of the regi- 
ment to be designated by Governor Wol- 
cott. 

Herbert Loud of Everett was arrested 
Sunday on a warrant charging him with 
obtaining $2500 under false pretenses 
from the Columbian Trust company of 
East Boston. 

By the capsizing of the yacht Loulse, 
Zenas F, Babbitt, aged 42, and Edwin W. 
Frost, aged 36, were drowned between 
Peddock’s and Nut islands yesterday 
morning. William. B. Rolfe, E. M. Hol- 
man and James A. Buckman were saved 
by a lobsterman, though Holman is ina 
dangerous condition, 

A dispute between Stephen Farrell and 
a number of Italians, which occurred 
near the New England depot in Hyde 
Park, resulted in Farrell receiving four 
knife wounds, while one of his supposed 
assailants, Giovannio Pietro Piccoll, who 
fied, turned on a pursuing officer named 
Brown with a revolver, but was shot 
dead before he could discharge his own 
weapon. It is not known just what led 
up to the affair, as Farrell was too weak 
from loss of blood to give a coherent ac- 
count of his argument with the man. 

The fire department of Brookline, 
Mass., was called out yesterday morning 
to fight a stubborn blaze in a barn owned 
by William J, Griggs. The building and 
considerable hay, vehicles, harnesses, 
four horses, one of which was a pacer 
valued at $1000, four terriers and a mag- 
nificent St. Bernard dog were burned, 
bringing the total loss up to nearly $7000. 

William Fannon, 37 years old, of West- 
boro, Mass., went in bathing at Revere 
each Sunday shortly after eating a 
hearty meal, and immediately became 
unconscious, falling in two feet of water. 
He was dead before his body was taken 
ashore. 


Observed the Sabbath. 

Chickamauga National Park, June 20.-— 
Bunday was a day of rest among the 
soldiers. All drills were omitted and the 
Babbath was generally observed. The 
toldiers were forbidden to congregate at 
points of amusement, and practically all 
remained in camp with the exception of 
a considerable number who held per- 
mission to spend the day om Lookout 
mountain. The efforts of General Boyn- 
ton and the Georgia authorities to re- 
store order at Lytle and rid the out- 
skirts of gambling houses has been pro- 
fluctive of good results. This was 
especially noticeable at Lytle, when ali 
saloons and gambling houses were 
hermetically sealed, and no soldiers were 
allowed there during the entire day.

Spanish Goverament to 
Hold Hobson and Men. 


Washington, June 20—The follow- 
ing dispatch has been received from 
Commodore Watson: Captain General 
Blanco says the Spanish government 
refuses to exchange the prisoners, 
meaning Lieut. Hobson and his men. 

They report that Havana is receiving 
supplies through the Isle of Pines. 
There is no corn, rice or eggs in 
Havana and flour’ is fifty cents a 
pound.

FOR THE SOLDIERS. 


Good Work of Christian Com- 
mission to be Repeated. 


The attendance at the Christian 
Commission meeting at the First 
church, Sunday afternoon, was not as 
large as was anticipated, yet there 
were about 150 present including Paul 
Revere Post 88, G. A. R., and Francis 
L. Souther camp S. of V. in a body. 
Hon. A. S. Roe, the senator from 
Worcester, was the principal speaker, 
and the Mayor, three of the local 
clergymen and the Secretary of the 
Y. M. C. A. showed their interest in 
the movement by taking part in the 
exercises. 

James F. Harlow presided at the 
organ and Rev. E. N. Hardy of 
Bethany church read the opening 
hymn. Rev. W. R. Breed of Christ 
church read the Scriptures, Rev. Mr. 
Hardy led in prayer, and Rev. E. W. 
Preble of the Universalist church an- 
nounced the second hymn. 

Mayor Sears in introducing the 
speaker, said that he had noticed that 
when the Legislature wanted historical 
facts it called upon the senator from 
Worcester, and he believed on this 
occasion Hon. A. S. Roe would give 
us considerable information of 
Christian Commission service in the 
Civil war. 

Senator Roe addressed the audience as 

comrades and friends, being an old 
soldier. At the outset he referred to 
the historic edifice in which the meet- 
ing was held, and _ the Presidents 
Adams. The doctrinés of John Adams 
and John Quincy Adams were still ad- 
vanced, though they are at rest. The 
speaker reviewed in brief the work of 
the Christian Commission in the Civil 
War. How the Commission ‘erected 
its tent almost as soon as @ camp was 
established,and how it met many of the 
wants of the soldiers, and cared for 
their moral and spiritual welfare. 
Many evil influences surrounded the 
soldiers on the field. Some looked 
upon the commission lightly, but not 
so in the time of danger. It was sur- 
prising at these critical times how gen- 
erally the testament was read. 
During the Civil War $6,291,000 was 
raised for the Christian Commission. 

Mr. Roe read from the ‘‘Annals of 
the United States Christian Com- 
mission.’’ Many of the circumstances 
were the same now as 37 years ago. 
When the actual need really pre- 
presented itself people would doubtless 
be ready to give. It would not be 
necessary then to hold meetings. There 
was much, however, to be done now. 
It is a situation not a theory. Let us 
all do our part for the boys. 

Secretary Hoehn of the Quincy com- 
mittee said no further words were nec- 
essary. If those present were not pre- 
pared to give they could forward their 
subscription to Miss Hubbard, the 
treasurer. The collection netted $16.35. 

Prayer was offered .by Rev. Mr. 
Breed, and the meeting closed with a 
hymn.

YAGHTING SEASON, 


Committee of Quincey Club Busy 
on Handicaps. 


The first of the scrub races given by 
the Quincy Yacht club will take place 
Saturday afternoon at three o’cleck. 
It will be sailed over the regular third 
class course, or triangle of seven nau- 
tical miles. Only four and aft sails 
will be allowed, spinnakers and ballon 
jibs are barred. The committee are at 
work figuring out the handicaps for 
the boats.

A 
fifteen foot boat has been taken as a 
unit. Then each boat will have ap- 
proximately one minute for each foot 
of length (deck measure ) over fifteen 
feet, added to her actual time. This 
rull is elastic and in some cases, where 
it apparently works an injustice, will 
be modified. In other cases, where a 
boat carries an extra large spread of 
canyos, the committee reserves the 
right to add extra time. A yacht club 
buyee will be awarded to the winner 
of each race. These buyees have 
been made up and are at the club 
house awaiting claimants.

Capt. Ira Whittemore was out in the 
Tantrum with a close reefed mainsail, 
on Saturday afternoon holding a dress 
rehearsal as a preparatory for the 
Quincy Yacht clab’s scrub races.

Peace Favored by a Strong Element 
of the Spanish, 
| 


Compromise of National Dig- 
nity Not Desired. 


| 
| The Outcome of the Crisis Very Likely to Be 
Carlism. 


Madrid, June 20.—In the course of a 
conversation yesterday a politican said 
he did not believe that Germany would 
| do anything in the Philippines on behalf 
| of Spain; nor had he any faith in help 
| from the European powers. “If Admiral 
| Camara is successful in the Philippines,” 

he said, “it will be of assistance to Spain 

in adjusting peace, but no power or com- 
| bination of powers is likely to oppose 

America’s policy. Should the liberals 

retire, the next government will take the 

earliest opportunity to negotiate for 
peace.” 

The leaders of both political parties 
and all peopie of the higher ranks in 
Spain who are not identified with poli- 
tics are anxious to put an end tothe war 
at the earliest possible moment on any 
terms not compromising the national 
self-respect. It is proposed to accom- 
plish this by forming a so-called na- 
tional cabinet, composed of a fusion of 
the different parties, Silvela is the 
chief figure in this movement and has 
the support of several of the members of 
the Sagasta cabinet, and also of Moret, 
Campos and Gamazo. Such a plan, at 
first glance, seems easily feasible, and 
one wonders why it is not promptly 
acted upon. Thereason is that it would 
almost certainly precipitate a revolu- 
tionary movement, which would only 
too probably succeed. In fact, the 
danger is so great that the Conservative 
and Liberal leaders combined are unable 
as yet to muster up courage to face it. 
Its success depends mainly upon wheth- 
er the army can be relied upon to obey 
orders, for it is fully recognized that a 
certain amount of force would be ab- 
solutely necessary for the execution of 
such a policy. 

The nation would instantly divide into 
war and peace parties. Weyler, Rob- 
ledo, the Carlist, and the anarchist and 
socialist elements, in masses, would at 
first be included in the heterogeneous 
war party. The army would be the 
balance of power, but the army, in such 
an emergency, could not be relied upon 
by the other side. There would be very 
soon after the crash came a different 
marshalling of forces. It would be 
anarchy, soelalism, and revolutionary 
republicanism arrayed against revolu- 
tionary Carlism. Then the Carlists 
would probably receive the support of 
nearly all the conservative and semi- 
conservative religious elements in Spain, 
and, of course, the present dynasty 
would be swept away. 

Throughout southern Spain, includ- 
ing Linares, Granada and Seville, the 
poverty and misery existing are scarcely 
less extreme than in Cuba. Linares 
{is a big mining center and is ripe for 
a revolt on anarchic lines. Opinion in 
Madrid is divided as to whether revolt 
will first break out in Linares or Bar- 
celona. If revolution takes an anarchic 
form at the outset, which would prob- 
ably be the case if the national peace 
cabinet plan is not attempted, there is 
no doubt that the Carlists would seize 
the opportunity to offer themselves as 
the sole bulwark against infidelity and 
general disintegration of all social order. 
The question already arises whether 
the Carlists will not soon seek to create 
this opportunity if it does not arise spon- 
taneously. The opinion is held by many 
Spaniards who have no sympathy with 
the Carlists that events are rapidly 
shaping themselves so that the outcome 
of the inevitable crisis will be Carlism. 

Tt is not true that there is any open 
talk of peace, either in the 
among the people of Madrid. Every 
effort is made to create the impression 
that the United States bitterly repents 
having rashly undertaken the war. All 

authorities and public men in the 
rountry know as well as the rest of the 
world that Spain is conducting a hope- 
iess and farcical war. hey are anxious 
to sue for peace, but the price of peace 
at this moment would be a bloody civil 
strife, which, at the best, would bring 
to the throne an upstart pretenderanda 
hungry horde of adventurers eager to 
plunder the already impoverished state. 
[t is no mystery, therefore, why Spain 
still keeps fighting or pretending to

Does Not Mean Surrender. 
London, June 20.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: “Lieu- 
tenant General Correa, minister of war, 
thinks Captain General Augusti would 
only have resigned if he had intended to 
organize resistance elsewhere, perhaps 
at Iloilo. The government wishes it 
tlearly understood that the fall of Manila 
foes not in the least signify the sur- 
render of Spanish rule in the rest of the 
slands, or in other archipelagoes, where 
thortly vigorous measures will be taken 
o vindicate the rights of Spain against 
American invasion, with the assistance 
if native contingents who are still loyal.” 


The Money Order Tax. 

Washington, Jane 20.—The postoffice 
I-partment is interested in the method 
if collecting the tax on money orders. 
fhe war revenue act provides that 
money orders shall be taxed 2 cents, 
ind the postoffice department desires to 
tollect the tax itself. Itis believed that 
by charging an additional 2 cents for 
tach money order and turning this* 2 
tents into the treasury the tax can be 
tollected without additional expense 
ind with no inconvenience. If, how- 
‘ver, the treasury department insists 
hat each money order be stamped with 
1 revenue stamp, it will entail a con- 
Blerable cost in collecting the tax both 
yn the treasury department and the 
postoffice department. Every  pur- 
thaser of @ money order will be incon- 
renienced and every money order clerk 
will be put to unnecessary trouble. In 
iddition, the stamps themselves will 
tost a good deal. It is estimated that 
ihe government will collect between 36,- 
0,000 and $7,000,000 from this tax. 
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NEWS IN BRIEF. 

The news that the United States sen- 
ate had given its approval to the project 
for an international bank involving Peru 
and other South American countries has 
been received with enthusiasm in Lima. 

Nearly all the buildings on the Mitchell 
farm just outside Bridgewater, Mass., 
consisting of a house, barn and small 
sheds, were completely destroyed Sun- 
flay evening. One horse anda number of 
tows were burned. The family was away. 

The Habersham rice mills, a block of 
the oldest buildings in Savannah, one 
of them having been built in 1828, were 
destroyed by fire Sunday. The fire was 
started by lightning. The buildings 
were among the most historic in Savan- 
nah. 

Dexter Allen, 8 years old, disappeared 
in Pawtucket Saturday afternoon, and 
thinking that he might have been 
drowned in the river, the police dragged 
for and found his body Sunday after- 
poon, It is supposed that he fell while 
at play. 

The 2-masted schooner Grecian Bend, 
laden with 360 tons of plaster for parties 
in Boston, sprang aleak and filled with 
water so rapidly that to prevent her 
from sinking she was run on the beach 
at Old Orchard, Me. She lies in an 
easy position in the sand, and will prob- 
ably be saved. 


Manila at Their Mercy. 

London, June 20.—The Hong Kong cor- 
respondent of The Times says: “The 
rebels hold Manila at their mercy, but 
Admiral Dewey is anxious that the 
American troops should have the honor 
of receiving the Spanish capitulation. 
The steamer Yuen-Sing reports passing 
the United States troopship City of 
Peking on the morning of the 15th near 
Manila.” 

The success of the rebel forces is won- 
derful. General Aguinaldo has more 
than surpassed the expectations of those 
who favored his return to the Philip- 
pines. He has captured 3000 Spanish 
troops, including 900 regulars. Among 
the latter are 11 officers of and above the 
rank of lieutenant colonel, including two 
brigadier generals, and he has taken 79 
Officers below the rank of lieutenant 
colonel. In addition his forces have cap- 
tured five prominent priests, heads of 
important parishes in provinces recently 
overrun by the insurgents. These men 
the insurgents hate even more than they 
hate the Spaniards; and the rebels 
chuckle with joy when they point them 
out in their prisons. General Aguinaldo 
has captured a deal of money, which he 
has sent aboard the American warships 
for safety. The much-vaunted Philip- 
pine militia, which it was a serious mis- 
take on the part of the Spaniards to arm, 
are now all fighting in the rebel ranks.

Washington, June 21.—Advices have 
been ived here of an attempt in 
Havana to assassinate Captain General 
Bianco, that

The volunteers paraded the streets, cry-

people 2clally the auton- 
omists, are quitting the city as rapidly 
as possible, and General Blanco, wound- 
ed as he is, holds daily conferences with 
the commaaders of the volunteers, who} 
apparently are powerless to bring choutl 
order. 

The attempted killing 
captain general took place as he was 
leaving the palace to accompany some 
of the officers of his staff on an inspec- 
tion of the earthworks on the outskirts 
ofthe city. Salva sent a bullet into the} 
calf of General Blanco’s left leg. 

The volunteer is a member 
guard on duty around the palace. His 
younger brother, also a volunteer, was 
arrested tly of con- 
spiring with the eaemies of Spain 
against the established government. 
The younger Salva was tried by a court- 
martial and condemned to death. His 
brother made every effort to save him, 
and appeals were tnade to General Blan- 
co for clemency t with and

Salva waited 
until General Blanco came out in the 
afternoon and took up his stand on the 
outer ste the palace, a short dis- 
tance from a platoon of volunteers, also 
on guard, and waited. As Blanco stepped 
out the young soldier moved forward a 
pace and raised his rifle as if to salute. 
Instead of doing so, he quickly brought 
the breech of the weapon to his shoulder 
and fired. His aim was effective, and 
General Blanco, with an exclamation of 
pain, sank to jase pavement. 

While ane ‘onfusion prevailed Salva 
stood cal ae from the group of 
his comrades, almost where he had been 
when the shot was fired. He made no 
effort to shoot again, nor to escape. His 
comrades held aloof from him for a mo- 
ment; but when some of the officers who 
had come from the palace with General 
Blanco rushed at him with drawn swords 
and with an evident determination to 
take summary vengeance, the volun- 
teers quickly surrounded him and ward- 
ed off the strokes of the swords. Salva 
made no effort to avoid the sword 
thrusts. “I have avenged the death of 
my brother,” he said, “and that is all 
that I had to live for.” As soon as Blanco 
had been removed Salva was put in 
Morro castlr, where he is awaiting 
death. Blanco’s wound is not danger- 
ous.

Secretary Long supplied names ror 35 
craft. All these were provided for in 
the last naval appropriation bill, and 
while contracts for thelr construction 
have not been let the advertisements 
have been issued, except in the case of. 
the monitors, and all the boats will be 
under way before cold weather. First 
in the list of the big battleships is the 
Maine, for congress has provided that} 
that name shall be continued in the 
naval list. The other two big battle- 
ships will be called the Missouri and 
the Ohio. The first of the torpedo boats 
bears the name of young Bagley, who 
was killed on the Winslow under the 
guns of Cardenas, the first American 
officer to lose his life in the war. Four} 
states have the privilege of giving their 
names to monitors, Arkansas, Con- 
necticut, Florida and Wyoming. The 
names given to the 16 torpedo boat de- 
stroyers are those of America’s famous 
naval heroes: Bainbridge, Barry, Dale, 
Chauncey, Decatur, Hopkins, Hull, 
Lawrence, MacDonough, Paul Jones, 
Perry, Preble, Stewert, Truxton, Whip- 
ple and Worden. The names applied 
to the torpedo boat are those of lesser 
fame, but still of glerious memory. Be- 
sides Bagley’s they are: Barney, Bid- 
dle, Blakely, Delong, Nicholson, O’Brien, 
Shubrick, Stockton, Thornton, Tingey, 
Wilkes. There is now only one vessel, 
either building or authorized, left with- 
out a name, a gunboat officially known 
as No. 16. 

Word went around the war depart- 
ment yesterday afternoon that tbe 
Cadiz fleet had made another spectacular 
appearance, this time returning to the 
home port. The source of information 
is not disclosed, so that it is impossible 
to tell how much credence to attach to 
the report. The navy department was 
promptly informed of the receipt of the 
message. 

Rumors of troop movements continue 
to emanate from camp Alger. This 
time it is stated on what appears to be 
better authority than usual, that one 
brigade composed of the three most 
perfectly equipped regiments, the First 
Rhode Island, and Sixth and Ninth Mas- 
sachusetts, is to be sent from this camp 
to Santiago. The Sixth Illinois, Eighth 
Ohio, Third and Sixty-fifth New York 
and Thirty-third and Thirty-fourth 
Michigan are said to be slated for 
Porto Rico, and quartermaster-in- 
chief of the corps is supposed to be ar- 
ranging for the transportation of these 
troops, who will, it is reported, be sent 
by sea directly from Newport News on 
the two liners, > Yale and the Har- 
vard. 


Troozs Mach Neglected. 
Portland, June 21.—Veteran members

A sur- 
prise occurred at the very commence- 
ment of the meeting, for it has generally 
been supposed that the Maine troops 
were well cared for at Chickamauga;

glected, and some even went so far as to 
say that they were almost starving. 
These letters were not all from the 
privates, but some of the officers had 
written to friends saying that the feed 
was poor and insufficient in quantity, 
and only last week there came near being} 
a riot in the camp asa result of it. 


Suggested a Ransom. 

Kingston, Jam., June 21.—F. W. Rams- 
den, the British consul at Santiago, who 
is acting for the United States in the 
negotiations with the Spaniards for the 
exchange of Hobson and his comrades, 
has suggested to the officials at Wash- 
ington that a ransom might be paid to 
secure the prompt release of the Ameri- 
can prisoners. That idea was undoubt- 
edly expressed in the cable dispatches 
which passed through the colonial au- 
thorities here, but in what form it was 
shaped is not clear. 


Will Have to Take Havana. 

New York, June 21.—The Evening 
World contains the following dispatch 
from Key West: “General Blanco has 
refused to exchange Lieutenant Hobson 
and the men of the Merrimac’s crew. 
On Saturdey last a warship was sent 
under a flag of truce and tried to ar- 
range for an exchange of prisoners. 
General Blanao sent out a launch to meet 
the United States officer, and his mes- 
senger stated that the governor general 
would not agree to any exchange. 

*“*The men are my prisoners and I 
will keep them,’ said he. ‘You will first 
have to capture Havana before getting 
them.’ The effort to obtain Hobson’s 
freedom has therefore, for the present, 
been abandoned.” 

Another dispatch says that Blanco’s 
answer was that the exchange must be 
arranged through the British embassy 
at Madrid. He could take no steps un- 
less specially authorized by the Spanish 
ministry.

Though never taking part in the 
public meets he was regarded by his 
fellow-students as a good all-around 
athlete. He is big of stature, well 
built and has all the characteristics 
that go to make up @ good soldier. 

He is the son of Judge E. C. 
Bumpus of Quincy, who, in the War 
of the Rebellion was First Lieutenant 
of the Forty-fourth Massachusetts 
Regiment. A grandfather and an uncle 
of the recently appointed Second 
Lieutenant were also soldiers in the 
Civil War, both serving as Captains in 
Massachusetts regiments, the latter re- 
ceiving his death wounds during 
Sherman’s march to the sea. 

At present Mr. Bumpus is with the 
division of the First Heavy Artillery 
stationed at Nahant.

Advices From Manila. 

London, June 21—The Daily Mail’s 
correspondent at Manila says: ‘“Cap- 
tain General Augusti telegraphs that he 
has gone into the walled city and will 
be unable to communicate further with 
the government.” 

General Aguinaldo desires that the isl- 
ands become an Americancolony. He 
declares that if he cannot be connected 
with the United States he will insist 
upon a republic being formed. If any 
other country wishes to secure the con- 
trol of the Philippines, that country will 
have to fight for it. The insurgents 
have 10,500 rifles and field pieces. 

General Nonet, going southward with 
3000 mixed troops from Belacan, 30 miles 
north of Manila, found the railway line 
blocked and was taken in ambush by 
the insurgents. Fierce fighting ensued 
and was carried on for three days, dur- 
ing which Nonet waskilled. The native 
troops joined the insurgents, and the 
Spaniards who were left, about 500, sur- 
rendered. 

A battalion of native militia, supposed 
to be particularly loyal, began shooting 
its officers and killed five when the in- 
surgents attacked Marabon. TheSpan- 
ish succeeded in disarming and impris- 
oning a portion of them, but they es- 
caped when the insurgents captured 
| Marabon. 


Polson In His Food, 

London, June 21—A Hong Kong cor- 
respondent says: “According to the 
report of the United States transport 
Zafiro, which has just arrived here from 
Manila, a dastradly attempt was made

NEW ENGLAND CROPS. 


How Last Weeks Weather A’ > ed 
Them as Officially Reported. 

Boston, June 21.—The weather condi- 
tions last week as reported by Direc- 
tor Smith of the district bureau were 
favorable to farmers. While show- 
ers fell in parts of all sections on from 
one to three days, they were light, or 
generally fell at hours when there was 
no work. The only complaint of damage 
is from Sullivan county, N.H. Sunshine 
was abundant in most instances. In 
northern parts of the district the nights 
were too cool for rapid growth. In 
Massachusetts, Rhode Island and Con- 
necticut the week was almost ideal for 
agricultural pursuits; but the tempera- 
ture conditions were not so favorable, 
and for that reason crops have not 
advanced as rapidly as might be de- 
sired. Light frosts occurred on the 15th 
and 16th in the lowlands of Maine, New 
Hampshire and Vermont, 

Considering the district-as a whole the 
crop conditions are satisfactory, and, 
perhaps, better than the average. The 
grass crop is generally in advance, from 
a week to 10 days, but otherwise the 
season is somewhat backward. The 
prospects are, without exception, con- 
sidered promising, and at present pres 
age satisfactory returns. 

In most sections the growth of grass 
is luxuriant, and the sunshine has great- 
ly improved the color and quality. The 
product is considered excellent in all 
respects. Haying is in progress in sec- 
tions of the southern half of the dis- 
trict, and will soon begin in the north- 
ern sections. Numerous correspondents 
predict the largest crop yet produced. 
Clover, owing to heavy growth and un- 
usual height, is reported to be lodging 
badly in numerous fields. 

Corn, while not making a rapid growth, 
is much improved. It is generally back- 
ward, though all are hopeful of an aver- 
age crop. In Vermont and New Hamp- 
shire cool weather has made it yellow. 
It needs rain in the former state. Other 
cereals are reported in a satisfactory 
condition. 

Caterpillars continue their injurious 
attacks on apple trees in Kennebec and 
Waldo counties, Me.; Cheshire county, 
N. H.; Orleans, Addison, Chittenden and 
Grand Isle counties Vt. In some sec- 
tions of Chittenden and Grand Isle coun- 
ties the forests look as if swept by fire. 
Trees will be killed unless the pest soon 
desists. For the remaining parts of the 
district the fruit crop continues most 
promising. 

The sunshine and showers have been 
especially favorable to garden truck, and 
all vegetables in this class have made 
rapid growth. It is reported plentiful, 
andin many instances abundant. Early 
potatoes are in bloom as far north as 
Vermont and New Hampshire. A large 
acreage of field potatoes is reported in 
Maine. Early peas are about ready for 
market in Massachusetts, and seeded 
onions are promising fairly well in Con- 
necticut. Bugs and beetles are plentiful, 
but have done little damage as yet.

By direc- 
lion of the admiral, Chadwick advised 
that the transports remain out of sight 
of land until the point at which the troops 
are to debark had been selected.

General Shafter and his staff left the 
other vessels and steamed to the flag- 
ship of the American fleet in order to 
visit Rear Admiral Sampson. The gen- 
eral went on board the flagship and the 
Seguranca proceeded to Acerraderos, a 
little over 17 miles west of Santiago, near 
which General Garcia is encamped with 
3000 Cuban soldiers. General Shafter 
and his staff and Rear Admiral Sampson 
were conveyed to Garcia's headquarters 
about a mile inland, where they spent 
several hours in consultation. General 
Garcia gave the Americans assurances 
that they need have no fear of contract- 
ing diseases on the southeastern coast of 
Cuba, as the climate there is not un- 
healthy, only extremely hot, at this 
season of the year. The Cuban general 
declared that his own troops, ill fed and 
clothed as they were in good 
health, and therefore the Americans 
need not fear fevers or other ailments. 

General Shafter examined the condi- 
tion of the Cuban soldiers during his 
visit and was impressed with their hardy 
and soldierly appearance, though he 
recognized the fact that they need 
clothes and provisions, both of which 
were given them during the day. The 
interview closed with the understand- 
ing on the part of both generals that 
small bodies of troops are to be landed 
at once at several points along the 
coast, where they will be safe from seri- 
ous attack by the Spaniards and will be 
able to keep the enemy in doubt, for the 
present, as to their ultimate intentions. 

Before nightfall all the other trans- 
ports and the convoyins warships had 
drifted nearer to the shore, and the 
Spanish soldiers, watching from the 
bluffs on both sides of the entrance of 
Santiago harbor, must have been im- 
pressed by the great array of vessels 
standing off shore. There were nearly 
60 of them, including the troopships and 
the men-of-war, comprising Rear Ad- 
miral Sampson's fleet and the squadron 
of Commodore Schley. The 8000 Spanish 
soldiers and perhaps 2000 sailors guard- 
ing the city and harbor of Santiago 
doubtless contluded that there was but 
a small chance of overcoming the force 


were, 


of American warships and some 20,000 
American soldiers and sailors which will 
be hurled against them before the pres- 
ent week is over. 

The soldiers, most of whom beheld the 
shores of Cuba for the first time in their 
lives, watched the steep mountain sides 
through the gathering darkness with 
many thought: of home passing through 
their minds, realizing the fact that in 
a few days they would be fighting for 
their country’s honor in the deep canyons 
which were then darkly visible in the 
gloom of the passing day, and wonder- 
ing how many of them would return to 
the homes they had left to do service 
{in the nation’s cause, and how many 
would find a grave in that strange and 
distant land they had come to conquer. 
The newspaper dispatch boats, which 
had been steaming back and forth 
among the transports since the arrival 
ef the latter, were held at every stage 
of thelr passage with the request to take 
latters to the nearest mailing point, giv- 
ing accounts of the voyage and an- 
nouncing the safe arrival of the army 
eff theenemy'’scoast. Forsome it might 
be the last word for mother, wife or 
sweetheart at home from him who had 
answered the call of his country and left 
family and fireside with light heart, 
buoyant spirits and all the enthusiasm 
of youth to combat a foe foreign to him 
in race, tongue and natural instincts. 
According to the regulations at the out- 
break of the war, not a light was visible 
on any of the ships and the cordon of 
men-of-war lying under the Spanish 
guns near Morro castle kept their vigil 
with more than usual care during the 
dark hours of the night to guard against 
the approach of a destroying torpedo 
boat which might attempt to run out of 
the harbor and, with a well-directed 
shot, sink a troopship in the depths of 
the sea and send the souls of those 
aboard her into the realms of eternity. 


FEVER AND CYCLONES. 


of Marines and Vessels From 
Disease and Storm. 

Washington, June 22.—The fact that 
the sailors on board Admiral Sampson's 
ships and marines on shore have thus 
far escaped even the slightest touch of 
yellow fever encourages the authorities 
here to believe that perhaps the dangers 
from that source have been greatly over- 
estimated. Up to the present time the 
American forces have not only been ex- 
tremely fortunate in escaping Spanish 
bullets, but also in experiencing freedom 
from the cyclones which are comnron in 
the Caribbean sea and the gulf of Mex- 
ico at this period of the year. It is 
realized, however, that this good fortune 
cannot be expected to continue, and 
steps are being taken to establish sig- 
nal stations on the coast of South Amer- 
ica to give warning of the approach of 
tornadoes and hurricanes, 


Freedom 


The secretary of war has been for some 
days considering the problem of dis- 
posing of the lk rge number of prisoners 
who ure expected to be captured at San- 
tiago and Porto Rico. Yesterday he 
conferred with several of the well- 
known southern officers, among them 
ex-Senator and now Major General! But- 
ler, as to the best policy to be pursued. 
It has been practically aeciaea that the 
prisoners will be placed on board the 
transports now at Santiago and brought 
to the United States. In this event the 
military prison will be established at 
Fort McPherson near Atlanta. Thead- 
vantages possessed by this site are 
numerous, but the most important is 
the freedom from possible spread of the 
yellow fever. The transfer of the pris- 
oners to this country will be necessary 
because of the difficulty of feeding so 
many thousand men on Cuban soil, and 
also because the war department does 
not wish to maintain a large army at

FELL TO THEIR DEATH. 


Overwhelming Disaster During a 
Launching In England. 


Men, Women and Ohildren 
Dropped Into Eternity. 


Staging Upon Which They Stood Wrecked by 
a Wave. 


London, June 22.—The bodies of five 
men, 18 women and 11 children have been 
recovered in Blackwell, which was the 
scene Tuesday of a frightful disaster 
that followed the launching of the Brit- 
ish first-class battleship Albion by the 
Duchess of York. How many more are 
missing can only be conjectured. It js 
thought that the number of dead will 
exceed 60. 

A staging had been erected for 
workmen near the stern of the Japanese 
cruiser in course of construction in the 
Blackwall yards, It was a light struc- 
ture, about 50 feet long, and notices had 
been posted warning the public that it 
was dangerous. Despite the efforts of 
the police, some 200 people invaded the 
staging, which commanded a good view 
of the launching ceremony. Two great 
waves completely demolished it when the 
warship slid into the water, and on re- 
ceding carried most of its occupants into 
deep water. 

The water was alive with struggling 
people and floating debris. It was a 
scene of terrible confusion. The shriek 
of the unfortunate people mingled with 
the cheers after the successful launch- 
ing. Fortunately there was plenty of 
help near in the shape of police boatg and 
othercraft. Theshipbullders with drags 
and the firemen who were employed in an 
ornamental capacity at the ceremony 
were all prompt in affording succor. A 
number of nurses had come to witness 
the launching. Some of these and many 
others were revived by artificial respira- 
tion. Some were injured by colliding 
with the debris, 

There was an ample supply of restora- 
tives soon available and everything 
possible was done for the rescued, many 
of whom were in a state of complete col- 
lapse. Heartrending scenes were wit- 
nessed as the identification of the dead 
slowly proceeded, 


To Plant the Flag. 

Columbus, O., June 22.—H. M. Dough- 
erty called the Republican state con- 
vention to order yesterday afternoon. 
A letter from Senator Hanna was read. 
It aroused much enthusiasm. On be- 
ing introduced as temporary chairman, 
General Grosvenor reviewed the pledges 
of the party at the St. Louis convention 
and what had been done since the in- 
auguration of President McKinley. He 
said: “It will be the policy of this ad- 
ministration to plant the flag of the 
United States at Hawaii, to occupy it 
and fortify it, and make it a part of the 
territory of the United States; and when 
the war is over we will then settle the 
question of what sort of a government 
we will havethere. I doubt very mych 
whether you and I will live to see the 
day when, by order of a Republican gd- 
ministration, the starry banner of your 
country’s glory shall be pulled down 
from any flagstaff where conquest of 
arms has placed It.”

Quincy Has More Industries 
Than Larger Cities. 


The latest census publication by the 
State is part 1, volume 5, of the census 
of 1895, issued today. The first sum- 
mary shows the number of private 
firms and corporations by towns, classi- 
fied by manufacturing and mechanical 
industries. In Quincy there are 214 
firms and 14 corporations, a total of 
228 against 53 in Braintree, 75 in 
Brookline, 47 in Canton, 78 in Ded- 
ham, 39 in Foxboro, 68 in Franklin, 
111 in Hyde Park, 74 in Needham, 35 
in Norwood, 41 in Randolph, 66 in 
Stoughton, 140 in Weymouth and a 
smaller number in other Norfolk 
County towns. The total number of 
establishments in the county is 1352, 
giving Quincy one-sixth, so that it 
will be seen that the city has a large 
number of industries and they appeared 
to be diversified:

We sailed on the steamer Noyo, 
Capt. Hansen in charge, at 6.15 P. M 
Wednesday, May 18th, 1898, Our party 
composed of seven persons. We 
coaled up at Weillington, Van Couvers 
Island, in Departure bay where we re- 
mained } hours.

Capt. Flood reports a pleasant 
trip with just a little excitement com- 
ing home Monday morning. He left 
Marblehead at 3.15 A. M. the wind 
biowing great guns from the north, 
and sailed along under a three reefed 
mainsail and arrived safely at her 
anchorage at five minutes past six. 

The schooner yacht Enigma of the 
Wollaston Yacht club with Capt. 
Nelson, Al. Dickey and A. T. Barstow 
went to Marblehead on the Seven- 
teenth, enjoying a view of the races 
given off Nahant by the Massachu- 
setts Yacht club, also part of the race 
at Marblehead given by the Burgess 
yacht club of that town. A very 
pleasant visit was made in and about 
the old historic place. 

Mr. Nelson returned by rail Saturday 
owing to business duties. Mr. J. S. 
Baker joined the party Saturday and 
returned to Wollaston on the schooner 
Monday morning. They left Marble- 
head about 3.15 A. M. with a strong 
north wind, but were enabled to carry 
her foresail, mainsail and staysail, and 
made port about 6.15 A .M. 

The Idlewild of Savin Hill left 
Marblehead about the same time—they 
keeping in close company. ‘The Idle- 
wild was pretty well reefed but not- 
withstanding that she took a heavy 
puff when near Deer Island which 
carried away her mast clean from the 
deck. Then it was that Mr. Barstow 
who had charge of the Enigma quickly 
went to the assistance of the dismasted 
sloop. There was found to be nine or 
ten persons aboard two being ladies. 
One of the gentlemen and the ladies 
boarded the schooner and were safely 
landed at the Wollaston Yacht club 
from where they svon departed for 
their homes by rail, The other mem- 
bers of the party on the disabled boat 
remained on board at anchor and 
waited assistance from a tug which 
soon towed them into port. 


about 3,000 people. At the head of 
the bay, at the sides are high moun- 
tains, some 3,000 feet high. 

On May 24, at 6 A. M. we arrived at 
Skagway. This is a place of some im- 
portance. There are four wharves, 
miners depart here over the white trail 
for Dawson. We went four miles to 
Dyea at the head of the bay or sound. 
It is a smaller town, than Skagway, at 
the foot of Chilcoot pass the nearest 
point to the lakes which empty into 
the Yokon river which flows from the 
Klondike gold fields. ‘These cities are 
surrounded by high mountains 4,000 
feet high covered by snow. 

This harbor is very shallow, no 
wharf is complete. They are two miles 
from the town. ‘The gamblers in these 
cities are too numerous to mention. 
The Canadian mounted police will 
not allow them to cross the line from 
Alaska. 

At 11.15 A. M. Wednesday, May 25th, 
we came into the edge of Glacier bay, 
which had large and small floats of ice 
coming down from the Great Muir 
glacier, which is the largest in the 
world. Could see it some 50 miles 
away at the head of that bay. No ship 
can come within half a mile of this 
glacier, for they would be destroyed. 

Passing on we saw whales, porpoises, 
ducks and numerous other birds in 
Pass sound, going out into the Pacific 
ocean, At 1.30 P. M. could see Gekie 
glacier, on Lapivose mountain which 
is 10,000 feet high. 

Now 5 P. M. we can see the grandest 
sight we ever beheld; high mountain 
peaks, craggy, in all forms all covered 
with snow large glaciers coming down 
the passes into the ocean. 

May 26, 6.30 A. M., we 
Yacitat, a small place where 
Indians principally live. They fish for 
salmon and hunt, At 10.20 A. M. we 
can see Malispena glacier, which is 40 
miles long. 

At 1 P. M. we are 
Logan, and Mount St. Alias, 
the loftiest peaks in North America. 
Logan is 19,500 feet high, St. Alias 
18,024 feet high. At times could get 
a glimpse of the tops 
cloudy. Another large glacier. Saw 
several whales. This afternoon and 
night quite stormy. Entered Prince 
William sound and arrived at Valdies 
at 7 P. M. May 27. Here a lieutenant 
and several soldiers are in tents, They 
are doing some survey work, Here is 
a bay hemmed in between high moun- 
tains which are 8,000 feet high, all 
covered with snow. Glaciers here are 
40 feet deep. The snow where the

Admiral Sampson's dispatch indicated 
that he was carrying out his instruc- 
tions thoroughly to clear a way for the 
landing of troops. The demonstration 
which he made with the Texas before 
Cabanas, which is just east of Guan- 
tanamo, may easily have led the Span- 
lards to suppose that a general landing 
Was to be attempted in that immediate 
wieinity. It was evident from the text 
of Sampson's dispatch that a consider- 
able landing had already been effected 
near Guantanamo, as he noted that com- 
munication by telegraph had been re- 
established at that point, and that the 
channel had been cleared of submarine 
mines. In the opinion of naval officers 
the landing at Guantanamo was of 
marines rather than of land forces. 

The reinforcement of General Shaf- 
ter actually began yesterday in the de. 
parture of a regiment and a battalion of 
the troops at Camp Alger for Santiago. 
They go to Newport News and then by 
steamer to Santiago. If expectations 
are realized, these troops are likely to 
occupy less time in the passage than did 
the first contingent which left Tampa, 
notwithstanding the distance Is twice as 
long. Formal orders were issued plac- 
ing General Henry in charge of the rew 
division.of troops composed of Duffield’s 
and Garretson’s brigades. Probably 
some of the troops now at Tampa will be 
attached also, in which case they will be 
dispatched in separate transports. 

The Thirty-third Michigan and one 
battalion of the Thirty-fourth Michigan 
were selected to go first, comprising 1350 
men and 53 officers. It is expected that 
the Harvard sill be the ship first or- 
dered. The remaining regiments and 
battalions of General Duffield’s com-

mand will leave on Saturday next, tak- 


ing the Yale. The entire expedition will 
then proceed under command of Gen- 
eral Duffield, whose brigade consists of 
the Ninth Massachusetts, the Thirty- 
third and Thirty-fourth Michigan and 
the Third Virginia regiments. General 
Duffield had a e-nference with Secretary 
Alger on Tuesday night, during which 
the details of this move were gone over. 
The general has the fullest confidence of 
the secretary, being a Detroit man and 
bearing a personal relation to Secretary 
Alger. General Duffield is regarded as 
one of the best equipped officers of the 
volunteer service. He had a long and 
distinguished service during the civil 
war, going out with the Ninth Michigan 
infantry, of which he became adjutant. 
Later he went on the staff of General 
George H. Thomas, in command of the 
army- of the Cumberland, and was with 
that hero through the notable engage- 
ments in which he participated. Gen- 
eral Duffield’s expedition is expected to 
report to General Shafter in about four 
days from the time the ships leave New- 
port News. It will augment the forces 
under General Shafter to about 20,000 
men. Besides these, the present plan of 
sending reinforcements contemplates 
that General Garretson’s brigade of 4000 
men will go as soon as transports can be 
secured, which is expected to be at an 
early day by the purchase outright of 
the needed vessels. 

It is not forgotten by the department 
officials that the landing of troops is only 
a beginning of the work. Indeed, con- 
siderable apprehension is felt as to the 
next moves, for the task ahead of the 
American army is difficult indeed. Dai- 
quiri is connected with Santiago by two 
roads. Inquiry is made whether these 
roads are passable for oxteams. Inthe 
rainy season, which is now on, they are 
practically impassable by any means, 
and if the army is to reach Santiago, it 
will be obliged to spend much time in 
making a road which will be suitable not 
only for the passage of men but of the 
heavy artillery. 

Immediately in the neighborhood of 
Santiago and in close conjunction with 
the American troops are between 3000 
and 4000 insurgents fully armed and 
equipped. Within a radius of 50 miles 
are nearly 10,000 more, some of whom 
are keeping watch on Pando, and others 
of whom are engaged in preventing the 
return to Santiago of the main body of 
Svanish troops, which have gone down

London, June 23.—The Daily News 
publishes a statement, alleged to come 
from a correspondent having access to 
good information, that the occupation of 
Manila by parts of the crews of foreign 
warships is an accomplished fact. The 
communication proceeds to say: “Over 
a month ago Admiral Dewey prepared to 
bombard Manila. At this juncture, how- 
ever, a new factor was added to the 
situation. The German consul, acting 
on precise instructions, strongly op- 
posed a bombardment. These instruc- 
tions were clear and categorical, and 
emanated directly from Emperor Will- 
iam'scabinet. It was then that Admiral 
Dewey asked for reinforcements and 
supplied Aguinaldo with arms. While 
Germany gathered a naval force, the In- 
tention at Berlin was, if not to take pos- 
session of Manila, at least to co-operate 
in the landing, Admiral Dewey's force 
not being sufficient to protect German 
interests. 

“Captain General Augusti had, on nls 
part, informed his government of the 
situation, and several interviews took 
place at Madrid with the German am- 
bassador, the result being that it was 
decided that Captain General Augusti 
should appeal to the foreign warships 
at Manila, excluding the American, to 
protect the lives and property of the in- 
habitants against the insurgents. 

“It was an indirect way of capitulat- 
ing, while sparing Spanish amour propre. 
There is no doubt Admiral Von Died- 
richs has taken command of the forces 
landed, although he has not taken pos- 
session in behalf of Germany; but will 
he, when the American reinforcements 
arrive. be willing to allow his forces to

EMBARRASSING LAW. 


Inability t) Furnish Proper Amount 
of Stamps. 


= 


No Provision In Enactment 
For the Difficulty. 


Misdemeanor Not to Use the Tongue Inj 


Licking. 


Washington, June 23.—Every possible 
effort is being made by the secretary of 
the treasury to put into operation on 
July 1 the adhesive stamp tax section of 
the war revenue act. It is not thought 
possible, however, to have stamps on 
sale in all parts of the country on that 
date, and in consequence it is expected 
that for several days at least business 
embarrassments will be many and in 
some instances serious. The law de- 
clares it shall be deemed a misdemeanor 
not to affix a stamp to any bank check, 
note, draft, etc., punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $200. The law further de- 
clares that such instruments, document 
or paper, shall not be competent evi- 
dence in any court, in fact void. 

The force at the bureau of engraving 
and printing is working every hour of the 
24 to get out the stamps, and efforts will 
be made to reduce to a minimum embar- 
rassment arising out of the new law. 
About 750,000 stamps were shipped to the 
Pacific coast yesterday, and other ship- 
ments will follow in rapid succession. 
The stamps will be sent to collectors of 
internal revenue, and by them dis- 
tributed to the deputies. National banks 
in each town will receive telegraphic re- 
quests to handle the stamps for the bene- 
fit of the public until other arrange- 
ments can be made for their distribution. 

The low rate of discount, 1 percent, 
allowed to persons purchasing stamps 
in quantities of $100, it is believed, will 
operate to make it difficult to secure a 
sufficient number of local agencies to 
supply the public needs; but special ap- 
peals will be made and the hope is ex- 
pressed that there will be found in every 
community a sufficient number of pub- 
lic-spirited citizens to undertake to 
handle the stamps without proper com- 
pensation. 

The attorney general takes a less se- 
rious view than some of the other offi- 
cials of the action of the senate finance 
committee in declining to recommend 
the extension to July 15. Any failure to 
affix stamps to commercial and other 
paper subject to tax, it is said, could he 
remedied by a compliance with the law 
at any time, and even should the matter 
be brought into court, it is doubted if 
the courts would impose the penalty 
where there was not shown an intention 
to defraud the government of its rev- 
enues. If the stamp required was not 
procurable at the time the instrument 
was drawn, the government and not 
the individual, it is said, would be re- 
sponsible. It is also stated that un- 
stamped papers would be perfectly good 
as between individuals, and not until 
the matter was brought into court could 
any question be raised as to its validity. 
The postmaster general has been ques- 
tioned on the subject, and he has ad- 
vised the treasury department that he 
can furnish such number of stamps as 
may be required for a temporary ex- 
pedient. The plan has not yet been 
fully matured; but Secretary Gage is 
inclined to the opinion that this course 
will be necessary. The stamps in de- 
nomination less than 1 cent will be 
printed at the bureau of engraving, and 
furnished as rapidly as possible. 


CONGRESSIONAL. 


Mr. Simpson Accuses a Representative 
From Ohio of Wilful Perversion. 

Washington, June 23.—In the house 
Wednesday Mr. Simpson (Pop., Kan.) 
created something of a diversion by 
rising to a question of personal priv- 
ilege. He proceeded to read from a 
report of Representative Grosvenor’s 
speech before the Ohio Republican con- 
vention in which the Ohio member was 
reported as saying, after referring to 
the opposition to the Republicans in 
the house having voted in the interest 
of the reconcentrados for the $50,000,- 
000 appropriation, that “nine out of 
every 10 of those gentlemen” had voted 
“no” upon every subsequent appropria- 
tion bill for the “suffering soldiers” of 
the union. 

Mr. Dalzell (Rep., Pa.) made the point 
that it was not a matter to warrant 
the Kansas member in rising to personal 
privilege, and the speaker, upholding 
the point, remarked with some humor 
that proceedings in the house were not 
infrequently the subject for outside 
comment, and should members insist 
upon rising in each instance to a ques- 
tion of personal privilege the house 
would have its time so occupied that “it 
would be unable to give that calm and 
elaborate consideration to legislation 
that is its wont.” 

Then while the speaker hammered 
hard to bring Mr. Simpson to his seat 
the Kansas member persisted and de- 
clared that “the assertion as regards 
the vote of members on this side is 
false. Every man on this side has 
voted for every appropriation bill, and 
no man would have cast the reflection 
upon a large portion of this house con- 
tained in the speech of the gentleman 
from Ohio was he not dead to all sense 
of honor and truthfulness when he had 
in his possession the facts with which 
the gentleman must have been -fa- 
millar.” 

The resolutions providing for the an- 
nexation of Hawaii were laid before the 
senate, Mr. White of California resum- 
ing his speech in opposition to the res- 
olutions. He presented additional ar- 
guments and citations of authorities to 
establish his position that annexation 
of foreign territory must be by treaty 
and could not be by legislative act. 

In the beginning his discussion of the 
Hawalian resolutions, Mr. Pettigrew, 
who relieved the California member, 
presumed the homestead provision had |

“I bud hoped,” he said, “that the ques-

In- 
stead of that, however, we are being 
propelled to an issue by an interest 
which has crowded around this capitol 
for years, that of the sugartrust. We 
are to be forced to action.” Mr. Petti- 
grew mai: ‘ained that the territory of 
the United States was already large 
enough, and he believed it his duty to 
resist the acquisition of any territory 
inhabited by a people inferior to ours, 
or so located as to require a nav¥ to 
defend it

stubbornly contested games ever played 
here.

Lewis contributed in a 
large measure to the victory with his 
batting. Woods was hit twice as hard 
as Lewis, but at least a dozen of the 
drives were lined into outfieldens’ hands. 
Merets, Ryan and Lange played sen- 
sational games in the outfield, and 
spoiled several hits that looked good 
for doubles and triples, 

With the Chicagos leading by two 
runs, Stahl, in the seventh, drew @ 
base on balls) Lewis lined out a hot 
single, and Hamilton followed with a 
two-bagger, which tied the score.

toward the coast to meet tne invauing 
forces. The American and Cuban forces 
combined will be over 20,000, and now 
that Garcia’s men have been supplied 
with rifles and ammunition, these ought 
to be able to do effective work. Army 
officers say that the insurgents will be of 
great assistance. Alone and compara- 
tively unarmed they may not have been 
able to accomplish much, but with 
American rifles in their hands, serving 
as wings to Shafter’s center, they will 
fight bravely and desperately. 

It has been supposed that it would be 
impossible for the Spanish admiral to 
effect his escape from Santiago harbor, 
but a letter received from Assistant En- 
gineer R. K. Crank, formerly of the 
Massachusetts and more recently of the 
Merrimac, after describing with inter- 
esting detail the exploit of Lieutenant 
Hobson, contains the following para- 
graph: ‘The Merrimac is lying with her 
bow to seaward just above Estella point, 
with her stern swung around until she 
lies almost parallel to the direction of 
the channel. From the fact that she is 
completely submerged except her masts 
and smokestack, it would seem that she 
is sunk some little distance from the 
right bank. However, she is not lying 
across the channel. So far as blocking 
the channel, the attempt cannot be said 
to have been successful. It is probable 
that the anchor on the starboard quar- 
ter carried away the stoppers on the 
chain, and the chain must have cut 
through the rail as far as the midships 
section of the ship, thus permitting the 
stern to swing entirely around until the 
ship lay up and down ™e channel.” 

The third military expedition for the 
Philippines will leave San Francisco 
Monday on six transports, namely, the 
Ohio, Indiana, City of Para, Morgan 
City, Valencia and Newport. General 
Merritt, commanding the new depart- 
ment of the Pacific and prospective gov- 
ernor general of the Philippines, prob- 
ably will accompany the expedition on 
the Indiana. Major General Otis, the 
next in command, will accompany the 
fourth expedition to the Philippines. 


Fears of a Massacre. 

London, June 23.—Reports from Ma- 
nila, says a special dispateh from 
Shanghal, indicate the existence of 
fears that the wife of Captain General 
Augusti and her children have been 
massacred by the rebelsin Bulacan. It 
is thought, according to the same ad- 
vices, that this is the reason of the un- 
willingness of Aguinaldo, the insurgent 
leader, to allow the British consul to 
start to rescue them. 


Queen Regent and Her Relatives, 

London, June 23.—The Berlin corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: “The 
queen regent has privately caused those 
sovereigns who are her relatives to be 
directly sounded, and those whom she 
regards as friends to be indirectly 
sounded, as to whether they are willing 
to mediate; but the stage of diplomatic 
negotiations has not yet been reached, 
and it is very doubtful whether it will 
be reached for some time to come. 

“The semi-official Post hears from 
Antwerp that persons commissioned by 
the Washington government to enlist 
seamen on neutral soil are sadd to have 
enlisted more than 1000 German sailors 
for the American navy and the auxiliary 
cruisers. This would explain the diffi- 
culty German captains have experienced 
of late in manning their ships.”

DRIVEN FROM HILLS, 


Two Bodies of Spaniards Forced to 
Retire, 


HARRASSED BY CUBANS. 


One of Shafter’s Pians That 
Miscarried. 


“IT IS CRITICAL,” CERVERA DECLARES. 


Enemy Claim to Have Beaten the Americans 


In First Fight. 


Port Antonio, Jam., June 24.—Desul- 
tory fighting went on in the mountains 
on all sides of Santiago Thursday. While 
General Shafter continued landing his 
troops at the Sigua Iron company’s 
‘docks a number of transports proceeded 
westward 12 miles, and troops were 
landed to co-operate directly with the 
Cuban forces marching upon the doomed 
city. In that direction from the hills 
back of Santiago 900 Cubans have been 
reported to be harrassing the enemy. 
Two bodies of Spaniards have been 
driven from the hills back upon Santiago. 
This was done only after a desperate 
fight, in which 25 Spaniards are said to 
have been killed and twice that number 
wounded. The Spaniards have plenty of 
@mmunition, but they show the effects 
of the terrible strain they must have 
been under since the appearance of the 
American troops. 

Two hundred Cubans attacked the 
{ panish outposts west of Santiago. 
‘“zeneral Shafter’s plan called for a force 
of 2000 Cubans, and had that number 
responded, and had they obeyed, General 
Shafter’s hope of drawing the Spaniards 
in force westward, while he disembarked 
rastward, would surely have been suc- 
jressful, but the Spaniards moved in 
neither direction, but stayed entrenched 
at Santiago. The rifle fire of a handful 
of Cubans, and the presence of two 
transports and one schooner were not 
enough to convince them that the Ameri- 
cans intended to make a landing. 

The Cubans say that the non-arrival 
of promised food prevented them from 
concentrating 2000 men. However, they 
wontend that they have driven 400 Span- 
jards from Coletta, the most important 
cutpost. Had the full design carried, 
General Shafter would have been in 
control of the nearest hill to Santiago, 
allowing Sampson to drag torpedoes and 
capture or destroy the Spanish ships, and 
incidentally have Santiago city and the 
troops at his me rcy. 


“Critical,” Says Cervera. 

Madrid, June 24.—Cable dispatches re- 
ceived here from Admiral Cervera say 
the crews of the Spanish warships at 
Santiago have joined the land forces 
in order to take part in the defense of 
the city. He adds that the situation is 
critical, but a later dispatch affirmed 
that the Spaniards “have victoriously 
repulsed the enemy.” 

A dispatch from the governor of San- 
tiago says: “The attack on Siboney 
(Sabana?) and Baiquiri continued until 
nightfall. The enemy was repulsed ex- 
cept on the left, at Baiquiri, where the 
Spaniards were obliged to retire in con- 
Sequence of a flanking movement upon 
the part of the enemy, who landed seve 
eral kilometers east of Baiquiri. The 
Spanish forces retired in good order into 
the mountains. Siboney and Berraco 
were destroyed by the American shells.” 

During the afternoon a_ semi-official 
note was issued “in order to avoid a mis- 
understanding,” pointing out that 
(‘merely the Spanish left retired and 
took up a position in the mountains, ow- 
ing to the Americans landing nine kilo- 
Meters east of Baiquiri, where there 
were no Spanish troops, and endeavor- 
ing to outflank the Spaniards."’ The 
note then points out that “this part of 
the country is very unhealthy, and that 
yellow fever is rampant.” 


WITHOUT A CASUALTY. 


Men Debark From the Transports— 
Madrid Report Laughed At. 

Washington, June 24.—General Shaf- 
ter reported to the war department 
yesterday the landing of his men with- 
out a single casualty, nobody being 
hurt except an unfortunate Cuban who 
was some distance up on the hills, and 
whose arm was shattered by the explo- 
sion of a shell. The army officials are 
very agreeably surprised that General 
Shafter has not reported the appearance 
of any Spanish force.

He 
did not place the least reliance upon the 
statements, and laughingly said he 
would wait until General Shafter had 
been heard from before he shed any 
tears. 


Weakness of the Blockade, 
Kingston, Jam., June 24.—With the 
 yerppeied investment of Santiago by 
and and by sea, the admiral has decided 
to strengthen the blockade of the large 
ports on the southern coast, westward 
of Santiago. For three weeks the coast 
‘west to Cape San Antonio has been prac- 
tically unprotected, with the result that 
ét is known that quite a number of ships 
have run the blockade and that an im- 
mense quantity of provisions has been 
smuggled into Havana. Most of the 
blockade runners have landed their car- 
goes under the lee of the Isle of Pines, 
and thence the provisions have been 
aken in small boats to Batabano, whence 
the railroad runs to Havana. These 
cargoes were undoubtedly smuggled into 
the Spanish lines and will aid Captain 
General Blanco greatly in withstanding 
the siege. The aiimiral has decided that 
blockade running must cease, and four 
phips are patroliing the coast from Cape 
Cruz to the Isle of Pines. 


Shelled Every Village. 

Playa Del Este, June 24.—Before the 
fanding the fleet in front of Morro castle 
opened out and the ships, steaming along 
between Santiago and Baiquiri to pre- 
vent reinforcements by the railroad to 
the latter point, shelled every village on 
the coast. The Bancroft, Wilmington 
and Vixen discovered a regiment of 
Spanish soldiers defiling down the rail- 
toad to Juragua, and their shells sent 
them scampering up the hill like jack- 
rabbits. The warships, before the land- 
ing, shelled Baiquiri town and the sur- 
rounding hills for half an hour. What 
remained of the smoldering village was 
wrecked, 


Spectacular Event. 

Kingston, June 24.—The most spectacu- 
lar event of the war was the work of the 
jlexas off Cabanas, whither she went to 
make a feint of landing troops. The 
ftransports which were to have accom- 
panied the Texas were far out of posi- 
tion. Suddenly a puff of smoke shot out 
from the western battery, showing that 
the enemy were devoting attention to the 
Texas. The battieship replied prompt- 
iy, and for an hour the duel between the 
Texas and the forts continued. The 
marksmanship of the Texas was marvel- 
lous. Though over two miles away and 
in an awkward position, she dropped 
shell after shell right on the ridge of the 
hill, where the enemy’s guns lay. The 
crew of the flagship greeted each of these 
with loud cheers. Puffs of white smoke 
shot through the yellow canyon. These 
were shots fromtheenemy. They stuck 
to their guns well, but their aim was 
‘wild, the shots falling some a mile ahead 
and some a mile astern of the Texas. 
Finally the enemy's shots became few 
and far betweeny*They had probably 
been driven from’their guns. The other 
battleships lay in a semi-circle, watch- 
‘ing the wonderful work of the Texas 
and not wishing to distract the enemy’s 
attention from the successful feint. 


To Ascertain Opinion. 

London, June 24.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post says: 
“The government, it is reported, has 
authorized its agents throughout the 
‘ountry to ascertain the opinion of the 
people as to the desirability of term- 
inating the war. Sagasta will announce 
the result after the cortes is prorogued.” 


Men Are All Contented. 

Chickamauga National Park, June 24.— 
There are now at the park nearly 47,000 
men, and these are being added to daily 
by from 500 to 700 recruits, Everything 
is moving smoothly at the park. The 
men are all contented and are working 
with a good will. TLe quartermaster's 
department has been thoroughly sys- 
tematized, so that there is no longer the 
slightest difficulty for the men to get 
plenty of good and wholesome food. The 
regiments are nearly all equipped with 
new uniforms, and are being armed as 
rapidly as the guns can be turned out 
of the arsenal. Other needed equip- 
ments #@e being added daily. 

For the first time in the history of the 
army of the United States an ambulance 
corps is being organized as an adjunct 
to its efficiency. The object of this or- 
ganization is to facilitate the proper 
handling of the sick and wounded on the 
field. The corps will have attached to 
it skilled physicians, surgeons and 
stewards, which, with a full supply of 
attendants, willnumber150. They have 
25 ambulances, 28 horses and 76 mules, 
together with wagons and harnesses for 
moving their equipage. 

The chaplains of nearly all of the regi- 
ments have begun a very vigorous cru- 
sade against the “canteens” or saloons, 
The fight promises to be waged with un- 
relenting vigor, and if the chaplains can 
obtain the co-operation of the officials 
the “canteens” will soon be a thing of 
the past.

Quincy must pay the award of $3,000 
to Mrs. Phoebe C. Harris for injuries. 
|The full bench of the Supreme Court 
overruled on Thursday the defendant’s 
exceptions in the case. The suit was 
brought for damages for personal in- 
juries sustained in consequence of fall- 
ing upon a sidewalk which was covered 
with rough and hubbly ice. 

The exceptions were to two refusals 
of the trial judge to rule as requested 
by the defendant. One ruling asked 
| for was that the plaintiff was bound to 
| show the valuation of the defendant 
|city for the purpose of enabling the 
jury to fix liability, as by Public 
pbemonses chap. 52, sec. 20, the city’s 

liability was fixed at one-fifth its valu- 
ation in such cases, or, at most, $4,000.

I think it is my duty to call the at- 
tention of the public to the actions of 
some of our granite firms, who in my 
estimation have gravely insulted every 
civilized granite cutter in the United 
States, and every true lover of freedom 
It is no wonder that the 
country is in sucha state of trouble 
and woe. It is no wonder so many 
granite cutters are walking the streets 
and cannot get work. It is no wonder 
that they are laughed and scoffed at 
when they look for their rights, when 
we have such traitors among us. You 
may ask, why are they traitors? Be- 
cause by their actions they have 
proved it as I will now explain. 

When war was declared these firms 
had several Spaniards working for 
them, and these Spaniards were loyal 
enough to go and seek the Spanish 
consuls in Mexico and Canada, and 
stay with them for eight or ten weeks, 
long enough to get drilled in the spy 
system. Now they have returned to 
put this education into practice and 
these firms have given them work to 
help them along. Iam told that the 
manufacturers even went so far as to 
discharge good, honest, hard-working 
American citizens to make room for 
these barbarians. There are hundreds 
of Granite cutters walking our streets 
that cannot get work. 

Is not this enough to make any good 
citizen rebel against such work? I 
think it is, and all those who hire 
Spaniards until peace is proclaimed 


’! ought to be arrested for treason and get 


States prison for life. These firms 
had rather hire these barbarians to 
do this work than to hire good Amer- 
ican citizens. I call them barbarians 
because of their barbarous actions 
in this war with Spain; for the way 
they tortured innocent women and 
children; for the butchering of our 
marines last week, and by the blowing 
up of the Maine. They have proved 
themselves such. I think they should 
get leave to withdraw as they may 
be spys. The more suspicious ones 
say they might poison our wells, etc. 

West Quincy has given six or eight 
volunteers, among them one of the 
flesh and blood of some of these firms 
and if Iam rightly informed it was 
through the hiring of those Spaniards 
that he has left his home to fight for 
the land of the free and the home of 
the brave. This will show you the 
patriotism of some of our granite 
firms. I hope those who want a monu- 
ment will go to some firm which does 
not hire Spanish help and show those 
that do, that you do not want any 
Spanish work around you.

A Note from Mr. Peach. - 


Editors of the Daily Ledger: 

I desire to give public expression to 
my sincere regret that in acting im- 
pulsively concerning dancing last night 
at the Woodward, I however uninten- 
tionally showed discourtesy toward the 
Principal and toward other members 
of the Board of Directors of the 
school. I ought to have taken time to 
hunt them up and request a consulta- 
tion with them, instead of giving up 
the ‘search after a hurried passing 
through the rooms; and my speaking 
in the circumstances was unwarranted. 
I was indignant at what I supposed 
to be anauthorized conduct, and in my 
impetuosity simply lost control of my 
judgment. Jn extenuation I may be 
permitted to say that for some time I 
have been in a condition of severe 
nervous exhaustion. But while thus 
frankly apologizing for the discourtesy, 
and expressing the keenest regret over 
my excited procedure, I deplore the 
cause of it even more, and resent the 
way in which the known feelings of a 
number of ministers have been incon- 
siderately overidden. I do not stand 
alone in my protest againt dancing in 
the Woodward. Although out of 
town at the time of last year’s recep- 
tion, I heard upon returning that 
dancing had been indulged in without 
authority, and that a brother minister 
had protested and left the scene. Last 
night I supposed that the waltzing was 
equally unauthorized, until informed 
otherwise after having “spoken. And 
herein is a fact passing strange, for I] 
am learning today that it was 
generally understood that dancing was 
to bea part of the programme; and 
yet a brother minister whom I met 
on the street this morning tells me that 
he knewfnothing about it. Was there 
not possibly a deliberate discourtesy 
to us, that we, who give much time 
that we can ill spare to meetings of the 
Board and its committees, should be 


kept in darkness in the matter? Shall 
the directors not direc? Shall they 
have no opportunity to direct? The 


community hold them responsible; 
should it? 

If those who wished to have dancing 
had laid their request before the 
principal, and the principal had sub- 
mitted it to the directors at their 


regular meeting, and a majority thereof 


had voted to permit it, the minority 
would have submitted with the best 
grace possible. That this was not

was an ignoring of the authority of 
the directors of the school, and it put 
some of them into a humiliating ap- 
pearance_of compliance with what they 
conscientiously oppose. 


In all this there is not a word con- 
cerning the ethics of dancing. That is 


a matter for decision by each individnal 
for himself. In his own flock each 
pastor has official duties to teach and 
lead in the right way so far as he can 
and in a board each director is ex- 
pected to help direct.

TRADING STAMPS 
ALL RIGHT. 


The following act now before the 
legislature relative to trading stamps 
has caused the holders in this city 
some unnecessary anxiety. 

AN ACT. 
RELATIVE TO TRADING STAMPS. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Re- 
presentatives in General Court assembled and 
by the authority of the same, as follows: 

Section1. The provisions of chapter two 
hundred and seventy-seven, of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and eighty-four sha! 
apply to the giving of any stamps, coupons or 
other device which entitles a purchaser to dc- 
mand or receive any other property than that 
actually sold or exchanged: and also to the de- 
livery of any goods, wares or merchandise 
upon the presentation of such stamps, coupons 
or other device: provided, however, that this 
act shall not effect any existing contract. 

Section 2. This act shall take effect upon its 
passage. 

This act has not yet passed and may 
not, butif it does the merchants and 
their customers in Quincy and vicinity 
need not disturb themselves. As 
stated in the act, existing contract will 
stand and as the present contracts of 
the Traders Supply Co. of this city do 
not expire until the first part of 
December there will be ample time for 
all books now out to be redeemed and 
the fine presents obtained.

New London, June 24.—Cornell won by 
four lengths of clear water, and Har- 
vard was beaten eight lengths by Yale 
in the collegiate contest Thursday. The 
times were very slow, and the race, be- 
fore half the distance had been traveled, 
developed into a procession in which 
there would have been very little to 
create excitement but for the magnifl- 
cent work of Cook's eight and Court- 
ney'’s crew down the home stretch. 

Although apparently beaten beyond 
a doubt, there was any amount of pluck 
in the New Haven shell, and the little 
sandy-haired stroke drove Eli's sons 
spurt after spurt into the first half of 
the fourth mile, but at the end of each 
spurt by Yale, Cornell's wonderful little 
stroke would run his beat up a few 
points higher and away the Ithacan 
craft flew, regaining all the distance 
and adding a few yards on every ex- 
change of spurts.

A slight 
lead which Yale secured at the start 
was taken away by Cornell at this poiat, 
and Courtney’s men were not again 
headed. The eight of Harvard were 
never in the race and labored over the 
course to the finish a poor third, 11 boat 
lengths behind the champion New York- 
ers and seven to the stern of the historic 
rivals of Yale. 

Prettier form and watermanship have 
never been seen in America than that 
presented by Captain Colson and his 
Cornell crew throughout the four miles 
of the race. Scarcely a splash was to 
be seen from the red and white tipped 
oars which swept through the water at 
the muscular instance of the Cayuga 
experts. Their spurts were timely, con- 
| Servative and uniformly successful, and 
always with an evident reserve strength 
and force. It was the conviction of the 
fair-minded persons who witnessed the 
race that Cornell might easily have won 
by a greater margin. 

The work of Yale, the second crew, is 
capable of characterization as first-class 
when not subjected to the deadly paral- 
lel with Cornell. The Yale eight, a splen- 
did contingent, rowed in good form 
throughout the race, but spurts were 
unavailing against the responses forth- 
coming from their clever New York 
rivals. The Cambridge men pulled a 
long, clean stroke, but it lacked pro- 
pelling power, and farther and farther 
behind lagged the crimson shell, until 
hope of victory vanished and it became 
with the despondent sympathizers mere- 
ly a question of “how much,” 

The Cornell men finished in superb 
style, and after the race rowed majes- 
tically up the river two miles to their 
quarters. The Yale oarsmen showed 
some signs of fatigue, but Captain Whit- 
ney was the only man of the crew who 
appeared to approach the point of col- 
lapse. The plucky captain had all but 
rowed himself out, but recovered quick- 
ly. The Harvards finished surprisingly 
strong. They afforded the rather un- 
usual spectacle of a crew looking into 
the jaws of overwhelming defeat and 
still pulling freshly and vigorously 
across the last line of the contest. 

To Fred Colson, the Cornell coxswain, 
must be given the palm for clever steer- 
ing. Yale’s rudderman stuck to his 
course admirably and made no mistakes. 
The Harvard helmsman, however, 
| swerved badly at the lower turn and lost 
probably a full length as a result of it. 

The 24 men were all in good condition, 
with Cornell's eight a trifle the fittest 
and Yale the worst off in this respect. 
The strokes rowed seemed to establish 
beyond a reasonable contention that to 
Ceurtney goes the palm. Bob Cook’s 
ideas certainly seem superior to those 
taught by Mr. Lehman, Harvard's Eng- 
lish coach, and it is predicted that nexg 
year will witness adaptations by both 
Yale and Harvard of strokes more near- 
ly approaching the purely American eyo- 
lution of Cornell's instructor. 

The time of the winning crew as given 
by the race officials was 23:48, the slow- 
est time made in a university race for 
several years, but this is attributable 
to a head wind and the fact that Cornell 
was not forced. Yale crossed the finish 
line 14 seconds behind the champions, 
while the trailing Harvard eight rested 
on their oars 33 seconds later. 

The disagreeable weather which ruined 
the pleasure of the thousands who came 
to witness the ‘varsity race Wednesday 
so dampened their enthusiasm that the 
race Thursday was viewed by hundreds 
less than were present the day before. 
| A conservative estimate of the number 
| of racegoers places it at 6000. At the 
conclusion of the ‘varsity race thé rail- 
way stations were jammed by crowds 
satisfied with the spectacle of the first 
contest and unwilling to remain for the 
freshmen event later in the afternoon. 
After the last race the little city rapidly 
assumed its normal aspect and settled 
down to a summer of prospective peace 
and quiet. 

If the university race was tame asa 
contest the freshmen race, which was 
started at 5:03, was thrilling to the last 
degree. Every yard of the course was 
fought viciously, and the result was in 
doubt until the Yales rushed across the

We 
won the race we were after, and we 
ought to be well satisfied. I did not fol- 
low the race, but went out in a punt 60 
I could see the starting line. It was a 
pretty start, and after I came back to 
the float and watched the race through 
a glass, I felt certain that both Harvard 
and Cornell were opening water between 
them and Yale. When the crews were 
about a mile down the course, the water 
Was very rough and the spray which 
broke over the outriggers went as high 
as the men’s heads. This was the first 
time that my freshmen had experienced 
rough water, the only previous occasion 
when the beat was given a rocking being 
a few days ago when we ran into a wind 
squall which preceded a thunder storm. 
A freshman crew is always an unknown 
quantity. It is really the only race to 
see for sport. Then it is the unexpecté d 
which happens, and you can look for it 
generally in the freshmen race.” 


CHARLES F. COURTNEY. 


Mr. Courtney was asked as to his 
opinion on the rowing of the threearews. 
He said that, as in the case of the 
*varsity race, he saw little of the details 
and would give no opinion. He said 
though that from what he saw of the 
freshmen all three crews were rowing 
a beautiful stroke. The Cornell crews 
pulled almost the same stroke, and in 
both instances the men finished in the 
best of condition. 

Captain Payne Whitney showed the 
keenest disappointment over the defeat 
of the Yales. As he stepped out of the 
shell and walked up the float he could 
not restrain the tears. His men gave 
him a rousing cheer and followed it with 
yells and cheers for Coach Cook, who 
Was very much downcast. Captain 
Whitney said: ‘Yale rowed for all there 
was in it: every man in the hoat exerted 
every mé@scle and put every ounce of his 
strength on his oar. We are certainly 
greatly pleased with the fine showing 
the crew made. We heartily congratu- 
late Cornell on the victory. They fought 
every inch of the four miles, and the best 
crew won.” 

It was a difficult matter to determine 
who was the most grievously disap- 
pointed at the showing made by the 
Harvard ‘varsity crew, Coach Lehman 
or the men as the crew rowed back to 
quarters. The men would give no prob- 
able reasons for their unsatisfactory 
showing further than to say they were 
outrowed, and the silence preserved by 
Captain Perkins after the race 
wise maintained by the membe 
crew. 
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Why Carter Is Absent. 

Detroit, June 24.—Samuel G. Carter, 
secretary-treasurer of the Metal Polish- 
ers’ and Buffers’ International union, is 
missing from his home. Last Friday he 
left for Dayton to attend the convention 
of the organization. Tuesday Carter 
received a dispatch summoning him to 
Detroit on account of the illness of 
his wife. The report of the auditing 
committee was erdered delayed until 
his return. He did not return to Day- 
ton, and no word was received from 
him. “The report of the auditing com- 
mittee will show Carter $2500 short in 
his accounts,” said President Line last 
night. “I have sworn out a warrant 
for his arrest.” 

“If Ignorance Is Bliss,” 

Bridgeport, Conn., June 24.—Theresa 
Aquadro, whe runs a fruit and candy 
store in this city, has filed a claim for 
$24,000 against the United States goy- 
ernment. The claim was filed through 
the Italian ambassador, Baron Fava. 
The woman bases her claim on the loss 
of business which she alleges has been 
caused by a boycott. She says she has 
complained to the local authorities, but 
they will do nothing for her. Her story 
of the alleged boycott is supported by 
several affidavits, 

Danvers, Mass., June 24.—Mabel Casey, 
aged about 17 years, was probably fatally 
burned while lighting a fire at the home 
of Mrs. F. E. Pead, where she was em- 
ployed. Her apron took fire and she was 
enveloped in flames, her body being 
terribly burned. It is thought she can- 
not possibly recover,

Boston, June 24.—The body of an aged 
man was taken from the waters of the 
Mystic yesterday and removed to the 
morgue.

Massachusetts Legislature. 

Boston, June 24.—The Massachusetts 
legislature was formerly prorogued by 
Governor Wolcott at 10:45 last night 
after a session of 168 days, somewhat 
longer than the average in past years. 
‘he governor announced that he had 
signed 580 acts, and 119 resolves and 
had vetoed two bills. 

The most important event of the last 
hours of the session was the passage 
of the bill regulating the street rall- 
ways of the state in many particulars, 
the bill itself being practically the out- 
come of the report of a special com- 
mission. The bill providing funds for 
the cattle commission was killed. 

The usual speech in praise of the pre- 
siding officers of both branches and the 
presentatgon of tokens of esteem were 
pleasing features of the day. 

One of the last acts was the passage 
by both branches of a resolve congratu- 
lating the Massachusetts troops at the 
front upon the fortitude with which they 
have all entered the war.

American Flag Floating. 

Kingston, June 25.—Thursday after- 
noon the American flag was floating 
from the top of the Altares mountains, 
back of Baiquiri. The men cheered and 
waved their hats, the warships and 
transports let loose their sirens and the 
bands played “The Star Spangled Ban- 
ner.” Major Lamotte, with two men 
of the volunteer cavalry, climbed the 
heights and raised the flag. 

The Spanish-American iron works, 
which were destroyed before the troops 
landed yesterday, belonged to the Steel- 
ton company, near Baltimore, Md. 

The Cubans under General Castillo 
entered Baiquiri after the Spaniards 
had deserted the town. The clothing 
they wore was no more than rags, many 
of them being two-thirds naked. Some 
of them had no trousers, while the ma- 
jority of them were barefooted. They 
were mostly negroes, some being boys 
only 15 years of age. The guns they 
carried were of many models, ranging 
from fiintlocks to mauser and reming- 
tons. All, however, were armed with 
machetes. The officers rode donkeys 
and scrub horses. The sun was blazing 
hot and a number of soldiers were pros- 
trated.

Washington, June 24.—Discussion in 
the senate of the Hawaiian annexation 
question was interrupted by Mr. Raw- 
lins of Utah with a speech in which he 
criticised vigorously the provision em- 
bodied in the conference report on the 
Indian appropriation bill, which ac- 
knowledges the right of Indians to lease 
mineral lands on their reservations. He 
declared that it was a far graver matter 
than the annexation of the Hawaiian 
islands, as it would involve the cession 
to the Indians of the mineral rights in 
territory exceeding 50,000,000 acres of 
land, not including the territory of Al- 
aska. He charged that speculators had 
obtained already leases to much of 
these lands, and if the provisions pro- 
posed by the committee were adopted 
the government would lose tens of mil- 
lions of dollars. 

Mr. Pettigrew resumed his speech in 
opposition to Hawaiian annexation, ad- 
dressing the senate for about two hours. 
In the course of his argument, which 
was forctful and interesting because he 
had made a personal investigation, he 
maintained that the harbor of Kiska, 
on the island of Great Kiska, owned 
by the United States, would make a 
much better coaling station for our navy 
than Honelulu. 

At the session of the house further 
agreements upon the sundry civil bill 
were reported from the committee on 
conference and adopted.

TEST OF GITIZENSHIP, 


Fx-President Cleveland Describes It 
In an Address, 


Each Individual Must Do His 
Share of Work. 


Nation Never So Beset With Temptations So 
Dangerous as Now. | 


Princeton, N. J., June 22.—Ex-Presi- 
fient Cleveland delivered the founder's 
day address at the commencement exer- 
cises of the Lawrenceville school Tues- 
day. The address was entitled, “Good 
Citizenship,”’ and in’ part Mr. Cleveland 
said: “American citizenship means 
more than any other citizenship, not 
only because it lives and flourishes be- 
neath the protection of the freest and 
best institutions in the world, but be- 
cause it has the perpetuity and success 
of those institutions absolutely in its 
keeping and control. American citizen- 
ship has built its own habitation and is 
the tenant of nosuperior. It must, how- 
ever, be apparent that this independence 
in the enjoyment of privileges 1s not all 
that is involved in our relations to the 
government we proudly call our own. 
American citizenship assumes the re- 
sponsibility of maintaining unaltered 
and unimpaired the government whicb 
shelters it, and which has thus far been 
its protection against wind and storms.

THINNING FRUIT. 


Facts Derived From Experiments In Va- 
rious Sections of the Country. 

Thinning the fruit of trees that have 
a tendency to overbear is recommended 
very penerally and practiced very little.

Lady Washington Geraniums.

After 
they have finished blooming they 
should receive less water, though not 
kept dry enough to turn the leaves yel- 
low. Then, in August, the plants should 
be cut back severely, leaving only two 
or three eyes to each stem. They are 
then kept perfectly dry for a week or 
two, when they receive a slight, over- 
head watering and begin to make 
growth. When the young growth is 
about an inch long, they should be re- 
potted. Shake off all the old soil, give 
the roots a slight pruning and repot, 
using good sod loam. The pots should 
be a size smaller than the flower pot. 
During winter a temperature of 45 de- 
grees is sufficient for pelargoniums. 
Grown on year after year, fine large 
specimens are produced.

Depariure In the Policy of Securing 


EIGHT SHIPS BOUGHT. 


Transports, 


Leasing at High Prices Is Too 
Costly. 


Vessels Provided With Refrigerators and Very 
Capacious. 


Washington, June 25.—An important 
addition to the war department's list of 
vessels available for transports and 
freight service was announced Friday. 
This waz the purchase of eight ships of 
over 3600 tons burden each, seven for 
use On the Atlantic coast and one on the 
Pacific coast. The seven to be used on 
the Atlantic were obtained from the 
Atlantic trensport line, which operates 
steamers from New York, Philadelphia 
and Baltimore to London. Heretofore 
the war department has chartered the 
vessels which it has used, and the ac- 
quisition of the ships by purchase is dis- 
tinctly a new departure in the policy of 
the government, due, it is believed, to 
sthe fact that the owners and agents of 
the companies heretofore have asked 
high prices. Impressment of ships on 
the Atlantic coast will not be resorted 
‘to. The purchase price of the ships 
secured from the Atlantic line is not 
stated, but it is understood that the 
amount approximately was $4,000,000. 
All the vessels of this line are to be de- 
livered to the government in New York. 
Owing to their large capacity for carry- 
ing passengers and supplies, they con- 
stitute a formidable addition to the fleet | 
of 41 ships already under charter by the } 


government for transport use on the}

Atlantic coast. 

The acquisition is presumed to be a 
decidedly forward step in the arrange- 
ments for the Porto Rican expedition, 
although officials decline to say to what 
Added to the 
dozen ships already available for this 
expedition, the eight vessels make upa 
fleet that will transport an army fully 
two-thirds as large, and probably as 
large, as that which Genera! Shafter took 
with him. Nine of the transports here- 
tofore chartered by the government are 
at Tampa, two are on their way there 
from New York, while one remains at 
the latter city. It may be that some of 
those at Tampa and now on their way to 
that city will be utilized for transport- 
ing some of the reinforcements for Shaf- 
ter’s army, as there are a large number 
of soldiers at Tampa, as well as a great 
quantity of supplies. 

The vessels purchased from the At- 
lantic transport line, with the descrip- 
tion of them furnished by the depart- 
ment, are as follows: Massachusetts, 
Manitoba, Mohawk, Mobile and Minne- 
waska, with an average tonnage of 5700 
tons, fitted with twin screws, driven by 
triple expansion engines, d¢veloping a 
speed of 1214 knots per hour when fully 
loaded upon ua coal consumption of 60 
tons a day; Michigan and Mississippi, 
each of 3700 tons, single screw, driven by 
jtriple expansion engines, d«veloping a 
speed of 11% yts per hour on.a, con- 
sumption of 35 tons of coal. 

The fact that the Atlantic lin 
sels have a refrigerating capicity of over 
2,000,000 pounds of fresh meat was no 
doubt an important consideration in de- 
terminating the action of th® officials in 
securing the vessels. The commissary’s 
department is anxious to furnish fresh 
beef to the soldiers in the West Indies 
as far as practicable. 

The other vessel purchased on the At- 
lantic coast was the Obdim of the 
Netherlands-American Steam Naviga- 
tion company. She is used for passen- 
ger and freight business, an‘ is 3656 tons 
burden. The vessel has a capacity for 
1000 passengers and can cArry a regi- 
ment of troops together with their equip- 
ments and supplies, 

For the uses of the commissary de- 
partment exclusively, General Eagan is 
having inspected two ships now at New 
York. They are the Port Victor and the 
Port Chalmer, toth over 300 tons, with 
ample storage capacity for refrigerated 
beef. The probability is that both ves-

Another 
vessel for the same purpose probably 
will be necessary soon, and then frequent 
trips with large cargoes of Peef and other 
supplies aboard will be ordered to San- 
tiago and other places. General Eagan 
has been waiting on this matter before 
awarding the contracts for supplying 
the beef. 

For the Philippine expedition the de- 
partment has purchased a Jarge steamer 
which is to be delivered in San Fran- 
cisco.

BRADSTREET’S REVIEW. 


A Perceptible Quieting of Distributive 
Trade In Many Parts. 

New York, June 25.«gBradstreet’s this 
week reports a perceptible quieting 
down of distributive trade in many parts 
of the country, with announcements of 
the fixing of periods of annual shut- 
downs in industrial] lines; but significant 
of the changed conditions which now 
animate and control business, as com- 
pared with corresponding periods in 
previous years, are the continued large 
gains in the volume of bank clearings, 
quite favorable reports from most of the 
country’s leading industries, notably 
iron and steel, in which next year’s wage 
scales are being adjusted with un- 
exampled ease, comparatively heavy ex- 
ports of cereals and other products from 
most of the leading ports, and rather 
less than the usual shading of prices 
common at this period of the year. 

An example of the generally well em- 
ployed position of the industrial classes 
is furnished in the report of the New 
York state factory inspector, which 
shows 40,000 more people employed this 
spring than there were one year ago. 
The tone of cotton manufacturing has 
quite perceptibly improved, this being 
due perhaps on one hand to the placing 
of large amounts of bleached goods at 
price concessions, and to the develop- 
ment in some degree of the delayed 
eastern demand for summer fabrics. 
Less satisfaction is expressed in the 
woolen goods trade, and business is 
classed as slow and unprofitable, with 
raw wool reflecting dullness in manu- 
qfacturing and in unchanged eastern 
quotations. 

Business failures for the week in the 
United States are about normal, num- 
bering 220, as compared with 207 last 
week, 215 this week a year ago, 218 in 
1896 and 215 in 1895. Bank clearings for 
the week aggregate $1,150,553,000, which 
are 9 percent smaller than last week and 
18 percent larger than in this week a 
year ago. 


Reverses For the Secialists, 

Berlin, June 25.—The results of 54 sec- 
ond ballots in the reichstag elections 
show the return of five Conservatives, 
five Centrists, four Freisinnige candi- 
dates, 11 Socialists, nine National Liber- 
als, three Imperialists, 15 Radicals, one 
anti-Semite candidate and one candi- 
date of the Reform party. 

The feature of the elections, which 
everywhere have been orderly, has been 
the heavy reverse to the Socialists, which 
is calculated to have a far-reaching ef- 
fect. The lesson to be learned is that 
Socialist success in the past has often 
been due to the discord and indolence of 
paries opposed to them almost to as 
great a degree as to the party discipline 
of the Socialists. 

The returns from the provinces are 
coming in slowly, but they indicate that 
the Socialist gains are less than had been 
expected. The radicals have every 
reason to be satisfied. They have al- 
ready gained 28 seats, and are likely to 
have greater strength than they had in 
the last reichstag. A Conservative ma- 
jority will be quite out of the question 
unless the jealousy of radical success 
resulting from the combination of part- 
ies against socialism should again play 
into the socialists’ hands. Political life 
in Germany may undergo a marked 
change, and socialism in the future may 
receive far greater rebuff. 


Would Injure the South, 

Washington, June 25.—The principal 
ground of Senator McEnery’s objection 
to the annexation of Hawaii was that 
he apprehended it would paralyze.the 
industries of the south. Thegray dawn 
of prosperity was just beginning to 
ippear in that section. Northern cap- 
ital, northern energy and northern 
brains had been going to the south, and 
although the dawn of prosperity was in 
sight, he felt the sunrise would never 
come if Hawaii were annexed. The 
moment the policy of colonization is 
entered upon, the prosperity of the 
south woukd be checked. Capital 
would be diverted, enterprise stopped. 
Every industry would be paralyzed and 
every cotton factory would close. 

Mr. Turley of Tennessee made a 
lengthy argument against the pending 
resolutions. He maintained that the 
method of acquiring the Hawaiian isl- 
ands set cut in the resolutions was un- 
constitutional, and was obnoxious too 
because a treaty having the same object 
in view was undisposed of in the senate. 


Verdict of Guilty. 

. Wilmington, Del., June 25.—A verdict 
of guilty was returned against Thomas 
S. Clark of Dover on the charge of aid- 
ing and abetting W. N. Boggs, the de- 
faulting teller of the First National 
bank of Dover, in the embezzlement of 
the funds of that institution. Boggs 
disappeared about a year ago, but re- 
turned a few months since and con- 
fessed to having robbed the bank. He 
implicated a number of prominent Del- 
awarians, who, he alleged, had knowl- 
edge of his use of the bank’s money. 
He said that having their aid in draw- 
ing large amounts, he engaged with 
them in speculating schemes which 
proved disastrous. Among others who 
stand accused of the charge is United 
States Senator Kenney. 


The Bankruptcy Bill. 

Washington, June 25.—The corference 
report on the bankruptcy bill was dis- 
posed of by the senate yesterday with- 
out debate. At the request of senators, 
Mr. Nelson, author of the senate bank- 
ruptcy measure, made a brief explana- 
tion of the bill as agreed upon by the 
conferees. The report was agreed to 
by a vote of 43 to 13. 

Mr. McEnery, in a speech agsinst the 
annexation of Hawali, maintained that 
the adoption of a policy of imperialism 
would prolong indefinitely the rile of 
the Republican party, and declared that 
every Democrat who voted for annexa- 
tion in «effect would vote to surrender 
his party and comrnit its chances to the 
misty fvture. 


Cab Occupants Suffered. 

St. Joseph, Mo., June 25.—As the sec- 
ond section of the Burlington train 
carrying the Torrey cowboy regiment 
of cavalry from Fort D. A. Russell to 
Jacksonville was pulling into the sta- 
tion yesterday, the engine juriped the 
track, avid, after ploughing through the 
earth fur 30 feet, toppled over on its 
side. IJingineer John W. Fuller, who 
remaine:l at his post, was caught be- 
neath tle tender and killed. Fireman 
Christmin was fa'ally scalded. Three 
cars carrying horses were derailed, but

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THE BLOW THAT FELLED 


Boston Boxer Defeated a California 
Lightweight. 


Sent Him Flat on His Face to 


the Floor. 


Sports From the West Backed the Loser 
at Odds. 


New York, June 25.—‘“Spike” Sullivan 
of Boston knocked out Dal Hawkins, 
the lightweight boxer from California, 
in the 22nd round of a 25-round bout at 
the Lenox Athletic club. The men met 
at 133 pounds and put up an excellent 
fight. Hawkins had the better of the 
contest on points up to the 20th round, 
when Sullivan floored him with a left 
swing on the head. Everyone thought 
that the fight was finished right there, 
but Dal surprised the 5000 spectators 
by regaining his feet in six seconds. he 
was very groggy, but game to the core. 
Sullivan, flushed with apparent victory, 
rushed wildly and tried to land an ef- 
fective blow, but in his anxiety and 
haste, missed each attempt until the 
bell interfered. 

Dal’s legs were weak when he came 
up for the 22nd round. The blow which 
felled him in the 20th round had evi- 
dently done its work more forcibly than 
outward appearances indicated. The 
Californian’s friends took heart at see- 
ing their man come to time so gamely, 
and thought that he would last the 
limit; but after a minute's fighting Dal’s 
chances were quickly settled by a right 
swing on the jaw which put him down 
and out. 
for nearly five minutes, while the spec- 
tators were yeling like crazy people. 

Western sporting men lost a lot of 
money by the defeat of Hawkins, as all 
through the fight they kept backing him 
at liberal odds on his chances of suc- 
cess. 

Panic at a Circus. 

Sioux City, Ia., June 25.—A wind-storm 
struck this city last night, blowing down 
the main tent of the Sells-Forepaugh 
circus while a performance was in prog- 
ress. The collapse of the canvass 
caused a panic in which a score or more 
of people were injured. One of them, 
Adolph Halversen of this city, died soon 
afterwards of his injuries; Frank Reyn- 
olds, an attache, is hurt internally and 
will probably die. 

At about 9 o’clock the hot wind which 
had been blowing all afternoon fresh- 
ened, and within a few minutesa deluge 
of rain fell upon the hundreds of pleas- 
ure-seekers, pelting through the can- 
vass shelter and drenching them. This 
had lasted but a few minutes when the 
great center pole began to sway and 
fuy ropes to creak from the pressure of 
the wind, which had become a gale. 
Fright took possession of the crowd, and 
a wild scramble for the exits began. 
Scores of the employes of the circus at- 
tempted to prevent a headlong break 
for the open air. Many were trampled 
under foot or bruised by falling timber 
as the structure collapsed 

Not to Be Pressed. 

Washington, June 25.—The supporters 
of the currency reform bill recently re- 
ported to the house have decided not to 
urge consideration further at this sew 
sion. It is acceptable substantially to 
all the Republican members, but some 
of them oppose calling it up because of 
the overshadowing interest in war ques- 
tions and the inability to secure its pas- 
sage in the senate at this session. The 
most positive assurance is given by the 
supporters of the currency reform move- 
ment that there will not be serious op- 
position to a comprehensive bill, but 
that it will receive the cordial support 
of the Republicans. Speaker Reed ex- 
pressed no opposition to the considera- 
tion of a bill at the present session, and 
150 members of the house, including half 
a dozen Democrats, signed a request to 
the committee on rules that a special 
order for consideration be reported. ‘ine 
signers of this petition will continue to 
‘support the bill, and they consider it 
certain that a measure will eventually 
be passed. 


Crime Ip Washington. 
Washington, June 25.—George W. 
Horton, an ex-member of the Wash- 


ington police force, and Jane Nichol-| 


son, a divorced woman, were sitting 
last evening on a bench in Armory 
square, when the woman announced to 
Horton that she proposed no longer to 
sustain her relations with him and was 
about to leave him. Horton drew a 
penknife and slashed her across the 
throat. Her screams attracted scores 
of people, but Horton continued to slash 
the woman until she fell to the ground 
dead. He almost severed the head from 
the body. He was arrested. Horton 
is a married man. 


Two Firemen Hilled. 

Philadelphia, June 25.—Two firemen 
were killed and others injured at a fire 
in the works of Thomas Potters Sons & 
Co., manufacturers of oil cloth and 
linoleum. The dead are James Magee 
and an unknown fireman. The casualties 
were due to a falling wall.

LED ASTRAY BY ENTHUSIASM. 


Our Cavalry Said to Have 


Acted Impetuously. 


FOUGHT LIKE DEMONS IN THE TRAP. 


fieneral Wheeler Puts the Loss of American 


Soldiers at Twenty-Eight. 


Kingston, June 27.—General Shafter, 
who hurried to the front upon hearing 
of Friday's engagement, held a confer- 
ence Saturday afternoon with General 
Garcia. They perfected plans for a 
Junction between 4000 Cuban regulars 
and the American troops commanded 
iby General Wheeler. It was arranged 
for the Cubans to make an immediate 
attack upon the town of Santiago. 

There no longer is any question that 
the cavalry forces allowed their en- 
thusiasm to carry them into the am- 
bush in which they were caught by the 
Spaniards Friday morning. Their dar- 
ing exploit in dashing into the moun- 
tains almost immediately after landing 
is said to have been undertaken with- 
out the knowledge of the commanding 
general. There is talk of court-martjal- 
ling the responsible officers, but this 
propositiwn has no official status. 

The adivance guarteof the army of in- 
vasion made a gallant stand against 
superior numbers. The Spaniards adopt- 
ed the usual guerilla tactics, and, al- 
though the now familiar cuckoo call 
sounded through the hills at frequent 
intervals, it was not until our men were 
surrounded that they realized the gravity 
of their position. When the situation 
dawned upon them they fought like de- 
pnons. 

It is now definitely known that 16 men 
on the American side were killed, while 
0 were wounded, or are reported to be 
missing. It is impossible to calculate 
the Spanish losses, but it is known that 
they were far heavier than those of the 
Americans, at least as regards actual 
loss of life. Already 37 dead Spanish 
soldiers have been found and buried, 
while many others are undoubtedly lying 
in the thick underbrush on the side of the 
fully and on the slope of the hill, where 
“he main body of the enemy was lo- 
cated. The wounded were all removed. 

That the as were thoroughly 
posted as to the route to be taken by the 
Americans in their movement towards 
Sevilla was evident, as shown by the 
careful preparations they had made. The 
main body of the Spaniards was posted 
on a hill, on the heavily wooded slopes 
of which had been erected two block- 
houses flanked by irregular entrench- 
ments of stone and fallen trees. At the 
bottom of these hills run two roads along 
which Lieutenant Colonel Roosevelt's 
men and eight troops of the First and 
‘Tenth cavalry, with a battery of four 
howitzers, advanced. These roads are 
but little more than gullies, rough and 
narrow and at places almost impassable, 
In these trails the fight occurred. Near- 
ly half a mile separated Roosevelt’s men 
from the regulars, and between them 
and on both sides of the road in the thick 
underbrush was concealed a force of 
Spaniards that must have been large, 
judging from the terrific and constant 
fire they poured in on the Americans. 

A force of Spaniards was known to be 
in the vicinity of La Quasina, and early 
in the morning Roosevelt's men started 
off up the precipitous bluff back of Sib- 
eney to attack the Spaniards on their 
right flank. General Young at the same 
{time took the road at the foot of the hill. 
About 2% miles out from Siboney, some 
Cubans, breathless and excited, rushed 
into camp with the annuncement that 
the Spaniards were but a little way in 
front and were strongly entrenched. 
Quickly the Hotchkiss guns out in the 
front were brought to the rear, while a 
strong scouting line was thrown out. 
Then cautiously and in silence the troops 
moved forward until a bend in the road 
disclosed a hill where the Spaniards 
were located. The guns were again 
brought to the front and placed in posi- 
tion, while the men crouched down in 
‘the road, waiting impatiently to give 
Roosevelt’s men, who were toiling over 
the little trail along the crest of the 
ridge, time to get up. 

At 7:30 a. m. General Young gave the 
command to the men at the Hotchkiss 
guns to open fire. That command was 
the signal for a fight that for stub- 
pornness has seldom been equalled. The 
instant the Hotchkiss guns were fired 
from the hillside commanding the road 


érs of the Spaniards. “Dont snoot until 
you see something to shoot at,” yelled 
General Young, and the men, with set 
jaws and gleaming eyes, obeyed the 
order. Crawling along the edge of the 
troad they protected themselves as much 
as possible from the fearful fire of the 
Spaniards. The troopers, some of them 
stripped to the waist, watched the base 
of the hill and when any part of a Span- 
jard became visible they fired. Never 
for an instant did they falter. One 
dusky warrior of the Tenth cavalry, with 
& ragged wound in his thigh, coolly knelt 
behind a rock loading and firing, and 
wwhen told by one of his comrades that 
he was wounded leughed and said: “Oh, 
that’s all right. “what's been there for 
some time.” 

In the meantime, away off to the left 
could be heard the erack of the rifles of 
Colonel Wood’s men, and Me regular, 
deeper toned volley firing sf the Span- 
iards. Over there the American losses 
were the grefitest. Colonel Wood’s men, 
with an advance guard well out in front, 
and two Cuban guides before them, but 
‘apparently with no flankers, went 
Squarely iniv the trap set for them by 
the Spaniards, and only the unfaltering 
courage of the men in the face of a fire 
that would even make a veteran quail 
prevented what might easily have been 
a disaster. As it was, troop L, the ad- 
Vance guard under the unfortunate Cap- 
tain Capron, was almost surrounded, and 
but for the reinforcement hurriedly sent 
forward every man would probably have 
been killed or wounded. 

From the American position at Sevilla 
Santiago is plainly visible and the forti- 
fications can be seen. The following re- 
ports to General Shafter from generals 
at the front show the conditions: “To 
General Shafter—I have just seén two 
negro boys who left Santiago Saturday. 
They report that the soldiers and citi- 
zens are very short of food. The 
soldiers and officers have seized all the 
food in the shops. They are Killing 
young horses for food, and in the pa- 
tients’ wards in the hospitals they are 
subsisting on bread of rye flour. Three 
Spanish generals took part in the fight 
at Sevilla. «ive wagon loads of wound- 
ed were carried into Santiago, and many 
others wounded got there on horses or 
efoot. We can see Morro castle and the 
flag very distinctly from our position. 
The Cubans confirm the reports as to the 
fine character of the fortifications around 
the trenches. The Spaniards have re- 
cently dug deep trenches around the 
entire city, connecting a series of small 
forts. (Signed) Wheeler.” 

While the army advances the main 
portion of the fleet lies patiently in front 
of Morro castle, awaiting its opportunity. 
Before the end of this week the fate of 
Santiago and Admiral Cervera should 
be decided. By that time it is believed 
the Spanish troops will have been forced 
back upon the city and defeated in a de- 
cisive engagement. Simultaneously the 
forts at the mouth of the harbor should 
be captured under cover of a naval bom- 
baradmeny. Fhree things will then be 
left to Cervara—to surrender with his 
ships, to surrender after destroying his 
ehips, or to make a dash out to sure de- 
struction. He may forestall fate by 
making an attempt to get out of the har- 
bor before the army accomplishes it. The 
first Spanish ship to appear off Morro 
castle would be sunk within 15 minutes. 
Nothing in Admiral Cervera's fleet 
could survive the concentrated fire of all 
the battleships in the navy and three of 
the best cruisers. The general opinion 
among naval experts is that Santiago 
town will be burned by the Spanish 
troops before they surrender; that Ad- 
miral Cervera will destroy his ships, and 
that he will then submit to the enemy. 
If this supposition is correct the whole 
work should be accomplished in a week. 

PORTO RICO IN VIEW. 
That Province to Be Besieged After the 
Fall of Santiago. 

Washington, June 27.—Shafter will be 
left to carry on his campaign without 
the moral encouragement of knowing 
that reinforcements will be at hand if 
needed, By the time he makes his as- 
sault on Santiago he may have 15,000 
more troops waiting to aid him or to 
supplement his work if needed. The 
two brigades from Camp Alger will be 
the advance guard of the reinforcements 
and they will be joined speedily by oth- 
ers. Major General Wilson, in command 
of the provisional army corps at Chicka- 
mauga, has been ordered to leave for 
Cuba tomorrow, and it is supposed that 
the will take with him to Santiago the 
best drilled and equipped troops now at 
Camp Thomas. Wilson is regarded by 
many as the most capable corps com- 
mander in the army, and his orders to the 
jfront are believed to be of great sig- 
nificance. 

The troops which go to Santiago, how- 
ever, are intended for operations there

Attitude of the Powers Displeases 
the Spaniards, 


The Fear of Domestic Trouble 
Checks Steps For Peace. 


Negotiations For an End of the War Expected 
Soon. 


Madrid, June 27.—The tone of the 
newspapers is despondent, and many 
journals bemoan the fact that the 
powers have abandoned Spain while she 
is defending theircause. They say that 
France, having received conimercial con- 
cessions from Washington, remains in- 
different, while Germany keeps in the 
background, and Russia uses Spain as 
@ catspaw in her diplomacy. Spain 
must in no case, the papers declare, ac- 
cept the intervention of Europe It 
would be better to treat directly with 
the enemy. 

There are no longer any illusions in 
Official minds in Spain regarding the 
disinterested good offices of any of the 
powers. Even the Duke of Almodovar 
Says on this point: “It would be folly 
to expect any nation, including Ger- 
many, to risk a war with the United 
States, a strong nation, to assist Spain, 
a weak nation. There are no Don 
Quixotes now, not even in Spain. I 
hope our difficulties will be settled, but 
we will have to settle them ourselves. 
They will not be settled by the United 
States givingin. Have youever known 
of a case in court between a rich man 
and a poor one ending by the rich one 
giving in? The rich man expects to 
crush the poor man with the power of 
wealth. Thatis what the United States 
will do.” 

Very different is this language from 
that heard on all sides in Madrid two 
months ago, but the reason for the pre- 
vailing pessimism is more domestic 
than foreign. Madrid may not unlikely 
be the scene of more important events 
than Santiago in the next few days. 
The only people in Spain at the present 
time who are opposed to peace, except 
on the possible basis of the Spanish re- 
tention of Cuba, are the Carlists, and 
they make pretensions to their quixotic 
patriotism only for the purpose of usurp- 
ing the throne. The truth is, and has 
been for several weeks, that the only 
reason that Spain has not sued for 
peace is because the dangers of the 
domestic situation are so threatening. 
Even more courageous statesmen than 
Sagasta would be appalled. Peace ne- 
gotiations, if undertaken earlier, would 
certainly have plunged the country into 
civil war. If undertaken now it Is 
impossible to forecast the effect upon 
the dynasty and the monarchy itself. 
Nevertheles they will probably be un- 
dertaken in some form within a few 
days, and by the co-operation of both 
existing parties. 

The proclamation of martial law is 
expected to precede all other steps, and 
then the most important factor in the 
situation, namely, the attitude of the ! 
army, will define itself, and subsequent 
action depends upon the solution of that 
problem. The nation is almost unani- 
mously for peace. Even the common 
people deceive themselves no longer re- 
garding the loss of Cuba. This is nowa 
foregone conclusion, even in the minds 
of the Carlists. 

Public men are chiefly considering 
whether it is possible to save the Phil- 
{ppines. A statesman, who is likely 
to be in office in a few days, thus plaus- 
ibly puts the case for Spanish 
sovereignty in the Philippines: “it 
the war continues the United States 
must spend millions of money and 
thousands of lives before they con- 
quer Cuba. Will it not be more profit- 
able to save money and men by aban- 
doning in the Philippines an increase of 
territory which they never desired, and 
which, if obtained, might prove highly 
undesirable? American humanitarians 
may reply it would be contrary to their 
principles to hand back the natlevs of 
the Philippines to the continuation of 
misrule. But there will be room enough 
for the discussion of the future of the 
islands and the making of satisfactory 
arrangements for their prosperity and 
development without depriving the 
mother country of the last living link 
that stiil connects her with the glorious 
epoch Iinherhistory. Theindependence 
of Cuba would be placed in the scale 
against the evacuation of -the Philip- 
pines. 

“Moreover, the Philippines consist of 
many islands, Manila is the capital of 
only one island. In the others the na- 
tives are loyal to Spain, and are ever 
ready to fight in her defense. It is 
premature, therefore, to speak of the 
occupation or independence of the 
Philippines, seeing at the most only one 
of the islands is either occupied or inde- 
pendent. The condition may be lost 
sight of by the Yankees, but it will be 
brought into painful relief if hostilities 
continue much longer.” 


Preparing For the Future. 

Madrid, June 27.—In view of the Amer- 
ican threat to send a fleet to the penin- 
sula the government deems it advisable 
to be prepared for eventualities. The 
lights at certain perts have been ex- 
tinguished; torpedoes have been pre- 
pared and additional guns have been 
raounted. 

The government has prohibited the 
dispatch of telegrams from Cuba an- 
nouncing the arrival of vessels which 
have “forced the blockade.” 

The Impartial, in an article which has 
created a sensation, urges direct nego- 
tiations with America for peace, when 
the time comes on the ground that Spain 
can get better terms from America’s 
generosity, “as America will only be too 
delighted to dispense with European 
intervention.” The article reflects the 
growing resentment against the powers.

CUBANS TO ATTACK 
SANTIAGO TOWN.

only incidentally. As soon as the city 
shail fall into our hands, or as soon as 
Cervera’s fleet shall have been captured 
or destroyed, the best troops at San- 
tiago will be moved on to Porto Rico, 
which is regarded as a strategic point 
of infinitely greater importance. Indeed, 
Santiago is not regarded as a strategic 
point at all. 

The president and Secretary Alger are 
gratified with the success that has so 
far attended the progress of Shafter's 
campaign would be stating the case 
mildly. The president, in quick ap- 
preciation of Shafter’s energy, has sent 
a cablegram congratulating him and 
the men composing his army on the ex- 
cellent work they have done. The mes- 
sage could not be obtained, the officials 
taking the ground that it would be 
proper for General Shafter to make it 
public, but it is known to be couched in 
terms of praise. 

The notice from Spain that the gov- 
ernment had succeeded in purchasing 
three powerful cruisers gains not the 
slightest credence here.

volved in the makings of sucha sale. If 
any vessels were secured it is probable 
that they are only merchantmen, bought 
with the purpose of converting them 
into armed transports by the addition 
of a few guns. 

Notwithstanding the report of the ar- 
rival of Admiral Camara’s squadron at 
Port Said, the westerly entrance to the 
Suez canal, the officials here still doubt 
that the vessels are bound for the Philip- 
pines. Rumors reach here, uncon- 
firmed as yet, that the only ironclads 
the squadron, the Pelayo and Don 
Carlos V, have left the squadron and 
returned to Spain, so that Camara no 
longer possesses a force that would 
threaten Dewey. If this be so, 
the Spaniards have realized the folly of 
leaving their home ports unprotected, 
or they have received information from 
the British government that the navi- 
gation of the Suez canal cannot be 
jeopardized by allowing deep draught, 
unwieldy ironclads to attempt the 
Some attention has been at- 
f-acted at the state department by the 
dispatch from Madrid to a British pa- 
per, Stating that Camara’s purpose is 
not to attack Dewey, but to seize and 
hold with his ships and troops another 
nd in the Philippine group.

Her ostensible owner, ac- 
cording to documents, is Manuel Mon- 
tesina, who is set down as a Honduran, 
but this person, it is said, is a mere 
figurehead in the transactions, her real 
owners being well-known Spanish ship- 
ping firms. 

The incriminating evidence thus far 
discovered is said to be of positive char- 
ficter.

DYNAMITE AND 
BARBED WIRE. 


Two of the Weapons Used 
by the Barbarians. 


Mines of Deadly Explosive In the 


Roads to Santiago, 


Difficulties In the Way of the 


American Advance, 


Position Occupied Where Siege fiuns Will Be 


Useful. 


Kingston, June 28.—Every by-path 
leading into city of Santiago has been 
mined with dynamite by the Spanish 
‘soldiers under the direction of General 
Linares. This information was con- 
tained in a letter from Santiago received 
by a Cuban now in Kingston. His cor- 
t+respondent added that the Spanish of- 
ficers expect to do enormous damage by 
jthis system of mines. If they succeed in 
carrying out their plans, they will an- 
nihilate the advance divisions of the 
‘American and Cuban armies when the 
assault upon Santiago begins. 

The guns of the American army now 
look down on Santiago. If the siege 
guns were here they could easily shoot 
into the city itself, for from this emin- 
ence, just over the Rio Guama, the in- 
trenchments of General Linares are so 
near that we can see the buttons shine 
on the officers’ uniforms, and the city 
‘itself is not much more than four miles 
away. 

Cubans who have come out of the city 
of Santiago report a condition of panic 
there. ‘They say the Spanish troops are 
affected and are ready to run. The 
wildest stories are out as to the size of 
the American army and its armament. 
The general belief is that General Shaf- 
fer has between 40,000 and 50,000 men, 
with great guns of tremendous range and 
power, dynamite throwers of miraculous 
destructive force and war balloons, 
which drop liquid fire and desolation 
from the clouds. General Wheeler was 
eager to take advantage of this panicky 
feeling and make a bold dash at the 
énemy—barbed wire, rifle pits, batteries, 
machine guns and all. Most of the of- 
ficers on this fighting line were praying 
that Wheeler's idea would prevail; but 
Shafter said “No,” and a very deter- 
mined “No” it was, too. 

Barbed wire is a new feature in war- 
fare. The Spaniards have set four suc- 
ceeding rows of posts in front of their 
intrenchments and rifle pits, and on these 
posts barbed wire is heavily strung. 
‘Between the four lines is a tangle of the 
same wire. The idea is, of course, to 
hold the American troops while the 
Mausers and Remingtons, the machine 
guns and the great cannon shoot the 
struggling men to death. 

The problem confronting the Ameri- 
can army is the transportation of sup- 
plies, for the roads to the front are still 
impassable for wagons, but are being 
improved. In the meantime the pack 
train is being used. The first of these 
feft Juragua Saturday night and others 
jeft Sunday. The officers and men were 
completely out of rations Saturday. The 
Seventh received half rations, and Sun- 
day they received nothing. The boys 
are complaining bitterly, but are pacific 
on the assurance that the pack train will 
be on hand shortly. Should a night at- 
tack occur our soldiers would fare worse 
than did the marines at Guantanamo, as 
the attacking force here would not be at 
the disadvantage of having to charge 
up hill. 

The Cubans with the advancing forces, 
in spite of the good behavior of their 
comrades at Guantanamo, seem to be 
utterly worthless. All day they sitin the 
shade of their palm thatched camps, and 
at night they smoke cigarets and gorge 
on Uncle Sam's rations, while in sight 
of them Uncle Sam's boys, with empty 
stomachs and not a bit of tobacco for 
their pipes, build roads all day under the 
blazing sun and sleep on their rifles un- 
der the starlight. 

The Spaniards are using  brass- 
sheathed lead bullets, and the brass tip 
on touching tears the flesh horribly, 
while the small splinters cause blood 
poisoning. They are practically ex- 
plosive bullets, and are used in their 
Remingtons. They also cut a small 
cross through the end of the Mauser 
bullet so that it mushrooms on striking, 
with a similar result. 

The outlook is threatening. Every- 
body believes a great battle is immi- 
nent. With the Spanish and American 
advance posts close enough to see the 
whites of each other's eyes a collision 
may occur at any moment. Some of- 
ficers believe it will be necessary to lay 
p regular siege to Santiago and advance 
with a line of earthworks until the rifle 
pits can be shelled with shrapnel by the 


fight artillery. These pieces have an ef- 
fective shrapnel range of 2800 yards, and 
— Mauser rifles in the hands of the 
paniards are sighted to 1900 yards, and 
(they kill at 2100 yards. : 


TIRED OF THE WAR. 


President Expects to “nd It by an Ate 
tack on Spain, 

Washington, June 28.—A vital blow 
#& to be struck at Spain. Across the 
ocean is to sail a squadron of two bat- 
tleships and four cruisers. They are to 
prey upon the commerce of Spain, to 
bombard the Spanish cities, and, unless 
Admiral Camara gets out of the Medi- 
terranean sea, to capture and destroy 
his fleet. 

The war is to be carried Into the 
enemy’s country. The people of Spain 
are to be given an object lesson. In- 
stead of being fed with craftily con- 
cocted stories of Spanish victories, they 
are to see American ships, to hear the 
shrieking of American shells, and to 
feel the terrible effects of a bombard- 
ment. The fleet is to sail at once, and 
is to carry terror and destruction to the 
Spanish coast. 

This is one side of the picture. Onthe 
other hand, the real meaning of the 
theatrical announcement by the navy 
department is that Spain is to be 
frightened, if possble, into suing for 
peace. The president is heartily tired 
of the war. It has already lasted 
longer and cost more in lives and money 
than he had anticipated. 

The determination to send this squad- 
ron against Spain was the outcome of 
direct official advices reaching the state 
and navy departments as to the progress 
of Admiral Camara’s squadron. These 
advices gave a list of the Spanish ships 
now nearing the Suez canal, which dif- 
fers somewhat from the list given in the 
ress dispatches and by Lloyds. The 
Official listisasfollows:: Pelayo, Carlos 
V, Audaz, Ocada, Proserpina, Patriota, 
Rapido, Buenos Ayres, Isla de Paney, 
Colon, Covandonga and San Franatsco. 
The squadron is the most formidable 
Spain has afloat in total tonnage, 
strength of individua! ships, armor and 
guns. The Pelayo is the strongest of the 
Ships, and is the only battleship in the 
‘Spanish navy. She is 9900 tons, witha 
speed of 16.7 knots. She carries 35 guns 
of variows caliber, and has seven tor- 
pedo tubes. The largest guns are 12- 
inch Hontorias—one forward and one 
aft—and 11-inch Hontorias, one on each 
beam. The Carlos V is of 9090 tons, with 
a speed of 19 knots. She has 28 guns, 
the largest being 11-inch Hontorias 
worked electrically, one forward and 
one aft. She has also six torpedo tubes. 
The Audaz and Osado are torpedo boat 
destroyers, finished in England just be- 
fore the war began. They are of 400 tons 
each and are 30-knotters. Each carries 
six guns and two torpedo tubes. The 
Buenos Ayres belongs to the Transat- 
lantic company of Cadiz, and has been 
transformed into a cruiser. She is 5200 
tons, with 14 knots <{mced. The Pro- 
serpina, Patriota and Rapido are mer- 
chant vessels recently reconstructed and 
armed. The Colon, Covadonga and San 
Francisco are It is apparent 
from this that the main reliance of his 
fleet is on the Palayo, the Carlos V, and 
the torpedo boat destroyers. The others 
are auxiliaries and colliers. As there are 
only two armored ships in the lot, Ad- 
miral Dewey's fleet of protected, but un- 
armored, ships probably will take care of 
this Spanish squadron. With the Mon- 
terey added, it could certainly doso. The 
eastern squadron far outranks this 
squadron, the Iowa and Oregon exceed- 
ing the Pelayo and Carlos V at every 
point, while the other United States ves- 
sels are far superior, ship for ship, to 
those of the Spanish squadron, with the 
single exception of the two torpedo boat 
destroyers,

In a State of Ferment. 

London, June 28.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Daily Telegraph says: 
“Spain is in a state of ferment, of tran- 
sition without parallel during the present 
century. Troubles of the gravest kind 
are brewing all over the provinces. 
Every political and social institution is 
threatened in turn, and the least nefv- 
ous among far-sighted politicians appre- 
hend a complete debacle. 

“Inconceivable as it may seem, the 
inajority of Spaniards have no interest 
in the war, and even display a willing- 
ness to forget the past and to endeavor 
to rub along without colonies. The 
statesmen responsible for the loss of the 
colonies are utterly reckless, and the in- 
difference to the people’s ruin mani- 
fested by the governing and upper mid- 
dle classes is probably unparalleled in 
history. Hungerand misery are making 
themselves felt throughout the country. 
There will soon be 35,000 unemployed in 
Catalonia and everywhere else there are 
similar accounts of distress, going from 
bad to worse day by day. 

“The government {is plainfully con- 
scious and is now taking energetic 
measures, but all of these are of a 
coercive character. Troops which might 
have successfully defended the Philip- 
Pines are being massed at all the centers

WHAT’LL HOBSON GET ? 


Justice to Other Officers Influencing 
Delay. 


May Be Placed High Among 
the Lieutenants. 


Prisoners’ Release Expected Only With San- 
tiago’s Downfall. 


Washington, June 28.—It has not been 
positively determined by the admin- 
istration just what measure of reward 
shall be meted out to Constructot Hob- 
son. He will be transferred to the line, 
but just what place in the line is to be 
given him is not yetsettled. Itcanbe 
stated that he will not, as was at first 
supposed, be placed in the grade of 
lieutenant cgmmanders. With a fuil 
realization of the merits of Hobson’s 
achievement, the naval officials Rave 
concluded that so great an advancement 
as that, amounting to a promotion of 
more than 350 numbers, would be un- 
wise, so it is likely that Hobson Yill 
take his place well up among the lieu- 
tenants of the naval service, which offi- 
cials believe will make his reward equal 
to that bestowed upon Cushing for his 
daring feat. 

Through the retirement for age, on 
July 23, of Naval Constructor Hoover, 
Hobson would be promoted in regular 
course to the grade of naval constructor. 
He has the relative rank of lieutenant, 
junior grade, and with his advancement 
he would attain the relative rank of 
lieutenant. His nomination for pro- 
motion would have been sent in im- 
mediately after Mr. Hoover's retirement 
if the question of rewarding him for his 
heroism had not been pending. 

The navy department, while not re- 
laxing in any degree its efforts to se- 
cure the release of Hobson, Daniel 
Montague and their associates at San- 
tiago, has about concluded that nothing 
practicable can be done in this direc- 
tion until the town itself has been cap- 
tured. The reasons assigned by the 
Spaniards for declining the exchange 
tre admitted to be sound if the factsare

as represented, namely, that Hobson 
has had an opportunity of seeing much 
of the Spanish defenses—their strength 
and weakness—that he could not safely 
be permitted to return to the American 
fleet at ths time. 

It is regarded as singular that three 
of the sailors of the Winslow who par- 
ticipated in the affair at Cardenas when 
Ensign Bagley was killed have been re- 
warded by being advanced to warrant 
officers, while the man who most of 
all distinguished himself on that oc- 
casion, Lieutenant John Bernadou, lies 
unrewarded at Key West, still suffering 
from the effects of his wounds. This, 
however, is explained by the fact that 
the department possesses within itself 
the power to reward in this way enlisted 
men, but can act in the case of a com- 
missioned officer like Bernadou only 
upon the recommendation of his su- 
perior officer. In the present instance 
that superior officer at the time of the 
Cardenas affair was Admiral Sampson, 
who is now presumably too busily en- 
gaged with other matters to recall to 
mind Bernadou’s case. : 

In a message to the congress Monday 
the president recommended that, in 
view of the act of heroism of First Lieu- 
tenant Frank H. Newcomb, revenue 
cutter service, during the confilct in 
Cardenas bay, “the thanks of congress 
be extended to him and to his officers 
and men of the Hudson, and that a 
gold medal of honor be presented to 
Lieutenant Newcomb, a silver medal of 
honor be presented to each of his officers, 
and a bronze medal of honor to each 
member of his crew who served with 
him at Cardenas.” It was also sug- 
gested that Captain Hodgson of the 
Hugh McCulloch be placed upon the 
permanent waiting orders on the petired 
list of the revenue cutter service on the 
full duty pay of his grade. Senator 
Frye introduced a bill prepared at the 
navy department, carrying the presi- 
dent’s recommendations into effect. The 
resolution appropriates $1000 for the 
manufacture of medals.

Conditions of a Happy Marriage. 

President Eliot, in a recent address be- 
fore the Dorchester (Mass.) Woman’s club, 
discussed the happy marriage and gave it 
what free and easy writers call a first class 
notice. A very brief extract from his ad- 
dress credits him with saying that the 
idealizing devotion with which the happy 

e begins is the most admirable 
thing in human nature. Hedoes not seem 
to favor. the idea that the cornerstone of 
happiness in marriage is a sufficient in- 
come secured against the chances of for- 
tune. On the contrary, he declares, as 
The Transcript quotes him, that the young 
woman who marries for money or position 
is sacrificing the best of life which mar- 
riage affords. Thechief conditions of a 
happy marriage, as he finds them, are 
health, common intellectual interests and 
a religious belief held in common between 
husband and wife. No doubt he enlarged 
upon these conditions and qualified the 
idea of the superlative importance of the 
latter two by taking large views of them. 
We often see, for example, people very 
happily married whose minds are so differ- 
ently constituted that it seems impossible 
that they should have more than a limited 
number of intellectual interests in com- 
mon. But there are different kinds of 
good minds, and minds that supplement 
one another seem quite as well suited to 
harmonious associations as those that run 
in parallel grooves. 

So as to acommon religious belief. That 
must mean agreement in the great essen- 
tials, the roots of which lie deep in char 
acter, and which really determine stand 
ards and shape conduct. The existence oi 
practical agreement of this sort is not nec- 
essarily inconsistent with much variation 
in details of belief which are important, 
but not really vital. A marriage between 
a Protestant and a Catholic may be happy, 
though such alliances are highly incon- 
venient. The marriage which may be ex- 
pected to fail is one between persons who 
are not likely to agree as to what is right 
and what is wrong.

AGAINST CAUCUS RULE 


Democratic Congressmen at Odds 
With Leader Bailey, 


Unwilling to Assent to a Bind- 
ing Obligation. 


Querum Not Present at a Meeting Called Last 
Night to Adopt It. 


Washington, June 28.—The postponed 
meeting of the Democratic caucus ad- 
journed until December without dis- 
position ef the resolutions introduced by 
Mr. Bailey and amended by Mr. Mc- 
Rae, proposing to make future action 
of Democratic caucuses binding upon all 
participants. The resolutions were 
perfected last Monday night, but after 
a debate a vote was deferred until last 
night. 

When the caucus met, Mr. McGuire of 
California presided. A vote upon the 
resolutions was taken and resulted in 
a vote of 47 for to two against them. 
Mr. Lewis of Washington made the point 
of no quorum, which the chairman sus- 
tained. It was manifest that no quorum 
could be secured, and upon motion of 
Mr. Bailey adjournment was taken to 
the first Saturday after the first Mon- 
day in December, when, under the con- 
tinuing order for the previous question, 
a@ vote will be taken upon the resolutions. 

Briefly, they declare that all par- 
ticipants in Democratic caucuses shall 
be bound by their action except where 
the action is contrary to the member's 
construction of the constitution, or op- 
posed to the action of a member's dis- 
trict convention, or to his personal 
pledges. The opposition to the resolu- 
tions either remained away from the 
caucus, or, being present, did not vote. 
Each side claims that it will ultimately 
win. 3S 


Bill on Velunteers’ Pay. 

Washington, June 28.—A Dill was in- 
troduced in the house by Representative 
Dockery of Missouri, providing that the 
pay and allowances of the volunteers 
received into the service of the United 
States under the volunteer acts shall 
date from when they joined for duty and 
are enrolled at company, battalion, regi- 
ment or state rendezvous, provided that 
those companies about to embark for 
service in the Philippines may be paid 
one month's wages in advance prior to 
embarkation, 


Watchdog of the Treasury. 

Washingten, June 28.—According toa 
decision of the comptroller of the treas- 
ury, extra duty pay of all soldiers is cut 
off in war time no matter where they 
may be employed. The act of congress 
of April 26, 1898, provides for an increase 
in the pay proper of all enlisted men in 
time of hostilities. The comptroller also 
holds that the act of May 4 last, making 
‘an appropriation for extra duty pay for 
certain enlisted men in the quarter- 
master’s department, does not authorize 
‘their pay for extra duty in war times.

never fire a shot. The press expects to 
be gagged, but it unanimously declares 
that no amount of coercion and no de- 
gree of dictatorial despotism will hinder 
the country from rising and manifesting 
its will.” 


Fought Magnificently. 

London, June 28.—A dispatch to The 
Daily News from Port Antonio, Jam., 
Says: “The conditions in which the 
Americans entered the battle at Sevilla 
show that their fighting was really mag- 
nificent. When attacked,. they were 
hysterical and half out of their minds. 
All courage would have been scorched 
out of less thoroughbred men. ‘T/%*ir 
tongues were swelled from thirst and 
their throat shrivelled. “Hell,” said 
a survivor, ‘has no terrors for ménow.’” 


Drunk and Disorderly. 
Chattanooga, June 28.—A small riot 

between city police and a number of 
colored soldiers belonging to the Tenth 
United States cavalry occurred’ at the 
central passenger station Monday morn- 
ing. The soldiers were drunk and dis- 
orderly, and when the police attempted 
to arrest them they fought fiercely. In 
self-defense, the officers, of whom there 
were only three, were forced to use their | 
pistols. One of the soldiers, Rufus 
Cobb, was hit, the ball passing through 
hisleg. Policeman Carleton was struck 
cver the head with a billet of wood and 
severely injured. Four of the rioters 
were finally landed in jail. 

Spain Blinks and Thinks. 

London, June 28.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Times says: “The 
threat to send a squadron to Spain, as 
reported from the United States, is re- 
garded here as proof that the Ameri- 
in government seriously alarmed 
it the prospect of Admiral Camara ap- 
pearing in the neighborhood of Manila. 
It is argued that if the United States 
were to show so little regard for civil- 
ized warfare as to bombard small, open | 
towns, America might kill a few peace- 
ful inhabitants and injure private prop- 
erty; but the practical effect of such a 
flagrant infraction of the laws of war | 
would merely be to inflame the war 
spirit of the Spaniards. 

“As for the fortified ports, experience 
in Cuba has shown that the fire of men- 
of-war makes but little impression, and 
America would find it much harder to| 
maintain a fleet off the coast of the 
peninsula than a few hours’ sail from 
Key West. The landing of any con- 
siderable armed force out of the} 
question, because that is precisely what | 
the Spaniards would like. 

“Reinforcements are on the way to-| 
ward Guantanamo to oppose the ex- 
pected advance by the Americans from | 
that point. Considerable reinforce- | 
ments are expected also from Manzan- 
illo; but they. may be delayed by the 
bad roads and by insurgent bands.”

Vessels Behind the Age. 

Gibraltar, June 28.—The third Spanish 
squadron, it announced here, con- 
sisting of the Cardenal de Cisneros, 
Lepanto, Numancia, Vitorria, the moni- 
tor Puig Cerda, three torpedo boats and 
the auxiliary steamers Meteoro, Leo 
XIII and Montserrat, commanded by 
Admiral Barrosa, has been “ordered to 
assemble at Cadiz as early as possible.” 

Some of the vessels are much behind 
theage. The Numancia isan iron vessel 
built in 1863, capable of steaming, ac- 
cording to the registers, eight knots, and 
having a belt of five and a half inches of 
old-fashioned armor. Her main battery 
consists of eight 10-inch muzzle loading 
Armstrong guns, and her secondary bat- 
tery is composed of six 6.2 inch quick- 
firing guns.

Third Fleet Gone, 

San Francisco, June 28.—Monday af- 
ternoon the third fleet of vessels loaded 
with soldiers sailed for the Philippines 
amid the screeching of a hundred 
whistles, the clanging of bells and the 
booming of cannon. The men on the 
transports were perched in the rigging, 
and handkerchiefs and flags waved and 
fluttered from every porthole and spar. 

The ships carried about 4000 men under 
command of Genera! Arthur McArthur, 
who has made the steamer Indiana his 
flagship. The City of Para, the Ohio and 
the Morgan City were the other vessels 
to sail with the Indiana. The Valencia 
will probably sail with the Newport 
Wednesday. General Merritt and his 
staff will proceed to the islands in the 
Newport. 


Can.aa at Port Said. 

New York, June 28.—A dispatch to The 
Tribune from Cairo, Egypt, says: “The 
egyptian government has instructed its 
authorities at Port Said to prevent the 
150 stockers éngaged there by Admiral 
Camara for his fleet from embarking on 
Spanish ships, and has courteously in- 
formed Admiral Camara that so doing 
would be an infringement of the laws of 
neutrality, which Egypt intends rigor- 
ously to observe. The Audasa’s ma- 
chinery requires repair, and Camara has 
signified his intention of remaining at 
Port Said for three days. 

A False Alarm, 

Kingston, Jam., June 28.—It is believed 
that Admiral Cervera contemplated 
making a dash out of the harbor Satur- 
day night. Four columns of smoke were 
seen at sundown advancing towards the 
mouth of the harbor, and two small 
boats, believed to be torpedo boat de- 
stroyers, were observed in the neighbor- 
hood of the Merrimac. Consequently 
Admiral Sampson ordered extra precau- 
tions to be taken. The Ericsson and 
Porter stocd very close into the harbor 
all night, but no ships came out. Shortly 
after midnight the dynamite cruiser fired | 
three guncotton shells in the direction of 
Morro castle. They exploded on the 
ridge and behind the eastern hill. The 
damage done is not known.

Consideration 
of the Hawaiian annexation resolutions 
was resumed, and during the session Mr. 
Clay (Dem., Ga.), Mr. Roach (Dem., 


N. D.) and Mr. Caffery (Dem., La.) spoke | 


in opposition. Mr. Roach advanced the 
novel argument that the United States 
should not annex the islands, as their 
existence was problematical. They were 
liable to be swallowed up in an earth- 
quake. 

Mr. Caffery and Mr. Stewart became 
involved in a sharp colloquy over the 
former's assertion that the United States 
under the constitution could not acquire 
foreign territory by legislative act. 
With this statement Mr. Stewart took 
issue. In answer to an inquiry by Mr.

Stopped by the Police. 

St. John, N. B., June 28.—The fight 
between Joseph Mullins of Boston and 
Edward Harvey of this city was de- 
cidedly in Mullins’ favor. In the first 
round the Boston man sent Harvey to 
the floor, but he was up in two seconds, 
in the second and third rounds Mullins 
administered considerable punishment. 
In the fourth round he sent Harvey to 
the floor, but the prostrate man was up 
when Referee Powers counted six. Mul- 
lins again forced the fighting and again 
sent Harvey to the floor.

CROP BULLETIN. 


*rospects of the District Fully Up to the 
Average. 

Boston, June 28.—Last week 1s consid- 

ered the best of the season in many sec- 

tions of Massachusetts, Rhode Island 


|and Connecticut; the sunshine caused 


rapid growth of crops and the fair 
weather favored farm pursuits. Re- 
ports from the agents of the weather 
bureau show that haying is in ad- 
vance from a week to 10 days. Hoeing 


is a week to a fortnight late. The result 


of hay making and hoeing coming at the 
same time is foulness from weeds and 
overworked farmers. A want of rain is 
reported from all sections of Rhode 
Island. The same applies to Connecti- 
cut, except that an excess of moisturein 
the soil is reported in some sections of 
New London county. In the larger por- 
tion of that state the drought is becom- 
ing injurious; pastures are browning 
and strawberries are showing the effects 
of dry weather. The prospects of the 


district as a whole are fully up to the 


avetrage. 
Corn is improving in about all sections, 
but is still backward. The sunshine and 


showers have improved the color, though 
|jthe cool weather in northern sections 


has been unfavorable to rapid growth. 


Rye and oats are showing rust in western 


Massachusetts, and rust is also affecting 
the oats in sections of Fairfield county, 
Conn. As a whole the grain crop is 
promising. 

The caterpillars have about ceased 


their ravages, but the apple crop in many 


sections has been destroyed. Most 
damage was done in parts of Chittenden 
county, Vt. In Shelburn, which is lo- 
cated in an apple producing district, the 
crop will be but a small percentage of 
that which was promised. The forest 
worm has wrought great damage to the 
sugar maples in sections of Windsor 
county, Vt. It is believed that the trees 
in many instances are permanently in- 
jured. The apple crop of the district 
will probably be an average one. The 
indications are favorable to a good sup- 
ply of pears, plums and cherries. The 
peach trees in Connecticut show plenty 
of fruit. 

Field and garden vegetables have, asa 
rftle, made good progress. The potato 
crop in all sections is very promising 
and seems unusually free from injurious 
insects. The early crop is blooming in 


} northern sections, and in southern por- 
| tions the new potatoes are nearly ready 


for market. Asparagus is still being cut 
in Massachusetts. Garden truck gen- 
erally is in excellent condition and very 
plentiful. 

The strawberry crop 
abundant. In some sections the market 
is reported overstocked. The fruit is 
very fine in quality. Blackberries, rasp- 
berries and wild berries promise a large 
yield. 

Some setting of tobacco has been done 
during the week In western Massachu- 
The plants are reported back- 
ward and small in some sections, as the 
weather has been too cool for rapid 
growth.

If the Spaniards were aware 
of this awful act of war they made no 
sign. Their campfires dotted the hills 
and plains almost within rifle range 
of where General Shafter’s men were 
breaking down aqueducts and tearing 
up pipes. 

The Cubans say that without the water 
supply General Linares must evacuate 
Santiago, cistern supply will not 
be suf nt for such an army as he has 
massed there. The American officers 
have figured out, however, that he can 
put his men on water allowance and 
that, though they may suffer consider- 
ably from thirst, the rain water will pull 
them through. The destruction of San- 
tiago by fire is now an assured thing. 
As soon as the shells get to bursting in 
the town everything inflammable will go. 

Information has been received from 
Manzanillo to the effect that five bat- 
talions of Spanish troops which left that 
city several days ago to reinforce Gen- 
eral Linares returned to Manzanillo 
two days after their departure. This 
is by far the most important news re- 
ceived for sometime. It is regarded as 
indicating the failure of the Spanish at- 
tempt, under command of General Pan- 
do, to rush 10,000 trained troops to the 
defense of Santiago. | General Yando, 
as has been told in former dispatches, 
began a desperate effort to get his 
troops to Santiago as soon as it was 
known that the Americans would land 
and begin the invasion of Cuba in that 
vicinity. Hie commands the most impor- 
tant body of Spanish troops, aside from 
General Linares’ forces, in eastern Cuba. 
He was ordered by Captain General 
Blanco to proceed with all possible haste 
toward Santiago, and the Spaniards 
based their only hope of repelling the 
invasion on the prompt arrival of Pan-

The information has set at rest the 
fears of both the American and Cuban 
commanders. ‘They believe that either 
Pando’s men were unequal to the dif- 
ficult march from Manzanillo to Santia- 
go, or else that General Linares, realiz- 
ing the hopelessness of his position, sent 
word that it was useless to send these 
additional troops to that point. 

The army of invasion is compactly 
formed within three miles of Santiago, 
with General Lawton’s division occupy- 
ing the center, and flanked on tie left 
by General Wheeler and on the right by 
General Kent. The engineering corps 
has completed a military road which is 
a great improvement over the old bridle 
path, but the sand is several feet deep in 
places, and a copious rainfall would soon 
convert it into quagmire, rendering 
traveling extremely hazardous. 


SHAFTER’S CONFIDENCE. 


Reports Laconically to the Secretary 
“All Is Progressing Well.” 
Washington. June 29.—If General Shaf- 
ter fears that he has a hard nut to crack 
in the capture of Santiago, he does not 
manifest it in his official dispatches to 
the war department; if difficulties con- 
front him, they are not of a character 
pufficient to cause him serious considera- 
tion; if the force of the enemy is threat- 
ening from its size the fact remains to 


be related; if American reinforcements 
are needed General Shafter has not yet 
taken the trouble to send even the brief- 
est appeal to Washington. 

On the contrary, his dispatches are 
full of confidence. He insisted by cable 
a few days ago that he wanted nothing, 
and the advices received from him yes- 
terday were remarkable for their thor- 
®ughly self-reliant and self-satisfied 
tone. “All is progressing well,” said 
General Shafter, beginning the brief dis- 
patch which the war department made 
public yesterday afternoon. The cable- 
gram also told in concise but graphic 
manner of the continued progress of the 
army. 

In spite of the press dispatches to the 
contrary, the secretary thinks that 
Shafter will be obliged to wait for the 
arrival of the lighters sent by the navy 
department Saturday before getting his 
siege guns ashore. As soon as the guns 
are mounted the assault on Santiago 
will begin, and the department is con- 
fident that it will not be of long duration. 
It fully expects that the success of Shaf- 
ter’s expedition will be assured before 
the close of the week. At thesametime, 
every energy is being bent toward get- 
ting the expedition under way, which is 
now being gathered from the camps at 
Chickamauga and Tampa. This expe- 
dition will consist, probably, of 25,000 
men, and it will be under the command 
of General Miles. It will go to Santiago, 
but Santiago will not be its objective 
point. Indeed, it is possible that the 
troops may not be landed there at all. 
Santiago is regarded by the department 
as a port of call on the way to Porto 
Rico, which is the ultimate destination 
of this most important expedition which 
has thus far been prepared. 

The comment was heard at the navy 
department that there is a certain poetic 
justice in the fact that Captain Sigsbee 
has met a torpedo boat destroyer and 
won a signal victory over her. Sigbee’s 
ship, the Maine, was blown up by a tor- 
pedo, and he has now effectively de- 
stroyed the torpedo boat scare. The 
success of his ship, an auxiliary cruiser 
without steel protection and commonly 
supposed to be helpless in the presence 
of a torpedo boat, in repulsing the dan- 
gerovws destroyer Terror and a Spanish 
cruiser off San Juan is regarded by of- 
ficers of the navy department as in the 
nature of anexploit. Great satisfaction 
is expressed with the outcome of the ap- 
parently unlooked-for encounter, and a 
new source of encouragement is foundin 
the incident. The navy department has 
not received any information other than 
that contained in the brief bulletin that 
the St. Paul hit the Terror three times, 
killing one officer and two men and 
wounding several others. The Terror 
dropped back under cover of the forti- 
fications, with difficulty, and was towed 
into the harbor in a sinking condition, 
where she is now being repaired. 


Needs of Gomez. 

Key West, June 29.—General Gomez is 
in urgent need of tlothes, rifles and am- 
munition.

SPAIN GETTING REABY 


Inhabitants Co-operating With the 
Authorities, 


Centers of Trade Said to Be 
Well Protected. 


Alleged Capture of Americans During a Fight 
in Cuba. 


London, June 29.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Standard says: ‘“Re- 
garding the threat of the United States 
to send a squadron to the coast of the 
peninsula, it is to be said that important 
centers of trade like Bilbao, Santander, 
Gijon, Corunna and Vigo could be 
promptly put into a respectable state of 
submarine and land defense; and the in- 
habitants everywhere have already 
volunteered, with men and money, to 
co-operate with the authorities. The 
arsenals, such as Ferrol and Cadiz, are 
well provided with forts and batteries 
armed with modern heavy guns; while 
the approaches have extensive sub- 
marine defenses. Numerous torpedo 
boats are attached to both those ports; 
and the same can be said of Carthagena 
and Ceuta, while preparations for de- 
fense are being actively pushed at Barce- 
lona and other Mediterranean ports, as 
well as at the Balearic islands. 

“For some hours yesterday the authori- 
ties at Cadiz put the land and sea forces 
and batteries through sham defenses 
against attacks from the sea in the 
presence of thousands of inhabitants, 
who lined the walls and esplanades, and 
showed much enthusiasm over the ex- 
cellence of the artillery practice. 

“The latest reports from Cuba show 
that General Luque has only been able to 
detach a few battalions and one moun- 
tain battery under Colonel Esquartio to 
reinforce Santiago. The Spaniards, 
during a recent fight, took several Amer- 
ican prisoners who complained of suf- 
fering from the lack of provisions and 
the excessive heat. The American pris- 
oners reported also that there was a 
great deal of sickness in the American 
forces, 

“Admiral Cervera has been authorized 
to act at his discretion—either to co- 
operate in the defense of Santiago or 
to make a sortie. The Spanish papers 
lay great stress on the probability ofa 
rupture between General Garcia and 
General Gomez. The latter {s incensed 
with the special attention shown by the 
Americans to Garcia, Sanguilly, Rabi, 
Castillo and other chiefs while not only 
discarding the oldest leader of the rising, 
but providing him sparingly with the 
supplies he so sorely needs.”

LOVE, CRIME AND WAR, 


Rich Material For a Novel In a Con- 
vict’s Story. 


Filed His Way to Freedom 
From Chain Gang. 


Reached the Cuban Coast and Taken on an 
American Vessel. 


Key West, June 29.—There is a Cuban 
passenger on one of the ships of the 
blockading squadron to whom the 
phrase, “Cuba libre,” has taken a new 
meaning. He is an escaped murderer 
and tells a strange tale of love, crime 
and war, 

Between 4 and 5 o'clock Sunday after- 
noon, one of the auxiliary gunboats 
was cruising slowly about a mile off 
Point Bacuranao, east of Havana, when 
two figures were observed on the beach, 
signalling with handkerchiefs fastened 
to the end of sticks. A small boat was 
sent off to them, but as it approached 
the shore one of the figures started 
suddenly into the brush and was seen 
no more. The other man held his 
ground, and was taken off to the ship, 
and there told his story with no show of 
reluctance. 

He is Pablo Benites, 30 years old, a 
native of Consolacion, Pinar del Riv. 
Seven years ago he killeda man. Ben- 
ites told of the affair in the most matter 
of fact way imaginable without the 
quiver of an eyelash, 

“It was a little dispute, 
not been drinking.” 

“A love affair, perhaps?” 

The words were magical. The merest 
tinge of color crept over his cheeks, 
gaunt and haggard from seven years’ 
confinement in a Spanish prison, anda 
glimmer of light came into his dull eyes, 

“Perhaps,” was the response. “There 
were words and I—” he made a gesture 
like the plunge of a knife. 

The gesture told the tale—words being 
unnecessary—of love under tropical 
skies and murder done for a pair of soft, 
black eyes. He would say no more. 
Twenty-four years was the sentence. 
For seven of these Benites lay in the Ha- 
vana prison. A month and a half ago 
he was put in a chaingang and sent to 
work on the fortifications. His duty 
was wheeljng sand in a barrow at the 
east end of Morro castle. They gave 
him. nothing to eat there but a few 
beans, he said, and he was almost 
starved. 

One day last week, while working at 
the battery, he saw among a group of 
spectators one who had known him in 
past years. There was a glance of 
recognition, with a meaning look at the 
prisoner’s manacles. 

A day or two later the friend reap- 
peared, and when he departed Benites 
had concealed in his sleeve a small file. 
The rest was easy. It was not long 
before the irons had been cut through. 
The file was then passed to a favorite 
comrade of Benites, and he, too, accom- 
plished the same task. Their chance of 
escape came at noon on Thursday last 
while the guard was at lunch. They 
shook their shackles from them, ran into 
the woods and were soon safely away. 

For three days they made their way 
through thicket and brush, eluding the 
Spanish soldiers, until they reached the 
water front, on Sunday. At the last 
moment the other man became panic- 
stricken and ran back into the woods. 

Benites knew little of the war; but, 
when asked if he was a patriot, he re- 
plied: “I'll fight for America.” 

There are between 300 and 400 men 
working on the sand battery from which 
he escaped, he said, and big forces are 
at work on all the fortifications around 
Havana. Some information had 
reached him as to the conditions prevail- 
ing in the Cuban capital. The poor 
are starving in the streets, he asserted, 
and the Spanish soldiers are on half 
rations. Bread brings 60 cents per 
pound, beef costs 49 cents and pork is 
sold for 50 centsa pound. Benites has 
a brother at Palma, island of Majorea. 
The prisoner will be turned over to the 
disposition of Commodore Watson.

A. 0, H. Convention. 

Trenton, June 29.—Bishop Foley of De- 
troit, the national chaplain of the Ameri- 
can branch, who was treasurer of the 
$50,000 fund raised by the American 
branch for the endowment of a chair in 
the Catholic university for the teaching 
of the Irish language, sent a letter to the 
convention with a check for $219, being 
the amount that had been collected in 
excess of the $50,000. 

National Secretary O'Sullivan of the 
American branch showed that wing of 
the order to exist in every state except 
Wyoming, and to have 1481 dfvisions 
with a total membership of 90,967.

Washington, June 29.—A circular has 
been issued to the postmasters of the 140 
offices from which the present experi- 
mental test of rural free delivery ra- 
diates, informing them that, as con- 
gress has continued and increased the 
appropriation for the fiscal year, all 
rural carriers now in the service may 
consider their eontracts renewed unless 
otherwise ordered by the postmaster 
general. The department is consider- 
ing a plan of alloting the extra service 
to be provided for among such states 
and communities as have not hitherto 
had the advantages of delivery, and in 
localities where the service can be es- 
tablished at the least cost and witha 
certainty of rendering the best results.

The only question is wheth- 
er the United States and other powers 
will share this opinion, or whether the 
other powers will see in the landing an 
act of interference compelling them to 
follow suit.” 


Four Supposed Spies. 

Atlanta, Ga., June 29.—Four supposed 
Spanish spies reached Fort McPherson 
yesterday. One of them is Private 
F. J. Glenhurst, of the Fourth army 
corps. He is supposed to have entered 
the army to enable him to carry on his 
fecret operations without attracting 
suspicion. He was arrested at Tampa. 
The three other suspects are officially 
known as Thoribio Negrin, a deserter 
from the Spanish navy; Joseph Martin 
and John Rodriguez, alias “Spanish 
John.” They are thought to have been 
obtaining information about the forti- 
fications at Tybee for the use of their 
government. 


Hardtack and Jerked Beef. 
Washington, June 29.—The sending of 
delicacies to the army, although most 
generous and fully appreciated by the 
war department, will not longer be 
encouraged, as it has been found that 
such delicacies for troops in the fieldare 
injurious rather than helpful. The sec- 
retary of war suggests that donations of 
this character in the future be sent to 
the hospitals only, and that the surgeon 
general of the army be consulted as to 

where they will be most needed. 


Two New England Regiments. 

Chickamauga National Park, Ga., 
June 29.—The order issued Sunday to 
wuip and prepare immediately 15 regi- 
‘gents of the First corps to form an ex- 
peditionary force was revoked by Ma- 
jor General Brooke yesterday. Twenty- 
seven regiments are to be hastily pre- 
pared for active service and the natural 
inference is that the entire force will 
be off for Tampa or other points within 
a week or 10 days. The regiments in- 
clude the First New Hampshire ari 
Eighth Massachusetts. General Brooke 
has been appointed by the president to 
command the corps. Major General 
Wade will be left in command at Camp 
Thomas. 4 


Camara’s Slow Progress. 

London, June 29.—A Gibraltar corre- 
spondent says: “The Cadiz authori- 
ties are persuaded that Cadiz is the ob- 
jective point of the Americans, but 
neither their measures of defense nor the 
third squadron will be of use unless 
Spain can find English or German en- 
gineers. Admiral Camara, at his pres- 
ent rate of progress, cannot reach the 
Philippines before 60 days. It is re- 
ported that he is carrying 40,000 tons of 
coal and that the second-class cabins 
of the auxiliary cruiser Rapido are 
stuffed with coal.” 


Hamil+on Fish’s Body. 

Washington, June 29.—The body of 
Hamilton Fish, who was killed by the 
Spaniards in the engagement of last 
Friday, will be brought back to the 
United States for burial. Mr. Nicholas 
Fish, the faaher of the young rough 
rider, saw the president and the sec- 
taries of war’ and navy yesterday in re- 
gard to the matter. President McKin- 
ley gave him an autograph leter to Sec-

retary Alger, referring to the request 
of Mr. Fish that he be allowed to bring 
his son's body back to the United Sti#@es. 
Mr. Fish also requested that the side 
arms carried by his son be given to him. 
These requests will be granted by the 
secretary of war. Secretary Long gave 
Mr. Fish permission to take a casket to 
Santiago on the cruiser Yale, when she 
makes her second trip with the troops. 


General Augasti’s Troubles. 

Madrid, June 29.—Captain General 
Augusti cables from Manila under date 
of June 23 that he continues to maintain 
his position, though the enemy is in- 
creasing in numbers, while rains are 
inundating the intrenchments and de- 
sertions of native soldiers are increas- 
ing. 

Aguinaldo, the insurgent leader, has 
called upon Captain General Augusti to 
surrender, but the latter refused, saying 
he was “resolved to maintain the sov- 
ereignty of Spain and the honor of the 
flag to the last extremity.” 


Promotion For Frank, 

Washington, June 29.—Brigadier Gen-

22, 1898, which provides for rais- 
ing a volunteer army.* * * Itis held 
that under these laws volunteer regi- 
ments of the states to be entitled to a 
third major, battalion adjutants or any 
extra officers not allowed in the regular 
army organization, or with higher rank 


than allowed for similar officers in the 
regular army organization, must have 


been organized as a militia organization 
under the state laws and have entered 
the United States ‘service as a body with 
its officers as so organized.’

When John Quincy Adams was nomi- 
nated for the presidency, he said ‘‘ I 
shall not make the slightest effort to be 
elected,’’? and he kert his word. Years 
afterward, when an old man, he died at 
his post in the House of Representa- 
tives and he had gained the respect 
and love of all the country. 

Samuel Tilden, after having «almost 
single handed broken up the Tweed 
Ring in New York was nominated by a 
grateful people for the presidency and 
followed Adams’s example. He was 
not elected, but his name will always 
remain a symbol of honesty and 
courage. At present, when one reads 
of the vast sums of money spent to buy 

he thinks of Adams 
and say “Those were 


political power, 
and Tilden, 
men.” 

Now, friends, we cannot all vote aad 
hold office, but we can serve our 
country in other ways. Let us obey 
her laws, honor ‘‘Old Glory’’ as long 
as we live, and always act in such a 
way as to bring America credit. Ina 
word, let us love our country. It will 
pay us. 

Patriotism is a virtue which can 
never be forgotten in any map no 
matter how humble he is,, or how 
poor or how lacking in other good 
traits. Andrew Jackson, tyrannical 
auc despotic though he was, gained 
twice the highest office an American 
can hold: and for what?—for his love 
of country. Washington and Lincoln 
in the United States, and in England, 
Gladstone, are fit examples of how 
patriotism is honored. All have their 
rewards. Washington’s is a mighty 
nation of seventy millions of souls; 
Lincoln’s is found iu the freedom of 
millions of negroes; Gladstone’s is the 
love of every Englishman. 

And so every true citizen has his re- 
ward, if it is nothing more than the 
glow of satisfaction which comes from 
a fulfilment of his duties. Let him 
strive to be a patriot, and he will be- 
come one of the noblest works of God. 


SENATOR ROE.

They invent their little plays 
and stories, and are all the happier for 
them. A child once saw his mother 
fill a lamp,and afterward remarked that 
mamma was giving the lamp a drink, 
Now what older person would have 
thought of this ? It is to be deplored 
that as children grow older, many of 
them, without realizing their loss, 
gradually lose the vivid imagination 
of their childhood. 

It is admitted by many that the read- 
ing ‘of fairy stories cultivates the 
imagination. This is one of the in- 
fluences tending to make the child’s 
mind so imaginative. The little one 
reads or hears of the fairy godmother, 
the beautiful princess or the magical 
talisman, and immediately proceeds to 
invent others for their own little plays. 
But the older people grow,the less,as a 
rule, they read fairy tales. They learn 
the truth about the fairy-folks and 
cease reading about them, because 

they think it is childish, thus showing 
| that they do not realize what they are 
losing. 

In reading, a good imagination is 
almost a necessity, for without it the 
reader must miss half the enjoyment 
Some writers form pictures of only a 
few words, but the words cannot be 
united to form the mind-picture, with- 
out the aid of the imagination. Tenny- 
son gives us an example in these lines 
from his Princess,

If it has not ruled 
the whole world it has certainly held 
sway over the minds of those famous 
mortals who have made names for 
themselves 
Did not Imagination guide the chisel 
of Phidias and Angelo? Did she not 
direct Raphael’s brush and Shakspere’s 
pen? Did she not aid Handel, Bee- 
thoven and may other famous musi- 
cians in producing works that remains 
unrivalled? 

The average modern American is 
greatly in need of Imagination’s in- 
fluence. He is too little accustomed 
to regard matter from a poetic point 
of view, and so, loses half their value. 
There will be a change for the better 
only when the tendency towards 
materialism has been overcome. It is 
to be hoped that some day, greater 
efforts will be made during school-life 
to retain and strengthen the imagina- 
tion of the child as his age increases. 
When the imagination has been proper- 
ly cultivated, the powers of discern- 
ment, appreciation, penetration and 
other finer qualities of the mind will 
be developed to a high degree of 
efficiency, poetry and all other arts will 
flourish and the minds and hands of 
the people, as in the olden days, will 
be better fitted to achieve glory and 
fame to the everlasting honor of our 
country and the human race. 


‘‘The duties of a citizen’? is @ 
favorite theme, but in these warlike 
times it was in the hands of Mr. 
Lewis of unusual interest, as it was 
up-to-date, perfectly memorized, of 
good sentiments, and well delivered. 
It is given in full: © 

At no other period in the history of 
the United States has a citizen been 
summoned so imperatively as he is to- 
day to perform the duties which he 
owes his country. For over a hundred 
years we have stood as a nation virtu- 
ally alone in the world and the eyes of 
all Europe have been upon us to see 
whether Democratic goverment would 
be a success. Other republics have 
been formed, but they have proved to 
be weak, for their governments we'e 
unstable and constantly fell to pieces. 
At the same time such republics, 
through their very weakness, became 
more arbitrary and despotic. Even 
France, great as she is, though a re- 
public in form, is, in reality, a 
monarchy. The Spanish-American 
states are not much better than their 
mother country. 

Of late years our own government 
has, in some cities and communities, 
fallen into a state of corruption which 
should mortify every American. We 
see in many places great rings formed 
to plunder the public treasury; in 
others vast trusts, which, in direct 
defiance of the laws tot only of the 
nation bat of humanity itself, force up 
the prices of food and clothing and 
bring distress to thousands of homes. 
The brutal lynchings in the South, and 
the unwieldiness of our military 
system have laid us open to criticism 
from all the world. Ina word, all of 
our institutions are undergoing a 
searching examination on the part of 
Europe. If, then, this is the case, 
surely every one in this country ought 
to do his share in showing the 
monarchies of the Old World how well 
a free people can govern itself. For 
this, good citizenship is necesary, and 
for good citizenship, some knowledge 
of its duties. 

We shall speak first of one about 
which every one knows, and which all 
are willing to do—the duty of fighting 
for one’s country. It is enough to say 
that, if Washington and his men had 
not felt that duty, we should never 
existed as a nation, Eighty years 
afterwards, it was that same noble duty 
nobly performed which kept the 
country from disintegration. America 
has not forgotten that obligation to- 
day for in the present war hundreds of 
thousands have volunteered for service. 
Many of course were turned away but 
these in plying their different trades 
have served the nation in another way, 
for they have built up its resources 
and furnished the sinews of war. 

And now let us consider a civic 
function at present restricted to men 
but which let us hope in a short time 
will be open to both sexes. I refer to 
the franchise. Too much cannot be 
said of the necessity of voting, for it 
is one of the most important, and, at 
the same time, one of the most danger- 
ous rights a citizen can have. In the 
hands of an honest man it is a bless- 
ing, but when unscrupulous citizens 
misuse the ballot then appears bad 
government, But scarcely- better than 
the dishonest voter is the non voter, 
who fritters away the greatest privilege 
which our forefathers won by hard 
fighting, and who, by his apathy in 
regard to his country’s welfare helps 
pave the way for boss rule in its worst 
forms. Scores of our cities are ruled 
by dictators, and how can we consider 
any man a patriot who passively sub- 
mits to this loss of liberty. 

From the subject of voting let us pass 
to that of holding office. This can be 
best illustrated by an example. A 
citizen, let us say, is nominated for a 
certain position and like Hercules of 
old, he was the choice of two courses. 
He may spend thousands of dollars in 
buying the support of politicians, he 
may travel about the country making 


speeches and asking the people to vote

Boston, June 30.—The last regiment 
of the state militia that can be furnished 
the general government by the common- 
wealth, augmented to almost double 
its strength when a part of the state 
force, marched through Boston this 
morning on the way to South Framing- 
ham and active service. The Fifth 
regiment went out under command of its 
militia colonel, Colonel J. H. Whitney, 
a veteran of the Civilwar. Atthe state 
house, Governor Wolcott and staff, with 
heads of the state department and 
others, reviewed the command. On 
reaching South Framingham, the regi- 
ment marched directly to the camp 
grounds, where tents for its use had been

Spanish Are Optimists. 

Madrid, June 30.—In an interview yes- 
terday afternoon, Lieutenant General 
Correa, minister of war, said the gov- 
ernment had no special news from Cuba, 
but took a favorable view of the situa- 
fion. He asserted that Admiral Camara’s 
squadron had begun the passage of the 
Suez canal. 

It is announced that the Vitorria, the 
Numancia, the Alfonso XIII and the 
Lepanto, all armored cruisers, are ready 
to form the third squardon. 

The cruiser Antonio Lopez, while try- 
ing to enter the San Juan river secretly 
with a cargo of provisions and war ma- 
terial, was detected by two American 
warships, but escaped by swiftly chang- 
fing hercourse. Her captain, determined 
to land his cargo, headed for shore at 
Salinas. The shock of grounding ex- 
ploded the boiler. It is not known 
whether there was any loss of life. Two 
gunboats issued to the assistance of the 
Lopez, whereupon the Americans with- 
drew and the Lopez landed her cargo. 

If the United States imagine that the 
| threat to bombard Spanish ports would 
induce the Spaniards to recall Camara 
and to sue for peace, the Americans are 
bound to be disappointed. The threat 
has only tended to excite the bulldog 
qualities of the Spanish national char- 
acter. The peace prospects therefore

World Looks Smiling. 

London, June 30.—Lord Salisbury, the 
premier, addressing the United club in 
this city last evening, Paid: “There 
is a cloud on the horizon, one that does 
not affect us personally, but which 
evokes the deepest sorrow and our ear- 
nest desire for its removal. it is the 
war of two great states, between whom 
we are neutral—one bound to us by 
every tie of kindred and similarity of 
institutions and religion; the other the 
State that fought on our side when we 


struggled with the threatening tyranny 
cf the first Napoleon. Watching this 
terrible w@r, we are bound to abstain 
from expreseing any preference or any 
judgment on either side. We know that 
in both cases the motives were of the 
highest character. We know that the 
United States are animated by elevated 
philanthropy, and that Spain is inspired 
by that love of independence which was 
the greatest pride of all nations. I can 
only say I earnestly wish the day may 
speedily arrive when this terrible 
slaughter between two nations will 
cease and the world restored to peace. 
With this exception, the world looks 
smilingly enough to us politically.” 


Citizens Who Lied. 

Washington, June 30.—The 600-ton 
American schooner Clara A. Phinney of 
New Bedford some days ago was au- 
thorized to clear with 700 tons of coal 
from Mobile to Vera Cruz on affidavits 
of reliable citizens of Mobile that the 
coal was destined for railroad purposes, 
On reaching Vera Cruz, Captain Phin- 
ney was directed by L. Jonblanc, his 
consignee, to place his vessel alongside 
a Spanish steamer. In the presence of 
@ group of Spanish sympathizers, Cap- 
tain Phinney bluntly refused, declaring 
with emphasis that no vessel in his 
charge should ever lie alongside a ship 
bearing the flag of his country’s enemy, 
much less supply her with even a pound 
of coal. The captain, with a crowd at 
his heels, marched to the American con- 
sulate and notified the consul. Exports 
of coal to Mr. Jonblane of Vera Crug will 
cease, ard the department will unde;- 
take to fix responsibility and punishment 
for the deed.
